LAWS    RELATING    TO    THE   STATE    BOARD   OF 

HEALTH. 


AN  ACT  ESTABLISHING  A  STATE  BOARD  OF 
HEALTH. 

General  Assembly, 
January  Session,  A.  D.  1878. 

^e  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  hi 
General  Assembly  convened: 

Section  1.  That  the  governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  senate,  shall  appoint  six  persons,  three  of  whom 
shall  always  be  physicians,  and  one  lawyer,  who,  together  with  a 
secretary  to  be  elected  by  them,  shall  constitute  the  State  Board 
of  Health.  Of  the  six  persons  first  appointed,  two  shall  serve  for 
two  years,  two  for  four  years,  and  two  for  six  years,  from  the 
first  day  of  July  next  following  their  confirmation,  and  the  gov- 
ernor shall  hereafter  biennially  appoint,  by  and  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  senate,  two  members  of  said  State  Board  of 
Health,  to  hold  their  ofiices  for  six  years  from  the  first  day  of 
July  next  following  their  confirmation.  If  a  vacancy  occur  in 
said  board  during  a  recess  of  the  legislature  it  shall  be  filled  by 
the  governor  until  the  next  regular  session  of  the  same. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  State  Board  of  Health  shall  meet  at  least 
once  in  every  three  months,  and  as  much  oftener  as  they  may 
deem  proper.  Four  members  shall  always  constitute  a  quorum 
for  business.     No  member  of  the  board  shall  receive  any  com- 
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pensation  except  the  secretary,  but  the  actual  traveling  and  other 
expenses  of  the  members  while  eno-aged  in  the  duties  of  the 
board  shall  be  allowed  and  paid  out  of  the  appropriation  made 
for  its  support.  Thev  shall  select  annually  one  member  of  the 
board  as  president,  and  shall  appoint  a  suitable  person,  who  shall 
be  a  physician,  to  be  their  permanent  secretary  and  executive 
officer,  who  shall  hold  his  office  so  long  as  he  shall  faithfully  dis- 
charge the  duties  thereof,  but  who  may  be  removed  for  cause  at 
any  meeting  of  the  board,  a  majority  of  the  members  voting 
therefor.  If  a  member  of  the  board  be  elected  as  secretary  the 
vacancy  thus  caused  shall  be  filled  by  the  governor,  as  provided 
in  section  first. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  acts  and 
proceedings  of  the  board,  perform  and  superintend  the  work 
prescribed  in  this  act,  and  such  other  duties  as  the  board  may 
order  under  their  general  direction,  and  shall  receive  an  annual 
salary  of  one  thousand  dollars,  which  shall  be  paid  him  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  salaries  of  other  State  officers  are  paid,  and 
such  necessary  expenses  as  the  comptroller  of  the  treasury  shall 
audit,  on  the  presentation  of  an  itemized  account,  with  vouchers 
annexed  and  the  certificate  of  the  board,  shall  be  allowed  him. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  said  State  Board  of  Health  shall  take 
cognizance  of  the  interests  of  health  and  life  among  the  people 
of  this  State  ;  they  shall  make  sanitary  investigations  and  in- 
quiries respecting  the  causes  of  disease,  and  especially  of  epi- 
demics, the  sources  of  mortality,  and  the  effects  of  localities,  em- 
ployments, conditions,  ingesta,  habits  and  other  circumstances 
upon  the  public  health  ;  and  they  shall  collect  such  information 
in  respect  of  these  matters  as  may  be  useful  in  the  discharge  of 
their  duties,  and  contribute  to  the  promotion  of  health  and  the 
security  of  life  in  this  State  ;  they  shall  cause  to  be  made  by 
their  secretary  or  by  a  committee  of  the  board,  inspections  at 
such  times  as  they  may  deem  best,  and  whenever  directed  by  the 
governor  or  the  legislature,  of  all  public  hospitals,  prisons,  asy- 
lums, or  other  public  institutions,  in  regard  to  the  location,  drain- 
age, water  supply,  disposal  of  excreta,  heating  and  ventilation, 
and  other  circumstances  in  any  way  affecting  the  health  of  their 
inmates,  and  shall  also  suggest  such  remedies  as  they  may  con- 
sider suitable  for  the  removal  of  all  conditions  detrimental  to 
health  in  the  said  institutions,  in  writing,  to  the  officers  thereof. 

Sec.  5.     That  the  said  board  shall  cause  all  proper  sanitary  in-

formation  in  its  possession  to  be  promptly  forwarded  to  the  local 
health  authorities  of  any  city,  village,  town,  or  county  in  this 
State,  which  may  request  the  same,  adding  thereto  such  useful 
suggestions  as  the  experience  of  said  board  may  supply.  And  it 
is  also  hereby  made  the  duty  of  said  local  health  authorities  to 
supply  the  like  information  and  suggestions  to  said  State  Board 
of  Health,  together  with  a  copy  of  all  their  reports  and  other 
publications.  And  said  board  of  health  is  authorized  to  require 
reports  and  information  (at  such  times  and  of  such  facts,  and 
generally  of  such  nature  and  extent,  relating  to  the  safety  of  life 
and  promotion  of  health,  as  its  by-laws  or  rules  may  provide) 
from  all  public  dispensaries,  hospitals,  asylums,  infirmaries, 
piisons,  and  schools,  and  from  the  managers,  principals,  and  ofli- 
cers  thereof  ;  and  from  all  other  public  institutions,  their  officers 
and  managers,  and  from  the  proprietors,  managers,  lessees,  and 
occupants  of  all  places  of  public  resort  in  the  State  ;  but  such  re- 
ports and  information  shall  only  be  required  concerning  matters 
or  particulars  in  respect  of  which  it  may  in  its  opinion  need  in- 
formation for  the  proper  discharge  of  its  duties.  Said  board 
shall,  when  requested  by  public  authorities,  or  when  they  deem 
it  best,  advise  officers  of  the  State,  county,  or  local  government 
in  regard  to  sanitary  drainage,  and  the  location,  drainage,  venti- 
lation, and  sanitary  provisions  of  any  public  institution,  building 
or  public  place. 

Sec.  6.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  board  to  give  all 
information  that  may  be  reasonably  requested,  concerning  any 
threatened  danger  to  the  public  health,  to  the  local  health  officers, 
and  all  other  sanitary  authorities  in  the  State,  who  shall  ffive  the 
like  information  to  said  board  ;  and  said  board  and  said  officers, 
and  said  sanitary  authorities  shall,  so  far  as  legal  and  practicable, 
cooperate  together  to  prevent  the  spread  of  disease,  and  for  the 
protection  of  life  and  the  promotion  of  health,  within  the  sphere 
of  their  respective  duties. 

Sec.  7.  That  said  board  may,  from  time  to  time,  engage 
suitable  persons  to  render  sanitary  service  and  to  make  or  super- 
vise practical  and  scientific  investigations  and  examinations  re- 
quiring expert  skill,  and  to  prepare  plans  and  reports  relative 
thereto.  And  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  all  boards  and 
agents,  having  the  control,  charge,  or  custody  of  any  public 
structure,  work,  ground,  or  erection,  or  any  plan,  description,  out- 
lines, drawings,  or  charts  thereof,  or  relating  thereto,  made,  kept 
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or  controlled  under  any  public  authority,  to  permit  and  facilitate 
the  examination  and  inspection,  and  the  making  of  copies  of  the 
same  by  any  officer  or  person  by  said  board  authorized ;  and  the 
members  of  said  board,  and  such  other  officer  or  person  as  may  at 
any  time  be  by  said  board  authorized,  may,  without  fee  or  hind- 
rance, enter,  examine,  and  survey  all  such  grounds,  erections, 
vehicles,  structures,  apartments,  buildings,  and  places. 

Sec.  8.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  Board  of  Health 
to  have  the  general  supervision  of  the  State  system  of  registra- 
tion of  births,  marriages  and  deaths.  Said  board  shall  prepare 
the  necessary  methods  and  forms  for  obtaining  and  preserving 
such  records,  and  to  insure  the  faithful  registration  of  the  same 
in  the  several  counties,  and  in  the  central  bureau  of  vital  statistics 
at  the  capital  of  the  State.  The  said  board  of  health  shall  recom- 
mend such  forms  and  amendments  of  law  as  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  necessary  for  the  thorough  organization  and  efficiency  of  the 
registration  of  vital  statistics  throughout  the  State.  The  secre- 
tary of  said  board  of  health  shall  be  the  superintendent  of  regis- 
tration of  vital  statistics.  As  supervised  by  the  said  board,  the 
clerical  duties  and  safe  keeping  of  the  bureau  of  vital  statistics 
thus  created  shall  be  provided  for  by  the  comptroller  of  the 
State,  who  shall  also  provide  and  furnish  such  apartments  and 
stationery  as  said  board  shall  require  in  the  discharge  of  its 
duties. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  said  board,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
December  in  each  year,  shall  make  a  report  in  writing  to  the  gov- 
ernor, upon  the  vital  statistics  and  the  sanitary  condition  and 
prospects  of  the  State,  which  report  shall  also  set  forth  the  action 
of  said  board,  and  its  officers  and  agents,  and  the  names  thereof 
for  the  past  year,  and  shall  contain  a  full  statement  of  their  acts, 
investigations,  and  discoveries,  with  such  suggestions  for  further 
legislative  action  or  other  precautions  as  they  may  deem  proper 
for  the  better  protection  of  life  and  health.  This  report  shall 
also  contain  a  detailed  statement  of  the  moneys  expended  by  said 
board,  and  the  manner  of  their  expenditure  the  year  for  whidi  it 
is  made  ;  but  the  total  amount  paid  for  the  expenses  of  this 
board,  including  the  salary  and  expenses  of  the  secretary,  shall 
not  exceed  three  thousand  dollars,  which  amount  is  hereby 
annually  appropriated  for  this  purpose,  to  be  paid  bj^  the  treas- 
urer, on  the  comptroller's  warrant,  in  such  sums  as  the  certificate 
of  the  board,  with  proper  vouchers  annexed,  may  certify  from 
time  to  time. 
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Sec.  10.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage  ;  and  that  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith, 
be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 


AMENDMENTS  IN  1885. 

CHAPTER     LXXXVIII      OF      PUBLIC      ACTS      OF      GENERAL     ASSEMBLY, 
JANUARY    SESSION,    1885. 

An  Act  relating  to  the  State  Board  of   Health  and  Bureau   of 
Vital  Statistics. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the   Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened : 

Section  1.  Section  three  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  forty 
(page  349)  of  the  public  acts  of  1878  is  amended  to  read  as  fol- 
lows : 

The  secretary  shall  keep  a  recoi*d  of  the  acts  and  proceedings 
of  the  board,  perform  and  superintend  the  work  prescribed  in 
this  act,  and  such  other  duties  as  the  board  may  order  under  their 
general  direction,  and  shall  receive  annually  as  compensation  such 
amount  not  exceeding  eighteen  hundred  dollars  as  shall  be  fixed 
by  said  board,  which  shall  be  paid  him  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
salaries  of  other  State  officers  are  paid,  and  such  necessary  ex- 
penses as  the  comptroller  shall  audit,  on  the  presentation  of  an 
itemized  account  with  vouchers  annexed  and  the  certificate  of 
the  board,  shall  be  allowed  him. 

Sec.  2.  Section  nine  of  said  act  is  amended  to  read  as  fol- 
lows :  The  said  board,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  December  in 
each  year,  shall  make  a  report,  in  writing  to  the  governor  upon 
the  vital  statistics  and  the  sanitary  condition  and  prospects  of  the 
State,  which  report  shall  also  set  forth  the  action  of  said  board 
and  its  officers  and  agents,  and  the  names  thereof  for  the  past 
year,  and  shall  contain  a  full  statement  of  their  acts,  investiga- 
tions and  discoveries,  with  such  suggestions  for  further  legisla- 
tive action  or  other  precautions  as  they  may  deem  proper  for  the 
better  protection  of  life  and  health.  This  report  shall  also  con- 
tain a  detailed  statement  of  the  moneys  expended  by  said  board, 
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and  the  manner  of  their  expenditure  the  year  for  which  it  is 
made  ;  but  the  total  amount  paid  for  the  expenses  of  this  board, 
including  the  salary  and  expenses  of  the  secretary,  shall  not  ex- 
ceed five  thousand  dollars,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  which 
amount  is  hereby  annually  appropriated  for  this  purpose,  to  be 
paid  by  the  treasurer  on  the  comptroller's  warrant,  in  such  sums 
as  the  certificate  of  the  board,  with  proper  vouchers  annexed, 
may  certify  from  time  to  time. 

Sec.  3.  In  case  the  Asiatic  cholera,  as  an  epidemic,  shall  pre- 
vail in  this  country  during  the  present  year,  and  in  consequence 
thereof  it  shall  become  necessary,  in  the  unanimous  opinion  of  the 
board,  to  expend  a  greater  amount  than  the  sum  appropriated  in 
the  second  section  of  this  act  in  protecting  the  people  of  this 
State  from  the  ravages  of  said  disease,  said  board  are  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  expend  such  other  and  further  sum 
or  sums  as  may  in  their  opinion  be  necessary  for  that  purpose,  to 
be  paid  by  the  treasurer  on  the  comptroller's  warrant  out  of  any 
money  appropriated  therefor  ;  but  no  other  or  further  sum  than 
said  five  thousand  dollars  shall  be  expended  by  said  board  except 
by  the  unanimous  vote  of  said  board,  and  by  the  approval  of  the 
governor,  and  evidenced  by  certificate  to  that  effect  to  the  comp- 
troller, with  proper  vouchers  annexed. 

Sec.  4.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith  are 
hereby  repealed,  and  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage. 

Approved,  April  16,  1885. 


CHAPTER    LXXVI, 

An  Act  relating  to  Returns  of  Divorces. 

JBe  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened: 

Section  1.  The  returns  of  divorces  required  of  clerks  of  the 
Superior  Court  to  the  State  librarian,  by  section  three,  part  six- 
teen, chapter  one,  title  three,  of  the  general  statutes,  shall  here- 
after be  made  to  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health, 
which  returns  shall  be  tabulated  and  published  in  the  annual 
report  of  said  Board. 

Sec.   2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage. 

Approved,  March  28,  1879. 
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CHAPTER    CXV. 

An  Act  relating  to  Printing  the  Annual  Reports. 

3e  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened: 

Section  1.  The  Comptroller  shall  annually  cause  to  be 
printed  at  the  expense  of  the  State,  3,000  copies  of  the  annual 
report  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  .... 

Approved,  April  23,  1885. 

CHAPTER    LVIII. 

An  Act  relating  to  the  State  Board  of  Health  and  Bureau  of 
Yital  Statistics. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened: 

Section  1.  In  case  the  Asiatic  cholera,  as  an  epidemic,  shall 
prevail  in  this  country  and  in  consequence  thereof  it  shall  become 
necessary  in  the  unanimous  opinion  of  the  State  Board  of  Health, 
to  expend,  in  protecting  the  people  of  this  State  from  the  ravages 
of  said  disease,  a  greater  amount  than  the  sum  now  provided  by 
law  to  be  expended  by  said  board,  said  board  is  hereby  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  expend  such  other  and  further  sums,  or 
sums  as  may  in  their  opinion  be  necessary  for  that  purpose,  to  be 
paid  by  the  treasurer,  on  the  Comptroller's  warrant,  out  of  any 
money  appropriated  therefor  ;  but  no  other  or  further  sum  than 
five  thousand  dollars,  now  appropriated  by  law,  shall  be  expended 
by  said  Board,  except  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  said  Board,  and 
by  the  approval  of  the  Governor  and  evidenced  by  a  certificate 
to  that  effect   to  the  Comptroller  with  proper  vouchers  annexed. 

Sec.  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage. 

Approved,  March  18,  1886. 

chapter  lxvi. 

An  Act  concerning  the  Duties  of  the  State  Board  of  Health. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened : 

Section  1.  The  State  Board  of  Health  are  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  investigate  and  ascertain  as  far  as  })racticable 
all  facts  in  relation  to  the  pollution  of  streams  and  natural  waters 
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of  this  State  by  artificial  causes,  which  in  their  judgment  may  be 
necessary  to  determine  the  sanitary  and  economic  effects  of  such 
pollution,  and  may  have  power  to  enter  upon  lands,  buildings, 
and  premises,  as  may  be  necessary  for  their  investigations,  and 
and  may  institute  and  conduct  needful  experiments  pertaining 
thereto,  and  shall  have  power  to  summon  witnesses,  administer 
oaths,  and  hear  evidence  relating  to  such  matters,  and  said  Board 
of  Health  shall  make  a  report  of  their  operations  in  writing  to  the 
governor,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  December  in  each  year. 

Sec.  2.  The  treasurer  of  the  State  is  hereby  authorized  to 
pay  to  said  Board  of  Health  for  the  purposes  of  such  investiga- 
tions and  experiments,  upon  the  Comptroller's  warrant  in  such 
sums  as  the  certificate  of  the  Board  with  proper  vouchers  an- 
nexed may  certify  from  time  to  time,  a  sum  not  to  exceed  five 
thousand  dollars. 

Approved,  March  24,  1886. 

CHAPTER    CXXVI. 

An  Act  to  provide  Homes  and  Care  for  Dependent  and  Neglected 

Children. 

JBe  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 

General  Assembly  convened: 

Section  1.  For  the  better  protection  of  children  between  the 
ages  of  two  and  sixteen  years,  of  the  classes  hereinafter  described, 
to  wit  :  waifs,  strays,  children  who  are  or  may  hereafter  be  in 
charge  of  overseers  of  the  poor,  children  of  prisoners,  drunkards, 
or  paupers,  and  others  who  are  or  may  hereafter  be  committed  to 
hospitals,  almshouses,  or  workhouses,  and  all  children  within  said 
ages,  deserted,  neglected,  cruelly  treated,  or  dependent,  there 
shall  be  provided  in  each  county,  on  or  before  January  1,  1884, 
one  or  more  places  of  refuge,  for  such  children  only,  to  be  known 
as  temporary  homes.  Said  homes  shall  be  distant  not  less  than 
one-half  mile  from  any  penal  or  pauper  institution  ;  and  no 
pauper  or  convict  shall  be  permitted  to  live  or  labor  therein  ; 
and  they  shall  not  be  used  as  a  permanent  provision  or  residence 
for  any  child,  but  for  its  temporary  protection  for  so  long  a  time 
only  as  shall  be  absolutely  necessary  for  the  placing  of  the  child 
in  a  well-selected  family  home.  Children  demented,  idiotic,  or 
suffering  from  incurable  of  contagious  diseases,  are  not  included 
in  the  provisions  of  this  act. 
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Sec.  2.  In  each  county  the  County  Commissioners  thereof, 
with  one  member  of  the  State  Board  of  Charities,  and  one  mem- 
ber of  the  ^tate  Board  of  Healthy  shall  constitute  a  board  for  the 
location,  organization,  management,  and  general  supervision  of 
such  temporary  home  or  homes  in  the  county.  Said  Board  may 
use,  with  their  consent,  orphan  asylums  now  in  operation  in  any 
county  as  temporary  homes  for  that  county  ;  and  the  County 
Commissioners  may  lease,  purchase,  hold,  sell,  and  convey  real 
and  personal  estate  for  the  purposes  of  such  temporary  home  or 
homes  ;  and  the  board  may,  when  desirable  for  economical 
reasons,  and  when  consistent  with  the  welfare  of  the  children  to 
be  provided  for,  establish  such  temporary  homes  in  desirable  pri- 
vate families  :  2^rov^We(;?,  that  in  no  instance  shall  such  home  be 
under  the  same  care  or  management  as  an  almshouse,  work- 
house, or  penal  institution.  Said  board  may  appoint  such  super- 
intendents, or  agents,  and  may  make  such  rules,  regulations,  and 
by-laws  as  may  be  necessary  or  convenient  for  the  order  and  gov- 
ernment of  the  temporary  home  and  its  officers  ;  and  they  shall 
appoint  a  committee  of  one  man  or  woman  in  each  town  of  the 
county,  who  shall  serve  without  compensation,  and  who  shall 
have  at  all  times  the  right  to  visit  and  inspect  the  home  or  homes 
of  their  county,  and  to  suggest  to  said  board  such  provisions, 
changes,  or  additions  as  they  may  think  desirable  ;  and  shall 
assist  said  board  in  the  careful  selection  of  family  homes  for  the 
children  in  the  temporary  home  or  homes,  and  in  the  visitation 
of  children  when  placed  in  selected  families  ;  which  visitation 
shall  be  made  by  said  board,  or  by  its  agents,  or  through  said 
committees,  at  least  once "  in  every  three  months  ;  and  said  board 
shall  remove  any  child  from  the  famil}^  in  which  it  may  be  placed 
to  a  temporary  home,  or  to  another  family,  at  their  discretion, 
subject  to  the  intents  and  purposes  of  this  act. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  overseers  of  the  poor  to  place 
or  retain  children  between  the  ages  of  two  and  sixteen  years  in 
almshouses  after  they  shall  have  been  notified  by  said  board 
that  a  temporary  home  in  their  county  is  open  for  the  reception 
of  such  children,  and  upon  such  notice  they  shall  cause  all  such 
children  in  almshouses  to  be  removed  to  such  home  ;  promdedy 
however^  that  if  one  of  the  parents  of  such  children,  who  is  a  per- 
son of  good  moral  character,  shall  be  committed  to  the  almshouse 
with,  and  may  there  care  for  tliein,  such  children  may  remain 
with  such  parent  in  the  almshouse  for  a  period  of  not  more  than 
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thirty  days  in  any  one  year.  The  necessary  expenses  of  support- 
ing children  in  temporary  homes,  or  in  family  homes  until  they 
shall  reach  the  age  of  twelve  for  girls  and  fourteen  for  boys,  shall 
be  paid  by  the  towns  committing  them  to  the  temporary  home, 
said  town  so  paying  having  a  right  of  action  upon  this  statute 
for  reimbursement  from  the  towns  to  which  said  children,  if 
paupers,  would  be  legally  chargeable,  not  less  than  one  dollar  and 
fifty  cents,  nor  more  than  two  dollars  weekly  per  child  ;  but 
nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  as  requiring  payment  for  the 
support  of  children  in  private  families  when  in  the  opinion  of 
said  board  they  can  be  placed  by  it  in  such  families  to  its  satis- 
faction, consistently  with  the  best  interests  of  the  child  and  with 
the  provisions  and  purposes  of  this  act,  without  such  payment. 
Overseers  of  the  poor  may  place  children  in  the  temporary  home 
for  their  county  upon  such  terms  as  to  the  time  of  their  stay 
therein  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  them  with  said  board.  Said 
board  may,  in  their  discretion,  permit  children  to  be  cared  for  in 
the  temporary  home  at  the  expense  of  private  persons.  The  plac- 
ing of  children  with  the  lowest  bidder  is  hereby  prohibited. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  court  or  magistrate  to  com- 
mit any  child  under  sixteen  years  of  age  as  Aacious,  truant  or  in- 
corrigible, to  any  jail,  almshouse  or  workhouse.  Any  court  of 
probate,  the  judge  of  any  city  or  police  court  sitting  in  chambers, 
or  any  justice  of  the  peace  may,  upon  proceedings  instituted  in 
the  manner  provided  for  the  commitment  of  children  to  the  in- 
dustrial or  reform  schools  of  the  State,  or  upon  petition  of  the 
Connecticut  Humane  Society  or  the  State  Board  of  Charities, 
commit  any  child  belonging  to  the  class  enumerated  in  section 
one  of  this  act  to  any  temporary  home  that  may  have  been  estab- 
lished under  this  act  until  such  child  shall  be  sixteen  years  of  age, 
unless  sooner  discharged  by  said  board  of  management  of  tempo- 
rary homes,  and  the  cost  of  such  commitment  and  the  expense  of 
the  support  of  such  children  after  such  commitment,  shall  be 
paid  in  the  same  manner  as  in  other  cases  referred  to  in  this  sec- 
tion. 

Sec.  5.  A  sum  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars  in  any  one 
county  shall  be  paid  towards  the  establishment  and  maintenance 
of  the  temporary  homes  provided  for  in  this  act  by  the  comp- 
troller upon  the  certificate  of  said  board  that  provision  for  such 
home  or  homes  has  been  made  m  such  county. 

Sec.  6.  To  provide  for  the  expense  of  temporary  liomes  in  ex- 
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cess  of  the  sum  received  under  section  three  of  this  act,  said 
board  shall  present  annually  to  the  county  representatives  of  each 
county  an  estimate  of  the  expense  of  such  homes  for  the  succeed- 
ing year  ;  and  said  representatives  may,  and  in  case  sufficient 
funds  are  not  already  in  the  treasury  for  such  maintenance  shall, 
at  their  annual  meeting  in  each  year,  lay  a  county  tax  for  the 
maintenance  of  such  home  or  homes  in  their  county. 

Sec.  7.  Every  person  who  shall  remove  or  cause  to  be  removed 
any  child  from  a  temporary  home,  or  from  a  private  home  pro- 
vided by  the  board  of  management  of  temporary  homes,  which 
child  has  been  committed  to  a  temporary  home  by  a  town  or  by 
any  court,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  ten  dollars  nor  more  than 
thirty  dollars  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  twenty  days,  or  both  ; 
provided,  that  children  so  committed  may  be  withdrawn  upon 
the  authority  of  said  board  or  of  the  selectmen  so  committing 
them. 

Sec.  8.  Sections  one  and  two  of  chapter  ninety-two  of  the 
public  acts  of  1884  are  hereby  repealed.

CHAPTER    XCII. 

An  Act  concerning  the  Care  of  Dependent  and  I^eglected 
Children. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Souse  of  Representatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened: 

Section  1.  I^To  child  belonging  to  either  of  the  classes  speci- 
fied in  section  one,  chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty-six  of  the 
public  acts'of  1883  (page  305),  shall  be  sentenced  or  committed 
by  any  court  or  magistrate  to  the  State  Reform  School  or  the 
Connecticut  Industrial  School  for  Girls,  unless  such  child  is  found 
to  have  committed  an  offense  punishable  by  law,  or  is  leading  an 
idle,  vagrant,  or  vicious  life,  or  the  court  or  magistrate  is  of 
opinion  that  the  child's  previous  circumstances  and  life  have  been 
such  as  to  make  it  desirable  that  such  child  should  be  placed  under 
the  restraint,  care,  and  guardianship  of  one  of  said  schools. 

Sec.  2.  The  directors  of  either  of  said  schools  may  at  their 
discretion   transfer  any  child   belonging  to   either  of  the  classes 
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specified  in  section  one,  chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty-six  of 
the  public  acts  of  1883,  which  has  been  or  may  hereafter  be  sen- 
tenced or  committed  to  such  school,  to  the  county  home  of  the 
county  from  which  such  child  was  sentenced  or  committed,  after 
reasonable  notice  to  the  board  of  managers  thereof.  The  super- 
intendent of  such  school  shall  immediately  notify  the  comptroller 
of  such  transfer,  and  the  expense  of  supporting  the  child  in  such 
home  shall  be  paid  by  the  State  as  provided  in  case  of  children 
committed  to  temporary  homes  by  process  of  law. 

Sec.  3.  Such  transfer  shall  not  divest  the  school  from  which 
the  child  is  transferred  of  its  guardianship  and  control  over  such 
child  unless  the  same  be  relinquished  by  the  board  of  directors  of 
such  school.

CHAPTER  II. 


LAWS     RELATING    TO    LOCAL    BOARDS    OF 
HEALTH. 


CHAPTER   XI,  TITLE    16,  GEN.    STATUTES,   PUBLIC 
HEALTH  AND   SAFETY. 

Sec.  1.  The  justices  of  the  peace  and  selectmen  in  each  town 
and  such  reputable  physicians  resident  in  said  town  as  shall  be 
chosen  for  that  purpose  by  said  justices  and  selectmen  (see  Chap, 
xiv,  1882,)  shall  constitute  a  board  of  health  and  have  all  the 
power  necessary  and  proper  for  preserving  the  public  health  and 
preventing  the  spread  of  malignant  diseases  therein,  and  may 
appoint  its  president  and  such  health  officers,  or  health  commit- 
tees as  it  may  deem  expedient,  and  delegate  to  them  any  of  its 
powers,  and  the  members  present  at  any  meeting,  convened  as 
the  board  shall  direct,  or  as  by  statute  provided,  shall  be  a  quorum 
for  business  ;  and  may  appoint  a  clerk,  who  shall  be  sworn,  and 
shall  record  the  acts  of  such  board. 

Sec.  2.  Such  board,  or  such  health  officers  or  health  committees 
shall  examine  into  all  nuisances  and  sources  of  filth  injurious  to 
the  public  health  and  cause  to  be  removed  all  filth  found 
within  the  town,  which  in  their  judgment  shall  endanger  the 
health  of  the  inhabitants  ;  and  all  expenses  for  such  removal 
shall  be  paid  by  the  person  who  placed  it  there,  if  known,  and  if 
not  known,  by  the  town  ;  and  when  any  such  filth  or  nuisances 
shall  be  found  on  private  property,  such  board  shall  notify  the 
owner  or  occupant  of  such  property  to  remove  the  same  at  his 
expense,  within  such  time  as  the  board   shall  direct ;  and  if  he 
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shall  neglect  to  remove  it,  he  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  twenty 
dollars  nor  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  and  pay  such  expense 
and  costs  as  the  town  shall  incur  by  such  removal  ;  and  after  the 
expiration  of  such  time,  such  board  shall  cause  such  filth  or  nuis- 
ance forthwith  to  be  removed  or  abated  ;  and  such  board,  or 
such  health  officer  or  committee  as  it  shall  direct,  may  enter  all 
places,  where  such  board  shall  have  just  cause  to  suspect  any  such 
nuisances  or  causes  of  filth  to  exist. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  sufficient  notice  to  all  persons  of  any  regula- 
tion of  such  board  if  it  be  published  in  a  newspaper  published  in 
the  town  or  posted  for  three  days  on  each  sign-post  in  said  town  ; 
and  if  any  person  shall  willfully  violate  such  rules,  after  they 
have  been  so  published  or  posted,  or  after  actual  notice  thereof 
shall  have  been  given  to  him,  he  shall  be  fined  not  less  than 
fifteen  dollars,  nor  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  4.  The  board  of  health,  in  any  town  contiguous  to  navi- 
gable waters,  may  assign  within  the  town,  or  the  waters  contigu- 
ous thereto,  the  port  or  place  in  any  harbor,  road,  river,  or  bay, 
where  vessels  coming  into  the  limits  of  such  town,  or  into  such 
contiguous  waters,  shall,  if  need  be,  perform  quarantine  ;  and 
every  vessel  which  shall,  between  the  first  day  of  June  and  the 
first  day  of  ISTovember,  come  from  any  foreign  port  or  place,  or 
from  any  port  or  place  in  the  United  States  south  of  the  capes  of 
the  Delaware,^and  come  to  anchor  in  any  such  harbor,  road,  bay, 
river,  or  contiguous  waters,  if  any  place  for  quarantine  shall  have 
been  assigned  as  aforesaid,  shall  come  to  anchor  and  lie  at  such 
place  so  assigned,  and  at  no  other  place,  until  discharged  in  man- 
ner as  is  hereinafter  provided  ;  and  the  master  of  every  vessel 
coming  to  anchor  as  aforesaid  shall  forthwith  make  signal  for  a 
health  officer  by  hoisting  colors  in  the  shrouds,  or,  if  need  be, 
may  send  a  person  on  shore,  who  shall  notify  the  health  officer  of 
the  port,  or  if  there  be  no  health  officer,  a  member  of  the  board 
of  health,  of  the  arrival  of  such  vessel,  and  forthwith  return  on 
board;  but  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  any 
such  vessel  which  shall  have  entered  any  port  or  place  in  the 
United  States  north  of  said  capes  where  there  are  quarantine 
regulations,  and  been  visited  by  a  health  officer,  received  a  clean 
bill  of  health,  and  been  permitted  to  go  to  the  wharves  and  un- 
load thereat;  and  such  clean  bill  of  health,  or  a  certified  copy 
thereof,  shall  be  left  with  the  collector  of  the  port,  within  twenty- 
four  hours  after  the  arrival  of  such  vessel. 
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Sec.  5.  When  the  board  of  health  in  any  town  shall  deem  it 
expedient  that  vessels  arriving  in  its  town  or  in  the  waters  con- 
tiguous thereto,  from  any  port  or  place  in  the  United  States 
north  of  the  capes  of  the  Delaware,  should  perform  quarantine  ; 
such  board  may  by  an  order,  published  or  posted  as  aforesaid, 
subject  such  vessels  to  quarantine  in  the  same  manner  as  if  they 
arrived  from  a  foreign  port  or  place. 

Sec.  6.  Any  vessel  subject  to  quarantine,  arriving  in  the  harbor 
of  New  Haven,  on  board  of  which  there  shall  be  no  sickness  at 
the  time  of  such  arrival,  or  on  board  of  which,  during  the  pass- 
age, there  shall  have  been  no  case  of  malignant  or  contagious  dis- 
ease, may  come  to  and  make  fast  at  the  end  of  any  public  wharf 
in  said  harbor,  without  incurring  any  penalty  for  violation  of  the 
quarantine  laws  ;  but  no  person  shall  be  allowed  to  leave  said 
vessel,  except  to  make  fast  to  the  wharf,  until  said  vessel  shall 
have  been  visited  by  a  health  officer,  and  by  him  discharged  from 
quarantine;  and  if  the  health  officer,  on  visiting  any  such  vessel, 
shall  find  any  such  sickness  on  board  as,  in  his  opinion,  shall  make 
it  proper  for  him  to  cause  such  vessel  to  continue  subject  to  quar- 
antine, he  shall  order  it  to  be  removed  to  such  place  as  shall  be 
assigned  as  a  place  of  quarantine. 

Sec.  7.  On  notice  given  to  a  health  officer  or  member  of  the 
board  of  health  of  the  arrival  of  any  vessel  as  aforesaid,  he  shall 
visit  it  without  delay  and  may,  on  examination,  give  a  certificate 
of  health,  discharging  it  from  quarantine,  or  cause  it  to  continue 
subject  to  quarantine  ;  and  every  vessel  so  subjected  to  quaran- 
tine shall  perform  quarantine  under  the  regulations  of  such  board 
of  health. 

Sec.  8.  The  board  of  health  may  establish  the  fees,  not  exceed- 
ing five  dollars,  which  the  health  officer  shall  be  entitled  to  re- 
ceive for  visiting  a  vessel  as  aforesaid,  and  the  master  or  owner 
of  such  vessel  shall  pay  the  same  to  such  health  officer. 

Sec.  9.  No  master  of  any  vessel,  liable  to  perform  quarantine 
as  aforesaid,  shall  fraudulently  attempt  to  elude  a  quarantine  by 
false  declarations  of  the  port  or  place  from  whence  he  came,  or 
land,  or  suffer  to  be  landed  from  his  vessel  any  person  or  thing 
except  in  the  manner  herein  before  provided,  or  permit  any  per- 
son to  board  such  vessel,  before  it  shall  have  been  visited  as  afore- 
said. 

Sec.  10.  When  a  health  officer  or  member  of  the  board  of 
health,  shall,  on  visiting  any  vessel  as  aforesaid,  tliink  it  neces- 
2* 
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sary  that  it  should  be  cleansed  or  purified,  lie  shall  direct  its 
master  to  hoist  a  white  flag  on  the  head  of  the  mainmast,  there 
to  be  kept  during  the  day  time;  and  shall  apply  without  delay 
to  the  board  of  health  to  direct  the  time  and  manner  in  which 
the  cargo  on  board  such  vessel  shall  be  in  part  or  in  whole,  cleansed 
or  purified  ;  and  such  vessel,  or  such  part  thereof  as  may  be 
infected,  shall  be  cleansed  in  such  other  method  as  such  board 
shall  direct.  And  when  such  vessel  shall  contain  any  j)erson  ill 
of  a  contagious  or  infectious  disease,  he  shall  be  removed  on 
shore  to  such  place  as  said  board  may  direct,  and  nursed  and  pro- 
vided for,  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law.  And  such  board 
may  also  cause  any  passenger  on  board,  and  such  of  the  mariners 
as  the  master  shall  not  require  to  continue  on  board,  to  be  re- 
moved on  shore  and  secluded  for  fourteen  days,  in  such  place  as 
the  board  shall  direct  ;  and  if  any  person  shall,  without  such  per- 
mission, visit  any  person  so  confined,  he  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
contaminated  with  infection,  and  be  liable  to  the  same  confine- 
ment and  penalty  as  are  imposed  upon  the  person  visited. 

Sec.  11.  If  the  board  of  health  shall  find  that  any  certificate  of 
health  granted  by  them  was  obtained  by  fraud,  or  false  represen- 
tation, or  be  of  opinion  that  any  vessel,  person,  or  cargo,  should 
perform  further  quarantine  for  the  purpose  of  being  cleansed  or 
purified,  on  notice  thereof  being  given  by  the  board  to  such  per- 
son, or  the  owner,  master,  supercargo,  or  consignee,  of  such  ves- 
sel or  cargo,  as  the  case  may  be,  the  same  shall  in  all  respects  be 
liable  to  be  proceeded  with  in  the  same  manner  as  if  no  certificate 
of  health  had  been  given. 

Sec.  12.  The  board  of  health  of  any  town  may  interdict  com- 
munication between  it  and  any  other  town  or  place  in  which  any 
contagious  or  malignant  disease  is  prevalent. 

Sec.  13.  Every  taverner  or  lodging  house  keeper,  in  whose 
house  any  lodger  becomes  sick  of  any  malignant  or  contagious 
disease,  between  the  first  day  of  May  and  the  first  day  of  Novem- 
ber, shall  within  twelve  hours  after  such  lodger  becomes  sick, 
report  in  writing  to  the  board  of  health  or  health  ofticer,  the 
name  of  such  person,  if  known  and  the  nature  of  his  disorder. 

Sec.  14.  When  any  person  shall  refuse  to  obey  any  legal  order 
given  by  a  board  of  health,  or  shall  endeavor  to  prevent  it  from 
being  carried  into  effect,  any  justice  of  the  peace,  on  the  request 
of  such  board,  may  issue  his  warrant  to  any  proper  officer  or  if 
need  be,  to  any  indifferent  person,  therein  stating  such  order,  and 
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requiring  him  to  carry  it  into  effect,  and  such  officer  or  indifferent 
person  shall  execute  the  same. 

Sec.  15.  All  fines  imposed  for  the  violation  of  any  provision  of 
this  charter  relating  to  public  health,  or  regulation  of  any  board 
of  health,  shall  be  paid  to  the  town  in  which  the  offense  is  com- 
mitted, and  constitute  a  fund  in  such  town,  subject  only  to  the 
order  of  such  board,  to  be  by  it  applied  to  its  contingent  expenses, 
and  to  the  relief  of  such  poor  persons  in  the  town  as  may  be  ill 
with  malignant  or  infectious  disease,  or  to  the  prevention  of  such 
disease. 

Sec.  16.  The  board  of  health  in  any  town  may  order  any  per- 
son, whom  they  have  reasonable  ground  to  believe  to  be  infected 
with  any  malignant,  infectious,  or  contagious  disease,  into  con- 
finement in  any  place  to  be  designated  by  said  board,  there  to  re- 
main so  long  as  said  board  shall  judge  necessary. 

Sec.  17.  Boards  of  health  may  adopt  such  measures  for  the 
general  vaccination  of  the  inhabitants  of  their  respective  towns, 
as  they  shall  deem  proper  and  necessary  to  prevent  the  introduc- 
tion or  arrest  the  progress  of  small-pox,  and  the  expenses  in 
whole  or  in  part  of  such  general  vaccination  shall  upon  their 
order  be  paid  out  of  the  town  treasury. 

Sec.  18.  Every  person  who  shall  refuse  to  be  vaccinated,  or 
prevent  any  person  under  his  care  and  control,  from  being  vacci- 
nated, on  application  being  made  by  any  member  of  the  board  of 
health,  or  by  a  physician  employed  by  the  board  of  health  for 
that  purpose,  unless  in  the  opinion  of  another  physician  it  would 
not  be  prudent  on  account  of  sickness,  shall  forfeit  five  dollars  to 
the  town  where  the  offense  shall  be  committed. 

Sec.  19.  Every  person  who  shall  violate  any  provision  of  the 
preceding  sections  of  this  chapter  or  legal  order  of  a  board  of 
health,  for  which  no  other  penalty  is  provided,  shall  be  fined  not 
exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  or  imprisoned  not  exceeding  six 
months,  or  both. 

chapter  cm. 
An  Act  relating  to  Boarding  Houses  for  Infants. 

JSe  it  enacted  hy  the   Senate   and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened: 

Section  1.  Any  person  engaging  in  the  business  of  taking  in- 
fants under  three  years  of  age  to  entertain  or  board,  in  any  num- 
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ber  exceeding  two  in  the  same  house  at  the  same  time,  shall, 
within  three  days  after  the  reception  of  every  such  infant,  give 
a  written  notice  to  a  selectman  of  the  town  or  to  the  board  of 
health  of  the  city  within  which  such  infant  is  to  be  entertained 
or  boarded,  specifying  the  name  and  age  thereof,  and  the  place  of 
residence  of  the  parties  so  undertaking  its  care;  and  the  select- 
men or  board  of  health  or  any  proper  person  appointed  by  them, 
and  any  member  of  the  state  board  of  health  may  enter  and  in- 
spect the  house  and  premises  where  such  business  or  entertain- 
ment is  carried  on,  and  direct  and  enforce  such  sanitary  measures 
respecting  such  children  and  premises  as  they  may  deem  proper; 
and  such  selectmen  or  local  board  of  health,  or  some  proper  per- 
son appointed  by  them,  shall  visit  and  inspect  such  premises  as 
often  as  once  m  each  month,  and  within  one  week  after  such  visit 
make  a  written  report  with  a  statement  of  the  number  of  children 
in  such  house,  the  number  received  during  the  month,  the  number 
of  deaths  among  such  children  and  the  causes  thereof,  and  the 
sanitary  condition  of  the  premises;  which  report,  when  accepted 
by  said  selectmen  or  board  of  health,  shall  be  kept  on  file  with 
the  town  clerk. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  violating  any  provision  of  this  act,  or  re- 
fusing admission  to  such  selectmen,  boards  of  health,  or  person  so 
appointed  by  them,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than 
five  hundred  dollars,  or  be  imprisoned  not  more  than  one  year,  or 
both. 

Approved,  April  26,  1883. 

CHAPTER    X. 

An  Act  to  preserve  the  Purity  of  Waters  in  Public  Reservoirs. 

Be   it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  Hoicse  of  Representatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened : 

Section  1.  No  cemetery  or  place  of  sepulture  shall  hereafter 
be  located  or  establish  within  one-half  mile  of  any  reservoir  from 
which  the  inhabitants  of  any  town,  city,  or  borough  are  supplied 
with  water,  nor  shall  such  reservoir  be  located  or  established 
within  one-half  mile  of  any  cemetery  or  place  of  sepulture  unless 
the  superior  court  of  the  county  wherein  such  cemetery  or  place 
of  sepulture  or  reservoir  is  located,  shall,  upon  application  and 
such  notice  as  it  may   deem  proper,  find  that   such   cemetery  or 
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place  of  sepulture  or  such  reservoir  so  proposed  to  be  located  is 
of  public  convenience  and  necessity,  and  will  not  be  detrimental 
to  the  public  health., 

Sec.  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage. 

Approved,  February  27,  1884. 

CHAPTEE   LXXI. 

An  Act  concerning  Public  Health  and  Safety. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened: 

An  person  who  shall  sell,  or  offer  to  sell,  for  family  or  hotel 
use,  any  ice  cut  or  taken  from  a  pond  or  lake  into  which  any 
sewer  empties,  or  from  such  part  of  any  river  or  other  stream  as 
is  below  and  within  two  miles  of  the  outlet  or  any  sewer  entering 
the  same,  shall  be  fined  fifty  dollars  for  each  offense;  provided^ 
that  ice  already  housed  may  be  disposed  of  upon  the  approval  of 
the  board  of  health  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  the  same  is 
stored. 

Approved,  April  4,  1884. 

CHAPTER    LIX. 

An    Act   concerning   Annual     Meetings  and  Reports    of   Town 
Boards  of  Health. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate   and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened : 

Section  1.  The  board  of  health  of  each  town  shall  hold  a 
meeting  annually  on  the  Wednesday  after  the  first  Monday  in 
October,  at  which  officers  of  the  board  shall  be  elected  to  hold 
office  until  the  following  first  Monday  in  October. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  health  of  each 
town  at  the  annual  town  meeting  to  present  a  report  of  the 
doings  of  said  board  during  the  year  ending  on  the  first  day  of 
October  preceding  sucli  meeting. 

Approved,  March  18,  188G. 


CHAPTER  III 


REG-ISTRATION    LAWS     OF     THE     STATE. 


CHAPTER    XCIY. 


An  Act  in  relation  to  the  Registration  of  Births,  Marriages,  and 

Deaths. 

£e  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatwes  in- 
General  Assembly  convened: 

Section  1.  Every  registrar  of  births,  marriages,  and  deaths 
shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  and  shall 
hold  his  office  for  one  year  from  the  first  Monday  in  January'-  next 
succeeding  his  appointment,  and  until  his  successor  is  appointed 
and  qualified. 

Sec.  2.  Every  registrar  shall  ascertain,  as  accurately  as  he 
can,  all  the  marriages  and  deaths  occurring  in  his  town,  and  all 
births,  upon  the  affidavit  of  the  father  or  mother,  and  record  the 
same  in  a  book  or  books  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose,  in  such 
form  and  with  such  particulars  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  state 
board  of  health.  He  shall  give  licenses  to  marry,  according  to 
the  provisions  of  law  ;  shall  make  and  perfect  all  records  of 
the  birth  and  death  of  the  persons  born  or  deceased  in  his  town  ; 
and  when  any  birth  or  death  shall  happen  of  which  no  certificate 
shall  be  returned  to  him,  he  shall  obtain  the  information  required 
by  law  respecting  such  birth  or  death.  He  shall  distribute  to  all 
persons  in  his  town,  who  in  his  judgment  are  likely  to  need  them, 
blank  forms  for  the  certificates  and  returns  required  by  law  to  be 
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made  to  him;  shall  execute  the  provisions  of  all  by-laws,  not 
contrary  to  law,  that  may  be  enacted  hj  any  town  or  city  to 
more  effectually  insure  therein  a  perfect  registration  of  births, 
marriages  and  deaths  ;  shall  record  in  the  books  furnished  by  the 
bureau  of  yital  statistics  such  facts  concerning  the  births,  mar- 
riages, and  deaths  in  his  town  as  may  be  therein  required  ;  shall 
amend  his  records  as  he  may  discover  mistakes  or  omissions 
therein  ;  shall  keep  the  records  of  his  office,  when  a  fire  proof 
safe  is  not  provided  for  his  use,  in  the  vaults  provided  for  the 
land  records  of  his  town  ;  shall  annually,  on  or  before  the  twen- 
ty-fifth day  of  January,  send  to  the  superintendent  of  vital  statis- 
tics an  attested  abstract,  made  in  such  form  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  him,  of  said  records  for  the  year  next  preceding  the  first  day 
of  said  January,  and  shall  deposit  a  true  copy  thereof  with  the 
town  clerk. 

Sec.  3.  Every  physician,  or  midwife,  who  shall  have  profes- 
sional charge  of  the  mother  at  the  birth  of  any  child,  and  every 
attendant  who  may  act  as  midwife  at  such  a  time,  where  no  phy- 
sician or  midwife  is  employed,  shall,  during  the  first  week  of  the 
month  next  succeeding  such  birth,  furnish  the  registrar  of  the 
town  wherein  such  births  may  have  taken  place  a  certificate, 
signed  by  such  physician,  midwife,  or  attendant,  and  stating,  from 
the  best  information  which  can  be  obtained,  the  name,  if  it  have 
any,  of  such  child  ;  the  place  and  date  of  its  birth  ;  its  sex  ;  the 
name  of  its  father,  the  maiden  name  of  its  mother  ;  the  ages, 
color,  residence,  and  nationality  of  its  parents  ;  the  occupation  of 
its  father  ;  the  number  of  the  child,  and  the  name  and  address  of 
the  medical  attendant. 

Sec.  4.  Every  physician  who  shall  have  attended  any  person 
in  his  last  sickness  shall,  unless  the  same  shall  have  been  done 
before,  during  the  first  week  of  the  month  next  succeeding  such 
disease,  leave  with  the  registrar  a  certificate  signed  by  him,  and 
stating,  from  the  best  information  that  can  be  obtained,  the  full 
named  of  the  deceased  ;  the  place  and  date  of  death  ;  the  age, 
sex,  color,  and  condition  (single,  married,  divorced,  or  widowed, 
and  if  a  wife  or  widow,  of  whom)  ;  the  occupation,  birth-place, 
and  residence)  if  in  a  tenement  house,  with  how  many  families) ; 
the  name  of  the  father  ;  the  cause  or  causes  of  death  ;  the  dura- 
tion of  the  disease,  and  the  name  and  address  of  the  medical  at- 
tendant. And  in  case  no  physician  attended  such  deceased  per- 
son, the   nearest  of  kin   shall   ))rocure   such  certificate  from  some 
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other  phjsisian,  or  substantial  inhabitant  of  the  town,  and  leave 
it  with  the  registrar  within  fifteen  days  after  such  death. 

Sec.  5.  The  physician  who  may  haye  attended  any  person 
during  his  last  sickness,  and  the  medical  examiner*  in  cases  of 
which  he  has  cognizance  shall,  upon  application,  when  burial  per- 
mits are  required,  give  such  certificate  of  death  as  may  be  re- 
quired under  the  preceding  section,  and  in  case  a  physician  were 
not  in  attendance,  any  member  of  the  board  of  health  of  the  town 
in  which  such  person  died,  or  any  physician  employed  to  take 
charge  of  the  poor  of  said  town  or  city,  shall,  upon  application, 
give  such  certificate  according  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  and 
belief. 

Sec.  6.  Whenever  any  boy  committed  to  the  State  Reform 
School,  or  any  girl  committed  to  the  Industrial  School  for  Girls, 
shall  die,  the  superintendent  shall  cause  immediate  notice  thereof 
to  be  sent  by  mail  to  the  registrar  of  births,  marriages,  and 
deaths  of  the  town  from  which  said  boy  or  girl  was  so  com- 
mitted. 

Sec.  7.  No  deceased  person  shall  be  buried  in  an}^  town  hav- 
ing an  incorporated  city  within  its  limits  until  a  burial  permit, 
stating  the  place  of  burial  and  that  the  certificate  of  death  required 
by  law  has  been  returned  and  recorded,  has  been  given  by  the 
registrar,  who  shall  issue  such  permit  whenever  said  certificate 
of  death  has  been  received  by  him,  and  the  registrar  shall  record 
the  place  of  any  burial  other  than  in  a  public  cemetery. 

Sec.  8.  No  person  shall  open  any  grave  for  the  disinterment 
of  the  body  of  any  deceased  person  in  any  public  or  private  cem- 
etery or  burial  place,  or  disinter  or  remove  such  dead  body  from 
the  town  in  which  the  death  took  place,  without  having  procured 
from  the  registrar  a  permit  therefor. 

Sec.  9.  On  receipt  by  the  registrar  of  a  certificate  of  death 
properly  made,  and  containing  the  facts  required  by  section  four 
of  this  act,  the  registrar  shall  issue  a  permit  for  the  disinterment 
or  removal  of  the  body  of  any  deceased  person,  stating  therein 
the  locality  of  the  interment,  disinterment,  or  removal,  but  no 
permit  for  the  disinterment  of  the  body  of  any  deceased  person 
during  the  months  of  June,  July,  August,  or  September  shall 
be  issued,  except  when  required  for  the  purpose  of  a  legal 
investigation. 

Sec.   10.     In  all  towns  the  secretary  or  committee  of  each  cem-

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etery  association  shall  report  to  the  registrar  of  the  town  in  which 
such  cemetery  is  situated,  the  name  of  the  sexton  at  present  in 
charge  thereof,  and  any  change  hereafter. 

Sec.  11.  Every  person  having  charge  of  any  burial  place 
shall,  during  the  first  week  of  each  month,  return  a  list  of  all  in- 
terments, disinterments,  and  removals  made  by  him  during  the 
next  preceding  month,  with  the  dates  thereof,  to  the  registrar  of 
of  the  town,  who  shall  record  the  same  in  a  book  to  be  furnished 
by  the  bureau  of  vital  statistics. 

Sec.  12.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  the 
preceding  sections  of  this  act  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  ex- 
ceeding twenty-five  dollars  nor  less  than  ten  dollars  ;  provided^ 
that  nothing  contained  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  as  in  any 
way  affecting  or  limiting  the  provisions  of  section  nine,  chapter 
eight,  title  twenty  (page  513)  of  the  general  statues. 

Sec.  13.  No  person  shall  remove  the  body  of  any  deceased 
person  from  or  into  the  limits  of  any  town  in  this  state  otherwise 
than  for  an  immediate  burial  in  the  cemetery  adjacent  to  the 
town  in  which  such  person  died,  unless  there  shall  be  attached  to 
the  coffin  or  case  containing  such  body  a  written  or  printed  per- 
mit, signed  by  the  registrar  of  deaths  in  said  town,  certifying  the 
cause  of  death  or  disease  of  which  said  person  died  ;  and  further 
certifying,  in  case  said  disease  or  cause  of  death  appears  by  said 
permit  to  have  been  cholera,  yellow  fever,  diphtheria,  scarlet 
fever,  small-pox,  or  other  pestilential  disease,  that  said  body  is 
inclosed  in  an  air-tight  coffin  or  case  hermetically  sealed,  or  has 
been  disinfected,  or  both  ;  and  any  person  who  shall  violate  any 
provisions  of  this  section,  or  who  shall  knowingly  sign  a  false 
permit,  or  knowingly  cause  or  allow  any  false  permit  to  be  used 
in  lieu  of  a  permit  required  by  this  section,  shall  be  fined  not 
more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  six 
months,  or  both. 

Sec.  14.  The  registrars  of  births,  marriages,  and  deaths  are 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  administer  oaths  in  all  cases 
coming  before  them. 

Sec.  15.  To  the  person  performing  the  duties  required  by  this 
act  the  following  fee  shall  be  allowed,  to  be  paid,  except  in  cases 
of  licenses  to  marry  and. remove  permits,  by  the  town  wherein  the 
same  are  done:  to  the  registrar,  for  completing  each  record  of 
birth  by  j>rocuring  and  inserting  the  full  name  of  the  child,  or 
for  recording  each  marriage  or  death,  ten  cents;  for  ascertaining, 
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recording,  and  indexing  each  birth  or  death,  of  which  no  certificate 
has  been  returned  to  him,  or  for  issuing  a  certificate  of  license  to 
marry,  fifty  cents  ;  for  issuing  each  burial  or  removal  permit, 
twenty-five  cents  ;  for  making  an  abstract  for  the  superintendent 
of  vital  statistics  and  the  town  clerk,  two  dollars,  and  when  such 
abstract  is  of  a  record  that  in  the  ao-oTeo-ate  contains  more  than

two  hundred  names,  two  cents  additional  for  each  name  over  said 
two  hundred.  To  the  person  furnishing  the  certificate  required 
by  the  third,  fourth  or  fifth  sections  of  this  act,  twenty-five  cents 
for  each  certificate  ;  and  to  the  sexton  or  other  person  making  the 
return  required  by  the  eleventh  section  of  this  act,  fifty  cents  for 
each  monthly  return. 

Sec.  16.  All  provisions  of  the  several  statues  and  public  acts 
hereinafter  named  now  in  force  are  hereby  expressly  repealed, 
viz:  part  five,  chapter  three,  title  three  of  the  general  statues 
(page  28);  chapter  twenty,  title  thirteen  of  the  general  statues 
(page  179);  chapter  scA'enty  of  the  public  acts  of  1875  (page  41); 
chapter  eighty-three  of  the  public  acts  of  1876  (page  129);  chap- 
ter twenty-eight  of  the  public  acts  of  1877  (page  160);  chapter

Sectiox  1.  ^o  man  shall  marry  liis  mother,  grandmother, 
daughter,  granddaughter,  sister,  aunt,  niece,  stepmother,  or  step- 
daughter ;  no  woman  shall  marry  her  father,  grandfather,  son, 
grandson,  brother,  uncle,  nephew,  stepfather  or  step-son  ;  and  if 
any  man  or  woman  shall  luarry  within  the  degrees  aforesaid,  such 
marriage  shall  be  void. 

Sec.  2.     No  person   shall  be  married  until  one   of  them  shall*

^lnder  oath  inform  the  registrar  of  the  town  in  which  the  marriage 
is  to  be  celebrated,  or  in  case  of  his  inability,  the  town  clerk,  of 
the  name,  age,  color,  occupation,  birth-place,  residence,  and  con- 
dition (whether  single,  widowed  or  divorced)  of  each.  Such 
registrar  or  town  clerk  shall  thereupon  issue  his  certificate  that 
the  parties  therein  named  have  complied  with  the  provisions  of 
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tliis  section,  which,  certificate  shall  be  a  license  for  any  person, 
authorized  to  celebrate  marriage,  to  join  in  marriage,  within  said 
town  only,  the  parties  therein  named  ;  but  no  such  certificate 
shall  be  issued  if  either  of  the  parties  is  a  minor,  under  the  con- 
trol of  a  parent  or  guardian,  until  such  parent  or  guardian  shall 
give  to  the  registrar  or  town  clerk  his  written  consent  ;  and  any 
registrar  or  town  clerk  who  shall  knowingly  issue  such  certificate, 
without  such  consent,  shall  forfeit  to  the  State  one  hundred  dol- 
lars ;  and  any  person  who  shall  join  any  person  in  marriage,  with- 
out having  received  such  certificate,  shall  forfeit  one  hundred  dol- 
lars. 

Sec.  3.  Every  person  who  shall  join  any  persons  in  marriage, 
shall  certify,  upon  the  license  certificate,  the  fact,  time  and  place 
of  such  marriage,  and  return  it  to  the  registrar  of  the  town  where 
it  was  issued,  before  or  during  the  first  week  of  the  month  next 
succeeding  such  marriage,  and  upon  failure  thereof  shall  forfeit 
ten  dollars.  The  penalties  for  joining  persons  in  marriage  in  viola- 
tion of  this  and  the  preceding  section  shall  be  paid  to  the  town 
where  the  offense  is  committed,  and  the  registrar  shall  sue  there- 
for. 

Sec.  4.  The  certificates,  required  by  the  preceding  sections 
of  this  chapter,  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  facts  therein 
stated.  ^ 

Sec.  5.  All  judges,  justices  of  the  peace,  and  ordained  or 
licensed  clergymen  belonging  to  this  State,  or  any  other  State,  so 
long  as  they  continue  in  the  work  of  the  ministry,  may  join  per- 
sons in  marriage  ;  and  all  marriages  attempted  to  be  celebrated 
by  any  other  person  shall  be  void;  but  all  marriages  which  shall 
be  solemnized  according  to  the  forms  and  usages  of  any  religious 
denomination  of  this  State  shall  be  valid.

Sec.  39.  Clerks  of  courts  of  probate  shall  record  the  names  of 
all  registrars  of  births,  marriages  and  deaths  in  the  several  towns 
in  their  districts,  chosen  and  returned  to  them,  with  the  date  of 
their  election,  in  a  book  kept  by  them  for  that  purpose,  and  may 
certify  that  the  persons  named  m  said  records  are  the  registrars 
of  births,  marriages  and  deaths  of  their  respective  towns  for  the 
periods  for  which  they  are  respectively  elected.

An  Act  concerning  the  Duties  and  Fees  of  Registrars  of  Births, 
Marriages  and  Deaths. 

Be  it  eyiactedhy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Assembly  convened : 

Sectiois^  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  registrars  of  births,  mar- 
riages and  deaths  to  keep  alphabetically  arranged  indexes  of  all 
births,  marriages,  and  deaths,  and  to  properly  enter  in  such  in- 
dexes the  name  of  every  person  whose  birth,  marriage  or  death  is 
recorded  by  them. 

Sec.  2.  Registrars  of  births,  marriages  and  deaths  shall  receive 
for  entering  each  name  upon  such  indexes  as  aforesaid  the  sum  of 
five  cents  in  addition  to  the  recording  fee  now  provided  by  law.

chapter  XXXI. 

An  Act  relating  to  Town  Officers. 

Be   it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Some  of  Representatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened :  , 

Section  1.  The  town  clerks  chosen  at  the  next  annual  town 
meetings  of  the  several  towns,  and  annually  tliereafter,  shall  be 
ex-officio  the  registrars  of  births,  marriages,  and  deaths  in  their 
respective  towns,  and  shall  perform  the  duties  thereof. 

Sec.  2.  This  act  shall  not  apply  to  any  town  where  registrars 
of  births,  marriages,  and  deaths  are  now  elected  under  special 
laws. 
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Sec.  3.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  consistent  herewith  are 
hereby  repealed.

CHAPTER    CXLVI. 

An  Act  providing  for  Assistant  Registrars  of  Births,  Marriages 

and  Deaths. 

Me  it  enacted  by  the  Senate    and  Souse  of  Representatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened: 

The  town  clerk  of  any  town  who  under  the  provisions  of  chap- 
ter thirty-one  of  the  public  acts  passed  at  the  present  session  of 
the  general  assembly,  shall  be  ex-officio  registrar  of  births,  mar- 
riages and  deaths  of  such  town,  may,  with  the  approval  of  the 
selectmen,  appoint  in  writing  an  assistant  registrar,  who,  upon 
being  sworn,  shall  have  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  of 
such  registrar  during  the  time  for  which  he  shall  be  appointed, 
not  extending  beyond  the  term  of  office  of  such  registrar.

CHAPTER  IV. 


LAWS    CONCERNING    CORONERS,  MEDICINES 
AND    POISONS,    AND    ITINERANT 
PRACTITIONERS. 


CHAPTER    CXVIII. 

An  Act  concerning  Coroners. 

_Se  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepi^esentatives  in 
General  Asse7nhly  co7ivened : 

Section  1.  The  judges  of  the  superior  court  at  their  annual 
meeting  next  to  be  held  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  every  third 
year  thereafter,  shall  appoint  for  each  county,  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  state's  attorney  for  such  county,  a  coroner  who 
shall  be  an  attorney  at  law  residing  in  such  county,  familiar  with 
criminal  practice  and  medical  jurisprudence;  which  coroner  when 
so  appointed  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  three  years  from 
the  time  of  his  appointment,  and  until  another  shall  be  duly 
appointed  in  his  stead,  unless  he  be  sooner  removed  from  office  by 
said  judges,  who  may,  for  cause  shown,  so  remove  him,  and  who 
may,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  state's  attorney  for  the  county, 
nil  any  vacancy  in  said  office  of  coroner. 

Sec.  2  Every  coroner  so  appointed,  before  entering  upon  the 
duties  of  his  office,  shall  be  swoi-n  and  give  bonds  with  surety  in 
the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  to  the  state,  conditioned  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  all  the  duties  of  said  office. 

Sec.  3.  The  coroner  shall  appoint  for  each  town  of  the  county 
an  able  and  discreet  person,  learned  in  medical  science,  to  be 
medical  examiner,  who  shall  give  a  bond  with  surety  in  the  sum 
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of  one  thousand  dollars  to  the  coroner  for  the  faithful  discharge 
of  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  who  shall  hold  his  office  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  coroner.  The  coroner  shall  make  such  appoint- 
ments in  writing  under  his  hand,  and  the  same  shall  be  recorded 
in  the  records  of  the  superior  court  in  his  county.  And  whenever 
any  medical  examiner  shall  be  removed,  the  coroner  shall  deliver 
to  him  a  written  discharge,  and  file  a  copy  thereof  with  the  clerk 
of  the  superior  court  for  record. 

Sec.  4.  When  any  person  shall  come  to  a  sudden,  violent,  or 
untimely  death,  and  when  any  person  shall  be  found  dead,  the 
manner  of  whose  death  is  not  known,  any  one  who  shall  become 
aware  of  such  death  shall  forthwith  report  the  same  to  the  medi- 
cal examiner  for  the  town  in  which  the  dead  body  lies,  who  shall 
pay  the  person  first  reporting  such  death  fifty  cents  therefor,  and 
who  shall  without  delay  repair  to  view  and  take  charge  of  the 
dead  body. 

Sec.  5.  Whenever  after  such  view  and  immediate  inquiry  the 
medical  examiner  shall  be  satisfied  that  the  death  was  not  caused 
by  the  criminal  act,  omission,  or  carelessness  of  another,  or  others, 
and  that  there  are  no  suspicious  circumstances  attending  the  same, 
he  shall  forthwith  make  out,  sign,  and  leave  with  the  registrar  of 
births,  marriages,  and  deaths  of  the  town  a  certificate  of  death 
in  the  form  required  by  law;  and  he  shall  also,  immediately  after 
such  view  and  inquiry,  make  out  and  mail  or  deliver  to  the 
coroner  of  his  county  a  certificate  signed  by  him  of  the  follow- 
ing or  similar  import: 

I,  the  undersigned,  A.  B.,  medical  examiner,  having  notice  of 
the  death  of  C.  D.,  a  [v:hite  or  colo7'ed]  male  years  old, 

late  of  the  town  of  in  [or  if  of  an  unknown  person 

state  that  fact  and  carefully  describe  the  body,  its  clothing,  and 
articles  found  on  or  near  it  which  may  he  of  sei'vice  in  its  iden- 
tification, ahoays  stating  sex,  color,  apparent  age,  color  and  cut 
of  hair,  heard,  color  of  eyes,  and  all  special  marks  or  defortn- 
ities  ofhody\  who  on  the  day  of  A.  D.  18     ,  \\oas 

found  dead  or  died,]  in  the  town  of         ,  having  viewed  the  body 
of  said  deceased,  and  made  immediate  inquiry'-  concerning  h 
death,  do  hereby  certify  that  said  C.  D.  died  in  on  the 

day  of  A.  D.  18     ,  from  [natural  cause,  suicide,  or  accident, 

as  the  case  may  he,  stating  maimer  of  suicide  and  nature  of  acci- 
dent,'] and  that  I  am  satisfied  that  the  said  death  was  not  caused 
by  the  criminal  act,  omission,  or  carelessness  of  any  other  per- 
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son  or  persons,  and  that  an  inquest  is  unnecessary.  In  accordance 
with  the  statute  I  have  delivered  the  body  of  said  deceased  to 
[his  friends  or  town  authorities]  for  burial. 

Dated,  A.  B.,  Medical  Examiner. 

Sec.  6.  Whenever  a  medical  examiner  shall  see  reason  to  sus- 
pect that  the  person  whose  body  he  has  viewed  came  to  his  or  her 
death  by  the  criminal  act,  omission,  or  carelessness  of  another  or 
others,  he  shall  as  speedily  as  possible  by  telegraph,  telephone,  or 
otherwise,  notify  the  coroner  for  the  county  of  such  death  and 
of  the  place  where  the  dead  body  is  lying.  Whenever  the  coro- 
ner has  such  notice  he  shall  at  once,  and  on  other  notice  may, 
proceed  to  view  and  take  charge  of  the  dead  body,  and  make  all 
proper  inquiry  respecting  the  cause  and  manner  of  the  death; 
and  if  from  such  view  and  inquiry  he  shall  be  satisfied  that  the 
death  was  not  caused  by  the  criminal  act,  omission,  or  careless- 
ness of  another  or  others,  then  said  coroner  shall  make  and  sign 
the  certificates  required  in  lik^  cases  of  medical  examiners  by 
section  five  of  this  act. 

Sec.  1.  After  a  view  and  inquiry  had  by  the  coroner,  if  he 
shall  have  reason  to  suspect  that  the  death  was  caused  by  the 
criminal  act,  omission,  or  carelessness  of  another  or  others,  he 
may  cause  an  examination  or  autopsy  to  be  made  of  the  body  by 
the  medical  examiner  or  by  some  other  competent  surgeon  or 
physician,  who  shall  reduce  or  cause  to  be  reduced  to  writing, 
either  at  the  time  of  making  such  examination  or  autopsy  or 
immediately  thereafter,  and  when  practicable  in  the  presence  of 
the  dead  body,  every  fact  and  circumstance  fouiid  by  such  exam- 
ination or  autopsy  which  tends  to  show  the  identity  or  condition 
of  such  dead  body,  and  the  time,  manner  and  cause  of  such  death; 
which  writing  he  shall  subscribe  under  oath  and  deliver  to  said 
coroner.  The  taking  of  the  testimony  of  such  medical  examiner, 
physician,  or  surgeon,  and  of  any  other  person  or  persons  whom 
the  coroner  may  find  it  necessary  to  examine,  shall  constitute  an 
inquest. 

Sec.  8.  Should  the  coroner  deem  it  necessary,  he  may  by 
warrant  cause  a  jury  of  six  judicious  men  of  his  county  to  be 
summoned  before  him  to  assist  him  in  his  investigation,  which 
jury  shall  be  by  him  sworn  to  diligently  inquire,  under  his  direc- 
tion, into  the  cause  and  mannel'  of  such  death  and  to  present  to 
him,  on  their  oaths   and   over   their  signatures,  a  true   verdict 
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thereof.  The  coroner  shall  instruct  said  jurors  in  their  duties 
and  as  to  all  questions  of  law  that  may  properly  arise  at  such  in- 
quest; he  may  adjourn  such  inquest  to  meet  again  at  such  time 
and  place  as  he  shall  think  proper,  and  he  may  order  any  inquest 
or  any  part  thereof  to  be  held  in  private,  in  which  case  only  the 
persons  by  him  designated  shall  be  allowed  to  remain  in  the  room 
or  place  where  such  inquest  is  being  held. 

Sec.  9.  If  the  verdict  or  finding  in  any  inquest  charges  any 
person  or  persons  with  having  caused  the  death  which  is  the 
subject  of  the  inquest,  the  coroner  shall  without  delay  communi- 
cate the  import  of  said  verdict  or  finding  to  a  grand  juror  or  a 
prosecuting  attorney  of  the  town  or  city  in  which  such  death  hap- 
pened or  was  caused. 

Sec.  10.  The  coroner  shall  reduce  to  writing,  and  shall,  within 
ten  days  after  any  inquest  has  been  held,  return  the  testimony  of 
all  witnesses  examined  in  the  inquest  to  the  clerk  of  the  superior 
court  in  his  county,  together  with  his  report  of  the  inquest,  which 
shall  include  his  finding  or  the  verdict  of  the  jury,  and  he  shall 
also  return  to  said  clerk  all  certificates  sent  him  by  the  medical 
examiner  in  accordance  with  section  five  of  this  act,  and  all  simi- 
lar certificates  by  him  made. 

Sec.  11.  Every  coroner  shall  keep  a  proper  and  durable  record 
book  into  which  he  shall  copy  all  the  certificates  sent  to  or  made 
by  him  as  prescribed  by  sections  five  and  six  of  this  act,  and  in 
which  he  shall  also  keep  a  record  of  all  views,  inquiries,  and  in- 
quests by  him  made  or  held,  stating  the  time  and  place  of  the 
view  and  inquest,  the  names  and  residences  of  the  witnesses,  the 
cause  and  manner  of  the  death  as  found,  the  disposition  and  place 
of  burial  of  the  dead  >)ody,  and  a  careful  description  of  all  dead 
bodies  not  identified  before  burial. 

Sec.  12.  Whenever  a  coroner  has  notice  that  there  is  in  his 
county  a  person  who  has  been  dangerously  wounded  or  injured 
by  the  criminal  act,  omission,  or  carelessness  of  another,  and  who 
is  likely  to  die  from  such  wounds  or  injuries,  he  shall  endeavor  to 
take  or  cause  to  be  taken  the  statement  of  such  person  concerning 
the  manner  in  which,  and  the  person  by  whom,  such  injuries  were 
inflicted. 

Sec.  13.  In  all  cases  arising  under  the  provisions  of  this  act 
the  medical  examiner  shall  take  into  his  possession  and  shall  de- 
liver to  the  coroner  all  the  property  found  upon  or  near  the  de- 
ceased person,  or  which,  in  his  judgment,  will  aid  in  tlio  investiga- 

8^ 
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tion  of  the  death  ;  and  when  such  articles  are  no  longer  required 
to  be  kept  for  the  purposes  of  justice  the  coroner  shall  deliver  the 
same  to  the  person  or  persons  entitled  to  their  custody,  or  if  they 
are  not  claimed  by  such  persons  within  sixty  days  thereafter,  then 
such  articles  or  property  shall  be  administered  upon  according  to 
law.  After  the  termination  of  all  proceedings  by  the  medical  ex- 
aminer and  coroner  the  body  shall  be  forthwith  delivered  to  the 
friends  of  the  deceased  for  interment ;  but  in  case  there  are  no 
friends  who  will  take  charge  of  and  bury  it,  then  to  the  proper 
authorities  of  the  town  in  which  such  body  is  lying,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  bury  it.  Whenever  the  deceased  person  shall  not 
have  left  property  sufficient  to  defray  the  expenses*  of  the  burial, 
then  the  same  shall  be  paid  by  said  town. 

Sec.  14.  For  the  purpose  of  securing  evidence  the  coroner  may 
enter  any  and  all  places  in  his  county  ;  shall  have  power  to  issue 
a  warrant  for  a  jury  of  inquest,  to  compel  the  attendance  and 
testimony  of  witnesses  by  subpoena  and  capias  issued'  by  him  or 
other  proper  authority,  and  to  punish  for  contempt  to  the  same 
extent  as  justices  of  the  peace  now  may  in  criminal  cases  ;  he  may 
order  or  cause  witnesses  to  be  kept  separate,  so  that  they  cannot 
communicate  with  one  another  until  they  shall  have  testified  ;  he 
may  order  or  cause  any  person  or  persons  whom  he  has  good 
reason  to  suspect  of  having  criminally  caused  the  death  in  regard 
to  which  he  is  holding  an  inquest  to  be  arrested  and  committed  to 
the  county  jail  or  other  proper  place  ;  he  shall  have  power  to 
take  bail  in  such  cases,  or  commit  without  bail  when  in  his  opin- 
ion the  person  arrested  is  guilty  of  a  capital  offense  and  when  the 
proof  against  such  person  is  evident  or  the  presumption  great. 
When  bail  is  taken  it  shall  be  to  the  state  and  shall  be  conditioned 
for  the  appearance  of  the  person  so  arrested  before  the  superior 
court  for  such  county  at  its  next  criminal  term.  Any  person  so 
arrested  and  admitted  to  bail  may  be  re-arrested  and  committed 
by  the  coroner  without  bail,  when  in  the  opinion  of  the  coroner 
the  proof  is  evident  or  the  presumption  great  that  such  person  is 
guilty  of  a  capital  offense.  In  no  case  shall  any  person  be  kept 
under  arrest  by  an  order  from  a  coroner  for  a  longer  time  than 
twenty -four  hours  after  the  finding  of  a  verdict  by  the  jury,  or 
after  the  finding  by  the  coroner  in  such  inquest  ;  and -at  any  time 
before  such  finding,  whenever  the  grounds  on  which  a  person  is  so 
arrested  cease  to  exist,  in  the  opinion  of  the  coroner,  said  coroner 
shall  order  the  release  of  said  arrested  person. 
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Sec.  15.  All  process,  orders,  and  papers  proper  to  be  issued  by 
a  coroner  may  be  directed  to  any  proper  officer,  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  any  such  officer  to  serve  such  papers  and  process  as 
directed,  and,  when  requested,  to  remain  in  attendance  on  such 
coroner  and  to  execute  his  lawful  orders  during  any  inquiry  or  in- 
quest by  him  being  held. 

Sec.  16.  Every  officer  who  shall  wilfully  violate  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act ;  and  every  person  who  shall  wdlf  ully,  and 
without  good  cause,  neglect  or  refuse  to  serve  on  a  jury  of  inquest 
when  duly  summoned  ;  and  every  person  who  shall  wilfully,  and 
without  good  cause,  neglect  or  refuse  to  report  a  case  of  death  as 
prescribed  in  sections  three  and  eighteen  of  this  act,  or  who  shall 
wilfully  and  "unnecessarily  touch,  remove,  or  disturb  any  dead 
body,  or  any  article  on  or  near  such  body,  or  disturb  its  surround- 
ings, shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dol- 
lars, or  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  by  such  fine 
and  imprisonment  both. 

Sec.  17.  Every  coroner  shall  for  such  time  as  he  may  desig- 
nate appoint  a  deputy,  w^ho  shall  only  act  as  such  in  case  of  the 
sickness,  absence  from  his  county,  or  other  inability  of  the  coroner, 
and  w^hen  so  acting,  and  for  such  time  only,  such  deputy  coroner 
shall  have  the  same  powers  and  duties  as  are  by  this  act  given  to 
coroners,  and  w^hile  so  acting  shall  receive  the  same  fees  as  are 
herein  provided  for  the  coroner  in  like  cases. 

Sec.  18.  In  case  of  the  absence  or  inability  to  act  of  the  medi- 
cal examiner  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  person  becoming  aw^are 
of  the  death  of  any  person  under  the  circumstances  named  in  sec- 
tion four  to  report  the  same  forthwith  to  the  most  accessible  med- 
ical examiner  for  another  town,  who  shall  thereupon  j)roceed  to 
perform  the  duties  and  shall  have  the  powers  of  the  local  medical 
examiner  so  absent  or  unable  to  act. 

Sec.  19.  In  case  the  attendance  of  a  coroner  or  of  his  deputy 
cannot  be  procured  within  thirty-six  hours  after  the  medical  ex- 
aminer has  taken  charge  of  a  dead  body,  upon  which  an  inquest 
ought  to  be  held  in  accordance  with  this  act,  or  sooner  in  case  of 
the  known  inability  of  the  coroner  and  his  deputy  to  attend,  the 
medical  examiner  who  first  took  charge  of  such  dead  body  may 
then  hold  such  an  inquest  thereon,  and  in  and  for  such  case  only 
such  medical  examiner  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  be  subject  to 
all  tlie  duties  given  to  and  prescribed  for  coroners  l)y  this  act  ; 
but  tlic  coroner,  or  in  case  of  his  inalility  his  de])uty,  may  at  any 
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time  enter  and  take  control  of  such  inquest,  and  thereupon  such 
medical  examiner  shall  be  relieved  from  all  further  powers  and 
duties  therein. 

Sec.  20.  If  in  any  case  it  shall  appear  to  the  coroner  to  be 
necessary  to  have  a  chemical  or  microscopical  analysis,  or  other 
scientific  investigation,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  cause 
of  the  death  of  the  person  on  whose  body  he  is  holding  an  inquest, 
he  shall  so  report  to  the  state's  attorney  of  his  county,  who  may 
order  such  analysis  or  investigation  to  be  made,  and  who  shall 
certify  to  the  expense  thereof,  which  expense  shall  then  be  paid 
by  the  state  on  an  order  therefor  by  the  clerk  of  the  superior 
court  of  such  county  ;  and  the  fees  of  any  physician  or  surgeon 
for  services  rendered  under  the  provisions  of  section  seven  of  this 
act  shall  be  certified  and  paid  in  the  same  manner. 

Sec.  21.  The  following  fees  shall  be  paid  by  the  coroner  ;  a 
sum  not  exceeding  five  dollars  for  services  render£d  in  bringing 
to  land  the  dead  body  of  a  person  found  in  any  of  the  waters  of 
his  county  ;  for  pictures  of  a  dead  body,  a  reasonable  sum  ;  for 
keeping  and  removing  dead  bodies,  and  other  incidental  services 
and  expenses,  a  reasonable  sum  ;  to  the  medical  examiner,  ten 
cents  per  mile  for  travel,  and  for  an  external  examination  only, 
the  sum  of  five  dollars  ;  for  an  autopsy,  twenty  dollars  ;  to  the 
ofticer  serving  any  process  or  papers,  the  same  fees  as  for  similar 
services  rendered  in  criminal  prosecutions  ;  and  for  attendance  on 
the  coroner  when  requested,  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  day  ; 
to  witnesses,  the  same  fees  as  in  criminal  prosecutions  ;  but  police 
ofiicers  of  cities  shall  not  be  paid  any  fee  by  the  coronw  for  serv- 
ing papers,  testifying  before  or  attending  on  him. 

Sec.  22.  For  the  services  required  of  and  rendered  by  coroners 
under  this  act  they  shall  receive  the  following  fees,  to  be  paid 
quarterly  in  a  manner  provided  in  section  twenty-three  :  for  each 
day  necessarily  employed,  fifteen  dollars  ;  and  for  each  legal  page 
of  records  and  copies  necessarily  made  after  the  termination  of  an 
inquest,  forty  cents. 

Sec.  23.  Every  coroner  shall  return  to  the  clerk  of  the  superior 
court  of  his  county  a  full  account,  signed  aud  sworn  to  by  him,  of 
all  his  lawful  fees,  expenses,  and  payments  in  each  view  or  in- 
quest, which  account  said  clerk  shall  submit  to  the  state's  attor- 
ney for  such  county,  w^ho  shall  endorse  the  same,  if  correct,  or 
such  items  thereof  as  are  correct,  and  the  sums  so  endorsed  shall 
be  paid  by  the  state  on  an  order  therefor  by  such  clerk. 
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Sec.  24.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith,  in- 
cluding chapter  twenty-three  of  title  thirteen  of  the  general  stat- 
utes (page  181),  and  part  one  of  chapter  two,  title  sixteen  of  said 
statutes  (page  205),  and  section  thirty-one  of  chapter  twelve,  title 
twenty  of  said  statutes  (page  529),  and  chapter  thirty-nine  of  the 
public  acts  of  1882  (page  139),  and  the  provisions  of  all  special 
acts  giving  authority  to  hold  inquests  on  dead  bodies,  or  perform 
any  of  the  duties  assigned  to  coroners  and  medical  examiners  by 
this  act,  are  hereby  repealed.

CHAPTER  CXXII. 

An  Act  relating  to  Medicines  and  Poisons. 

£e  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Hepresentatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened: 

Section  1 .  The  governor  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
June,  1881,  aj^point  three  persons  to  be  commissioners  of  phar- 
macy, one  to  hold  office  for  one  year,  one  for  two  years,  and  one 
for  three  years  ;  and  he  shall  annually  thereafter,  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  June,  appoint  one  such  commissioner,  who  shall 
hold  office  for  three  years  from  that  date  ;  and  any  vacancy  that 
may  occur  may  be  filled  by  the  governor  for  the  unexpired  term. 
Said  appointments  shall  be  so  arranged  that  one  of  said  commis- 
sioners shall  be  a  reputable  physician,  and  two  of  them  shall  be 
^pharmacists,  selected  by  the  governor  from  six  persons  to  be  an- 
nually nominated  to  him  by  the  Connecticut  pharmaceutical  asso- 
ciation ;  and  said  commissioners  shall  keep  a  record  of  their  pro- 
ceedings, and  may  give  certified  copies  thereof,  which  shall  be 
legal  evidence. 

Sec.  2.  No  person  shall  conduct  or  keep  a  shop,  store,  or  place 
of  any  kind,  for  retailing  drugs,  medicines,  poisons,  or  such 
chemicals  as  are  used  in  compounding  medicines,  or  compound  or 
dispense  prescriptions  of  a  physician,  or  vend  medicines  or  poisoijs, 
unless  he  shall  have  been  licensed  therefor,  as  hereinafter  provid- 
ed, or  shall  be  under  the  supervision  of  a  licensed  pharmacist. 

Sec.  3.  The  comptroller  shall  designate  a  room  in  the  cai)it()l 
for  the  meetings  of  said  commissioners,  which  shall  be  lield  in 
each  year  on  the  first  Tuesdays  of  March,  April,  June,  Septem- 
ber and  Decembei-,  and  at  such'  other  times  and  ]>hxces  as  they 
may  deem  necessary,  to  determine  the  qualifications  of  a])plicants 
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for  license  as  pharmacists,  and  said  commissioners  sliall  license,  by 
a  certificate  signed  by  them,  or  by  a  majority  of  them,  such  per- 
sons as  shall  produce  satisfactory  evidence  to  them  of  their  quali- 
fications and  attainments,  either  by  diploma  granted  to  the  appli- 
cant by  some  reputable  college  of  pharmacy,  or  by  the  certificate 
of  some  reputable  pharmacist  that  the  applicant  has,  for  not  less 
than  three  years  prior  to  his  application,  received  instruction  in 
pharmacy  and  possesses  the  necessary  qualifications  of  a  pharma- 
cist, or  by  other  satisfactory  evidence.  On  and  after  March 
thirty-first,  1883,  all  applications  for  a  license,  other  than  a  re- 
newal of  a  license  previously  granted  by  said  commissioners,  shall 
be  personally  examined  by  said  commissioners:  provided^  however, 
that  such  examinations  may  be  omitted  in  the  cases  of  applicants 
who  exhibit  to  said  commissioners  a  diploma  granted  by  some  re- 
putable college  of  pharmacy,  or  a  license  in  force  within  one  year 
prior  to  the  date  of  such  application,  granted  by  the  board  or 
commissioners  of  pharmacy  of  another  state,  if  such  license  shall 
be  deemed  sufficient  evidence  of  qualifications  by  the  commission- 
ers of  pharmacy  of  this  state.  Licenses  shall  specify  the  name  of 
the  person  licensed,  the  date  when  granted,  the  city  or  town  in 
which  he  shall  conduct  his  business,  and  if  in  a  city,  the  street  and 
number  of  his  place  of  business,  and  his  license  shall  be  conspicu- 
ously exhibited  in  his  place  of  business,  and  shall  remain  in  force 
until  the  first  day  of  April  next  after  said  date,  unless  granted  at 
a  meeting  of  said  commissioners  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  March,  in 
which  case  said  license  shall  terminate  on  the  thirty-first  day  of 
March  of  the  succeeding  year,  or  unless  such  person  shall  remove 
his  place  of  business  without  notice  to  the  commissioners;  and  a 
license  may  be  renewed  upon  the  application  of  the  person  licensed, 
upon  the  terms  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  4.  Every  person  conducting  the  business  of  pharmacy 
shall,  within  ninety  days  after  the  first  day  of  June,  1881,  and  on 
or  before  the  first  Tuesday  of  March  annually  thereafter,  if  then 
conducting  said  business,  apply  to  said  commissioners  for  said 
license,  or  for  a  renewal  thereof,  and  establish  his  right  therefor 
by  such  evidence  as  shall  be  satisfactory  to  them  ;  and  they  shall 
adopt  forms  of  application  for  license,  and  rules  and  regulations, 
prescribing  the  manner  in  which  the  evidence  in  support  of  such 
application  shall  be  presented  to  them  ;  and  they  shall  furnish 
such  forms,  and  such  rules  and  regulations,  to  any  person  upon  his 
request. 
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Sec.  5.  Each  applicant  shall  pay  to  said  commissioners  three 
dollars  for  his  license  and  two  dollars  for  each  renewal  thereof ; 
a  ad  whenever  a  personal  examination  shall  be  made  as  provided 
in  the  last  preceding  section,  a  fee  of  five  dollars  ;  but  if  upon 
such  examination  a  license  shall  be  refused,  said  fee  shall  be  re- 
funded to  said  applicant,  but  if  any  such  applicant  shall  make  a 
new  application,  and  a  license  shall  be  again  refused,  said  fee  shall 
not  in  that  case  be  refunded.  And  said  commissioners  shall 
account  semi-annually  on  the  first  Monday  of  December  and  June, 
with  the  treasurer  of  the  state  for  the  sums  received  by  them  for 
licenses,  and  shall  be  paid  by  the  state  at  the  time  of  such  account- 
ing, the  money  necessarily  expended  by  them  for  stationerj^  and 
printing,  and  compensation  for  their  services  at  the  rate  of  three 
hundred  dollars  per  annum  to  each  commissioner  ;  provided  that 
if  the  amounts  received  by  said  commissioners  for  said  licenses 
shall  not  be  sufficient  to  pay  theaa  said  sums  for  services  in  full, 
such  amounts  shall  be  apportioned  iwo  rata  among  said  commis- 
sioners, and  their  charges  for  expenses  for  stationery  and  print- 
ing, and  for  services,  shall  be  audited  and  approved  by  the  comp- 
troller in  the  proportion  aforesaid,  who  shall  draw  his  order  upon 
the  treasurer  therefor. 

Sec.  6.  Nothing  hereinbefore  contained  shall  be  construed  to 
prevent  a  practicing  physician  from  compounding  his  own  pre- 
scriptions, or  to  prevent  the  sale  of  proprietary  medicines,  or  of 
any  drugs,  medicines,  or  poisons  at  wholesale  to  licensed  pharma- 
cists, or  for  use  in  manufactures  or  the  arts,  or  to  prevent  any 
person  from  becoming  a  partner  in,  or  the  proprietor  of,  a  phar- 
macy conducted  by  a  licensed  pharmacist,  or  any  keeper  of  a 
country  store  from  keeping  for  sale  and  selling  such  domestic  re- 
medies as  are  usually  kept  and  sold  in  such  stores,  but  such  keeper 
shall  not  compound  medicines,  and  medicinal  preparations  so  kept 
and  recognized  by  the  United  States  Dispensatory  shall  be  com- 
pounded by  a  licensed  pharmacist  and  marked  by  his  label. 

Sec.  7.  Any  person  who  shall  wilfully  violate  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  the  preceding  sections  shall  forfeit  five  dollars  for  each 
day  that  he  shall  continue  such  violation,  one-half  to  him  who 
shall  prosecute  to  effect,  and  tlie  other  half  to  the  town  in  which 
the  oifeiise  is  committed. 

Sec.  8.  Every  person  who  shall  knowingly  adulterate  or  cause 
any  foreign  or  inei't  substance  to  be  mixed  with  any  drug,  or 
medicinal  substance  or  ])re])aration  recognized  by  any   pharniaco- 
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poeia,  or  employed  in  medicinal  or  medical  practice,  so  as  to 
weaken  or  destroy  its  medicinal  effect,  or  shall  sell  such  drug, 
compound,  or  preparation,  knowing  it  to  be  so  adulterated  or 
mixed,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  ten  dollars  nor  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars,  and  upon  conviction  all  such  adulterated  or 
mixed  articles  in  his  possession  may  be  seized  upon  a  warrant  is- 
sued by  the  court  in  which  such  conviction  is  had,  and  destroyed 
by  the  officer  by  whom  such  seizure  shall  be  made. 

Sec.  9.  Every  person  who  shall  sell  arsenic,  strychnine,  corro- 
sive sublimate,  or  prussic  acid,  shall  affix  to  the  package  sold  by 
him  a  label,  plainly  marked  with  his  name,  date  of  sale,  and  the 
word  "  poison,"  and  shall  enter  on  a  book  kept  by  him  for  that 
purpose,  the  name  of  the  purchaser,  the  date  of  sale,  and  the 
quantity  sold  ;  which  book  shall  be  kept  open  for  public  inspec- 
tion, carefully  preserved,  and  when  he  shall  close  his  business,  or 
remove  from  the  town  in  which  said  business  is  carried  on,  or 
when  said  book  shall  be  filled  with  such  enterics,  it  shall  be  de- 
posited by  him  in  the  office  of  the  town  clerk  of  the  town  in 
which  he  may  conduct  his  business  ;  and  any  person  who  shall 
violate  the  preceding  provision  of  this  section,  or  who,  when  pur- 
chasing the  articles  herein  named,  shall  give  a  false  or  fictitious 
name  to  the  vender  thereof,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  ten  dol- 
lars nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  10.  Every  person  who  shall  sell  any  of  the  articles  named 
in  the  schedule  accompanying  this  section,  marked  Schedule  A, 
except  when  prescribed  by  a  practicing  physician,  or  sold  at 
wholesale  to  licensed  pharmacists,  or  for  use  in  manufactures  or 
the  arts,  shall  label  the  bottle,  box,  or  wrapper  containing  any 
such  article,  with  a  label  upon  which  shall  be  plainly  written  or 
printed  the  word  *'  poison,"  and  any  person  violating  the  provis- 
ions of  this  section  shall  be  fined  one  dollar. 

Schedule  A. 

Acid  Carbolic,  Ammoniated  Mercury,  Acid  Miiriatic,  Chloro- 
form, Acid  Mtric,  Tinct.  Aconite,  Acid  Sulphuric,  Tinct.  Bella- 
donna, Acid  Oxalic,  Tinct.  Digitalis,  Creosote,  Tinct.  Opium,  Ex- 
tract Belladonna,  Tinct.  Veratrum  Viride,  Sugar  of  Lead,  Paris 
Green,  Morphine,  Croton  Oil,  Kux  Vomica,  Cobalt,  Oil  Almond 
Bitter,  Opium,  Oil  Tansy,  Cocculus  Indicus,  Cyanide  Potassium, 
Aqua  Ammonia,  Red  Oxide  Mercury. 

Sec.  11.  Every  person  conducting  the  business  of  pharmac}^  in 
towns  where  said   cliapter  one   hundred  and   twenty-two  of  tlie 
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public  acts  passed  at  the  January  session,  A.  D.  1881,  has  not 
heretofore  been  in  force,  shall,  within  ninety  days  from  the  ap- 
proval hereof,  make  application  for  a  license  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided by  section  four  of  said  chapter,  and  said  license  shall  be 
granted  such  applicants  in  the  manner  and  upon  the  terms  and 
conditions  set  forth  in  said  chapter  and  these  amendments  thereto. 

Sec.  12.  Police  courts,  and  city  courts  having  criminal  juris- 
diction, where  established,  and  justices  of  the  peace  in  towns 
where  such  courts  do  not  exist,  shall  hear  and  determine  prosecu- 
tions for  violations  of  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  13.  This  act,  except  so  much  thereof  as  provides  for  the 
appointment  of  said  commissioners  of  pharmacy,  shall  take  effect 
on  the  first  Tuesday  of  June,  1881.

CHAPTER    CVII. 

An  Act  to  prevent  Irregular  Medical  Practice. 
jBe  it  enacted  by  the  Senate   and  House  of  Representatives  in 

General  Assembly  convened : 

Section  1.  Any  itinerant  person,  not  an  inhabitant  of  this 
State,  who  shall  by  circular,  handbill,  or  any  other  mode  of 
advertisement,  profess  to  treat,  and  shall  in  any  town  in  this  State 
treat  disease  or  injury  by  any  drug,  nostrum,  manipulation,  or 
other  expedient,  shall  be  fined  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  day 
that  he  shall  exercise  his  profession  without  procuring  a  license 
therefor. 

Sec  2.  Selectmen  in  towns,  and  the  chief  officer  of  police  in 
cities,  may  issue  such  licenses  upon  payment  to  the  town  or  city 
treasurer  by  such  itinerant  person  of  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars, 
for  each  day  for  which  his  license  may  be  granted.  The  license 
shall  distinctly  state  the  number  of  days  for  which  it  shall  be  in 
force,  and  may  be  renewed  at  its  expiration  for  any  further  time, 
upon  the  same  terms.  Such  selectmen  and  chief  officer  of  police 
shall  record  such  licenses  in  books  kept  by  them  for  that  purpose, 
which  shall  be  open  to  public  inspection. 

Sec.  4.  Prosecutions  for  violations  of  this  act  may  be  heard 
and  determined  by  police  courts,  where  established,  and  by  jus- 
tices of  the  peace  in  towns  in  which  such  courts  have  no  criminal 
jurisdiction.

(A)     CHAPTER    CVIII. 

An  act  to  prevent  the  Adulteration  of  Food  and  other  Articles, 
and  to  preserve  the  Public  Health. 

Be   it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
'  General  Assembly  convened : 

Section  1.  The  boards  of  health  of  the  several  cities,  bor- 
oughs and  towns,  in  this  State,  may  from  time  to  time  at  their 
discretion  procure  from  any  dealer  in  provisions,  groceries,  medi- 
cines, or  other  articles  of  consumption,  samples  of  such  articles, 
and  cause  the  same  to  be  analyzed  by  one  of  the  State  chemists, 
and  if  on  such  analyzation  it  shall  be  found  that  the  article  ana- 
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lyzed  is  adulterated  with  any  deleterious  or  foreign  ingredient  or 
ingredients,  other  than  is  represented  verbally  and  in  a  conspicu- 
ous label  by  the  seller,  the  chemist  making  the  analysis  shall  issue 
his  certificate  setting  forth  the  kind  and  quantity,  as  near  as  may 
be,  of  deleterious  and  foreign  ingredients  found  in  the  article  ana- 
lyzed, and  the  board  of  health  causing  such  analysis  to  be  made 
shall  cause  said  certificate  to  be  published  in  some  paper  published 
in  the  city,  borough  or  town,  or  one  nearest  thereto,  where  the 
article  analyzed  was  obtained,  for  such  length  of  time  as  they 
may  think  proper,  and  the  cost  of  analysis,  together  with  the  cost 
of  the  publication  of  the  certificate,  shall  be  paid  by  the  person  or 
firm  from  whom  the  article  analyzed  was  obtained  ;  and  if  such 
person  or  firm  shall  so  elect,  he  or  they  may  annex  to  said  certifi- 
cate his  or  -their  sworn  afiidavit  setting  forth  from  whom  the 
article  analyzed  was  purchased  by  him  or  them. 

Sec.  2.  In  all  cases  where  an  analysis  has  been  made  accord- 
ing to  the  provisions  of  section  one,  of  this  act,  and  the  article  or 
articles  analyzed  shall  have  been  found  pure  and  free  from  foreign 
ingredients,  the  cost  of  the  analysis  shall  be  paid  by  the  city, 
borough,  or  town,  whose  board  of  health,  or  any  ofiicer  thereof, 
caused  such  analysis  to  be  made. 

Approved,  March  28,  1879. 


CHAPTER    LXXXIV. 

An  Act  to  Prevent  the  Adulteration  of  Sugar  and  Molasses. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the    Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened : 

Section  1.  No  person  shall  adulterate  any  sugar  or  molasses 
within  this  State. 

Sec.  2.  No  person  shall  knowingly,  wilfully,  or  maliciously 
sell,  or  offer  or  expose  for  sale  within  this  State,  any  sugar  or 
molasses  which  has  been  adulterated  with  salts  of  tin,  terra  alba, 
glucose,  dextrose,  starch  sugar,  corn  syrup,  or  other  preparation 
from  starch. 

Sec.  3.  Any  person  guilty  of  violating  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  act  may  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred 
dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  not  more  than  one  year. 

Approved,  March  25,  1880. 
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CHAPTER     CXXIII. 

An  Act  to  Prevent  and  Punish  Fraud. 

Be  it  e7iacted  by  the  Senate  and  House   of  Representatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened : 

Section  1.  Any  article  resembling  butter  in  appearance  and 
not  made  wholly,  salt  and  coloring  excepted,  from  the  milk  of 
cows,  shall  be  imitation  butter  within  the  meaning  of  this  act. 
The  word  "  butter  "  shall  form  neither  the  whole  nor  a  part  of 
the  name  of  any  such  imitation  article  for  the  purposes  of  this 
act. 

Sec.  2.  No  imitation  butter  shall  be  sold  except  under  the 
following  conditions  :  First,  the  seller  shall  maintain  in  plain 
sight,  over  or  next  the  main  outer  entrance  of  the  premises  where 
the  selling  is  done,  a  sign  bearing  in  plain,  black,  Roman  let'ters, 
not  less  than  one-half  inch  wide  and  four  inches  long,  on  a  white 
ground,  the  words  "  sold  here,"  preceded  by  the  name  of  the  im- 
itation article.  If  the  selling  is  done  from  a  wagon,  or  other 
vehicle,  such  vehicle  shall  conspicuously  bear  such  a  sign.  Second, 
all  imitation  butter  shall  be  kept  in  an  enclosing  package  which 
shall  bear  on  the  outside  of  its  body,  and  also  of  its  cover,  in 
plain  sight  of  a  beholder  of  the  package,  in  black,  Roman  letters, 
not  less  than  one-fourth  inch  wide,  and  one  and  one-half  inches 
long,  on  a  white  or  light  colored  ground,  the  name  of  the  imita- 
tion article.  Third,  the  seller  shall  orally  inform  each  buyer  at 
each  sale  that  the  article  he  buys  is  not  butter,  and  shall  give  the 
buyer  the  name  of  the  imitation  article. 

Sec.  3.  No  baker  or  vendor  of  food  shall  sell  any  article  of 
food  containing  imitation  butter  unless  such  baker  or  vendor  shall 
maintain  the  same  kind  of  a  sign  as  hereinbefore  first  prescribed, 
in  the  way  and  manner  prescribed  in  that  connection,  except  that 
the  word  "  used  "  shall  be  substituted  for  the  word  "  sold."  If 
the  selling  be  done  from  a  wagon,  or  other  vehicle,  such  vehicle 
shall  conspicuously  bear  such  a  sign. 

Sec.  4.  No  keeper  of  a  hotel,  boarding  house,  or  restaurant, 
temporary  or  permanent,  shall  furnish  any  guest  with  any  imita- 
tion butter,  or  food  containing  it,  unless  such  keeper  shall  main- 
tain in  plain  sight  of  all  guests  sitting  at  tables  where  food  is 
served  such  a  sign  or  signs  as  hereinbefore  prescribed,  except  that 
the  word  "  used  "  shall  be  substituted  for  the  word  "sold." 
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Sec.  5.  The  governor  shall  appoint  a  citizen  of  the  State  as 
dairy  commissioner,  at  an  annual  salary  of  fifteen  hundred  dol- 
lars, payable  monthly  by  the  treasurer  upon  the  order  of  the 
comptroller,  who  shall  hold  office  for  two  years  from  and  after 
the  first  day  of  May  in  each  of  the  even  numbered  years,  and  until 
his  successor  is  appointed,  unless  sooner  removed  by  the  governor 
for  cause,  and  in  case  of  his  death,  resignation,  or  removal,  the 
governor  shall  fill  the  vacancy.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  dairy 
commissioner  to  attend  to  the  enforcement  of  this  act  throughout 
the  State  ;  his  actual  expenses  in  the  discharge  of  his  official  duties 
shall  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  upon  the  order  and  audit  of  the 
comptroller.  A  room  in  the  capitol  shall  be  set  apart  for  the 
dairy  coinmissioner.  The  dairy  commissioner  may  appoint  and 
remove,  not  to  exceed  one  in  each  county,  deputies  to  serve  with- 
out salary.  The  dairy  commissioner  and  his  deputies  shall  have 
free  access,  at  all  reasonable  hours,  for  the  purpose  of  examining 
into  any  suspected  violation  of  this  act,  to  all  places  and  premises, 
apartments  of  private  families  keeping  no  boarder  excepted, 
where  the  dairy  commissioner  or  his  deputy  suspects  imitation 
butter  to  be  made,  sold,  or  used  ;  and  on  tender  of  the  market 
price  of  good  butter  for  the  same  may  take  from  any  person, 
firm,  or  corporation  samples  of  any  articles  suspected  to  be  imita- 
tion butter.  The  dairy  commissioner  may  have  samples  sus- 
pected to  be  imitation  butter  analyzed  at  the  Connecticut  Experi- 
ment Station,  or  by  any  State  chemist,  and  a  sworn  or  affirmed 
certificate  of  the  analyst  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  in- 
gredients and  constituents  of  the  sample  analyzed.  Any  one 
refusing  the  dairy  commissioner,  or  his  deputy,  access,  in  a 
reasonable  manner  and  at  a  reasonable  time,  to  premises  for  said 
purpose  of  examination,  or  refusing  to  sell  samples  as  hereinbe- 
fore provided  for,  shall  incur  the  penalty  hereinafter  first  pro- 
vided for  the  violation  of  this  act. 

Sec.  6.  Any  person  knowingly  violating  the  second  or  third 
section  of  this  act,  and  any  person,  except  a  boarding-house 
keeper,  knowingly  violating  the  fourth  section  of  this  act  shall, 
for  a  first  offense,  be  fined  one  hundred  dollars,  and  in  default  of 
payment  thereof,  shall  be  imprisoned  sixty  days  ;  for  any  subse- 
quent offense  said  fine  and  imprisonment  shall  be  doubled.  Any 
boarding-house  keeper  knowingly  violating  the  fourth  section  of 
this  act  shall,  for  the  first  offense,  be  fined  twenty-five  dolhirs, 
and  in  default  of  {)aymeiit  tliereof,  be  imprisoned  thirty  days  ; 
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for  any  subsequent  offense  said  fine  and  imprisonment  last  men- 
tioned shall  be  doubled.  Evidence  of  any  violation  of  this  act 
shall  he  pri7na  facie  evidence  of  willful  violation  with  knowledge. 

Sec.  7.  Chapter  sixty-one  of  the  public  acts  of  1883  is  hereby 
repealed.

CHAPTEE    XII. 

An  Act  to  prohibit  the  Sale  of  Milk  from  Diseased  Cows. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the   Senate  and  House  of  Represent  at  wes  in 
General  Assembly  convened : 

Any  person  who  shall  knowingly  sell,  or  expose  for  sale,  milk, 
or  any  product  of  milk,  from  anj^  cow  which  shall  have  been 
adjudged  by  the  Commissioners  upon  diseases  of  domestic  ani- 
mals affected  with  tuberculosis,  or  other  blood  disease,  shall  be 
fined  not  more  than  seven  dollars,  or  imprisoned  not  more  than 
thirty  days,  or  both. 

Approved,  March  4,  1880. 

CHAPTER     CXLV. 

An  Act  to  Prevent  the  Adulteration  of  Milk. 
Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened : 

SECTioisr  1.  Whoever  shall  knowingly  sell,  supply,  or  bring  to 
be  manufactured  to  any  butter  or  cheese  manufactory  in  this 
State  any  milk  diluted  with  water,  or  adulterated  by  the  addition 
of  any  foreign  substance,  or  from  which  any  cream  or  milk  com- 
monly known  as  strippings  has  been  taken  ;  or  Avhoever  shall 
knowingly  bring  or  supply  milk  to  any  butter  or  cheese  manu- 
factory that  is  tainted  or  partly  sour,  shall,  for  each  offense,  for- 
feit and  pay  a  sum  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars  nor  more 
than  one  hundred  dollars,  with  cost  of  suit,  to  be  sued  for  in  a 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  for  the  benefit  of  the  person  or 
persons,  firm  or  association,  or  corporation,  or  their  assigns,  upon 
whom  such  fraud  shall  be  committed. 

Sec  2.  The  usual  test  for  quality  and  the  certificate  of  analy- 
sis of  the  director  of  the  Connecticut  Agricultural  Experiment 
Station  shall  be  deemed  ^>r^ma/ac^e  proof  of  adulteration. 

Sec.  3.  No  person  shall  sell,  offer,  or  expose  for  sale  any  milk 
from  which  the   cream  or  an^^  part  thereof   has  been  removed, 
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without  distinctly  and  durably  affixing  a  label,  tag,  or  mark  of 
metal  in  a  conspicuous  place  upon  the  outside,  and  not  more  than 
six  inches  from  the  top  of  every  can,  vessel,  or  package  contain- 
ing such  milk,  and  such  metal  label,  tag,  or  mark  shall  have  tfie 
words  "  Skimmed  Milk "  stamped,  printed,  or  indented  thereon 
in  letters  not  less  than  one  inch  in  height,  and  such  milk  shall 
only  be  sold  or  retailed  out  of  a  can,  vessel  or  package  so  marked. 

Sec.  4.  No  person  shall  sell  or, offer  for  sale,  or  shall  have  in 
possession  with  intent  to  sell  or  offer  for  sale,  any  impure  or 
adulterated  milk. 

Sec.  5.  Every  person  who  shall  violate  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tions three  and  four  of  this  act  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor, and  on  conviction  thereof  shall  be  lined  not  more  than 
seven  dollars,  or  be  imprisoned  not  more  than  thirty  days,  or 
both. 

Sec.  6.  A  printed  notice  of  this  law  shall  be  conspicuously 
posted  in  all  public  places,  creameries,  or  factories  where  milk  is 
received  or  sold. 

Approved,  April  25,  1882. 

/  {B)     Corrupting  Water. 

Chapter  4,  Title  20,  Sec.  18,  Gen.  Stat. 

Every  person,  who  shall  put  anything  into  any  water  from 
which  ice  is  procured  for  consumption,  with  intent  to  injure  the 
quality  of  such  ice,  or  who  shall  put  and  leave  any  dead  animal 
or  carcass  in  any  pond,  spring,  or  reservoir,  the  water  of  which  is 
conveyed  to  any  building,  shall  be  fined  not'  more  than  seven 
dollars,  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  thirty  days,  or  both. 

Poisoning  Fish. 
Chapter  4,  Part  3,  Title  16,  Sec.  1,  Gen.  Stat. 

Every  person  who  shall  place  any  deleterious  or  poisonous  sub- . 
stance  in  any  waters,  for  the  purpose  of  taking  or  destroying  fish, 
shall  be  fined  not   more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisoned 
not  more  than  one  year  or  both. 

Sec.  2.  Every  person  who  shall  use  or  assist  in  using  any 
explosive  substance  for  the  purpose  of  taking  or  destroying 
fish  in  any  waters,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  fifty  dollars,  or 
imprisoned  not  more  than  three  months,  or  both. 

Sec.  '6.  Every  person  who  shall  knowingly  permit  any  sub- 
stance, deleterious  to  fish,  to  flow  or  drain   into,  or  be  placed  in 
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any  waters,  having  fish  therein,  shall  for  each  day,  during  which 
he  shall  permit  the  same,  forfeit  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dol- 
lars to  any  informer 

CHAPTER    LXVIII. 

An  Act  concerning  Crimes  and  Punishments. 

J^e  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatwes  in 
General  Assembly  convened : 

Sec.  2.  Every  person  who  shall  put  anything  into  any  well, 
spring,  fountain,  or  cistern,  or  other  place  from  which  water  is 
procured  for  drinking  or  other  purposes,  with  the  intent  to  injure 
the  quality  of  said  water,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  seven  dol- 
lars, nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  or  be  imprisoned  not 
more  than  six  months. 

Approved,  June  28,  1876. 

CHAPTER     LXXXIII. 

An  Act  for  the  Protection  of  Water  from  which  Ice  is  Procured. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the   Senate  and  House  of  Repi'esentatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened : 

That  every  person  who  shall  wilfully  and  maliciously  put  any- 
thing into  any  waters  from  which  ice  is  procured  for  consump- 
tion, with  intent  to  injure  the  quality  of  such  ice,  or  who  shall 
wilfully  and  maliciously  throw  any  stone  or  other  material  into 
the  waters,  or  upon  the  ice,  with  intent  to  injure  the  quality  of 
the  ice  or  the  cutting  and  gathering  the  same,  or  who  shall  wil- 
fully and  maliciously  put  or  leave  any  dead  animal  or  carcass  in 
any  pond  or  reservoir,  the  water  of  which  is  conveyed  to  any 
building,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  thirty  dollars  or  impris- 
oned not  more  than  thirty  days. 

Approved,  March  27,  1878. 

CHAPTER   XIV. 

An  Act  relating  to  Nuisances. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened : 

That  every  person  who  shall  wilfully  put  into  any  of  the 
waters  of  this  State,  any  dead  land  animal,  shall  be  fined  not  less 
than  seven  dollars  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars. 

Approved,  March  5,  1879.

CHAPTETl     CXIII. 

An  Act  concerning  Offences  against  Private  Property. 

Se  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Hepresentatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened : 

Section  1.  Every  person  who  shall  put  any  thing  or  sub- 
stance into  any  waters  from  which  ice  is  procured  for  consump- 
tion, which  shall  defile,  jjollute,  or  injure  the  quality  of  said  ice, 
or  who  shall  put  and  leave  any  dead  animal  or  carcass  in  any 
pond,  spring,  or  reservoir,  the  water  of  which  is  conveyed  to  any 
building,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  seven  dollars,  or  impris- 
oned not  more  than  thirty  days,  or  both. 

Sec.  2.  This  act  shall  not  affect  the  rights  of  any  manufac- 
turing establishment  now  existing,  or  hereafter  established,  to 
use  any  waters  of  the  State  in  carrying  on  their  business. 

Approved,  March  28,  1879. 

CHAPTER    XXVII. 

An  Act  to  Protect  the  Purity  of  Water  supplied  to  Towns,  Cities 

and  Boroughs. 

JBe  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened : 

Section  1.  Whenever  any  land  or  building  is  so  used,  occu- 
pied, or  suffered  to  remain,  that  it  is  a  source  of  injury  to  the 
water  stored  in  any  reservoir  used  for  supplying  any  town,  city, 
or  borough  with  water,  or  to  any  source  of  supply  to  any  such 
reservoir,  the  authorities  of  such  town,  city,  or  borough  having 
charge  of  said  water,  may  bring  their  petition  to  the  superior 
court  in  and  for  the  county  in  which  said  town,  city,  or  borough 
is  located,  for  relief. 

Sec.  2.  Said  court  upon  such  petition  shall  have  full  power 
to  order  the  removal  of  any  building,  to  enjoin  any  use  or  occu- 
pation of  any  land  or  building,  which  is  detrimental  to  said 
water,  or  make  any  other  order,  temporary  or  permanent,  which 
in  its  judgment  may  be  necessary  to  preserve  the  purity  of  said 
water. 

Sec.  3.  In  cases  where  the  law  requires  compensation  to  be 
made  to  any  person  whose  rights,  interests,  or  property  are  injuri- 
ously affected  by  said  orders,  such  court  shall  appoint  a  commit- 
tee of  three  disinterested  freeholders  of  tlie  county  wlio  sliall 
4* 
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determine  and  award  the  amount  to  be  paid  by  such  authorities 
before  such  order  is  carried  into  effect. 

Sec.  4.  For  the  purposes  of  this  act  said  court  is  vested  with 
all  the  powers  of  a  court  of  equity  and  may  enforce  its  decrees 
in  any  lawful  manner. 

Approved,  March  21,  1883. 

An  Act  concerning  the  Prevention  of  the  Spread  of  Contagious 

Diseases. 

Chapter  I,  Part  II,  Title  3,  Section  6,  Gen.  Stat. 

For  the  purpose  of  preventing  the  spread  of  contagious  dis- 
eases among  domestic  animals,  said  Board  (of  agriculture)  may, 
when  in  its  judgment  public  safety  demands,  prohibit  the  intro- 
duction of  any  such  animal  into  this  State.  When  any  con- 
tagious disease  exists  in  the  State,  the  Board  may  quarantine  all 
infected  animals,  or  such  as  they  suppose  have  been  exposed  to 
contagion  ;  prohibit  any  animal  from  passing  on  or  over  any  of 
the  highways  near  the  place  of  quarantine  ;  enter  upon  any 
premises  where  there  are  animals  supposed  to  be  infected  with 
any  disease  ;  and  make  all  investigations  and  regulations  neces- 
sary for  the  prevention,  treatment,  cure,  and  extirpation  of  such 
disease. 

Sec.  7.  The  board  may  appoint  suitable  persons  to  inquire  into 
and  report  to  it,  all  violations  of  law,  and  of  any  regulation  made 
by  it  ;  and  may  also  appoint  three  commissioners  on  diseases  of 
domestic  animals,  who  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  the  board  in 
regard  thereto.  *  *  *  * 

CHAPTER    XCIV. 

An  Act  concerning  Quarantining  of  Animals. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  Souse  of  Represent  at  ives  in 
General  Assembly  convened: 

Whenever  any  animal,  supposed  to  be  infected  or  to  have  been 
exposed  to  contagion,  shall  be  quarantined  by  the  State  Board  of 
Agriculture,  or  its  commissioners,  pursuant  to  sections  six  and 
seven  of  part  eleven,  chapter  one,  title  three  (page  18)  of  the 
general  statutes,  the  actual  pecuniary  loss  caused  to  the  owner 
thereof  by  being  deprived  of  the  use  of  any  animal  or  animals 
not  infected  during  the  period  of  quarantine,  shall,  upon  the  re- 
quest  of  the   owner,   be   ascertained  by  the  commissioners  upon 
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evidence  satisfactory  to  them,  and  the  amount  of  such  loss  certi- 
fied to  by  the  commissioners  shall,  on  approval  of  the  governor, 
be  paid  by  the  State  to  said  owner. 
Approved,  April  22,  1885. 

CHAPTER   cvi. 

An   Act   amending  an  Act   conferring  upon  the  State  Board  of 
Agriculture  power  to  kill  diseased  Animals. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened: 

Section  two  of  chapter  seventy-three  (page  534)  of  the  public 
acts  of  1880  is  amended  to  read  as  follows  : 

The  commissioners  shall  cause  all  animals,  before  being  killed 
under  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  section,  to  be  appraised  at 
their  actual  value  at  the  time  of  appraisals  either  by  agreement 
in  writing  between  the  commissioners  and  the  owner  or  keeper  of 
such  animals,  or,  in  case  they  cannot  agree,  by  three  appraisers 
acting  under  oath,  one  of  whom  shall  be  named  by  the  commis- 
sioners, one  by  the  owner  or  keeper  of  such  animals,  and  the 
third  by  the  two  so  named,  a  majority  of  whom  may  make  such 
appraisal  ;  and  in  case  the  owner  or  keeper  of  such  animals  neg- 
lects or  refuses,  on  application  of  the  commissioners,  to  name  an 
appraiser,  or  the  two  appraisers  named  as  before  provided  cannot 
agree  upon  a  third,  then  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  town  in 
which  such  diseased  animals  are,  shall,  upon  application  of  the 
commissioners,  name  such  appraiser  ;  and  the  appraised  value  of 
such  animals,  if  killed,  shall  be  paid  to  the  owner  thereof,  and 
one  dollar  shall  be  paid  to  each  appraiser,  and  one  dollar  to  the 
justice,  if  an}^  be  called  to  act,  by  the  State,  upon  approval  of 
the  governor. 

Approved,  April  22,  1885. 

CHAPTER    LX. 

An  Act  concerning  the  Diseases  of  Domestic  Animals. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened: 

Chapter  seventy -three  of  the  public  acts  of  1880,  chapter  one 
Imndred  and  six  of  the   public,  acts  of   1885,  and  chapter  ninety. 
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four  of  the  public  acts  of  1885,  relating  to  the  prevention  of  con- 
tagious diseases  of  domestic  animals,  shall  not  apply  to  contagious 
diseases  of  horses. 

Approved,  March  18,  1886. 

Cruelty  to  Animals. 

Chapter  8,  Title  20,  Sec.  14,  Gen.  Stat. 

Every  person  who  over-drives,  drives  when  over-loaded,  over- 
works, tortures,  deprives  of  necessary  sustenance,  mutilates,  or 
cruelly  beats  or  kills  any  animal,  or  causes  it  to  be  done  ;  and 
every  person  who,  having  the  charge  or  custody  of  any  such  ani- 
mal inflicts  unnecessary  cruelty  upon  it,  or  unnecessarily  fails  to 
provide  it  with  proper  food,  drink,  or  protection  from  the  weather, 
or  who  cruelly  abandons,  or  carries  it  in  an  unnecessarily  cruel 
manner,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  dol- 
lars, or  imprisoned  not  more  than  one  year,  or  both. 

[D)    CHAPTER    LXXIV. 

An  Act  concerning  Plumbing  and  House  Drainage. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the   Senate  and  Souse  of  Rejyresentatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened: 

The  court  of  common  council  of  any  city,  the  warden  and 
burgesses  of  any  borough,  or  the  selectmen  of  any  town,  shall 
have  power,  by  ordinances  or  by-laws,  to  regulate  plumbing  and 
house  drainage,  and  the  licensing  of  master  plumbers. 

Approved,  April  15,  1885. 

CHAPTER    LXIV. 

An  Act  regarding  Nuisances. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the   Senate  and  House   of  Representatii^es  in 
General  Assembly  convened : 

Every  person  who  shall  place,  collect,  or  suffer  to  remain  upon 
the  surface  of  land  owned  or  occupied  by  him,  or  shall  discharge 
or  suffer  to  be  discharged  from  his  premises  upon  the  land  of 
another  or  upon  any  public  land,  any  filth}^  water,  garbage,  or 
other  filthy  or  noxious  matter  whereby  the  owner  or  occupant  of 
land  so  discharged  upon  or  of  lands  in  the  vicinit}^  thereof  shall 
be  injured  or  annoyed,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  nuisance,  and 
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shall  forfeit  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars, 
half  to  him  who  shall  sue  therefor,  and  half  to  the  town  wherein 
the  offence  is  committed  ;  and  the  court  before  which  the  convic- 
tion is  had  may  order  the  defendant  to  remove  such  nuisance 
within  three  days  after  the  issuing  of  such  order,  and  upon  his 
failure  to  do  so,  it  shall  be  removed  by  a  constable  of  the  town 
where  such  nuisance  is  maintained,  and  the  court  shall  tax  the 
cost  of  the  same  against  the  defendant,  and  issue  execution  there- 
for. 

Approved,  April  2,  1885. 

Leaving  Poison  exposed. 

Chapter  4,  Title  20,  Sec.  19,  Gen.  Stat. 

Every  person,  who  shall  place  any  poison,  or  poisoned  food,  in 
any  public  place,  not  exclusively  occupied  b}''  himself,  shall  be 
fined  not  more  than  fifty  dollars,  or  imprisoned  not  more  than 
three  months  or  both. 

Injury  to  Buildings.,  Vessels  and  Clothing. 

Chapter  4,  Title  20,  Sec.  20,  Gen.  Stat. 

Every  person,  who  shall,  with  intent  unlawfully  to  injure  any 
building,  vessel  or  clothing,  put  any  deleterious  or  filthy  sub- 
stance in  or  on  the  same,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  one  hun- 
dred dollars,  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  four  months,  or  both. 

(^) 

Common  Council  may  make  Laws  de  the  Erection  of  Buildings. 

Chapter  II,  title  16,  section  28,  General  Statutes. 

The  Court  of  Common  Council  of  each  city  shall  have  power 
to  make  ordinances  to'  prevent  the  erection  of  unsafe  buildings 
therein  ;  to  provide  for  the  examination  of  all  plans  and  specifi- 
cations of  proposed  buildings  ;  to  provide  for  the  inspection  of 
all  buildings  in  process  of  erection  ;  to  make  general  laws  regard- 
ing the  materials  to  be  used  in  building,  and  the  strength  and 
manner  of  using  the  same  ;  to  prohibit  the  erection  of  any  buikl- 
ing  not  in  conformity  with  such  rules,  and  the  plans  and  specifi- 
cations of  which  shall  not  have  been  exan^ined  and  approved  in 
accordance  with  sucli  ordinances;  and  to  provide  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  an  inspector  of  buildings. 
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Sec.  29.  The  selectmen  of  any  town,  the  court  of  common 
council  of  any  city,  and  the  warden  and  burgesses  of  any 
borough,  may,  and  on  the  written  application  of  any  of  its  inhab- 
itants shall,  examine  any  building  or  proposed  building  therein 
with  reference  to  its  safety,  after  reasonable  notice  to  the  owner 
or  builder  and  occupant,  and  may  make  such  written  order  rela- 
tive to  its  construction,  maintenance,  protection,  repairs,  or  re- 
moval as  they  may  deem  proper  ;  a  true  and  attested  copy  of 
which  shall  be  left  by  some  proper  ^officer  with,  or  at  the  usual 
place  of  abode  of,  such  occupant,  and  such  owner  or  builder,  if 
resident  within  this  state. 

Sec,  30.  Such  owner,  builder  or  occupant  may  appeal  from 
such  order  to  the  superior  court  of  the  county  in  which  said 
building  is,  or  to  any  judge  of  said  court  in  vacation,  by  a  peti- 
tion, to  which  shall  be  annexed  a  citation  to  the  town,  city,  or 
borough,  which  shall  be  served  within  three  days  after  the  ser- 
vice of  such  order,  and  be  returnable  within  three  days  after  the 
service  of  such  petition;  and  upon  such  petition  such  court  or 
judge  shall  appoint  three  disinterested  freeholders  to  view  the 
premises  and  report  to  such  court  or  judge  such  an  order  as  they 
may  deem  expedient  in  reference  thereto,  which  being  accepted 
shall  become  effectual  between  the  parties  to  the  appeal;  and 
said  court  or  judge  may  award  cost  at  discretion. 

Sec.  31.  If  any  final  order  shall  not  be  executed  within  ten  days 
after  its  service  by  copy,  or,  if  made  on  appeal,  after  its  accept- 
ance by  such  court  or  judge,  the  selectmen,  common  council,  or 
warden  and  burgesses  shall  execute  it,  and  the  person  who  failed 
to  comply  with  it  shall  pay  to  the  town,  city  or  borough  the  ex- 
pense of  its  execution  and  forfeit  not  more  than  one  thousand 
dollars,  half  to  said  town,  city,  or  borough,  and  half  to  any  in- 
former. 

Note. — Sections  29,  30  and  31  are  here  amended  by  act  approved  April  24. 
1883. 

CHAPTER    CXXV. 

An  Act  relating  to  Public  Safety  de  Erection  of  Buildings,  etc. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of   Representatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened : 

Section  1.  Every  story  above  the  second  story,  not  including 
the  basement,  in  any  workshop,  manufactory,  hotel,  building  oc- 
cupied on  such   stor}^  as  an  assembh^  or  lodge  room  by  an}'  liter- 
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ary,  benevolent,  or  other  society,  boarding-house  accommodat- 
ing more  than  twelve  lodgers,  or  tenement  house  arranged  for  or 
occupied  by  more  than  five  families,  shall  be  provided  within  six 
months  from  the  passage  of  this  act  with  more  than  one  way  of 
egress,  by  stairways  on  the  inside  or  fire  escapes  on  the  outside  of 
the  building,  and  such  stairways  and  fire  escapes  shall  be  kept 
free  from  obstruction  and  shall  be  accessible  from  each  room  in 
said  story. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  first  selectman  of  the  town  or 
the  fire  marshal  of  the  city,  or  the  warden  of  the  borough  in  which 
any  such  building  is  situated,  to  examine  all  buildings  referred  to 
in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  and  if  on  examination  he  finds  that 
such  building  is  provided  with  fire  escapes  or  stairways,  as  re- 
quired by  said  section,  he  shall  furnish  the  owner  thereof  a  cer- 
tificate to  that  effect,  in  which  case  such  owner  shall  not  be  liable 
under  this  act. 

Sec.  3.  Every  owner  of  such  building  who  shall  violate  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  fined  fifty  dollars. 

Sec.  4.  Chapter  seventy-two  of  the  public  acts  of  1881  (page 
39)  is  hereby  repealed. 

Approved,  May  3,  1883. 

(jP)    chapter  cxxv. 
An  Act  concerning  Explosive  Compounds. 

Be  it  enacted  by   the  Senate  and   House  of  Mepresentatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened: 

Section  1.  Every  person  who  shall  manufacture,  transport, 
have  or  dispose  of  any  explosive  material  or  compound,  knowing, 
intending  or  having  reason  to  believe  that  the  same  is  to  be  used 
for  the  injury  of  any  person  or  property  at  any  place  whatsoever, 
and  every  person  who  shall  directly  or  indirectly  encourage, 
prompt  to,  or  advocate  any  such  use  of  any  explosive  material  or 
compound,  or  solicit  or  contribute  money  for  any  such  purpose, 
and  every  person  who  shall  wilfully  cause  any  injury  to  person  or 
property  by  the  use  of  any  explosive  compound,  shall  be  guilty  of 
felony,  and  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  five  thousand  dollars  and 
imprisoned  not  more  than  twenty  years. 

Sec.  2.  Section  one  of  chapter  two,  title  twenty,  (page  498), 
of  the  general  statutes,  is  hereV)y  amended  by  inserting  after  the 
word  "burglary"  in  the  foni-th  liiu'  the  words  '^or  injury  to  \wv- 
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son  or  property  by  means  of  any  explosive  compound;"  so  that 
the  first  clause  of  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 
All  murder  perpetrated  by  means  of  poison,  or  by  lying  in  wait, 
or  by  any  kind  of  willful,  deliberate,  and  premeditated  killing,  or 
committed  in  perpetrating,  or  in  attempting  to  perpetrate,  any 
arson,  rape,  robbery  or  burglary  or  injury  to  person  or  property 
by  means  of  any  explosive  compound,  shall  be  murder  in  the  first 
degree. 

Sec.  3.  No  person  shall  manufacture,  sell  or  deal  in  any 
material  or  compound  more  explosive  than  gunpowder,  unless  he 
shall  first  obtain  from  the  selectmen  of  the  town  where  such  busi- 
ness is  conducted  a  written  license  therefor,  which  license  shall 
specify  the  building  where  such  business  is  to  be  carried  on 
or  material  deposited  or  used;  and  every  person  so  licensed 
shall  keep  a  record  of  all  such  explosive  material  or  com- 
pound and  of  the  names  and  residences  of  all  parties  to 
whom  he  shall  sell  or  deliver  the  same,  and  of  their  permits  for 
such  purchase,  with  the  amount  and  the  purpose  for  which  the 
same  is  to  be  used,  which  record  shall  be  preserved  for  at  least 
five  years;  but  any^uch  licensed  person  shall  not  sell  or  deliver 
any  such  explosive  compound  to  any  person  who  shall  not  have  a 
written  permit  to  obtain  and  use  the  same,  nor  unless  satisfied 
that  the  same  ife  to  be  used  for  a  lawful  purpose  ;  and  he  shall 
also  aflSx  to  the  receptacle  containing  such  explosive  compound  a 
label  with  the  name  of  the  compound  and  his  own  name  and  the 
date  of  sale. 

Sec.  4.  No  person  shall  procure,  transport  or  use  any  com- 
pound more  explosive  than  gunpowder  without  first  obtaining  a 
written  permit  therefor,  signed  by  the  town  clerk  or  a  selectman 
of  the  town  where  the  same  is  to  be  used  or  kept  for  sale,  speci- 
fying the  name  of  the  purchaser,  the  amount  to  be  purchased, 
and  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  to  be  used;  and  the  seller  shall 
indorse  thereon  the  fact  of  sale,  and  no  permit  shall  be  good  for 
more  than  one  year;  and  no  carrier  shall  transport  any  such  ex- 
plosive compound  unless  such  written  permit  shall  accompany  the 
same,  and  no  person  shall  have  in  his  possession  any  such  com- 
pound unless  he  shall  have  a  license  or  permit  therefor. 

Sec.  5.  The  comptroller  shall  prepare  and  cause  to  be  printed 
proper  blanks  for  such  licenses  and  permits,  and  furnish  them  to 
town  clerks  and  selectmen  applying  therefor,  and  likewise  pro- 
per books  for  the   records  required   by  section  three,  which  he 
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shall  furnish  to  licensed  manufacturers  and  dealers  at  a  reason- 
able price. 

Sec.  6.  Every  manufacturer  or  dealer  in  such  explosive  com- 
pound shall  pay  a  license  fee  of  five  dollars  on  obtaining  his 
license  ;  and  such  license  shall  not  be  issued  or  be  valid  for  more 
than  one  year;  and  the  fee  for  a  permit  to  purchase  or  use  the 
same  shall  be  twenty-five  cents. 

Sec.  7.  Selectmen  and  town  clerks  may  use  their  discretion 
in  granting  or  refusing  such  licenses  or  permits,  but  shall  never 
grant  the  same  unless  satisfied  that  a  lawful  use  is  intended. 

Sec.  8.  Every  person  who  shall  manufacture,  transport,  use 
or  have  in  his  possession  any  compound  more  explosive  than  gun- 
powder without  a  license,  or  permit,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than 
ten  thousand  dollars,  or  be  imprisoned  not  more  than  ten  years, 
or  both. 

Approved,  April  23,  1885. 

CHAPTER    CXXIX. 

An  Act  relating  to  the  Manufacture  and  Sale    of  Explosive  Ma- 
terials. 

JBe   it  enacted   by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened: 


No  person  shall  manufacture  or  store  any  explosive  material  or 
compound,  except  gunpowder,  near  another  person's  property,  in 
quantity  sufficient  to  endanger  the  lives  or  safety  of  persons  or  to 
injure  their  property;  and  every  person  so  offending  shall  be 
liable  for  all  damages  thereby. 

Approved,  May  3,  1883. 

Removal  of  Gunpoioder. 

Chajjter  11,  Title  16,  Section  20  General  Statutes. 

The  selectmen  of  any  town  may,  by  their  written  order,  direct 
the  owner  or  person  having  charge  of  gunpowder,  within  the 
limits  of  such  town,  to  remove  the  w^hole  or  any  part  of  it  at  the 
time  and  to  the  place  in  said  order  specified;  and  if  he  fails  to  do 
so,  may  cause  it  to  be  removed  to  any  place  in  said  town,  and 
^hall  liavc  a  lien  upon  it  for  all  necessary  expenses  in  removing 
and  k('('|>inL'.  it. 
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Sec.  21.  No  person  shall  keep  more  than  fifty  pounds  of  gun- 
powder in  any  one  place  in  any  town,  except  at  such  place  as 
may  have  been  previously  designated  by  the  selectmen  for  that 
purpose. 

Using  Explosive  Materials  in  New  Haven. 
Chapter  6,  Title  20,  Section  11  General  Statutes. 
Any  person,  who  shall  use  any  explosive  material  for  quarrying 
or  blasting  rocks  in  the  town  of  New  Haven,  without  having 
first  obtained  from  its  selectmen  written  permission  therefor,  shall 
be  fined  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisoned  not 
more  than  six  months,  or  both. 

Discharge  of  Fire- Arms  in  Cities  and  Boroughs, 
Chapter  6,  Title  20,  Sec.  12,  Gen.  Stat,  amended  March  28,  1879. 
Every  person  who  shall  discharge  any  fire-arms,  in  any  city  or 
borough,  except  on  military  occasions,  without  permission  first 
obtained  from  the  mayor  of  said  city  or  the  warden  of  said  bor- 
ough, shall  be  fined  not  more  than  seven  dollars,  or  imprisoned  not 
more  than  thirty  days ;  and  the  proprietor  of  any  private  military 
school,  which  has  received  or  shall  receive,  by  authority  of  the 
General  Assembly,  arms  or  accoutrements  from  the  State,  or  the 
principal  person  having  charge  of  such  school,  who  shall  fire,  or 
cause  any  cannon  to  be  fired,  in  the  limit  of  any  city  or  borough, 
without  a  permit  from  the  mayor  of  such  city  or  warden  of  such 
borough,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  two  hundred  dollars;  but 
in  other  respects  such  school  may  be  conducted  according  to  the 
military  rules  established  for  its  government. 

Using  Fire   Crackers. 

Chapter  6,  Title  20,  Sec.  13,  Gen.  Stat. 

Every  person  who  shall  use  fire-crackers,  except  on  the  fourth 

day  of  July,  or  other  public  holiday,  under  such  regulations  as 

the  authorities  of  the   town,  city  or  borough  in  which  they  are 

used  shall  prescribe,  shall  be  fined  five  dollars. 

CHAPTER  CXXIX. 

An  Act  concerning  the  inspection  of  Steam  Boilers. 
Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 

General  Assenhly  convened : 

Section  1.  The  governor  sliall  a})point  in  each  congressional 
district  an  inspector  of  steam  boilers  used  for  manufacturing  and 
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mechanical  purposes,  who  shall  hold  office  for  three  years,  and 
shall,  as  often  as  once  in  each  year,  carefully  inspect  every  such 
boiler  in  his  district,  whose  owner  or  user  has  not  a  certificate  of 
its  inspection  for  said  year,  issued  by  a  company  incorporated  by 
this  state,  or  some  other  state  of  the  United  States,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  inspecting  steam  boilers,  and  if  he  finds  such  boiler  to  be 
in  good  order,  and  free  from  weakness  and  material  defects,  he 
shall  give  a  certificate  of  inspection  to  the  party  using  the  same; 
but  the  certificate  of  corporations  formed  for  writing  insurance 
against  loss  or  damage  from  other  causes  than  boiler  explosions 
shall  not  be  sufficient  to  excuse  inspection  by  such  inspector,  nor 
shall  the  certificate  of  any  company  be  sufficient  unless  such  com- 
pany shall  have  complied  with  the  insurance  laws  of  this  state. 

Sec.  2.  If  said  inspector  finds  any  boiler  out  of  order,  mate- 
rially weak,  or  defective,  he  shall  advise  its  owner,  lessee,  or  user 
as  to  the  repairs  necessary  to  put  it  in  proper  condition,  and  if 
such  advice  is  disregarded,  he  may  call  in  the  inspector  from  an 
adjoining  district,  and  if  they  agree  that  such  boiler  is  not  in 
proper  condition,  they  shall  give  written  notice  to  its  owner, 
lessee,  or  user  not  to  use  it  until  such  repairs  are  made,  as  said 
inspectors  shall  specify,  or  if  they  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  is 
utterly  worthless,  or  that  its  use  will  endanger  the  public  safety, 
they  shall  forbid  its  use. 

Sec.  3.  The  provisions  of  the  preceding  sections  shall  not 
apply  to  any  city  or  town  now  having  a  system  of  boiler  inspec- 
tion of  its  own,  unless  accepted  and  adopted  by  it. 

Sec.  4.  The  fees  of  the  inspector  shall  be  five  dollars  for  each 
insj^ection  of  a  boiler,  to  be  recovered  from  the  owner  or  user  of 
the  boiler  inspected. 

■  Sec.  5.  Every  person  who  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  have  any 
steam  boiler  used  by  him  inspected,  or  shall  suffer  it  to  carry  a 
greater  pressure  of  steam  than  is  allowed  by  the  certificate  of  the 
legally  authorized  inspector,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  two 
hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  6.  Every  person  who  shall  use  any  steam  boiler  after  its 
use  is  forbidden  by  the  inspectors,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than 
one  thousand  dollars,  or  impi-isoned  not  more  than  six  months,  or 
both. 

Sec.  7.  Any  inspector  who  shall  wilfully  and  knowingly  cer- 
tify falsely  to  the  condition  of  any  boiler  by  him  inspected,  or 
who  sliall  issue  a  (rertiticate  witlioiit  liaving  made  a  careful  inspec- 
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tion,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not 
more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisoned*  not  more  than  six 
months,  or  both. 

Sec.  8.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  apply  to  inspectors  of 
steam  boilers  already  appointed,  but  shall  not  affect  their  terms 
of  office  under  existing  appointments;  and  this  act  shall  not  apply 
to  the  boilers  of  locomotive  engines. 

Sec.  9.  All  acts,  or  parts  of  acts,  inconsistent  herewith,  are 
hereby  repealed.

CHAPTER    LIII. 

An  Act  concerning  the  Use  of  Illuminating  Oils. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House    of  JRepresentatwes  in 

General  Asse'inhly  convened : 

Section  1.  All  kerosene  or  other  illuminating  oils,  put  up  in 
barrels  or  packages,  or  kept  for  sale  in  this  state,  shall  be  tested 
and  the  quality  determined  by  some  inspector  duly  appointed  for 
that  purpose;  and  said  barrels  or  packages  shall  have  upon  them 
the  official  stamp  or  brand  of  such  inspector,  in  letters  and  figures 
not  less  than  two  inches  in  length. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  who  shall  fraudulently  brand  or  stamp  any 
such  package  or  barrel,  or  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  or  who  shall  keep  for  sale  any  such  oils  not  so  tested, 
marked  or  branded,  shall  be  fined  not  to  exceed  two  hundred 
dollars. 

[G)      CHAPTER    CVII. 

An  Act  to  Regulate  and  Restrain  the  sale  of  Spirituous  and 
Intoxicating  Liquors. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Souse  of  Bepresentatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened: 

PART  I.       DEFINITION. 

Section  1.  The  term  spirituous  and  intoxicating  liquors,  as 
used  in  this  act,  shall  be  held  to  include  all  spirituous  and  intox- 
icating liquors,  all  mixed  liquor  of  which  a  part  is  spirituous  and 
intoxicating,  all  distilled  spirits,  all  wines,  ale,  and  porter,  all  beer 
manufactured  from  hops  and  malt,  or  from  hops  and  barley,  and 
all  beer  on  the  receptacle  containing  which  the  laws  of  the  United 
States  require  a  revoiuie  stanip  to  be  affixed,  and  all  cider  sold  to 
be  drunk  on  the  premises.

PART    VI. 

Sec.  3.  Whenever  any  person  shall  complain  to  any  of  the 
selectmen  of  any  town  that  his  or  her  father,  mother,  husband, 
wife,  child,  or  ward  is  addicted  to  the  excessive  use  of  spirituous 
and  intoxicating  liquors,  and  shall  request  said  selectmen  in 
writing  to  notify  the  licensed  dealers  in  said  town  not  to  sell,  ex- 
change or  give  any  spirituous  and  intoxicating  liquors  to  such 
father,  mother,  husband,  wife,  child,  or  ward,  such  selectmen 
shall,  on  being  satisfied  that  such  complaint  is  true,  forthwith 
notify  in  writing  every  licensed  dealer  in  said  town  that  said  re- 
quest has  been  made,  and  that  the  sale,  exchange,  or  gift  of  any 
spirituous  or  intoxicating  liquors  to  such  father,  mother,  husband, 
wife,  child,  or  ward  is  forbidden  by  law,  and  such  selectmen  shall 
keep  a  record  of  such  notification,  which  may  be  used  as  evi- 
dence. 

Sec.  4.  Every  licensed  person,  who  by  himself,  his  servant,  or 
agent,  shall  sell  or  deliver  spirituous  and  intoxicating  liquor 
to  any  minor  or  to  any  intoxicated  person,  or  to  any  husband, 
after  having  received  notice  from  his  wife  not  to  sell  or  deliver 
such  liquor  to  him,  or  to  any  wife,  after  having  received  notice 
from  her  husband  not  to  sell  or  deliver  such  liquor  to  her,  or  to 
any  habitual  drunkard,  knowing  him  to  be  such,  or  to  any  per- 
sons, after  having  received  notice  from  the  selectmen,  as  provided 
in  the  preceding  section,  not  to  sell,  exchange,  t>r  give  such 
liquor  to  such  person,  or  allow  any  minor  to  loiter  on  their  prem- 
ises where  such  liquors  are  kept  for  sale,  shall  be  fined  not  more 
than  fifty  dollars,  or  be  imprisoned  not  less  than  ten  nor  more 
than  sixty  days,  or  both. 

Sec.  11.  Every  person  who  shall  manufacture,  sell,  or  keep  for 
sale,  any  spirituous  and  intoxicating  liquors,  or  any  liquors  made 
and  compounded  in  imitation  thereof,  which  are  adulterated  with 
any  deleterious  or  poisonous  substance,  shall  be  fined  not  more 
than  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  whicli  fine  shall  be  paid,  one- 
half  to  him  who  shall  prosecute  to  effect,  and  the  other  half  to 
the  town  in  which  such  offense  was  committed.

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CHAPTER    XXIII. 

An  Act  concerning  Minors  in  Pool  or  Billiard  Rooms. 

JBe  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Souse   of  Representatives  in 
Geyieral  Assembly  convened : 

The  proprietor  or  keeper  of  any  public  pool  or  billiard  room, 
who  shall  permit  any  minor,  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  to 
loiter  in  or  about  such  room,  or  to  play  any  game  upon  the  table 
or  tables  therein,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than 
seven  dollars. 

Approved  March  2,  1886. 

{H^     CHAPTER  LXXX. 

An  Act  concerning  the  Instruction  of  Children, 

3e  it  enacted  by  the   Senate   and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened : 

Section  1.  All  parents  and  those  who  have  the  care  of  chil- 
dren shall  bring  them  up  in  some  honest  and  lawful  calling  or 
employment,  and  instruct  them  or  cause  them  to  be  instructed  in 
reading,  writing,  English  grammar,  geography  and  arithmetic. 

Sec.  2.  Except  in  cases  where,  owing  to  the  physical  or  men- 
tal condition  of  a  child,  the  instruction  of  such  child  is  inexpedient 
or  impracticable,  every  parent  or  other  person  having  control  of 
a  child  over  eight  and  under  fourteen  years  of  age  shall  cause 
such  child  to  attend  a  public  day  school  or  to  elsewhere  receive 
regular  and  thorough  instruction  in  the  above-named  studies  dur- 
ing at  least  twelve  weeks,  or  sixty  full  school  days,  in  any  con- 
secutive twelve  months,  six  weeks  at  least  of  which  attendance  or 
instruction  must  be  consecutive.  Each  week's  failure  on  the  parj 
of  any  person  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
be  a  distinct  offense,  punishable  with  a  fine  not  exceeding  five 
dollars.  All  offenses  concerning  the  same  child  shall  be  charged 
in  separate  counts  joined  in  one  complaint.  When  a  complaint 
contains  more  than  one  count,  the  court  may  give  sentence  on 
one  or  more  counts  and  suspend  sentence  on  the  remaining  counts. 
If  at  the  end  of  twelve  weeks  from  the  date  of  the  sentence  it 
shall  appear  that  the  child  concerned  has  attended  school  regu- 
larly during  that  time,  then  judgment  on  such  remaining  counts 
shall  not  be  executed. 
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Sec.  3.  No  child  under  the  age  of  fourteen  years  who  has 
resided  in  the  United  States  nine  months  shall  be  employed  to 
labor,  unless  such  child  shall  have  attended  a  public  day  school 
or  other  day  school  in  which  instruction  has  been  regularly  and 
thoroughly  given  in  the  branches  of  education  required  in  the 
public  schools,  during  at  least  twelve  weeks,  or  sixty  full  school 
days,  of  the  twelve  months  next  preceding  any  month  in  which 
such  child  shall  be  so  employed,  nor  unless  six  weeks  at  least  of 
this  attendance  have  been  consecutive.  Any  person  who  shall  em- 
ploy a  child  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be 
fined  not  more  than  sixty  dollars. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  parent  or  other  person 
having  control  of  a  child  under  fourteen  years  of  age  to  furnish 
the  employer  of  such  child  a  certificate  signed  by  the  teacher, 
school  visitor,  or  committee  of  the  school  which  the  child  at- 
tended, showing  that  the  child  has  attended  school  as  required  by 
the  preceding  section.  The  employer  of  any  child  under  fourteen 
years  of  age  shall  require  such  certificate,  shall  keep  it  at  his 
place  of  business  during  the  time  the  child  is  in  his  employment, 
and  shall  show  the  same  when-  demanded,  during  the  usual  busi- 
ness hours,  to  any  school  visitor  of  the  town  where  the  child  is 
employed,  or  to  the  secretary  or  agent  of  the  State  board  of  educa- 
tion. Such  certificate  shall  be  evidence  that  the  child  has  at- 
tended school  as  the  law  requires. 

Sec.  5.  Any  parent  or  other  person  having  control  of  a  child, 
who,  with  intent  to  evade  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  make 
any  false  statement  concerning  the  age  of  such .  child  or  concern- 
ing the  time  such  child  has  resided  in  the  United  States,  or  shall 
instruct  such  child  to  make  any  such  false  statement,  shall  be 
fined  not  more  than  seven  dollars  or  be  imprisoned  not  more  than 
thirty  days. 

Sec.  6.  All  the  provisions  of  chapter  one,  title  eleven,  of  the 
general  statutes  for  securing  due  observance  of  the  provisions  of 
said  chapter,  shall  apply  to  this  act. 

Skc.  7.  Sections  one,  two,  three  and  four  of  chapter  one,  title 
eleven,  of  the  general  statutes,  and  chapter  one  hundred  and 
twelve  of  the  public  acts  of  1877,  and  chapters  seventeen  and 
tliirty-seven  of  the  public  acts  of  1880,  are  hereby  repealed.

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CHAPTER  XC. 

An   Act   in    addition   to    an  Act  concerning  the   Instruction  of 

Children. 

Be  it   enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  Souse  of  Representatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened : 

Sectiois^  1.  Every  parent  or  other  person  having  control  of 
any  child  over  eight  and  under  sixteen  years  of  age,  whose 
physical  or  mental  condition  is  not  such  as  to  render  its  instruc- 
tion inexpedient  or  impracticable,  shall  cause  such  child  to  attend 
a  public  day  school  regularly  and  constantly  while  the  public 
schools  of  the  district  in  which  the  child  resides  are  in  session,  or 
to  receive  elsewhere  thorough  instruction  in  the  studies  taught  in 
the  public  schools  during  the  hours  and  terms  when  the  public 
schools  are  in  session. 

Sec.  2.  Children  under  fourteen  years  of  age  who  have  at- 
tended school  twelve  weeks  of  the  preceding  twelve  months 
according  to  the  requirements  of  chapter  eighty  (page  162)  of 
the  public  acts  of  1882,  and  children  over  fourteen  years  of  age, 
shall  not  be  subject  to  the  requirements  of  the  preceding  section 
while  properly  employed  to  labor  at  home  or  elsewhere,  but  this 
section  shall  not  be  construed  to  exempt  any  child  who  is  en- 
rolled as  a  member  of  a  school  from  any  rule  concerning  irregu- 
larity of  attendance  which  has  been  enacted  or  may  be  enacted 
by  the  board  of  school  visitors  or  the  board  of  education  having 
control  of  the  school. 

Sec.  3.  Each  week's  failure  on  the  part  of  any  person  to  com- 
ply with  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  sections  shall  be  a  dis- 
tinct offense  punishable  with  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  dollars,  but 
such  fines  shall  not  be  imposed  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  sixty 
dollars  in  any  one  year.  Said  penalty  shall  not  be  incurred  when 
it  appears  that  the  child  is  destitute  of  clothing  suitable  for  at- 
tending school  and  the  parent  or  person  having  control  of  such 
child  is  unable  to  proAdde  such  clothing.  Prosecutions  under  this 
act  shall  be  conducted  and  judgment  may  be  suspended,  as  pro- 
vided in  section  two  of  chapter  eighty  (page  162)  of  the  public 
acts  of  1882. 

Approved,  April  16,  1885. 
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CHAPTER    XCIX. 

An  Act  relating  to  the  Care  of  Children. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the    Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened: 

Any  person  having  the  care,  custody,  or  control  of  any  child 
under  the  age  of  twelve  years,  who  shall  exhibit,  use,  or  employ, 
or  who  shall,  in  any  manner,  or  under  any  pretence,  apprentice, 
give  away,  let  out,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  any  such  child  to  any 
person,  in  or  for  the  vocation,  occupation,  service,  or  purpose  of 
rope  or  wire  walking,  dancing,  skating,  begging,  or  peddling,  or 
as  a  gymnast,  contortionist,  rider,  or  acrobat,  in  any  place  what- 
soever ;  or  for  or  in  any  obscene,  indecent,  or  immoral  purpose, 
exhibition  or  practice  whatsoever;  or  for  or  in  any  business, 
exhibition,  or  vocation  injurious  to  the  health  or  dangerous  to  the 
life  or  limb  of  such  child  ;  or  who  shall  cause,  procure,  or  en- 
courage any  such  child  to  engage  therein,  shall  be  fined  not  more 
than  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  or  suffer  imprisonment  in  a 
county  jail  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  thirty  days,  nor  more 
than  one  year,  or  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment.  Nothing  in 
this  act  shall  apply  to  or  affect  the  employment  or  use  of  any 
such  child  as  a  singer  or  musician  in  any  church,  school,  or 
academy,  or  the  teaching  or  learning  the  science  or  practice  of 
music. 

Approved,  April  4,  1884. 

CHAPTER    CXVI. 

An  Act  concerning  Studies  in  Public  Schools. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate   and   House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened: 

Section  1.  Physiology  and  hygiene,  relating  especially  to  the 
effects  of  alcoholic  liquors,  stimulants,  and  narcotics  on  the  human 
system,  shall  be  taught  as  branches  of  study  in  the  public  schools, 
and  persons  desiring  to  teach  in  such  schools  shall,  after  June 
first,  1887,  be  found  qualified  to  teach  said  branches  of  study  be- 
fore receiving  the  certificate  required  by  law. 

Sec.  2.  Cliapter  eighteen  of  the  public  acts  of  1882  is  hereby 
repealed. 

Approved,  April  9,  1886. 
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CHAPTER     CXXXIX. 

An  Act  to  carry  out  the   Provisions  of  the  Law    concerning  the 
Teaching  of  Physiology  and  Hygiene. 

JBe  it  enacted  hy  the   Senate    and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened: 

Section  1.  The  State  board  of  education  shall  prescribe  the 
text-books  to  be  used  in  teaching  physiology  and  hygiene  as  re- 
quired by  law,  and  shall  prepare  or  cause  to  be  prepared  a  text- 
book, and,  if  desirable,  charts  for  such  teaching,  which  text-book 
and  charts  shall  be  furnished  to  towns  and  school  districts,  for  the 
use  of  scholars  in  the  public  schools  needing  the  same,  free  of  ex- 
pense. 

Sec.  2.  The  secretary  shall  take  out  a  copyright  for  the  State 
upon  any  text-book  or  chart  prepared  under  authority  of  this  act. 

Approved,  April  13,  1886. 

CHAPTER  CXXIV 

An  Act  concerning  the  Employment  of  Children  in  Factories. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the    Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened : 

Section  1.  No  child  under  thirteen  years  of  age  shall  be  em- 
ployed in  any  mechanical,  mercantile,  or  manufacturing  establish- 
ment. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  acting  for  himself,  or  as  agent  in  any  way 
whatever  of  any  mechanical,  mercantile,  or  manufacturing  estab- 
lishment who  shall  employ  or  authorize  or  permit  to  be  employed 
in  such  establishment  any  child,  in  violation  of  the  preceding  sec- 
tion, shall  be  fined  not  more  than  sixty  dollars,  and  every  week 
of  such  illegal  employment  shall  be  a  distinct  offense,  provided 
that  no  person  shall  be  punished  under  this  act  for  the  employ- 
ment of  any  child  when  at  the  time  of  such  employment  the  em- 
ployer shall  demand  and  thereafter  during  such  employment  keep 
on  file  the  certificate  of  any  town  clerk,  or  of  the  teacher  of  the 
school  where  such  child  last  attended,  stating  that  such  child  is 
more  than  thirteen  years  of  age,  or  a  like  certificate  of  the  parent 
or  guardian  of  such  child  in  such  cases  only  where  there  is  no 
record  of  the  child's  age  in  the  ofiiee  of  the  town  clerk,  and  such 
child  has  not  attended  school  in  this  State.     Any  parent  or  guar-

dian  who  shall  sign  any  certificate  that  his  child  or  ward  is  more 
than  thirteen  years  of  age  when  in  fact  such  child  or  ward  is 
under  thirteen  years  of  age  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  sixty 
dollars. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  board  of  education 
and  the  school  visitors,  boards  of  education  and  town  committees 
of  towns,  to  enforce  this  act  ;  and  for  that  purpose  the  State 
board  of  education  may  appoint  agents,  under  its  supervision  and 
control,  for  terms  of  not  more  than  one  year,  who  shall  be  paid 
not  to  exceed  five  dollars  ptr  day  for  time  actually  employed  and 
necessary  expenses,  and  whose  accounts  shall  be  approved  by  said 
board  and  audited  by  the  comptroller. 

Sec.  4.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith  are 
h,ereby  repealed. 

Sec.  5.     This  act  shall  take  effect  September  first,  1886. 

Approved  April  la,  1886. 

CHAPTER    CXXXV. 

An  Act  concerning  Vaccination  of  School  Children. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the    Senate    and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened: 

Section  1.  The  board  of  school  visitors  of  any  town,  or  the 
board  of  education  of  any  district  not  under  the  supervision  of 
school  visitors,  shall  have  authority  to  require  that  every  child 
shall  be  vaccinated  before  being  permitted  to  attend  any  public 
school  under  their  jurisdiction. 

Sec.  2.  If  the  parents  or  guardians  of  any  children  are  unable 
to  pay  for  their  vaccination,  when  required  according  to  the  pre- 
vious section,  the  expense  of  vaccinating  such  children  shall,  on 
the  recommendation  of  the  board  of  school  visitors  or  board  of 
tjducation,  be  paid  out  of  the  town  treasury.

CHAPTER  VI, 


RAILROAD  LAWS  AS  FAR  AS  THE  SAFETY  OF 
THE  PUBLIC  IS  CONCERNED. 


CHAPTER    CYI. 


An  Act  empowering  the  Railroad  Commissioners  to  require  Rail- 
road Companies  to  Change  the  Location  of  a  Highway, 

jBe  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  Souse  of  Hepresentatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened : 

Section  1.  Whenever  a  railroad  has  been  laid  out  or  located 
so  near  to  a  highway  and  in  the  same  general  direction,  as,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  selectmen  of  any  town,  w^arden  of  any  borough,  or 
mayor  of  any  city  within  which  the  said  highway  is  situated,  to 
endanger  public  travel,  the  said  selectmen,  warden,  or  mayor 
may  bring  their  petition  to  the  railroad  commissioners,  setting 
forth  the  same  ;  and  the  said  commissioners,  after  reasonable 
notice  to  the  railroad  companj^  to  appear  and  be  heard  in  relation 
thereto,  shall,  if  in  their  opinion  public  safety  so  requires  and  a 
change  of  the  location  of  said  highway  is  practicable,  forthwith 
order  said  railroad  company  to  make  said  change,  in  such  manner 
as  the  commissioners  may  determine;  and  such  change,  including 
the  cost  of  fencing  such  re-located  highway,  shall  be  done  at  the 
expense  of  said  railroad  company. 

Sec.  2.  In  case  any  railroad  has  been  heretofore  constructed 
so  near  any  highw^ay  in  any  town,  city  or  borough  as,  in  the  opin- 
ion of  the  selectmen,  maj^or,  or  warden  of  such  town,  city  or 
borough  respectively,  to  endanger  public  travel,  said  selectmen, 
mayor,  or  warden  may  bring  their  petition  to  the  railroad  com- 
missioners, w^ho  shall  inquire  into  the  facts,  and,  if  in  their  judg- 
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ment  public  safety  so  requires,  may  order  the  location  of  said 
highway  to  be  changed,  and  determine  by  whom  the  work  shall 
be  done,  and  the  expense  of  such  change  including  the  cost  of 
fencing,  shall  be  paid  equally  by  said  town,  city  or  borough,  and 
said  railroad  company  or  the  parties  operating  said  railroad. 

Sec.  3.  Whenever  the  railroad  commissioners,  in  accepting 
the  layout  of  any  railroad  company,  have,  in  such  acceptance, 
provided  that  portions  of  such  railroad  should  not  be  constructed 
until  certain  highways  should  be  re-located,  changed  or  altered 
by  such  railroad  company,  and  the  obligation  of  repairing  or 
maintaining  the  whole  or  any  part  of  such  highways  devolves  by 
law  upon  any  person  or  corporation  other  than  the  town,  city,  or 
borough  within  which  such  highway  may  be  located;  such  pro- 
vision of  said  commissioners  shall  be  binding  upon  said  railroad 
company,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  railroad  company,  or 
the  parties  operating  the  railroad,  to  maintain  and  repair  said 
highway  so  re-located,  altered  or  changed,  in  the  same  manner 
and  to  the  same  extent  that  such  other  person  or  corporation  was 
bound  to  repair  and  maintain  the  same  before  such  re-location, 
change  or  alteration.  For  the  purposes  of  this  act,  land  may  be 
acquired  in  the  manner  now  provided  by  law  for  the  taking  of 
land  by  railroad  companies.  Any  such  railroad  company  may 
use  the  material  and  abutments  of  any  existing  bridge,  in  the  old 
highway,  in  the  construction  of  a  bridge  in  the  substituted  high- 
way, and  shall  provide  suitable  temporary  accommodations  for 
public  travel  over  the  old  highway  until  the  new  highway  is 
completed,  and  shall  be  solely  responsible  for  injuries  resulting 
from  its  negligence  in  the  matter  of  such  temporary  accommoda- 
tions. The  selectmen  of  any  such  town  are  hereby  authorized  to 
discontinue  such  parts  of  the  old  highway  as  in  their  judgment 
are  not  of  common  convenience  and  necessity. 

Sec.  4.     This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage. 

Approved,  April  4,  1884. 

CHAPTER    LIII. 

An  Act  concerning  Orders  by  the  Railroad  Commissioner!^ 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened : 

Section  1.  Whenever  any  railroad  company  sliall  fail  to 
comply   with  any  order  of   the   railroad   commissioners   regard- 
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ing  any  highway  crossing  or  any  order  of  said  commissioners 
made  in  pursuance  of  the  laws  of  this  State,  for  which  failure 
no  other  penalty  is  provided,  said  railroad  company  shall  forfeit 
to  the  town  within  which  is  situated  that  portion  of  the  railroad 
in  reference  to  which  the  order  is  made,  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
dollars  for  every  such  failure,  to  be  recovered  in  an  action  on  this 
statute,  to  be  brought  within  sixty  days  after  the  right  of  action 
shall  accrue. 

Sec.  2.  All  forfeitures,  not  hereinbefore  provided  for,  accru- 
ing to  the  State  from  any  railroad  company  by  reason  of  any 
neglect  or  refusal  to  comply  with  the  orders  of  the  railroad  com- 
missioners, shall  be  recovered  by  the  treasurer  of  the  State  in  an 
action  upon  the  respective  statutes  providing  for  such  forfeitures. 

Sec.  3.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith  are 
hereby  repealed. 

Approved,  April  4,  1884. 

CHAPTER    CVII. 

An  Act  concerning  the  Crossing  of  Highways  by  Railroads. 

Be  it  e7iacted  by  the   Senate  and  Souse  of  Reiyresentatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened : 

Section  1.  Every  railroad  company  or  trustee  operating  any 
railroad  which  may  locate  and  construct  a  railroad  across  any 
turnpike,  highway,  or  public  street,  shall  construct  it  so  as  to 
cross  over  or  under  the  same  ;  and  may,  under  the  direction  of 
the  railroad  commissioners,  raise  or  lower  the  same  at  said  cross- 
ing, or  change  the  location  thereof  ;  and  shall  make  and  main- 
tain such  bridges,  abutments,  tunnels,  arches,  excavations,  em- 
bankments, and  approaches  as  the  railroad  commissioners  shall 
order,  and  the  convenience  and  safety  of  the  public  travel  upon 
said  turnpike,  highway  or  street  may  require  ;  but  the  railroad 
commissioners  may,  upon  due  notice  to  said  company  and  to  the 
selectmen  of  the  town  or  mayor  of  the  city  in  which  said  cross- 
ing is  situated,  direct  such  company  or  trustee  to  construct  its 
railroad  at  such  a  crossing  upon  a  level  with  the  turnpike,  high- 
way, or  street  ;  but  no  such  direction  shall  be  given  in  any  ease 
except  for  special  reasons  which  shall  be  recorded  in  the  records 
of  the  railroad  commissioners. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  a  new  highwaj^  or  a  new  portion  of  a  high- 
way shall  hereafter  be  constructed  across  a  railroad,  such  high- 
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way  or  portion  of  highway  shall  pass  over  or  under  the  railroad, 
as  the  railroad  commissioners  shall  direct.  The  company  or 
trustee  operating  such  railroad,  shall  construct  such  crossing  to 
the  approval  of  the  railroad  commissioners,  and  may  take  land 
for  the  purposes  of  this  section  in  the  manner  now  provided  by 
law  for  the  taking  of  lands  by  railroad  companies.  One-half  the 
expense  of  such  crossing  shall  be  borne  by  the  company  or  trustee 
constructing  the  same,  and  the  other  half  thereof  shall  be  paid  to 
said  company  or  trustee  by  the  town,  city,  or  borough  which  con- 
structs said  highway  or  portion  of  highway.  If  said  highway 
shall  cross  over  said  railroad,  the  structure  necessary  therefor 
shall  be  maintained  and  kept  in  repair  by  the  party  bound  to 
maintain  said  highway  ;  but  if  it  shall  cross  under  said  railroad, 
such  structure  shall  be  maintained  and  kept  in  repair  by  said 
company  or  trustee. 

Sec.  3.  The  railroad  commissioners  may,  when  in  their  opin- 
ion public  safety  requires  an  alteration  of  any  highway  crossed 
at  grade  by  a  railroad,  after  a  hearing  had  upon  such  notice  as 
they  shall  deem  reasonable  to  the  railroad  company  owning  or 
operating  said  railroad,  and  to  the  selectmen  of  the  town,  mayor 
of  the  city,  or  warden  of  the  borough  within  which  said  high- 
way is  situated,  and  to  the  owners  of  the  land  adjoining  said 
crossing,  order  such  alterations  in  such  highway  as  they  shall 
deem  best,  and  shall  determine  and  direct  by  whom  such  alteia- 
tions  shall  be  made,  at  whose  expense,  and  within  what  time  ; 
promded^  that  in  no  case  shall  more  than  one-half  the  expense  be 
paid  by  the  town,  city,  or  borough  aforesaid  ;  and  provided 
further^  that  such  alterations  as  are  made  at  the  primary  instance 
of  the  railroad  commissioners,  shall  not  be  ordered  at  the  rate  of 
more  than  one  a  year  on  any  one  railroad,  except  in  the  case  of 
railroads  now  having  a  double  track  throughout  their  entire 
length.  Railroad  companies  may  take  land  for  the  purposes  of 
this  section,  in  the  manner  now  provided  by  law  for  the  taking 
of  lands  by  railroad  companies. 

Sec.  4.  No  lands  shall  be  taken  by  any  railroad  company  or 
trustee  operating  a  railroad  for  the  purpose  mentioned  in  this  act, 
except  such  as  are  necessary,  which  necessity  shall  be  certified  by 
the  railroad  commissioners  ;  but  no  such  taking  need  be  based 
upon  any  special  finding  that  public  necessity  and  convenience 
require  such  taking. 

Sec.  5.     Every  railroad  company  who  shall  fail  to  comply  with 
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any  provision  of  this  act  shall  forfeit  to  the  town  in  which  such 
crossing -is  situated,  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  and  every 
month  of  such  non-compliance.  In  each  and  every  instance  of 
such  non-compliance,  the  railroad  commissioners  shall  give  notice 
of  all  such  forfeitures  to  said   town,  which  shall  collect  the  same. 

Sec.  6.  Section  six  and  seven  of  part  one,  chapter  seven,  title 
sixteen  of  the  general  statutes  (page  232),  and  section  thirty  of 
article  two,  part  nine,  chapter  two,  title  seventeen  of  the  general 
statutes  (page  324)  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  7.  Il^othing  contained  in  this  act  shall  in  any  respect 
re]jeal  or  modify  the  provisions  of  chapter  thirty-six  of  the  public 
acts  of  1876  (page  102). 

Approved,  May  3,  1883. 

Sec.  3.  The  railroad  commissioners  are  empowered  and  author- 
ized to  order  any  railroad  company  not  to  use  for  switching  pur- 
poses, nor  for  standing  trains  of  any  kind,  such  portion  of  its 
tracks  which  now  are  or  hereafter  may  be  placed  upon  or  across 
any  public  street  or  highway  as  in  their  opinion  the  public  con- 
venience requires  should  not  be  so  used,  and  may  limit  the  num- 
ber of  tracks,  other  than  main  tracks,  which  a  railroad  company 
may  lay  upon  or  across  a  public  street  or  highway  for  side  tracks 
or  for  switching  purposes,  and  may  order  a  railroad  company  to 
remove  such  of  the  side  tracks  or  switching  tracks  now  laid  upon 
or  across  any  public  street  or  highway  as  said  commissioners  may 
deem  public  convenience  or  safety  requires  should  be  removed. 

Sec.  4.  Said  commissioners,  when  requested  in  writing  by  the 
selectmen  of  any  town,  the  mayor  and  common  council  of  any 
city,  or  the  warden  and  burgesses  of  any  borough,  to  forbid  the 
use  for  switching  purposes  of  the  tracks  of  any  railroad  company 
where  the  same  cross  any  public  street  or  highway  within  said 
town,  city,  or  borough,  shall  visit  such  crossing,  first  giving  rea- 
sonable notice  to  the  authorities  making  such  request,  and,  if  pub- 
lic convenience  requires,  shall  order  the  company  operating  said 
railroad  not  to  use  the  same  or  such  part  thereof  as  may  be  speci- 
fied in  said  order  for  switching  purposes,  and  ma}"  make  any  order 
regulating  such  switching  that  they  shall  deem  proper;  and,  upon 
like  application  and  notice,  shall  make  such  orders  in  regard  to 
the  laying  of  railroad  tracks  for  side  tracks  or  for  switching  pur- 
poses upon  or  across  such  streets  or  highways,  or  for  the  removal 
of  such  tracks  already  laid  as  they  may  judge  proper.  Said  com- 
missioners may  change  any  such  order  when  they  deem  it  neces- 
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sary,  first  visiting  said  town,  city,  or  borough,   and  giving  the 
authorities  thereof  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  thereon. 

Sec.  5.  Any  railroad  company  neglecting  or  refusing  to  obey 
any  order  of  the  railroad  commissioners  provided  for  in  this  act, 
shall  forfeit  to  the  town  in  which  such  crossing  is  situated  one 
hundred  dollars  for  each  and  every  month  of  such  non-compliance, 
to  be  recovered  by  said  town  on  an  action  brought  upon  this 
statute. 

Sec.  6.  When  said  commissioners,  on  application  as  aforesaid, 
shall  make  an  order  as  provided  herein,  or  refuse  to  make  the 
same,  their  decision  shall  be  communicated  to  the  parties  in  inter- 
est within  twenty  .days  from  the  final  hearing  on  the  same,  and 
either  party  aggrieved  by  such  decision  may  appeal  therefrom  to 
the  superior  court  in  the  manner  and  with  the  like  effect  as  pro- 
vided for  appeals  in  section  fifty-two  of  article  two,  part  nine, 
chapter  two,  title  seventeen,  of  the  general  statutes  (page  327); 
and  the  superior  court  may,  at  any  time,  upon  application  of 
either  party,  with  due  notice  to  adverse  parties,  amend  or  change 
any  order  passed  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  7.  Chapter  eighty  of  the  public  acts  of  1883,  j^age  269,  is 
hereby  repealed.

CHAPTER  CXXX. 

An  Act  concerning  the  Crossing  of  one  Railroad  by  Another. 
£e  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Assembly  convened : 

Xo  railroad  hereafter  constructed  shall  cross  any  other  railroad 
at  grade,  except  for  the  purpose  of  connecting  therewith,  where 
the  avoidance  of  a  grade  crossing  is  practicable,  and  the  railroad 
commissioners  shall  be  judges  of  the  question  of  practicability. 
This  act  shall  not  apply  to  the  New  Canaan  railroad,  nor  the 
Meridan  and  Cromwell  railroad. 
Approved  May  3,  1883. 

CHAPTER    CXV. 

An  Act  concerning  Railroads. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Hepresentatives  in  Gen- 
eral Assembly  convened : 
Section    1.     The    railroad    ccniniissiouers,   when  rcMpiested    in 

"svi'itirjg,  by  the  sek'Ctnien  of   any   town,  the   niayoi"    and    coninion 
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council  of  any  city,  or  the  warden  and  burgesses  of  any  borough 
(in  cases  where  the  borough  has  charge  of  the  highways  within 
the  same),  to  order  a  gate  or  electric  signal  to  be  erected,  or  a 
flagman  to  be  stationed  at  any  railroad  crossing  within  their  re- 
spective towns,  cities,  or  boroughs,  shall  visit  such  place,  first 
giving  the  authorities  making  such  request  reasonable  notice 
thereof,  and  if  the  public  safety  requires  it,  shall  order  the  com- 
pany operating  said  railroad  to  maintain  a  gate  or  electric  signal, 
or  to  keep  a  flagman  at  said  place,  or  to  do  any  other  act  at  said 
place  needful  for  the  protection  of  the  public,  and  may  specify 
when  said  gate  shall  be  opened  and  closed,  or  when  flagman  shall 
be  on  duty,  and  may  change  any  such  order  when  they  deem  it 
necessary,  first  visiting  the  town,  city,  or  borough  in  which  said 
crossing  is  located,  and  there  giving  the  authorities  thereof  an 
opportunity  to  be  heard  thereon  ;  and  if  any  railroad  company 
shall  neglect  to  station  flagmen,  or  maintain  gates  or  electric  sig- 
nals as  ordered  by  said  commissioners,  or  shall  neglect  to  comply 
with  any  order  of  said  commissioners  provided  for  by  this  section, 
or  any  order  heretofore  issued  by  said  commissioners  relating  to 
the  maintenance  of  gates,  electric  signals,  or  flagmen,  or  any  rail- 
road crossing,  it  shall  forfeit  to  the  state  fifty  dollars  for  each  day 
of  such  neglect. 

Sec.  2.  When  the  railroad  commissioners,  on  application  as 
aforesaid,  shall  make  an  order  as  provided  herein,  or  refuse  to 
make  the  same,  their  decision  shall  be  communicated  to  the  par- 
ties in  interest  within  thirty  days  from  the  final  hearing  on  the 
same,  and  either  party  aggrieved  by  such  decision  may  appeal 
therefrom  to  the  superior  court,  in  the  manner  and  with  like  effect 
as  provided  for  appeals  in  section  fifty-two  of  article  two,  part 
nine,  chapter  two,  title  seventeen,  of  the  general  statutes  (page 
327).  But  in  all  cases  where  a  flagman,  gate,  or  electric  signal 
shall  be  ordered  by  the  superior  court  upon  an  appeal  taken  by 
the  applicants  therefor,  such  court  may  at  its  discretion  order  a 
portion  of  the  expense  of  maintaining  or  erecting  the  same,  but 
not  exceeding  one-half,  to  be  borne  by  the  town,  city,  or  borougli 
in  which  the  crossing  is  situated  ;  and  the  superior  court  may  at 
any  time  upon  the  application  of  either  party,  with  due  notice  to 
adverse  parties,  annul  or  vary  order  passed  as  aforesaid  :  pro- 
vided, such  court  shall  find  there  has  been  a  change  of  circum- 
stances surrounding  such  crossing. 

Sec.  3.     Section  thirteen  of  article  two,  part  nine,  chapter  two. 
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title  seventeen  of  the  general  statutes  (page  320),  chapter  ninety 
of  the  public  acts  of  1875  (page  51),  and  chapter  fifty-four  of  the 
public  acts  of  1880  (page  524),  are  hereby  repealed. 

Approved,  May  1,  1883.

CHAPTER  XXXV. 

An  Act  concerning  Grade  Crossings  of  Highways  by  Railroads. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Souse  of  Represent ativies  in  Gen- 
eral Assembly  convened: 

Whenever  any  railroad  is  crossed  by  a  highway  on  a  level 
therewith,  the  company  operating  said  railroad  shall,  at  its  own 
expense,  so  guard  or  protect  its  rails  by  planks,  timber,  or  other- 
wise as  to  secure  a  safe  and  easy  passage  across  its  road.  And  if 
the  selectmen  of  any  town,  the  mayor  of  any  city,  or  the  warden 
of  any  borough  shall  represent  in  writing  to  the  railroad  commis- 
sioners that  any  company  has  failed  to  comply  with  the  require- 
ment of  this  act  in  regard  to  any  highway  within  their  town,  city, 
or  borough  respectively,  said  commissioners  shall  examine  said 
crossing  and  make  such  order  as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  carry 
out  the  provisions  of  this  law. 

Approved,  March  12,  1884. 

CHAPTER    CXI. 

An  Act  to  prevent  Accidents  and  Delays  on  Highways  crossed 
by  Railroads  at  Grade. 

Be   it   enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened : 

The  railroad  commissioners  are  empowered  to  make  orders  for 
the  regulation  of  the  speed  at  which  railroad  locomotives  and 
cars  shall  cross  streets  and  highways;  and  orders  regulating  the 
obstruction  of  streets  and  highways  by  railroad  locomotives  and 
cars;  and  generally  to  make  any  and  all  orders  regarding  the 
crossing  of  streets  and  highways  by  railroad  locomotives  and  cars, 
that  the  public  may  be  inconvenienced  as  little  as  possible  thereby. 
Every  corporation  or  trustee  operating  a  railroad  whicli  shall 
violate  any  such  order,  shall  forfeit  to  the  state  fifty  dollars  for 
each  day  of  such  violation,  to  be  recovered  by  the  state  treasurer 
in  an  action  on  this  statute. 

Approved,  April  26,  1883. 
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CHAPTER    XCIV. 

An  Act  in  Relation  to  Railroad  Crossings. 

£e  it  enacted   hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Hepresentatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened: 

When  it  shall  appear  to  the  railroad  commissioners,  upon  the 
written  complaint  of  the  selectmen  of  any  town,  that  public 
safety  requires  the  sounding  of  the  engine  whistle  at  any  high- 
way crossing  where  the  train  passes  over  or  under  such  highway, 
they  shall  make  such  order  in  relation  thereto  as  they  shall  deem 
proper. 

Approved,  April  19,  1882. 

CHAPTER    CXXXVII. 

An  Act  regulating  the  Crossing  of  one  Railroad  by  Another. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House   of  Representatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened : 

Section  1.  Any  railroad  company  may  in  the  construction  of 
its  railroad  cross  the  railroad  of  any  other  company  or  connect 
with  the  same  ;  and  if  it  cannot  a'gree  with  such  other  railroad 
company,  or  the  managers  thereof,  as  to  such  crossing  or  connec- 
tion, the  railroad  conimissioners  may  determine  the  place  and 
manner  of  such  crossing  or  connection,  after  reasonable  notice  to 
the  several  companies  in  interest  to  appear  and  be  heard  in  rela- 
tion to  «the  matters  contained  in  such  notices,  and  may  make  such 
orders  as  to  bridges,  abutments,  piers,  tunnels,  arches,  excava- 
tions, retaining  walls,  embankments,  and  approaches  as  they  shall 
judge  necessary;  but  no  railroad  shall  cross  any  other  railroad  at 
grade  without  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  railroad  commis- 
sioners. 

Sec.  2.  This  act  shall  not  affect  any  existing  grade  crossing, 
or  any  grade  crossing  which  has  been  authorized  or  approved  by 
the  railroad  commissioners. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  not  affect  the  crossing  of  the  I^ew  York 
<fe  New  England  Railroad  by  the  Hartford  and  Connecticut  Val- 
ley Railroad,  authorized  at  this  session  of  the  general  assembly. 

Approved,  April  26,  1882. 
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CHAPTER    CXXXV. 

An  Act  for  the  Protection  of  Life  at  Railroad  Crossings. 

l^e  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Souse  of  Representatives  hi 
General  Assembly  convened : 


Section  1.  Where  any  railroad  crosses  a  highway  in  any  city 
at  grade,  within  two  hundred  feet  of  a  covered  bridge  on  said 
highway,  such  highway  shall  not  be  obstructed  by  the  making-up 
of  railroad  trains,  nor  by  allowing  any  train,  car,  or  locomotive 
to  stand  on  or  across  said  highway,  for  more  than  three  minutes 
at  one  time  ;  and  whenever  such  highway  has  been  once  so  used 
or  occupied,  or  whenever  a  locomotive  or  train  has  passed  entirely 
over  it,  said  highway  shall  not  again  be  so  used  or  occupied,  or 
crossed  by  locomotive  or  cars,  until  a  sufficient  time  has  been  al- 
lowed to  enable  all  teams  which  are  ready,  and  waiting  for  the 
purpose,  to  cross  the  tracks  of  said  railroad. 

Sec.  2.  Any  servant,  agent,  or  employee  of  any  railroad  cor- 
poration, wilfully  violating  any  provision  of  the  preceding  sec- 
tion, shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction 
thereof,  on  complaint  of  any  grand  juror  of  the  town  where  the 
offense  is  committed,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding 
seven  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  thirty  days,  or 
by  both. 

Approved,  April  14,  1881. 

CHAPTER    CXXXIV. 

An  Act  relating  to  Highways  near  Railroads. 

JBe  it  enacted  by  the  -Senate  and  Souse  of  Representatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened : 

Section  1.  No  highway  which  does  not  cross  a  railroad  track 
shall  hereafter  be  laid  out  or  opened  to  the  public  within  one  hun- 
dred yards  of  any  railroad  track,  unless  the  layout  has  been 
approved  by  a  judge  of  the  superior  court  after  notice  to  all 
parties  in  interest,  and  his  written  approval  has  been  lodged  in 
the  office  of  the  town  clerk  of  the  towTi  in  which  the  proposed 
highway  is  situated. 

Sec.  2.  A  judge  of  the  superior  court  shall  not  approve  the 
layout  of  any  highway,  which  does  not  cross  a  railroad  ti-ack, 
within  one  hundred  yards  of  any  railroad  track,  unless  he  finds 
that   public  convenience   and  necessity  requires  such  highway  to 
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be  witMn  such  distance;  and  he  shall  have  power  to  require  any 
town  opening  a  highway  to  the  public  within  such  distance,  to 
erect  and  maintain  such  a  fence  between  such  highway  and  the 
railroad  track  as,  in  his  opinion,  the  safety  of  the  public  may  re- 
quire. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage,  but  shall 
not  affect  any  suit  now  pending. 

Approved,  March  25,  1878. 

CHAPTEE    CXXXV. 

An  Act  relating  to  the  Obstruction  of  Highways. 

JBe  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened: 

Section  1.  Any  person  traveling  upon  any  public  street  or 
highway  which  is  crossed  by  a  railroad,  who  shall  be  obstructed 
or  prevented  from  crossing  such  railroad  for  a  longer  time  than 
five  minutes,  by  reason  of  trains,  cars,  or  locomotives  standing 
upon  or  across  such  street  or  highway,  may  recover  not  exceeding 
fifty  dollars  from  the  corporation  owning  or  operating  said  rail- 
road ;  provided  suit  is  brought  within  thirty  days  after  the  date 
of  such  obstruction. 

Sec.  2.  Section  23,  part  1,  chapter  7,  title  16,  of  the  general 
statutes  is  hereby  repealed. 

Approved,  March  27,  1878. 

chapter    XXXVI. 

An  Act  in  Regard  to  Railroad  Crossings. 

Jie  it  enacted  by  the  Senate    and  House   of  Representatives  in 

General  Assembly  converted : 

Sec.  1.  The  selectmen  of  any  town  within  which  a  highway 
crosses  or  is  crossed  by  a  railroad,  or  the  directors  of  any  railroad 
company  whose  road  crosses  or  is  crossed  by  a  highway,  may 
bring  their  petition  in  writing  to  the  railroad  commissioners, 
therein  alleging  that  public  safety  requires  an  alteration  in  such 
crossing,  its  approaches,  the  method  of  crossing,  the  location  of 
the  highway  or  railroad,  or  the  removal  of  obstructions  to  the 
sight  at  such  crossing  and  praying  that  the  same  be  ordered. 
Whereupon  the  railroad  commissioners  shall  appoint  a  time  and 
place  for  hearing  the  petition,  and  shall  give  such  notice  thereof 
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as  they  judge  reasonable  to  said  selectmen,  the  railroad  company, 
and  to  the  owners  of  the  land  adjoining  such  crossing,  and  after 
such  notice  and  hearing  said  commissioners  shall  determine  what 
alterations  or  removals  shall  be  made,  by  whom  done,  and  at 
whose  expense. 

Sec.  2.  In  case  the  party  by  whom  the  changes  are  to  be 
made  cannot  agree  with  the  owner  of  the  land  or  property  to  be 
removed  or  taken  under  the  said  decision  of  the  railroad  commis- 
sioners, the  damages  shall  be  assessed  in  the  same  manner  as  is 
provided  in  case  of  land  taken  by  railroad  companies.  The  ex- 
pense of  such  assessment  to  be  paid  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
expense  of  the  alterations. 

Sec.  3.  The  decision  of  the  commissioners  shall  be  communi- 
cated to  the  selectmen,  to  the  railroad  company,  and  to  the  own- 
ers of  any  property  directed  to  be  removed  or  taken,  within  20 
days  after  the  final  hearing,  and  any  person  aggrieved  by  such 
decision  may  appeal  therefrom  in  the  same  manner  and  with  like 
effect  as  is  provided  in  the  case  of  appeals  from  any  order  of  the 
railroad  commissioners  upon  any  proceedings  relative  to  the  loca- 
tion, abandonment,  or  changing  of  depots  or  stations. 

Approved,  June  19,  1876. 

CHAPTER    VIII. 

An  Act  amending  an  Act  entitled  An  Act  in  Regard  to  Railroad 

Crossings. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Souse  of  Hepresentdtives  in 

General  Assembly  convened: 

That  all  the  provisions  of  chapter  thirty-six,  entitled  An  Act  in 
regard  to  railroad  crossings,  of  the  acts  of  1876,  applying  to  the 
selectmen  of  towns,  in  regard  to  highways  crossing  or  crossed  by 
railroads,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  extended  to  mayors  and 
common  councils  of  cities,  and  to  the  warden  and  burgesses  of 
boroughs,  in  regard  to  streets  crossing  or  crossed  by  railroads. 

Approved,  February  21,  1877. 

CHAPTER    VII. 

An  Act  in  relation  to  Railroads. 
Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House   of  Representatives  in 

(reneral  Assembly  convened: 

Whoever  enters  upon  or  crosses  a  railroad  at  any  private  way, 
which  is  closed  by  gates  or  bars,  and   neglects  to  securely  close

them,  shall  forfeit  for  each  offense  a  sum  not  less  than  two  nor 
more  than  ten  dollars,  and  shall  be  liable  for  any  damage  result- 
ing therefrom. 

Approved,  June  15,  1876. 

Trains  to  Stop  before  Passing  Draw-bridge  or  Railroad  Grossing. 
Chap.  2,  Part  9,  Title  17,  Gen.  Stat. 

Section  75.  All  railroad  trains  shall  be  brought  to  a  full  stop 
at  a  distance  not  less  than  200  feet,  nor  more  than  800  feet,  from 
the  draw  in  every  draw-bridge,  upon  the  line  of  the  railroad 
over  which  they  are  to  be  run,  and  from  every  point  where  such 
railroad  is  crossed  by  another  railroad,  and  in  plain  sight  of  the 
same,  before  being  run  upon  or  over  such  draw  or  crossing;  but 
the  railroad  commissioners  may  in  writing  authorize  the  passing 
of  any  draw  or  any  railroad  crossing  without  stopping  as  afore- 
said, when,  in  their  opinion  it  can  be  done  consistently  with 
public  safety. 

Sec.  76.  Every  person  running  such  a  train,  who  shall  violate 
the  provisions  of  the  preceding  section,  shall  be  fined  not  exceed- 
ing one  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisoned  not  exceeding  three 
months;  and  the  president  and  directors  of  any  railroad  company 
who  shall  knowingly  permit  any  violation  of  the  same,  shall  be 
fined  five  hundred  dollars. 

CHAPTER    LXXXI. 

An  Act  concerning  Draw-Bridges. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate   and  House   of  Representatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened : 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  railroad  commissioners  to  investigate 
any  and  all  complaints  made  to  them  of  interference  with  navi- 
gation in  the  uses  of  draw-bridges  over  any  navigable  waters  in 
this  state,  and  to  make  such  orders  in  reference  thereto  as  will  in 
their  judgment  remove,  so  far  as  possible,  all  just  cause  of  griev- 
ance consistent  with  the  rights  of  parties  that  may  be  affected 
thereby  and  the  public  safety. 

Approved,  April  16,  1885. 
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CHAPTER    XCVI. 

An  Act  providing  for  additional  Protection  to  Bridges,  Trestles, 

and  Pilings. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Mepreseoitatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened : 

Sectio:n^  1.  Whenever  the  railroad  commissioners  shall  deem 
it  necessary  for  the  safety  of  persons  traveling  upon  any  railroad 
in  this  state,  that  guard-rails  or  any  other  appliances  to  secure 
safety  should  be  placed  upon  any  bridge  belonging  to  such  rail- 
road, said  commissioners  may  order  the  corporation  owning  or 
operating  such  railroad  to  place  such  additional  guards  upon  said 
bridge  as  they  may  deem  necessary  and  proper  to  accomplish  the 
object  aforesaid. 

Sec.  2.  Any  railroa'd  company  which  shall  neglect  or  refuse 
to  comply  with  the  order  of  the  railroad  commissioners,  given  in 
pursuance  of  section  one  of  this  act,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the 
treasurer  of  this  state  twenty-five  dollars  per  day  for  each  day  of 
such  neglect  or  refusal. 

Approved,  March  27,  1878.  • 

CHAPTER    CI. 

An  Act  concerning  Railroad  Bridges  and  Bridge  Guards. 

Be  it  enacted  by   the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened: 

Section  1.  Every  railroad  corporation  shall,  within  six  months 
from  the  passage  of  this  act,  if  required  by  the  railroad  commis- 
sioners, erect  and  thereafter  maintain  suitable  bridge-guards  at 
every  bridge  over  its  railroad  less  than  eighteen  feet  in  height 
above  the  track,  such  bridge-guards  to  be  approved  by  the  rail- 
road commissioners  and  to  be  erected  and  adjusted  to  their  satis- 
faction. 

Sec.  2.  Any  railroad  corporation  refusing  or  neglecting  to 
comply  with  the  jjrovisions  of-  this  act  shall,  for  each  month  of 
continuance  in  such  refusal  or  neglect,  forfeit  and  pay  to  any 
person  who  shall  sue  therefor,  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars,  to  be  re- 
covered in  an  action  of  debt  on  this  statute. 

Approved,  March  27,  187H. 
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CHAPTER    XCIV. 

An  Act  concerning  Railroads. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened : 

Section^  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  railroad  company 
operating  a  railroad  in  the  state  to  cause  a  lawful  fence  to  be 
erected  and  kept  up  on  both  sides  of  their  railroad  at  such  place 
or  places  as  the  railroad  commissioners  shall  adjudge  that  a  fence 
is  necessary.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  railroad  commis- 
sioners to  carefully  examine  the  several  railroads  in  this  state  and 
to  cause  fences  to  be  erected  and  kept  up  by  the  several  railroad 
companies  on  both  sides  of  their  respective  roads  in  such  place 
or  places  as  they  shall  adjudge  fences  to  be  necessary.   *  *  *  * 

Approved,  July  23,1875. 

CHAPTER   c. 

An  Act  amending  an  Act  in  relation  to  Railroads. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate    and   House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened: 

Section  1.  Every  owner  of  land  adjoining  any  railroad  who, 
prior  to  the  twenty-second  day  of  June,  1850,  secured  compeiisa- 
tion  for  building  and  maintaining  a  fence  along  the  line  of  land 
taken  for  the  purposes  of  said  railroad,  shall  build  and  maintain 
a  lawful  fence  on  said  line,  or  as  near  thereto  as  he  conveniently 
can  ;  and  if  said  owner,  his  heirs,  or  assigns,  shall  not  build  said 
fence  within  sixty  days  after  he  shall  have  been  notified  so  to  do 
by  said  company,  it  may  build  the  same  and  recover  the  expense 
thereof  from  the  person  so  neglecting  to  build  or  maintain  said 
fence. 

Sec.  2.  Section  thirty-six,  part  nine,  chapter  two,  title  seven- 
teen, (page  325,)  of  the  general  statutes,  is  hereby  repealed. 

Approved,  March  28,  1879. 

CHAPTER    LT. 

An  Act  in  Addition  to  an  Act  entitled  Civil  Actions. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate    and   House  of  Representatives  in 

General  Assembly  convened: 

That  any  person  who,  without  neglect  on  his  part,  may  suffer 
damage  by  reason  of  the  neglect  of  any  railroad  company  to  con- 
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struct  or  maintain  railings  or  fences  on  the  side  of  its  railroad,  as 
required  by  law,  may  recover  such  damage  from  such  company 
in  an  action  on  the  case. 
Approved,  March  27,  1878. 

Railroads  to  he  Fenced  loithin  Ttoelve  Months. 

Chapter  2,  part  9,  title   17,  section  35,  General  Statutes. 

All  railroad  companies  shall  cause  their  road  to  be  fenced 
within  12  months  after  they  enter  upon  and  take  possession  of 
the  lands  through  which  they  pass. 

CHAPTER     LXXXIV. 

An   Act    to    secure    Safe    Approaches    to    Railroad    Passenger 

Stations. 

Be   it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened: 

Every  corporation  or  trustee  operating  a  railroad  shall  maintain 
a  safe  approach  for  carriages  to  all  its  passenger  stations  from  a 
contiguous  or  neighboring  highway,  and  shall  not  permit  such 
approach  to  be  obstructed  in  any  manner  for  a  reasonable  time 
before  and  after  the  arrival  of  every  passenger  train  stopping  at 
such  station.  The  railroad  commissioners  are  empowered  to 
make  such  orders  as  they  deem  necessary  and  reasonable  in  each 
case  to  which  their  attention  is  called.  Any  corporation  or 
trustee  violating  such  an  order  of  the  railroad  commissioners  shall 
forfeit  one  hundred  dollars  to  the  State  for  every  day  wherein 
such  order  is  violated,  to  be  recovered  by  the  State  treasurer  in 
an  action  on  this  statute. 

Approved,  April  26,  1883. 

CHAPTER     XL  VII. 

An   Act  concerning  Railroad    Companies. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Asserahly  convened: 

Section  1.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  all  corporations 
operating  steam  railroads  in  this  State  to  maintain  at  each  and 
every  regular  passenger  depot  on  tlie  railroad  operated  by  them 
resjiectively,  such  suitable  w^ater-closets  as  in  the  judgment  of  the 
railroad   commissioners  of  the  State  the  public  convenience  may 
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require  ;  and  said  commissioners  are  hereby  empowered  to  make 
all  necessary  orders  in  the  premises,  and  to  enforce  the  same  by 
mandamus,  in  the  name  of  the  State. 

Sec.  2.  Section  seven,  chapter  twelve,  title  twenty,  of  the 
general  statutes  is  hereby  repealed. 

Approved,  March  28,  1882. 

CHAPTER    LV. 

An  Act  concerning  Car  Couplers. 

l^e  it  enacted  by  the  Senate    and  House    of  Representatives  in 
General  Assembly  co7ivened : 

Section  1.  Every  corporation,  company,  or  association,  oper- 
ating any  railroad  located  partially  or  wholly  in  this  State,  shall 
cause  every  freight  car  that  shall  be  hereafter  built  or  purchased 
for  use  on  such  railroad,  to  be  provided  with  couplers  so  arranged 
as  to  render  the  presence  of  any  person  between  the  ends  of  the 
cars  unnecessary  for  the  purpose  of  coupling  the  same. 

Sec.  2.  No  couplers  shall  hereafter  be  placed  on  any  freight 
cars  built  or  purchased  as  before  stated,  nor  shall  any  new 
couplers  be  substituted  for  any  that  are  now  in  use,  until  the 
same  shall  have  been  approved  by  the  railroad  commissioners,  and 
such  couplers  shall  be  hung  at  such  height  above  the  face  of  the 
railroad  track  as  shall  be  designated  hj  such  commissioners. 

Sec.  3.  Every  corporation,  company,  or  association  operating 
any  railroad,  who  shall  permit  a  violation  of  this  statute,  shall 
forfeit  for  every  such  violation  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  to  the 
treasurer  of  this  State,  the  same  to  be  recovered  in  a  proper  action 
founded  on  this  statute. 

Sec.  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  3\\\j, 
A.  D.  1882. 

Approved,  March  29,  1882. 

CHAPTER    CLIV. 

An  Act  Prohibiting  the  Building  of  Railroads  through 
Cemeteries. 

Be  it  enacted,  by  the  Senate   and.  House  of  JRepresentatives   in 
General  Assembly  convened : 

Section  1.  No  railroad  company  shall  hereafter  lay  out  or 
locate  its  road,  or  any  part  thereof,  through  any  cemetery  or  any 
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approach  in  common  use  from  the  highway  thereto,  and  within 
one-quarter  of  a  mile  thereof,  unless  the  railroad  commissioners, 
when  called  upon  to  approve  the  proposed  lay-out  of  said  road, 
shall  find  that  said  cemetery  or  approach  thereto  was  located  for 
the  purpose  of  obstructing  such  lay-out,  or  unless  said  commis- 
sioners shall  unanimously  approve  such  lay-out  or  location. 

Sec.  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage. 

Approved,  April  14,  1881. 

CHAPTER    XLI. 

An  Act  relating  to  Railroads. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened : 

Section  1.  Whenever  the  selectmen  of  any  town,  the  mayor 
and  common  council  of  any  city,  or  the  warden  and  burgesses  of 
any  borough,  shall  bring  their  petition  in  writing  to  the  railroad 
commissioners,  representing  that  the  interests  of  the  public  re- 
quire that  the  blowing  of  the  locomotive  whistle  upon  a  railroad 
at  certain  points  within  the  limits  of  such  town,  city,  or  borough, 
should  be  dispensed  with,  said  commissioners  shall  appoint  a  time 
and  place  for  hearing  said  petition,  and  shall  give  reasonable 
notice  thereof  to  the  petitioners  and  the  railroad  company  in 
question  ;  and  if  after  such  hearing  they  shall  be  of  opinion  that 
the  sounding  of  the  whistle  can  be  dispensed  with,  without 
danger  to  the  public,  they  shall  direct  said  railroad  company  to 
omit  the  same,  and  require  any  other  signal  which  said  commis- 
sioners shall  judge  best. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  any  railroad  company  shall  receive  such 
directions  from  the  railroad  commissioners,  it  shall  thereafter 
omit  the  sounding  of  the  whistle  at  the  points  named  in  said 
order. 

Approved,  March  22,  1881.     Amended,  March  10,  1886. 

CHAPTER    XCII. 

An  Act  for  the  Protection  of  Employes  and  Employers. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepresentatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened : 

Section  1.  Any  person  who  shall  unlawfully,  maliciously, 
and  in  violation  of  his  duty  or  contract,  unnecessarily  stop,  delay, 
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or  abandon  any  locomotive,  car,  or  train  of  cars,  or  shall  mali- 
ciously injure,  hinder,  or  obstruct  the  use  of  any  locomotive,  car, 
or  railroad,  shall  upon  conviction,  be  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceed- 
ing'one  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  not 
exceeding  six  months. 

Sec.  2.  Every  person  who  shall  threaten,  or  use  any  means  to 
intimidate  any  person  to  compel  such  person,  against  his  will,  to 
do,  or  abstain  from  doing,  any  act  which  such  person  has  a  legal 
right  to  do,  or  shall  persistently  follow  such  person  in  a  disorderly 
manner,  or  injure,  or  threaten  to  injure,  his  property,  with  intent 
to  intimidate  him,  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  liable  to  a  fine  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisonment  in  the  county 
jail  six  months. 

Sec.  3.  Chapter  77,  of  Public  Acts,  approved  March  22,  1877, 
is  hereby  repealed. 

Approved,  March  29,  1878. 

Warning  Boards  at  Grade  Crossings. 
Chapter  2,  part  9,  title  17,  sec.  31,  Gen.  Stat. 
Every  railroad  com2)any  shall  keep  and  maintain  at  each  cross- 
ing, at  grade  of  any  highway,  at  which  there  is  no  gate,  warning 
boards  of  such  a  description  as  the  railroad  commissioners  may 
approve. 

Meight  of  Covered  Bridges. 

Sec.  33.  All  covered  bridges  constructed  on  the  line  of  any 
railroad,  shall  be  not  less  than  eighteen  feet  in  height  from  the 
top  surface  of  the  rail  laid  in  the  track  on  the  bridge  to  the 
under  side  of  the  cross-beams  overhead. 

Cattle  Guards. 

Sec.  45.  Every  railroad  company  shall  construct  suitable 
cattle  guards  and  fences  therefrom  at  all  crossings  of  passways 
or  highways,  to  prevent  cattle  from  passing  upon  its  railroad, 
except  when  the  railroad  commissioners  deem  it  unnecessary. 

Being  on  Car  Platforms,  etc. 

Sec.  69.  No  person  shall,  without  the  permission  of  the  man- 
agers of  the  railroad,  be  upon,  or  attach  himself  to  any  engine  or 
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car,  upon  the  track  of  any  railroad,  or  occupy  any  part  of  the 
platform,  or  grounds  of  any  railroad  station,  nor  ride,  driye  or 
lead  any  beast  on  said  track  except  for  the  purpose  of  crossing  it. 

Engine  to  have  Bell  and  Whistle. 

Sec.  72.  Every  engine  used  upon  any  railroad  shall  be  sup- 
plied with  a  bell  of  at  least  thirty-five  pounds  weight,  and  a  suit- 
able steam  whistle,  which  bell  and  whistle  shall  be  so  attached  to 
such  engine  as  to  be  conveniently  accessible  to  the  engineer,  and 
in  good  order  for  use. 

Switches  at  Railroad  Junctions. 

Sec.  78.  Ko  railroad  company  shall  permit  any  passenger 
train  to  be  run  over  any  switch,  at  any  railroad  junction  of  dif- 
ferent roads,  or  at  any  station  where  such  train  does  not  regu- 
larly stop,  or  is  not  then  to  be  stopped,  unless  there  be,  at  the 
time  when  such  train  shall  arrive  near  such  switch,  a  switchman 
standing  at  such  junction  switch,  or  the  station  switch,  so  first 
approached,  with  a  white  flag  by  day,  or  a  light  at  night,  to  indi- 
cate that  such  switches  are  in  a  proper  condition  for  the  passage 
of  such  train  ;  or  unless,  in  the  absence  of  such  switchmen,  said 
train  shall  be  first  brought  to  a  full  stop,  at  the  distance  of  not  less 
than  200  feet,  nor  more  than  700  feet  therefrom  ;  and  every  person 
who  shall  run  a  train  over  any  such  switch  contrary  to  the  provis- 
ions of  this  section,  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
dollars,  or  imprisoned  not  exceeding  sixty  days,  or  both  ;  and  the 
president  and  directors  of  any  railroad  company,  who  shall  permit 
such  train  to  be  run  over  any  such  switch,  contrary  to  the  provis- 
ions of  this  section,  shall  be  fined  five  hundred  dollars  ;  but  the 
railroad  commissioners  may  dispense  with  such  switchmen,  at  any 
places. 

When  Trains  may  pass  Switch,  etc.,  without  Stopping. 

Sec.  79.  The  commissioners  may  permit  passenger  trains  to 
be  run  past  any  switch,  station,  or  highway  crossing  without 
stopping,  at  such  rate  of  speed  as  they  may  prescribe,  upon  the 
provision  by  said  company  of  sucli  safeguards  for  the  protection 
of  its  passengers  and  the  public  as  said  commissioners  may  re- 
quire ;  and  for  neglecting  such  provision  sucli  company  sliall  pay 
a  fine  of  five  hundred  dollars. 
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Number  of  Brahemen^  etc. 

Sec.  80.  Upon  every  train  run,  or  intended  to  be  run,  upon  any 
railroad  in  this  State,  at  a  greater  average  speed  than  thirty  miles 
an  hour,  between  stations,  and  consisting  of  more  than  two  pas- 
senger cars,  one  brakeman  shall  be  kept  at  the  brake  of  each  car; 
but  when  the  double-action  brake  is  used  on  any  such  train,  but 
one  brakeman  need  be  kept  upon  and  for  every  two  cars  con- 
nected with  such  train  ;  and  the  railroad  commissioners  may 
grant  permission  to  any  railroad  company  to  reduce  the  number 
of  brakemen  required  upon  passenger  trains,  when  such  company 
may  have  adopted  a  system  of  brakes  to  be  operated  by  the 
engineer,  which  in  the  opinion  of  said  commissioners  may  render 
such  number  of  brakemen  unnecessary  ;  but  said  commissioners 
may  revoke  such  permission  when  they  consider  the  public  safety 
requires  ;  and  on  said  revocation  such  company  shall  place  upon 
its  trains  the  number  of  brakemen  required  by  law.

Sir  : — In  accordance  with  the  laws  of  this  State,  I  have  the 
honor  to  submit  to  you  the  detailed  abstracts  of  the  Births, 
Marriages,  Divorces  and  Deaths,  that  were  registered  in  Connec- 
ticut in  the  year  1885,  together  with  a  few  suggestions  and 
inferences  on  the  main  features  of  the  Vital  Statistics  of  that 
year.

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PRELIMINARY  REMARKS. 

How  the  people  of  Connecticut  live,  is  a  matter  of  the  utmost 
interest  to  themselves.  And  when  they  die,  of  what  causes,  and 
at  what  ages,  are  matters  of  no  less  interest  to  their  survivors. 
The  knowledge  of  such  facts  is  of  inestimable  value  in  teaching 
how  to  live  longer  and  to  make  life  healthier  and  therefore 
happier. 

The  "  movement  of  the  population  "  as  indicated  in  three  most 
important  events  in  the  life  of  an  individual,  viz  :  his  birth,  his 
marriage  and  his  death,  has  come  to  be  justly  regarded,  when 
studied  in  its  relations  to  large  numbers  and  great  communities, 
as  affording  the  most  reliable  information  for  the  guidance  of 
sanitary  authorities.  Says  Dr.  Plunket,  in  a  report  to  the  State 
Board  of  llealth  of  Tennessee  —  "An  accurate  and  complete 
registration  of  every  birth,  marriage  and  death,  is  an  absolute 
essential  to  any  real  progress  in  the  science  of  public  hygiene,  or 
its  effective  and  intelligent  administration,  either  in  the  narrower 
limits  of  a  given  municipality,  or  within  the  more  extended 
boundaries  of  a  state  or  nation." 

BiKTHS. 

The  Registration  of  Births  is  of  interest  and  practical  use,  pri- 
marily as  indicating  the  natural  increase  of  population,  and  the 
birth-rate  to  the  living  at  the  various  ages  of  the  population  ;  also 
its  diminution  or  increase,  under  the  varying  conditions  of  general 
adversity  or  prosperit}^,  the  varying  social  habits  and  customs  of 
people,  and  their  occupations.  It  follows,  that  birth  statistics 
can  be  of  little  value  by  themselves.  They  need  to  be  studied  in 
connection  with  the  other  branches  of  vital  statistics,  and  with  a 
full  appreciation  of  the  main  principles  and  bearings  of  them  all. 
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It  is  further  especially  true  of  birth  registration,  that  it  is  neces- 
sary that  it  should  be  complete  in  order  to  obtain  from  it  the  best 
results. 

Mareiages. 

The  Registration  of  Marriages,  although  most  intimately  related 
to  the  birth-rate,  and  growth  of  population,  has  an  additional 
value  in  the  light  it  throws  upon  various  political  and  social  prob- 
lems. Marriage-rates,  says  Dr.  Farr,  "are  the  barometer  of 
national  prosperity."  The  marriage  returns  in  England  indicate 
the  periods  of  prosperity  with  almost  as  much  accuracy  as  the 
"  funds  "  measure  the  hopes  and  fears  of  the  money  market.  The 
Registrar  General's  Annual  Reports,  which  are  believed  to  be 
fairly  complete  for  nearly  fifty  years  past,  show  some  very  curious 
relations  to  the  influences  which  chiefly  concern  the  social  condi- 
tions of  life. 

After  wars,  the  declaration  of  peace  is  followed  by  an  excess 
of  marriages  :  so  many  soldiers  and  sailors  at  the  marriageable  age 
being  discharged,  and  many  of  them  with  small  pensions,  will  ex- 
plain in  part  the  excess,  but  it  is  more  due  to  renewed  activity  in 
business  enterprises  which  so  generally  succeed  a  war,  and  the 
opportunities  for  employment  and  better  wages  which  they  offer. 

Marriages  have  been  observed  to  vary  in  number  with  the  crops» 
which  a  country  produces.  Years  of  plenty  are  synonymous  with 
years  of  prosperity,  and  marriages  generally  increase  when  pro- 
visions are  cheap.  Ncav  undertakings  in  manufactures,  plenty  of 
employment  and  good  wages  always  increase  the  marriage-rates 
while  hard  times  as  surely  diminish  them.  Indeed  the  fluctua- 
tions in  the  matrimonial  market  can  readitybe  connected  with 
"  peace  after  war,  abundance  after  death,  high  wages  after  want 
of  employment,  speculation  after  languid  enterprise,  confidence 
after  distrust  and  national  triumphs  after  national  disasters." 

Deaths. 

It  may  be  confidently  afiirmed  that  the  most  important  branch 
of  vital  statistics  is  that  which  deals  with  deaths  and  rates  of 
mortality.  The  value  of  Registration  of  Deaths  and  the  causes 
of  death,  has  reached  a  higli  standard  in  public  confidence  from 
the  manifest  advantage  which  the  study  of  such  statistics  through 
a  long  series  of  years,  has  given  to  the  practice  of  public  hj^giene 
in  England,  and  indeed  wherever  such  statistics  have  been  kept. 
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Registration  Laws. 


The  accuracy  and  perfection  of  the  Registration  of  Statistics 
affords  a  just  idea  of  the  measure  of  progress  which  a  nation  or 
government  has  made  in  civilization.  A  State  without  its  statis- 
tics has  no  reliable  data  for  its  guidance,  it  is  like  a  ship  at  sea 
without  chart  or  compass,  subject  to  be  impelled  in  any  direction 
by  every  wind  that  blows.  Statistics  are  the  record  of  past  ex- 
perience, and  the  guide  of  the  future,  as  well  as  an  inventory  of 
the  present  possessions  and  a  statement  of  present  conditions. 
They  are  more  than  that,  they  are  not  only  valuable  for  their  pres- 
ent usefulness  as  sources  of  practical  and  important  information, 
but  they  in  turn  become  the  material  for  history,  and  represent  to 
future  generations  the  present  conditions  of  matters  to  which  they 
pertain.  And  future  generations  too  will  carefully  weigh  and 
consider  the  rules  and  legal  requirements  under  which  these  statis- 
tics are  gathered  and  thereby  estimate  with  no  small  degree  of 
precision  the  measure  of  enlightenment  which  the  legislators  of 
Connecticut  possessed,  and  the  just  appreciation  which  they  enter- 
tained of  the  importance  of  such  statistics,  with  a  view  to  deter- 
mine how  reliable  and  trustworthy  the  statistics  so  obtained  may 
be. 

No  state  or  nation  has  ever  succeeded  in  enacting  laws  of 
registration  which  were  at  once  satisfactory,  and  effective  in 
securing  all  that  was  desired.  Such  a  code  is  necessarily  a 
matter  of  growth,  the  result  of  experience  and  the  experience 
of  others.  It  is  only  discreditable  to  a  State  when  her  legis- 
lators refuse  to  amend  and  improve  her  methods  of  registration, 
and  to  insist  that  the  imperfect  methods  are  good  enough. 

It  would  be  time  and  effort  wasted  to  urge  arguments  to  prove 
the  importance  of  registration  of  vital  statistics.  The  period 
of  discussing  that  point  has  long  passed  by,  and  the  fact  is  con- 
ceded. It  is  more  opportune  to  consider  how  to  secure  the  best 
results,  and  it  is  one  of  the  prescribed  functions  of  this  Board 
to  make  such  suggestions  for  further  legislative  action  as  it 
shall  deem  proper. 

In  order  to  the  better  understanding  of  the  subject,  it  is  neces- 
sary to  briefly  state  the  main  features  of  the  present  laws,  that 
we  may  the  more  clearly  see  their  defects.  Under  the  present 
system,  the  material  for  registration  is  supplied  almost  exclu- 
sively by  three  classes  of  persons,  to  wit:  clergymen,  physi- 
cians and  midwives.     The  exceptions  are  in  the  cases  of  birthh 
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and  deaths  unattended  professionally,  and  sudden  deaths  in  which 
the  coroner  renders  the  facts  to  the  Registrar,  and  when  parties 
are  united  in  marriage  by  civil  officers.  The  status  of  the 
clergyman  authorized  to  perform  the  marriage  ceremony  is 
pretty  well  defined  in  Connecticut.  Still  it  would  facilitate  the 
accuracy  of  registration  of  marriages,  and  certainly  diminish  an 
opportunity  for  fraud,  if  all  ordained  and  licensed  clergymen 
in  a  town  were  required  to  register  their  names,  and  their  official 
position  "  in  the  work  of  the  ministry,"  in  the  office  of  the  Reg- 
istrar of  the  town.  And  if  every  clergyman  living  out  of  the 
town,  in  which  he  had  joined  persons  in  marriage  was  required 
to  return  the  certificate  to  the  Registrar  in  person  and  make 
oath  to  his  authority  to  do  so  by  the  laws  of  Connecticut. 

It  is  quite  easy  to  conceive,  that  a  person  might  obtain  from 
a  Registrar  a  marriage  license,  for  two  parties,  and  then  fill  up 
the  certificate  of  marriage  thereto  appended,  and  sign  the  name 
of  some  clergyman  unknown  to  the  Registrar,  and  return  it  to 
him  for  record.  This  being  recorded  (for  the  Registrar  has  no 
discretion)  it  ever  after  remains  as  evidence  of  the  marriage  of 
the  two  parties,  although  they  were  not  married,  and  might  not 
even  be  personally  acquainted.  There  can  be  no  very  strong 
objection  to  the  registration  of  every  clergyman,  authorized  to 
join  persons  in  marriage,  in  the  office  of  the  Registrar  of  the 
town  in  which  he  resides,  with  his  official  position. 

The  reasons  for  the  registration  of  practising  physicians  and 
midwives  are  no  less  cogent.  The  laws  specially  designate  by 
whom  the  certificates  of  birth  and  death  shall  be  given.  And  it 
follows  almost  as  an  inevitable  inference  that  the  Registrar 
should  have  some  means  of  knowing  that  they  are  so  rendered. 
It  cannot  be  assumed  that  in  every  town  in  Connecticut,  the 
Registrar  is  personally  acquainted  with  each  practitioner  of 
medicine  and  obstetrics,  so  that  he  can  readily  recognize  his 
or  her  handwriting :  and  if  not  with  those  in  his  own  town, 
much  less  with  those  of  all  the  towns  adjoining.  In  the  absence 
of  such  knowledge,  and  without  their  autograph  upon  his  reg- 
ister he  is  constantly  liable  to  imposition,  and  the  records  to 
fraudulent  entries.  By  means  of  such  registration  the  Regis- 
trar would  also  be  enabled  to  know  where  to  look  for  neglected 
certificates,  and  thus  could  more  completely  perfect  the  registra- 
tion of  his  town. 

It  would  be  a  very  great  improvement  on  the  present  system 
if  every  practitioner,  authorized  by  law  to  render  a  certificate  of 
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birth  or  death  was  required  to  inscribe  his  name,  his  residence 
and  the  place  and  date  of  his  graduation  in  medicine,  if  a  doctor; 
and  if  a  midwife  only,  her  name  and  residence  and  such  evidence 
of  her  qualifications  as  regards  opportunities  of  instruction  and 
experience  as  she  may  possess.  The  law  requiring  such  reg- 
istration should  also  require  that  whenever  a  physician  or  mid- 
wife was  required  by  law  to  give  certificates  of  birth  or  death 
in  any  other  town  than  that  in  which  they  reside,  they  should 
also  register  themselves  in  the  same  manner  in  the  office  of  the 
Registrar  of  said  other  towns  before  their  certificates  could  be 
accepted  for  record.  Such  registration  on  the  part  of  prac- 
titioners cannot  be  regarded  as  in  any  degree  a  hardship,  and  it 
is  not  believed  would  be  objected  to  by  any  right  minded  person. 

There  are  other  advantages  incident  to  the  practice  which 
need  not  be  mentioned  now. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  the  Board  of  Health 
proposed  a  law  requiring  that  in  every  case  of  death  occurring 
in  Connecticut  a  certificate  thereof  be  presented  to  the  Registrar 
for  record,  and  a  permit,  issued  by  him,  be  obtained  before  the 
body  of  such  deceased  person  can  be  disposed  of  either  by  burial 
or  removal  from  the  town.  Although  the  proposed  law  did  not 
meet  the  approval  of  the  Legislature,  the  Board  of  Health  are 
as  fully  as  ever  convinced  of  the  need  of  some  such  law  to  secure 
complete  registration  of  all  the  deaths  in  the  State.  The  very 
negligent  practice  which  has  so  long  prevailed  under  existing 
laws,  cannot  result  otherwise  than  in  a  loss  of  many  records  of 
death,  but  what  is  perhaps  nearly  as  unfortunate  to  the  useful- 
ness of  such  records,  a  certainty  of  there  being  many  and  irre- 
parable errors  in  the  records. 

The  Superintendent  of  Vital  Statistics  for  the  State  is  reliably 
informed,  that  in  very  many  of  the  towns  in  the  State  the  prac- 
tice is  to  make  returns  of  death  certificates  to  the  Registrar  only 
once  a  year.  No  one  will  venture  to  defend  such  a  practice  who 
considers  accuracy  of  registration  a  matter  of  importance.  If  no 
memoranda  are  made  of  the  facts  required  in  the  certificate  of 
death,  at  or  near  the  time  of  the  event,  and  the  physician  must 
trust  to  his  memory  months  afterwards  to  write  the  'certificate 
for  the  Registrar,  it  is  not  possible  tliat  all  the  facts  therein 
required  shall  be  stated,  or  if  stated,  tliat  tliey  can  be  trusted. 
The  many  certificates  wliich  are  returned  in  which  important 
omissions  of  facts  occur,  testify  to  the  evils  of  this  practice. 

In  the  town  of  Danbury,  for  instance,  thei'e  were  registered 
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298  deaths;  of  these  there  were  113  in  which  the  certificates 
gave  no  cause  of  death.  For  the  purposes  of  the  sanitarian,  the 
causes  of  death  in  a  community  are  the  most  important  facts  to 
know.  But  there  are  many  other  purposes  beside  those  of  the 
sanitarian  for  which  the  facts  recorded  by  the  Registrar  are 
valuable  : 

The  courts  of  law  base  their  decisions  upon  them,  in  deciding 
the  rights  of  property. 

The  distribution  of  an  estate  may  depend  upon  the  date  of 
a  birth  or  a  death  or  the  fact  of  a  marriage  of  which  such 
records  afford  the  only  proof. 

They  often  aid  in  the  detection  of  crime,  or,  better  still,  pre- 
vent it. 

The  records  of  the  Registrar  are  daily  searched  to  establish 
the  claims  of  some  disabled  soldier  for  a  pension,  or  by  the 
marriage  record  the  rights  of  his  widow  and  children. 

But  how  fatally  such  record  testimony  is  injured  if  the  con- 
testants, show,  as  they  too  often  can,  throughout  Connecticut, 
that  the  record  of  the  fact  in  question  was  made  from  a  certifi- 
cate not  rendered  at  the  time  of  the  event,  but  written  from 
memory  many  months  after  the  birth  or  death  or  marriage  in 
dispute  occurred.  Indeed,  in  a  private  letter  from  the  Regis- 
trar of  Danbury,  above  mentioned,  he  says,  "four-fifths  of  his 
records  of  death  for  the  year  were  gathered  from  the  local 
newspapers"  !  !  Could  such  records  be  received  as  evidence 
in  a  court  of  justice  ? 

From  every  point  of  view  the  present  methods  of  registration 
involve  so  much  inaccuracy  and  imperfection  as  to  greatly  im- 
pair their  utility,  for  many  purposes  for  which  they  were  intended 
to  be  employed  with  confidence. 

The  defects  are  of  such  a  nature  too,  as  to  make  it  quite  im- 
possible to  discriminate  between  those  records  which  are  trust- 
worthy and  true,  and  those  about  which  there  are  just  grounds 
of  suspicion.  Hence  it  happens  that  in  the  populous  and  flourish- 
ing town  of  Danbury,  about  40  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  are  regis- 
tered without  any  cause  being  assigned  for  said  deaths.  Such 
negligence  and  indifference  to  duty,  both  on  the  part  of  the 
physicians  and  of  the  registrar,  makes  the  registration  of  vital 
statistics  seem  like  a  farce.  There  was  no  other  town  in  the 
State  in  Avhich  the  registration  of  vital  statistics  was  so  dis- 
graceful, but  there  were  many  in  which  it  was  very  bad.  It 
cost  the  town  of  Danbury  more  than  $100  to  make  that  slovenly 
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record  of  298  deaths  in  1885,  besides  what  it  cost  the  State  for 
record  books  and  printed  forms  of  certificates.  It  would  have 
cost  the  town  and  the  State  no  more  if  the  registration  had 
been  complete,  and  therefore  valuable,  instead  of  the  discredit- 
able semblance  of  registration  which  it  is.  It  could  be  made 
within  the  power  of  the  Registrar  of  every  town  to  secure  full 
and  complete  registration  of  the  deaths  in  his  town,  if  the  law 
required  that  the  certificate  of  death  filled  out  in  the  prescribed 
form  be  rendered  him,  before  the  body  of  a  deceased  person 
can  be  buried. 

The  only  argument  of  any  force  urged  against  this  law  when 
it  was  considered  last  year,  was  that  its  operation  would  be 
sometimes  inconvenient.  In  rural  districts  it  might,  on  account 
of  distance  or  otherwise,  be  troublesome  to  find  the  officer  ap- 
pointed to  give  the  burial  permit. 

Yet  this  objection  cannot  be  insurmountable,  seeing  that  it  is 
in  some  way  overcome  in  every  State  on  the  borders  of  Connecti- 
cut. Massachusetts  has  such  a  law,  Rhode  Island  a  similar  one, 
the  great  State  of  N^ew  York  does  not  find  her  rural  population 
too  scattered  to  enforce  it.  IN'ew  Jersey  and  New  Hampshire 
also  find  the  same  law  necessary,  and  several  other  States  with 
their  town  populations  as  sparse,  as  scattered,  as  those  of 
Connecticut,  do  not  find  the  requirement  of  a  permit  for  burial 
of  the  dead  an  impracticable  one.  It  surely  cannot  be  urged 
that  the  great  improvement  in  the  completeness  of  the  registra- 
tion of  vital  statistics,  which  such  a  law  would  ensure,  ought  to 
be  sacrificed,  because  some  one  may  occasionally  be  put  to  a 
slight  temporary  inconvenience  on  the  rare  occasion  of  the  death 
of  a  relative  or  friend. 

Indeed  the  whole  objection  may  be  readily  removed  by  pro- 
viding that  in  towns  in  which  the  obtaining  a  permit  might 
seem  to  be  a  hardship,  the  Registrar  may  appoint  suitable  and 
proper  persons  not  exceeding  two  in  number  in  any  town  who 
shall  be  authorized  to  issue  burial  permits  based  upon  a  death  cer- 
tificate as  by  law  required — said  appointment  being  made  with 
reference,  as  to  locality,  to  the  best  convenience  of  the  town. 
So  strongly  is  the  Board  impressed  with  the  great  aid  to  accurate 
registration  which  such  a  law  would  afford  and  the  urgent  need 
of  it  to  overcome  the  marked  defects  in  the  operation  of  the  pre- 
sent law  that  it  proposes  again  to  present  it  for  the  consideration 
and  approval  of  the  Legislature.  The  Board  is  more  encouraged 
to  renew  its  effort  for  the  passage  of  such  and  act,  because  it 
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cannot  be  regarded  as  an  experiment  at  all,  it  being  in  successful 
operation  in  so  many  other  States  and  even  in  all  the  urban 
towns  of  our  own  State,  and  always  proving  its  value. 

There  is  one  more  defect  in  the  present  law  which  needs  a 
remedy.  No  provision  is  now  made  by  law  for  the  certificate  of 
death,  in  cases  where  the  physician  last  in  attendance  upon  the 
deceased  is  unable  to  give  such  certificate,  by  reason  of  absence, 
sickness  or  his  own  death.  The  law  provides  for  a  certificate  in 
cases  where  no  physician  has  attended,  but  not  in  cases  as  above. 
And  still  another — Registrars  should  be  required  to  preserve 
on  file  the  original  certificates  from  which  their  records  are 
made. 

GENERAL   SUMMARY. 

The  total  number  of  births  registered  in  Connecticut  during 
the  year  1885,  was  15,496 — of  marriages  5,091,  and  of  deaths, 
12,033. 

Increase  of  Population. — The  natural  increment  of  the  popula- 
tion, or  excess  of  births  over  deaths  was  3,463.  This  is  less  than 
in  the  previous  year,  when  the  increase  was  3,912,  presenting  the 
quite  positive  difference  of  449.  Only  twice  in  the  past  twenty 
years  has  the  natural  addition  to  the  population,  by  the  excess  of 
births  over  deaths,  been  so  small.  In  the  year  1880,  the  difference 
between  births  and  deaths  was  3,421,  and  in  1882  it  was  but  3,276. 
In  every  other  year  during  the  last  two  decades  the  increment 
has  been  greater  according  to  the  registration  than  in  1 885. 

Estimated  Population. — It  is  roughly  estimated  that  the  popu- 
lation of  the  State  is  684,000.  The  population  as  taken  at  the  last 
census  in  1880  was  622,700.  A  considerable  portion  of  the  incre- 
ment is  by  immigration;  excess  of  births  over  deaths,  and  im- 
migration being  the  only  ways  in  which  a  population  grows. 
There  were  by  the  estimated  population  : 
22.65  births  to  the  1,000. 

7.44  marriages  to  the  1,000. 
17.59  deaths  to  the  1,000. 
5.06  excess  of  births  over  deaths. 
The  daily  average  of  the  movement  of  the  population  was  : — 
Daily  average  of  births— male,  21.9  ;  female,  20.2  ;  total,        42.4

Although  the  number  of  deaths  is  larger  than  in  the  previous 
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year,  so  that  the  death  rate  is  increased  by  one,  yet  the  greater 
mortality  seems  to  have  been  general  throughout  the  whole  State. 
In  two  counties  the  registered  mortality  was  slightly  less  than  in 
1884,  viz  : — Xew  London  and  Litchfield..  In  all  the  other  counties 
there  w^as  an  increase — it  was  the  largest  in  Fairfield  County,  456. 
There  have  been  no  extensive  or  destructive  epidemics  to  cause 
this  increase,  nor  any  great  accidents  or  calamities.  From  its 
general  diffusion  throughout  the  State,  it  cannot  probably  be 
accounted  for  by  local  influences,  but  must  be  attributed  to 
meteorological  conditions,  the  operations  of  which  are  not  well 
understood. 

While  the  deaths  have  been  more,  the  births  have  been  less. 
The  influences  which  control  this  result  are  very  complex  and 
involve  many  social  and  political  problems.  The  same  remarks 
may  be  made  respecting  the  lesser  number  of  marriages — al- 
though there  are  many  evidences  that  they  are  more  intimately 
related  to  the  personal  prosperity  or  adversity  of  the  people. 

The  divorces,  too,  in  1885  were  more  numerous  than  in  1884  by 
as  many  as  23.  The  influences  which  may  determine  the  number 
of  divorces  in  a  given  year  are  numerous  and  complicated.  They 
are  so  intimately  related  to  morals,  to  religious  views,  to  human 
passions  and  prejudices,  to  legislation  and  even  to  the  special 
opinions  and  temper  of  judges  and  courts,  that  it  would  be  hope- 
less to  explain  why  there  are  a  few  divorces  more  or  less  one  year 
than  another  in  Connecticut. 

But  it  is  a  sad  and  discouraging  fact,  so  far  as  it  is  a  criterion 
of  moral  and  religious  sentiment  in  the  community,  that  instead 
of  an  increase  there  is  not  a  decrease  in  the  number. 

Connecticut  does  not  seem  to  be  worse  or  better  than  the  other 
New  England  States,  which  have  been  described  by  a  recent 
writer  on  this  subject,  as  "  the  center  of  this  moral  cesspool." 
After  giving  some  statistics  of  divorces  in  the  Eastern  States,  he 
adds:  "The  practical  result  of  this  facility  of  divorce  is,  that  in 
the  New  England  States  alone,  families  are  broken  up  at  the  rate 
of  two  thousand  every  year.  And  again  note  this:  that  while 
the  laws  protecting  marriage  have  been  thus  gradually  weakened, 
and  facilities  for  divorce  extended,  crimes  against  chastity, 
morality,  and  decency  have  been  steadily  increasing.  In  Massa- 
chusetts, from  1860  to  1870,  during  which  time  divorces  have 
increased  two  and  one-half  times,  while  marriages  have  increased 
hardly  four  per  cent.,  and  while  all  convictions  for  crime  have 
increased  hardly  one-fifth,  those  crimes  known  as  being,  '  against 
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chastity,  morality  and  decency,'  filthy  crimes,  loathsome,  infam- 
ous, nameless  crimes,  have  increased  threefold.  Looseness  of 
legislation  has  suggested  and  encouraged  looseness  of  living,  and 
disproved  the  plea  that  sins  against  chastity  will  diminish  if  the 
law  regulating  marriage  is  made  less  strict." — Rev.  Morgan  Dix, 
S.  T.D.,  in  Lectures  on  the  calling  of  a  Christian  Woman.

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BIRTHS. 

The  number  of  births  recorded  during  the  year  1885  was 
15,496,  of  which  just  8000  were  registered  as  boys,  T351  as  girls, 
while  of  145  the  sex  was  not  stated.  It  might  happen  occasion- 
ally by  reason  of  some  remarkable  conjunction  of  circumstances 
that  a  physician  or  midwife  could  give  a  reasonable  excuse  for 
not  certifying  to  the  sex  of  every  birth  returned,  but  such  cases 
must  be  very  .exceptional,  and  it  is  only  a  fair  inference  that  of 
the  145  births  of  which  the  sex  is  not  stated  140  are  due  to  inex- 
cusable negligence. 

Of  the  sexes  given,  the  proportion  of  boys  to  girls  is  as  108.8 
boys  to  100  girls. 

The  proportion  of  births  to  the  whole  estimated  population  of 
the  State  (viz  :  683,577)  is  1  to  44.1  of  the  people,  or  22.6  per 
1000. 

It  must  always  be  remembered  that  the  registration  of  births 
is  not  complete.  'No  system  of  registration  in  this  country  has 
succeeded  in  obtaining  more  than  an  approximate  record  of  the 
births  in  the  community.  Even  in  governments  with  more  arbi- 
trary powers  the  registration  of  births  is  more  defective  than 
that  of  marriages  and  deaths.  Hence  the  birth  rate  is  in  fact 
larger  than  these  figures  indicate. 

It  is  so  much  a  matter  under  our  laws  of  personal  attention  on 
the  part  of  Registrars  to  the  duty  imposed  upon  them  by  the 
laws  of  supplying  by  their  own  efforts  the  deficiences  of  returns, 
that  the  birth  rate  in  the  different  towns  will  afford  some  evi- 
dence of  the  efficiency  of  the  Registrars. 

In  the  rural  parts  of  the  State  the  law  is  ignored  as  regards 
prompt  returns  to  the  Registrar,  and  instead  of  monthly  returns 
of  certificates  as  the  law  requires,  only  an  annual  report  is  made, 
with  all  the  imperfections  and  inaccuracies,  inseparable  from 
dependence  upon  memory,  for  so  many  items  as  are  required  in 
each  certificate. 

The  highest  recorded  birth-rate  was  in  Waterbury,  33  per  1000; 
a  very  creditable  figure  and  indicative  of  the  energy  and  enter- 
prise of  the  Brass  city.  The  lowest  birth-rates  were  in  New 
London  and  Middletown,  each  alike,  and  only  20  per  1000  ;  also 

indicative   of    ,   that  is,  several  reasonable  inferences 

might  be  drawn;  but  I  will  refrain.  The  greatest  number  of 
births  were  registered  in  August,  viz  :  1418,  and  the  snuillest 
number  in  May,  1191. 
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The  largest  number  of  males  were  born  in  August,  viz  :  727, 
but  the  largest  number  of  females  in  March,  681. 

There  were  49  towns  in  the  State  in  which  the  number  of  reg- 
istered deaths  exceeded  that  of  the  births.  Ordinarily  this 
would  be  taken  as  evidence  of  defective  registration  ;  and  there 
is  no  doubt  that  in  some  of  the  towns  that  is  the  cause  of  such  a 
showing.  But  the  majority  of  the  towns  in  which  this  natural 
loss  of  population  appears  are  places  of  small  population  whose 
people  subsist  chiefly  by  agriculture,  aud  whose  young  men  and 
maidens  discouraged  by  the  laborious  life  and  small  profits 
of  a  Connecticut  farmer  seek  in  other  places  for  more  enterpris- 
ing and  remunerative  pursuits,  and  hope  for  an  easier  career  than 
the  prospect  at  home  offers  them.  Thus  these  towns  are  depleted 
of  their  people  at^the  child-bearing  age,  and  have  an  undue  pro- 
portion of  the  young  and  the  aged.  But  this  explanation  will 
not  apply  to  every  town  in  which  the  deaths  have  exceeded  the 
births  ;  because  some  of  them  are  centres  of  manufacturing 
enterprise,  to  which  the  young  people  from  the  agricultural  dis- 
tricts have  been  attracted,  and  where  the  only  reasonable  explana- 
tion of  this  anomaly  is  to  be  found  in  the  disregard  by  the  phy- 
sicians and  midwives  of  the  laws  relating  to  registration. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  there  is  still  stronger  proof  that  the 
Connecticut  system  of  collecting  birth  statistics  needs  revising. 
The  birth-rate  throughout  the  State  during  the  whole  year  of 
1885  was  only  22.66  to  the  1000  of  population.  There  can  be 
very  little  doubt  that  the  true  birth-rate  of  Connecticut  is  nearly 
30  if  it  does  not  exceed  that.  This  inference  is  a  fair  one,  from 
what  is  known  of  the  child-bearing  capacity  of  countries  where 
vital  statistics  are  more  perfectly  gathered.  For  instance,  the 
Registrar-General  of  England  in  his  forty-seventh  annual  report 
gives  the  birth-rate  for  England  in  1884  as  33.4  to  the  1000  of 
population.  Now  if  the  child-bearing  ability  of  England  is  33, 
that  of  Connecticut  is  unquestionably  a  good  deal  more  than  22. 
But  the  collection  of  birth  statistics  for  reasons  which  are  easily 
understood  is  beset  with  more  difficulties  than  the  census  of  any 
other  department  of  the  subject. 

There  were  in  Hartford  Co.  8  towns  in  which  according  to  the 
registration,  deaths  exceeded  births  ;  New  Haven  Co.  7  ;  New 
London  Co.  6  ;  Fairfield  Co.  9  ;  Windham  Co.  4  ;  Litchfield  Co. 
8  ;  Middlesex  Co.  3  ;  Tolland  Co.  4. 

In  Hartford  Co.  the  town  having  the  highest  birth-rate  was 
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Hartford,  29.8  ;  the  lowest  birth-rate  was  Avon,  8  ;  in  New  Haven 
Co.  the  highest  birth-rate  was  Waterbury,  33  ;  the  lowest  birth- 
rate was  East  Haven,  3.2  ;  in  N'ew  London  Co.,  the  highest 
birth-rate  was  Stonington,  23.6  ;  the  lowest  birth-rate  was  Salem, 
9.6  ;  in  Fairfield  Co.  the  highest  birth-rate  was  Bridgeport,  27.7  ; 
the  lowest  birth-rate  was  Easton,  4.5  ;  in  Windham  Co.  the 
highest  birth-rate  was  Putnam,  30.1  ;  the  lowest  birth-rate  was 
Canterbury,  8 ;  in  Litchfield  the  highest  birth-rate  was  Tor- 
rington,  29.4  ;  the  lowest  birth-rate  was  Harwinton,  9  ;  in  Mid- 
dlesex the  highest  birth-rate  was  Portland,  29.5  ;  the  lowest 
hirth-rate  was  East  Haddam,  15.1  ;  in  Tolland  the  highest  birth- 
rate was  Vernon,  24.4;  the  lowest  birth-rate  was  Tolland,  12.7. 

The  county  having  the  highest  registered  birth-rate  was  l^ew 
Haven  25.73.  New  Haven  Co.  had  also  the  greatest  natural 
increase  of  population  by  excess  of  births  over  deaths,  it  being 
8.53  to  the  1000.  Litchfield  Co.  had  the  lowest  registered  birth- 
rate 17.49.  Middlesex  Co.  according  to  the  registration  made  the 
smallest  gain  by  excess  of  births  over  deaths  only  .84 — not  1  in 
a  1000. 

These  wide  differences  in  the  different  towns  and  counties  in 
the  recorded  vital  statistics,  can  be  in  part  explained  by  the 
known  fact,  that  towns  and  cities  where  business  enterprises  are 
active  and  industrial  pursuits  are  numerous,  attract  young  adults, 
and  peoi3le  in  the  vigor  of  life,  while  the  agricultural  districts  of 
Connecticut  are  correspondingly  deserted'.  To  appreciate  the 
full  significance  of  this,  as  it  bears  upon  the  question  of  birth 
and  death  rates,  let  it  be  supposed  possible,  that  there  should  be 
two  towns  of  equal  population  as  to  numbers ;  in  one  the  inhabi- 
tants shall  all  be  either  less  than  18  or  more  than  50  years  old  ; 
and  in  the  other  they  shall  all  be  between  the  ages  of  18  and  50. 

In  the  first  a  birth  among  them  would  be  a  very  rare  event, 
while  the  deaths  of  the  infants  and  of  the  aged  would  be  fre- 
quent. 

In  the  other  town,  the  exact  reversed  conditions  would  prevail, 
the  births  would  be  numerous,  while  the  deaths  would  be  exceed- 
ingly rare  among  people  in  the  prime  and  vigor  of  life.  This 
contrast  is  measurably  illustrated  by  the  residents  in  an  old  farm- 
ing town  and  a  new  enterprising  borough  whose  vigor  and  life 
are  in  its  busy  factories. 

Such  contrasts  in  the  population  of  the  different  towns  in  Con- 
necticut exist  proximately,  and  will  in  some  cases  explain  the 
disparity  in  tlie  ratio  of  births  and  deaths.

There  were  5091  marriages  registered  during  the  year  1885, 
being  303  less  than  in  1884.  ^ 

This  is  one  marriage  to  every  134,  or  a  marriage  rate  of  7.44 
per  thousand. 

Of  brides  in  1885  there  were  55  less  first  marriages  than  in 
1884  ;  and  there  were  36  less  second  marriages,  9  less  third  mar- 
riages and  14  less  fourth  marriages. 

Of  grooms  in  1885  there  were  81  more  first  marriages  than  in 
1884,  48  less  second  marriages,  6  more  third  marriages,  4  less 
fourth.

EEGISTRATION   REPORT.  161 


DEATHS. 


The  mortality  in  1885  numbered  12,033,  being  682  more  than 
the  preceding  year. 

Upon  an  estimated  population  of  683,577  the  death  rate  is  17.6. 

The  deaths  of  males  number  6,145,  females  5,809  and  79  of 
which  the  sex  is  not  stated. 

The  greatest  mortality  occurred  in  July  when  the  deaths  num- 
bered 1278,  the  smallest  in  December  when  there  were  842. 

The  annual  rates  represented  by  the  deaths  registered  in  each 
quarter  are  as  follows  : 

First  quarter,  18.01  per  1000  of  the  estimated  population. 
Second     "        17.6               "  " 

Third       "        19.4  "  " 

Fourth     "        14.7  "  " 

The  annual  death-rate  was  17.6. 

CAUSES  OF  DEATH. 

I. ZYMOTIC    DISEASES. 

The  deaths  from  zymotic  diseases  registered  during  the  year 
1885  amounted  to  2382  or  19.7  per  cent,  of  the  total  mortality. 

This  is  a  satisfactory  showing  as  compared  with  the  previous 
year  when  the  deaths  from  the  same  class  numbered  2464  and 
21.7  per  cent,  of  the  total  mortality. 

The  percentage  of  zymotic  diseases  to  the  whole  mortality  in 
any  community  is  an  indication  of  the  grade  of  sanitation  which 
that  community  enjoys.  They  being  to  a  far  greater  degree  than 
any  other  class  preventable,  if  there  is  but  a  small  proportion  of 
deaths  due  to  such  causes,  it  may  safely  be  inferred  that  the 
hygienic  conditions  are  good,  and  on  the  other  hand  if  the  pre- 
ventable diseases  are  in  large  proportion,  it  is  equally  obvious 
that  the  means  of  preventing  them  have  been  neglected. 

A  few  remarks  on  the  more  prominent  diseases  are  appropriate 
in  this  place. 

Hmall-Pox. — This  disease  once  so  common,  and  still  more 
dreaded  than  almost  any  other,  has  not  found  a  place  on  the 
records  of  mortality  during  the  whole  year  ;  and  tlie  people  of 
Connecticut   are   to  be  congratulated  that  two  successive  years 
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have  passed,  without  a  fatal  case  of  small-pox  within  her  borders. 
Truly  the  discovery  of  Jenner  was  a  boon  of  priceless  value  to 
mankind. 

Measles. — The  deaths  .from  measles  numbered  154,  being  more 
than  three  times  as  numerous  as  in  the  preceding  year.  The  dis- 
ease prevailed  in  every  county  in  the  State  and  in  a  great  many 
towns.  The  severest  epidemics  were  in  the  largest  cities.  Of 
the  whole  mortality  from  this  disease  63  occurred  in  Hartford, 
New  Haven  and  Bridgeport.  There  is  evidence  that  a  larger 
proportion  of  fatal  cases  than  usual  have  occurred  during  the 
year.  But  as  there  is  no  registration  of  the  recoveries,  the  evi- 
dence is  not  of  a  positive  character. 

Scarlet  Fever. — The  fatality  from  this  disease  is  also  in  excess 
of  that  of  the  year  before,  there  having  been  286  deaths  regis- 
tered against  208  in  1884. 

As  is  its  habit  it  has  occurred  in  epidemic  form  in  many  places. 
Fatal  results  have  happened  in  several  towns  in  every  county. 
The  principal  epidemics  were  in  Hartford,  Meriden,  Derby 
extending  into  the  boundaries  of  Huntington,  Middletown,  Gro- 
ton  and  Windham.  In  Windham  County  there  were  13  deaths, 
11  of  which  were  in  the  town  of  Windham.  In  Middlesex 
County  there  were  59  deaths  and  45  of  them  were  in  Middle- 
town. 

As  this  disease  is  generally  believed  to  be  spread  by  contagion, 
the  prevalence  of  it  in  any  locality  could  always  be  suppressed 
by  the  precautions  which  prevent  contagion.  As  these  precau- 
tions are  well  understood,  it  follows  as  a  direct  inference,  that  a 
loss  by  death  of  286  human  beings,  in  one  year  from  a  disease 
which  all  of  them  could  have  been  and  should  have  been  pro- 
tected against,  is  due  to  neglect,  and  in  many  instances  to  a 
degree  of  neglect  which  should  be  called  criminal. 

Any  case  of  scarlet  fever  can  he  so  guarded  that  it  will  not 
communicate  the  disease  to  others.  And  if  it  can  be  then  it 
ought  to  be. 

Diphtheria  and  Group. — For  reasons  given  in  the  last  annual 
report  these  diseases  are  considered  together. 

As  registered  there  were  348  deaths  from  diphtheria  and  151 
from  croup  as  against  345  and  164  of  the  previous  year.  Taking 
the  sum  of  the  two  diseases  in  each  year,  there  were  only  10  less 
in  1885  than  in  1884,  showing  that  they  have  prevailed  to  about 
the  same  degree  each  year,  taking  the  State  as  a  whole.     But  an 
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examination  of  the  records  shows  that  the  centers  of  activity 
have  been  changed  ;  that  is,  several  places  have  suffered  more 
and  others  less  in  the  different  years. 

In  the  cities  of  the  State  it  is  always  present,  and  one  of  the 
difficulties  in  dealing  with  it,  is  the  fact  that  it  appears  sometimes 
in  so  mild  a  form  that  it  is  not  recognized,  and  yet  is  capable  of 
spreading  itself  by  contagion.  A  common  source  of  contagion 
is  the  school-room  ;  a  scholar  with  a  mild  attack  not  ill  enough 
to  be  kept  at  home  infects  his  schoolmates  and  thus  spreads  it 
widely  through  some  section  of  a  town.  In  this  way  an  epi- 
demic may  be  started  and  is  vastly  aided  in  its  spread  if  marked 
unsanitary  conditions  exist  about  the  homes  of  those  infected. 
It  is  believed  there  are  few  diseases  more  impressed  by  unsani- 
tary surroundings  than  diphtheria  ;  amidst  filth  it  riots  without 
control  with  destructive  and  fatal  energy.  There  are  no  more 
powerful  allies  in  subduing  an  epidemic  than  thorough  cleanli- 
ness and  the  free  use  of  disinfectants. 

Whooping  Cough. — The  whole  number  registered  as  dying  by 
whooping  cough  in  the  State  during  the  year  was  64.  Except- 
ing in  1881  when  there  were  59  deaths  only,  the  number  in  1885 
was  the  smallest  in  the  preceding  9  years;  still  the  difference  in 
the  several  years  has  been  very  slight,  the  average  for  10  years 
being  64.2.

Typhoid  Fever. — The  records  show  227  deaths  wliich  is  54  less 
than  in  1884;  65  less  than  in  18«3,  and  98  less  than  in  1882, 
which  would  show  a  steady  and  marked  decrease  in  the  three 
years.  Tlie  following  table  shows  the  registered  deaths  from 
typhoid  fever  by  counties  from  1854  to  1885.

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II. CfONSTITUTIONAL    DISEASES. 

From  the  diseases  called  constitutional  there  were  registered 
in  the  State  2215,  as  against  2206  of  the  previous  year.  The 
most  important  members  of  this  class  of  diseases  are  pulmonary 
consumption  and  cancer. 

Of  the  former  there  were  1422  deaths  and  of  the  latter  288. 


III. LOCAL    DISEASES. 


The  deaths  from  this  class  of  diseases  are  always  most  numer- 
ous, not  because  they  are  the  most  fatal,  but  because  the  diseases 
are  so  numerous  and   varied.     They  include  nearly  all  the  spo- 
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radic  diseases  of  special  systems  and  organs  of  the  body.  They 
consist  of  congestions  and  inflammations,  the  consequences  of 
inflammations  of  parts  and  mechanical  and  functional  diseases. 

They  are  divided  into  subclasses  according  to  the  special  sys- 
tem of  organs  affected.  The  whole  mortality  in  the  State  from 
local  diseases  was  4658  as  against  4651  of  the  preceding  year,  an 
approximation  in  numbers  remarkably  close. 

Diseases  of  the  N'ervous  System. — From  this  group  there 'were 
1527  deaths,  the  greater  part  of  which  were  of  the  following 
special  diseases  :  Apoplexy,  311  ;  convulsions,  300,  generally  in 
children  ;  meningitis,  209  ;  insanity,  59  ;  softening  of  the  brain, 
60  ;  and  other  brain  diseases,  152. 

Diseases  of  the  Circulating  System. — I*rom  this  group  there 
were  697,  of  which  635  are  registered  simply  as  "Heart  Disease." 

Diseases  of  the  Respiratory  System. — The  fatal  results  from 
diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs  numbered  1367,  of  which  pneu- 
monia and  congestion  of  the  lungs  are  charged  with  1025  and 
bronchitis  with  245. 

There  was  a  marked  increase  in  the  mortality  from  these  dis- 
eases over  that  of  1884,  when  there  were  but  694  from  pneu- 
monia and  204  from  bronchitis. 

Diseases  of  the  Digestive  System — Were  the  causes  of  568 
deaths  during  the  year  and  570  during  the  year  before. 

Diseases  of  the  Urinary  System. — These  diseases  caused  the 
death  of  424  as  against  402  in  the  year  before.  Of  these  191 
were  from  Bright's  disease  as  against  199  of  the  preceding  year. 

Diseases  of  the  Generative  System,. — The  diseases  of  this  sys- 
tem were  fatal  in  29  instances,  26  of  which  were  of  the  uterus 
and  ovaries. 

Diseases  of  the  Locoraotory  System. — These  are  least  frequently 
fatal  of  any  of  the  local  diseases.  There  were  but  7  deaths  5  of 
which  were  ascribed  to  "  Joint  Disease." 

Diseases  of  the  Ditegumet^ary  System, — Numbered  39  as 
against  40  of  the  previous  year.  Of  the  39,  27  were  registered 
"Abscess." 

IV. DEVELOPMENTAL    DISEASES. 

The  registered  deaths  from  this  class,  amount  to  1811  as 
against  1829  of  the  year  before,  of  which  852  were  chiklren  ;  73 
were  of  diseases  peculiar  to  women  ;  667  were  of  old  age  and 
219  of  innutrition.  Among  the  cluhlren  371  were  stillborn;  163 
were  premature  births,  and  201  died  within  a  brief  period,  of 
"  Debility." 
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T. VIOLENT    DEATHS. 

The  number  who  perished  bv  violence  in  its  various  forms  was 
495.  Of  these  410  wer^  registered  as  accidental ;  3  as  homicidal; 
and  82  suicides. 

There  were  35  deaths  the  registered  causes  of  which  were  so 
indefinite  that  they  could  not  be  classified.  And  there  were  43*7 
deaths  recorded  for  which  no  cause  was  given  on  the  certificate.

RKPORT. 


This  report  is  made  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1886,  in  com- 
pliance with  the  Act  of  1886,  requiring  our  annual  report  to  be 
made  up  to  the  first  day  of  July  in  each  year. 

The  statutes  relating  to  the  State  Board  of  Charities,  with  its  by- 
laws, will  be  found  in  the  Appendix,  pages  3  to  10  inclusive,  and 
pages  12,  14  and  26  :  and  a  list  of  its  past  and  present  members  will 
be  found  on  page  1 1  of  the  Appendix. 

TEMPORARY  HOMES. 


The  Acts  relating  to  Temporary  Homes  for  Dependent  and 
Neglected  Children  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix,  pages  12  to 
15,  25  and  26. 

These  homes  were  opened  in  the  several  counties  on  different 
-dates  after  Sep.  9,  '83,  as  hereinafter  set  forth  ;  none  later  than  Jan. 
I,  '84.  After  they  were  opened  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  was 
changed  from  Nov.  30,  to  June  30 ;  but  some  counties  have  made 
it  end,  as  to  these  homes,  on  Nov.  30,  others  on  Dec.  31,  and  still 
others  on  June  30.  Having  opened  their  homes  at  different  times, 
and  adopted  different  fiscal  years,  the  counties  have  not  hitherto 
furnished,  in  official  reports,  satisfactory  data  for  a  state  report  of 
the  financial  affairs  of  the  homes.  And  the  same  is  true  of  the 
reports  as  to  children  admitted  to,  and  released  from  them.  In 
previous  reports,  we  have  furnished  such  information  and  statistics 
as  were  then  at  our  command  ;  but,  in  view  of  the  facts  that  the 
General  Assembly  of  1886  will  be  the  last  for  two  years,  and  that 
these  homes,  necessarily  experimental,  have  now  been  so  long  in 
•operation  that  they  may  be  fairly  suojected  to  the  test  of  results,  it 
has  been  thought  best  to  present  herewith  a  report  upon  the  home  in 
each  county,  from  its  opening  to  July  i,  '86.  Many  details 
illustrative  of  the  operations,  difficulties  and  successes  of  the  homes 
-are  omitted,  because  not  required  for  our  present  purpose.  These 
reports,  which  have  been  carefully  prepared  at  much  expense  of 
time  and  labor,  and  are  believed  to  be  correct,  are  as  follows : 
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Windham  County  Temporary  Home. 


This  Home  was  opened  at  Putnam  Heights,  in  the  house  and' 
under  the  charge  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Henry  O.  Preston,  Nov.  i,  '8;^, 
where  it  has  since  remained;  but  it  is  to  be  moved  Nov.  i,  '86,- 
to  the  place  bought  for  the  purpose  by  the  County  Commissioners, 
in  the  town  of  Putnam,  about  two  miles  from  the  railroad  station  of 
Putnam,  where  Mr.  John  D.  Converse  will  be  the  Superintendent. 

The  charge  for  each  child  was  formerly  ^2.00  per  week,  but  has 
been  reduced  to  ^1.50  per  week. 

A  list  of  the  Board  of  Management  and  Town  Committees  will 
be  found  in  the  Appendix,  page  24. 

Up  to  July  I,  '86,  thirty-nine  children,  28  boys  and  it  girls,  had 
been  placed  in  the  Home,  as  follows,  to  wit :  by  and  at  the  expense 
of  towns,  27  ;  by  courts  at  the  expense  of  the  state,  9  ;  by  private 
persons  at  their  own  expense,  3. 

On  the  last  named  date  thirteen  of  the  thirty-nine  children,  all 
boys  except  one,  remained  in  the  Home,  to  wit :  at  the  expense  of 
towns,  7  ;  at  the  expense  of  the  state,  4 ;  at  the  expense  of  private 
persons,  2. 

Of  the  twenty-seven  children  placed  there  by  towns,  twenty, 
13  boys  and  7  girls,  had  gone  out  as  follows,  to  wit: — died,  i; 
sent  to  Connecticut  Imbecile  School,  i  ;  withdrawn  by  selectmen, 
2  ;  returned  to  parents,  2  ;  placed  in  private  homes  by  the  Board  of 
Management,  14. 

Of  the  nine  children  committed  by  courts,  five,  3  boys  and  2 
girls,  had  gone  out  as  follows  to  wit :  to  his  grandmother,  i  ;  to 
selectmen,  to  be  sent  to  the  Connecticut  Industrial  School,  2;  to 
private  homes  found  by  the  Board  of  Management,  2. 

And,  of  the  three  children  placed  in  the  Home  by  private  persons, 
one  had  gone  out  to  her  parents,  who  supported  her  there.

The  total  expenditures  had  amounted  to  $5,060.69,  and  the  total 
receipts  and  dues  to  $3,852.98,  leaving  a  deficit  of  $1,207.71  ;  but 
the  assets  of  the  Home  were  appraised,  on  July  i,  'd>6,  at  $330.00  ; 
and  the  expenditure  by  the  county,  over  receipts,  dues  and  assets, 
was  therefore  $877.71,  or  an  average  of  $27.43  per  month,  or

Eight  towns  of  the  county,  to  wit  :  Thompson,  Woodstock,

This  Home  was  opened  in  Middletown,  Sep.  lo,  'S;^;  was  moved 
to  Higganum  in  the  following  April ;  and  will  be  removed  to 
Haddam,  into  the  house  built  by  the  county  for  the  purpose,  in 
Nov.  '86. 

The  charge  for  each  child  is  $1.50  per  week,  exclusive  of  clothing 
and  medical  attendance. 

A  list  of  the  Board  of  Management  and  Town  Committees  will 
be  found  in  the  Appendix,  page  20. 

Up  to  July  T,  '86,  a  total  of  fifty-nine  children,  37  boys  and  22 
girls,  had  been  committed  to  the  Home,  as  follows,  to  wit :  by  and 
at  the  expense  of  towns,  35  ;  by  courts  at  the  expense  of  the  state,  4  ; 
and  by  private  persons  at  their  own  expense,  20. 

The  large  number  supported  by  private  persons  is  accounted  for 
by  the  fact  that  the  Board  of  Management,  in  opening  the  Home, 
took  the  premises  of,  and  assumed  the  care  of  the  children  in,  the 
Middlesex  County  Orphans'  Home,  in  Middletown. 

On  the  last  named  date,  twenty  of  the  fifty-nine  children  admitted, 
12  boys  and  8  girls,  remained  in  the  Home,  as  follows,  to  wit ;  at 
the  expense  of  the  towns,  13  ;  at  the  expense  of  the  state,  2  ;  at  the 
expense  of  private  persons,  their  parents,  5 . 

Twenty-two  of  the  thirty-five  children  committed  by  towns,  14 
boys  and  8  girls,  had  gone  out  as  follows,  to  wit :  to  the  Reform 
School,  I  ;  to  relatives  by  order  of  selectmen,  7  ;  to  private  homes 
provided  by  the  Board  of  Management,  14. 

Of  the  four  children  committed  by  courts,  two,  both  boys,  had 
gone  out,  one  to  the  Reform  School,  and  one  into  a  private  home 
provided  by  the  Board  of  Management,  whence  he  soon  ran  away, 
but  has  not  returned  to  the  Home. 

Of  the  twenty  children  committed  by  private  persons,  fifteen  had 
.gone  out,  twelve  to  parents  or  relatives,  and  three  to  private  homes 
provided  by  the  Board  of  Management.

That  is  to  say,  from  Sep.  10,  'd)2,,  to  June  30,  'S6,  three  years, 
lacking  10  weeks,  the  county  has  spent  $1,424.48  on  the  Home,  or 
an  average  of  $507.31  per  year. 

Of  the  whole  sum  of  $2,870.75,  received  from  towns  for  board  of 
children,  the  town  of  Haddam  paid  $54  toward  the  board  of  the 
children   numbered    16,    17,    18  and   19,  who   were   placed   in  the 
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Home  by  their  mother,  and  are  not  included  among  the  35  children 
supported  by  towns.  This  ^54  being  deducted,  the  sum  paid  by 
the  towns  for  the  35  children  was  ^2,816.75. 

Seven  towns  of  the  county,  to  wit:  Middletown,  Durham,  Essex^ 
East  Haddam,  Old  Saybrook,  Portland  and  Saybrook,  have  paid

removed  from  their  poor-lists.  x\nd  many  of  them  have  been  a. 
long  time  in  the  private  homes  in  which  they  were  placed.

The  Home  was  opened  in  New  Milford,  Oct.  i,  '83,  and  was 
Temoved  to  East  Canaan,  where  it  now  is,  in  the  following  April. 

It  is  in  the  house  of  Mr.  Tallmadge  Pulver,  about  three-fourths  of  a 
mile  from  the  station  of  East  Canaan,  on  the  Connecticut  Western 
railroad. 

Mr.  Pulver  receives  from  the  Board  of  Management  ^2.00  per 
week  for  each  child,  which  is  the  sum  charged  by  the  Board,  includ- 
ing clothing  and  medical  attendance.

Nine  of  the  twenty-six  towns  of  the  county  had  sent  children  to 
the  Home,  to  wit,  Bridgewater,  Colebrook,  Litchfield,  New  Milford, 
Plymouth,  Salisbury,  Torrington,  Washington  and  Watertown. 

The  whole  number  of  children  sent  by  towns  was  24  : — boys  13  :

Nine  of  these  girls  were  removed  from  the  Home  as  follows,  to 
wit :  Nos.  4,  5,  9,  10,  Ti,  13  and  19,  went  into  new  private  homes 
found  for  them  by  the  Board  of  Management :  No.  8  was  placed  in 
the  Home  by  the  selectmen  of  New  Milford,  but  belonged  to  the 
town  of  Hartford,  and  was  removed  from  the  Home  and  returned 
to  her  mother  by  the  selectmen  of  the  latter  town,  greatly  to  the 
regret  of  the  Board  of  Management:  and  No.  16  was  returned  to 
her  parents.

The  towns  have  paid  $1,618.35  fo^  ^^e  board,  clothing  and 
medical  attendance  of  24  children,  an  average  of  $67.43  per  child, 
and  14  of  these  children,  (not  including  No.  8,)  were  placed  in 
private  homes  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  of  Management. 

And  the  Board  of  Management  have  found  satisfactory  private 
homes  for  sixteen  of  the  twenty-nine  children  placed  in  the  Home 
for  transfer  to  private  homes. 


1 8  STATE    BOARD    OF    CHARITIES. 


Fairfield  County  Temporary  Home, 


This  Home  was  opened  in  Stratford,  January  i,  1884.  On 
July  I,  1886,  39  boys  and  27  girls,  —  a  total  of  66  children, 
had  been  placed  in  it,  as  follows,  to  wit : — by  and  at  the  ex- 
pense of  towns  52  ;  by  courts  at  the  expense  of  the  state  9 ;  by  and 
at  the  expense  of  parents  or  other  private  persons  5  ;  and  of  the 
66  children  admitted,  a  total  of  18  children,  12  boys  and  6  girls, 
remained  in  the  Home,  as  follows,  to  wit : — at  the  expense  of 
towns  16;  at  the  expense  of  the  state  i;  at  the  expense  of  his 
mother  i. 

Forty-eight  children  had  gone  out  as  follows,  to  wit : — withdrawn 
by  the  selectmen  who  placed  them  in  the  Home,  16  ;  returned  to 
parents,  16  ;  withdrawn  by  private  person  responsible  for  the  child, 
I  ;  and  placed  in  private  homes  by  the  Board  of  Management,  15. 

As  to  the  sixteen  children  withdrawn  by  selectmen,  nine  of  them 
were  in  the  Home  but  a  short  time,  the  longest  time  30  days,  the 
shortest  but  7  days ;  and  the  remaining  seven  so  withdrawn  were 
there  but  an  average  of  4  months  each.  Taking  these  16  children 
together,  they  were  in  the  Home  an  average  of  less  than  64  days 
each — a  time  insufficient  to  get  them  private  homes. 

Of  the  16  children  returned  to  parents,  3  were  at  the  expense  of 
parents,  to  be  withdrawn  at  their  pleasure  ;  7  Avere  at  the  expense  of 
a  town,  and  were  released  to  parents  by  its  order  ;  and  6  were  at 
the  expense  of  the  state,  having  been  committed  by  courts. 

As  to  those  last  six  children,  they  were  doubtless,  some  of  them  at 
least,  released  to  parents  under  a  misapprehension  of  the  law  ;  and 
should  have  been  retained  in  the  Home,  or  placed  in  new  private 
homes  by  the  Board  of  Management.  One  of  them,  a  girl  of  8 
years,  had  been  in  the  Home  but  1 2  days  when  taken  b}'  her  mother  ; 
two  more,  a  girl  of  5  years  and  a  boy  of  6  years,  were  taken  by  their 
father  within  4  months  of  their  commitment;  another,  a  bo)-  of"  4 
years,  went  to  relatives  within  6  months  of  his  commitment;  and  two 
others,  a  boy  of  9  years  and  a  girl  of  6  years,  were  released  to  their 
father  within  a  month  after  their  commitment. 
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It  is  safe  to  say  that  these  children  would  not  have  been  dependent, 
neglected,  and  protected  by  courts,  especially  at  such  tender  ages, 
if  they  had  had  parents  fit  to  have  charge  of  them.  It  is  certain 
that  such  children  ought  to  be  released  to  their  parents,  if  at  all, 
only  after  a  considerable  lapse  of  time,  and  upon  an  unquestionable 
exhibition  of  works  meet  for  repentance.

'  As  has  been  said,  fifteen  children,  8  girls  and  7  boys,  were  placed 
in  private  homes,  through  the  agencies  of  the  Home.  They  were 
all  committed  to  the  Home  by  towns,  except  the  two  boys,  Nos.  9 
and  13,  who  were  committed  by  courts.     They  are  as  follows :

That  is  to  say,  the  county  has  spent  an  average  of  ^353.52  per  year 
on  the  Home. 

The  charge  for  each  child  at  the  Home  is  ^2.00  per  week,  includ- 
ing clothing  and  medical  attendance.  Seven  of  the  23  towns  of 
the  county,  to  wit : — Bridgeport,  Greenwich,  Newtown,  Stamford, 
Weston,  Westport  and  Wilton,  have  paid  ^2,382.97  for  the  board, 
clothing,  medicines,  and  medical  attendance  of  52  children,  or  an 
average  of  ^45.82  per  child,  whereby  13  children,  25  per  cent,  of  the 
whole  number,  were  removed  from  their  poor-lists. 
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New  London  County  Temporary  Home. 


This  Home  was  opened  in  Norwich,  January  i,  '84  ;  but  has  since 
been  moved  to  the  premises  bought  for  the  purpose  by  the  County 
Commissioners,  in  Preston,  near  Greenville.  It  is  easily  reached 
by  the  horse-railway  from  Norwich. 

The  charge  for  each  child  is  ^1.50  per  week,  including  clothing 
and  medical  attendance. 

A  list  of  the  Board  of  Management  and  Town  Committees  will 
be  found  in  the  Appendix,  page  22. 

Up  to  July  T,  '86,  fifty-six  children,  42  boys  and  14  girls,  had 
been  placed  in  the  Home,  as  follows,  to  wit :  by  and  at  the  expense 
of  cities  or  towns,  39;  by  courts  at  the  expense  of  the  state,  17. 

On  the  last  named  date,  eighteen  of  the  fifty-six  children  remained 
in  the  Home,  as  follows,  to  wit :  at  the  expense  of  cities  or  towns, 
II ;  at  the  expense  of  the  state,  7. 

Of  the  thirty-nine  children  committed  by  cities  or  towns,  twenty- 
eight  were  out,  as  follows,  to  wit :  withdrawn  by  the  authorities  who 
committed  them,  24;  placed  in  private  homes  by  the  Board  of 
Management,  4.  Three,  however,  of  the  children  withdrawn  as 
aforesaid,  Nos.  9,  10  and  19  in  the  tabulated  statement  below,  had 
previously  been  placed  in  private  homes,  by  the  Board  of  Manage- 
ment, and  two  of  the  three,  taken  together,  were  in  the  Home  but 
32  days.  The  remaining  twenty-one  children  withdrawn  by  said 
authorities — 16  boys,  of  whom  the  youngest  was  aged  3  years  and 
the  oldest  14  years,  an  average  age  of  7  years ;  and  5  girls,  of  whom 
the  youngest  was  aged  2  years  and  the  oldest  10  years,  an  average  age 
of  less  than  6  years;  and  an  average  age  for  the  whole  21  of  less 
than  7  years — were  in  the  Home  an  average  of  but  4  months  and 
5  days  each.  The  twenty-four  children  withdrawn  by  city  and 
town  authorities,  were  all  withdrawn  between  Feb.  6,  and  Oct.  2  ; 
in  the  year  1884,  8  ;  in  1885,  4^  i^"^  1886,  12. 

Ten  of  the  seventeen  children  committed  by  courts,  5  boys  and 
5  girls,  had  gone  out  as  follows,  to  wit ;  to  the  Reform  School,  after 
unsuccessful  trial  in  a  private  home,  i  ;   and  to  private  homes  pro- 
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vided  by  the  Board  of  Management,  9.  The  boy  who  was  sent  to 
the  Reform  School  was  14  years  old.  The  average  age  of  the  four 
other  boys  was  9  1-4  years,  and  of  the  5  girls  7  4-5  years.  The 
last  mentioned  nine  children  had  been  in  the  Home  an  average  of 
41-3  months  each;  and  they  had  already  been  in  private  homes, 
where  they  cost  the  state  nothing,  an  average  of  a  year  each. 

It  should  be  noticed  that  four  different  private  homes  had  been 
found  by  the  Board  of  Management  for  three  other  of  the  boys 
committed  by  courts,  from  which  they  had  returned  and  were 
awaiting  replacement  on  July  i,  last ;  and  that  seventeen  private 
homes  in  all  had  been  found  for  this  class  of  children — a  number 
equal  to  the  number  so  committed.

That  is  to  say,  the  county  had  expended,  up  to  July  i,  '86,  over 
and  above  receipts  and  assets,  $1,553.73,  an  average  of  $51.79  per 
month,  or  $621.48  per  year. 

In  this  statement,  of  course,  is  not  included  the  cost  of  the  Home 
bought  by  the  county,  which,  when  proposed  additions  have  been 
made,  will  have  cost  a  total  of  about  $3,500. 

Four  of  the  twenty-one  towns  of  the  county,  to  wit :  Groton, 
Ledyard,  New  London  and  Noiwich,  had  sent  the  39  children  above 
referred  to  to  the  Home ;  but,  from  the  credits  as  above  given,  it 
appears  probable  that,  in  the  earlier  days  of  the  Home,  through  a 
misunderstanding  of  the  law,  the  towns  paid  the  expenses  there,  to 
some  extent  at  least,  of  children  committed  by  courts,  which  should 
have  been  paid  by  the  state.     If  this  be  so,  the  number  and  nature 
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of  commitments  more  recently  made  by  courts,  and  the  proportion 
«uch  commitments  bear  to  those  made  by  towns,  seem  to  furnish  no 
grounds  for  apprehension  that  any  misunderstanding  still  prevails 
among  town  officials  as  to  that  provision  of  the  law  whereby  the 
state,  and  not  towns,  pays  the  expenses  of  children  committed  by 
courts.  From  Jan.  i,  '86,  to  Nov.  8,  '86,  twenty-six  children  were 
committed ;  13  by  towns,  and  13  by  courts ;  and  from  June  i,  '86, 
to  Nov.  8,  '86,  twelve  children  were  committed  ;  i  by  a  town,  and 
1 1  by  courts. 
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Hartford  County  Temporary  Home. 

This  Home  was  opened  in  Bloomfield,  Oct.  i,  '83,  but  has  been 
moved  to  East  Hartford,  where  it  is  situated  within  half  a  mile  of 
the  railroad  station. 

The  charge  is  $2.00  per  week  for  each  child,  including  clothing 
and  medical  attendance. 

A  list  of  the  Board  of  Management  and  Town  Committees  will 
be  found  in  the  Appendix,  page  17. 

Up  to  July  I,  '86,  one  hundred  and  nineteen  children,  69  boys 
and  50  girls,  had  been  placed  in  the  Home,  as  follows,  to  wit:  by 
and  at  the  expense  of  towns,  64 ;  by  courts  at  the  expense  of  the 
state,  33;  by  private  persons  or  societies,  at  their  own  expense,  22. 

On  the  last  named  date,  twenty-nine  of  the  one  hundred  and 
nineteen  children  admitted,  23  boys  and  6  girls,  were  in  the  Home, 
as  follows,  to  wit:  at  the  expense  of  towns,  13;  at  the  expense  of 
the  state,  16.^^ 

Of  the  sixty-four  childrea  committed  by  towns,  fifty-one  had  been 
disposed  of,  as  follows,  to  wit :  sent  to  Connecticut  Imbecile  School, 
I  ;  transferred  to  state  account,  i  ;  in  hospital,  i  ;  withdrawn  by 
selectmen,  or  released  to  parents,  (generally  upon  orders  of  select- 
men), 21  ;  taken  by  catholic  priest,  4;  placed  in  private  homes  by 
the  Board  of  Management,  23. 

Of  the  thirty-three  children  committed  by  courts,  eighteen  had  gone 
out,  as  follows,  to  wit :  released  to  relatives,  3  ;  ran  away,  3  ;  taken 
by  catholic  priest,  3  ;  placed  in  private  homes  by  the  Board  of 
Management,  9. 

All  of  the  children  committed  by  private  persons  or  societies  had 
gone ;  15  to  the  private  persons  or  societies  who  placed  them  in  the 
Home,  and  7  to  private  homes  provided  by  the  Board  of  Manage- 
ment. 

Some  of  the  children  who  were  in  the  Home  July  i,  '86,  had  pre- 
viously been  out  in  private  homes  or  elsewhere  ;  and  some  of  those 
who  were  then  out  had  previously  returned  to  the  Home,  and  had 
been   replaced  before  that  date.     Of  these  cases  no  note  is  made

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The  county  has  spent  on  the  Home,  over  receipts  and  assets,  ^i,- 
945.36,  an  average  of  $58.95  per  month,  or  $707.40  per  year.  It 
has  a  five  years  lease  of  the  present  Home,  which  runs  for  four  years 
from  the  Autumn  of  1886,  at  a  low  rent  in  consideration  of  repairs 
made,  which  have  amounted  to  $567.54,  in  the  seven  months  ending 
June  30,  '86.  Though  this  sum  has  been  paid,  and  is  accounted  for 
in  the  averages  above  given,  its  benefits  in  reduction  of  rent  fall 
chiefly  in  the  remaining  time  of  the  lease. 

Fifteen  towns  of  the  county,  to  wit :  Bloomfield,  Bristol,  East 
Hartford,  East  Windsor,  Enfield,  Farmington,  Glastonbury,  New 
Britain,  Manchester,  South  Windsor,  Southington,  Simsbury,

The  charge  for  each  child  is  ^1.50  per  week,  exclusive  of  clothing 
and  medical  attendance.

The  county  has  expended  on  the  Temporary  Home,  over  and 
above  receipts  and  assets,  up  to  July  i,  'S6,  ;;>i,o49.o8,  an  average 
of  $34.97  per  month,  or  $419.64  per  year. 

*  This  sum  includes  $1,309.42.  the  entire  receipts  for  board  of  children  for  the  year  ending 
Dec.  31,  '84.  As  it  does  not  appear  that  any  portion  of  this  $1,309.42  was  paid  by  the  state,  it  does 
appear  to  have  been  wholly  paid  bj^  towns  ;  although  much  the  greater  portion  of  it  was,  under 
the  law,  chargeable  to  the  state  for  children  committed  by  courts,  and  should  have  been  collected 
from  the  state,  and  not  from  towns.  Since  January  i.  '85,  the  practice  in  this  county  in  this 
respect  seems,  from  the  last  two  reports  of  the  Comptroller,  to  have  been  made  to  conform 
to  the  law.  But  it  is  not  improbable  that  the  state  may  yet  be  called  on  to  pay  the  sums  there- 
tofore collected  from  towns  without  authority  of  law. 
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SUMMARY, 


Up  to  July  I,  'S6,  there  had  been  291  boys  and  222  girls,  a  total! 
of  513  children,  committed  to  the    eight  temporary  homes  of  the 
state  ;    at   the   expense  of  towns,  293  ;    at  the  expense  of  the  state, 
166  ;  at  the  expense  of  private  persons  or  societies,  54. 

On  that  date,  of  the  513  children  committed,  156  remained  in 
the  homes  ;  at  the  expense  of  towns,  92  ;  at  the  expense  of  the  state^ 
55  ;  at  the  expense  of  private  persons  or  societies,  9. 

Of  the  293  children  committed  by  towns,  201  had  gone  out,  as 
follows :  died,  i ;  in  hospital,  i ;  in  Reform  School,  i  ;  transferred 
to  state  account,  i;  in  Connecticut  Imbecile  School,  2;  taken  by 
catholic  priests,  6 ;  withdrawn  by  selectmen,  or  released  to  parents 
or  relatives,  generally  upon  orders  from  selectmen,  97  ;  placed  in 
private  homes  by  boards  of  management,  92. 

Of  the  166  children  committed  at  the  expense  of  the  state,  11 1. 
had  gone  out  as  follows  :  died,  i  ;  to  orphan  asylum  2  ;  to  Con- 
necticut Industrial  School,  2  ;  to  Reform  School,  2  ;  ran  away,  5  : 
taken  by  catholic  priests,  8 ;  released  to  relatives,  2,^  ;  placed  in 
private  homes  by  boards  of  management,  55. 

Of  the  54  children  placed  in  the  homes  by  private  persons,  35 
had  been  released  to  relatives,  or  to  private  persons  or  societies 
responsible  for  them,  and  10  had  been  placed  in  private  homes  by 
boards  of  management. 

It  thus  appears  that,  notwithstanding  the  uncertainties,  misunder- 
standings, and  varied  difficulties  incidental  to  the  beginnings  of  the 
temporary  home  enterprise,  31  per  cent,  of  the  entire  number  of 
children  committed  ])y  towns,  33  i)er  cent,  of  the  entire  number 
committed  by  courts,  and  18  pfr  cent,  of  the  entire  number  com- 
mitted by  private  persons,  were  placed  in  private  homes  by  the 
boards  of  management;  and  that,  of  the  entire  number  of  513 
children  committed,  30  per  cent,  were  so  jjlaced,  where  they  cost 
neither  town  nor  state  anything. 

lint  it  is  to  be  presumed  that  the  97  clnldren  withdrawn  b\-  select- 
men, or  released  to  relatives  upon  their  orders,  and   tlie  35  children 
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returned  to  the  relatives,  or  to  the  private  persons,  or  societies,  who 
supported  them  in  the  homes,  a  total  of  132  children,  were  not 
generally  placed  in  the  homes  to  be  transferred,  through  their 
agencies,  to  new  private  homes.  In  many  cases  express  instructions 
not  to  so  transfer  accompanied  commitments.  Many  were  so 
quickly  withdrawn  as  to  give  insufficient  opportunity  to  place  them 
in  proper  private  homes.  Probably  selectmen  frequently,  and  if  so 
rightly,  used  the  homes  in  temporary  exigencies,  without  intention 
to  avail  themselves  of  all  their  possible  benefits.  Doubtless  they 
sometimes  ordered  the  release  of  children,  upon  the  importunities  of 
parents,  relatives,  or  others,  whom  they  would  have  preferred  to  have 
had  placed  in  new  private  homes.  Whatever,  and  however  com- 
mendable, the  original  intentions  of  those  who  committed  the  132 
children,  or  the  moving  reasons  for  which  the}'  were  withdrawn,  the 
fact  remains  that  they  were  committed  or  withdrawn  under  such  cir- 
cumstances as  to  preclude  the  possibility  of  placing  them  in  well 
selected  family  homes.  The  temporary  homes  were  refuges  for 
them  for  a  longer  or  shorter  time,  vastly  superior  to  the  almshouses 
which  used  to  receive  such  children,  and  therein  did  good  service 
for  the  state.  But,  that  they  were  not  placed  in  new  private  homes 
is  not  chargeable  to  the  acts  or  neglects  of  the  boards  of  manage- 
ment ;  and,  to  fairly  measure  the  success  of  these  boards  in  placing 
out  children,  it  is  just  to  hold  them  to  account  only  for  the  number 
whom  they  presumably  had  in  charge  for  that  purpo.se,  to  wit,  381  ; 
and,  of  that  number,  they  placed  157,  or  41  per  cent.,  in  private 
homes. 

Up  to  July  I,  '86,  the  state  had  paid  on  account  of  the 
temporary  homes,  according  to  the  reports  of  the  comptroller, 
.;^i2,633.9o,  of  which  ^8,000  was  paid  under  the  Act  of  1883  appro- 
priating ^1,000  for  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  the  homes 
in  each  county.  The  remaining  sum  of  ^4,633.90  is  the  amount 
paid  for  the  board  in  the  homes  of  the  166  children  committed  by 
courts,  an  average  of  $27.92  per  child.  As  before  shown,  33  per 
cent,  of  these  children  had  been  placed  in  private  homes  b}"  the 
boards  of  management,  where  they  cost  the  state  nothing  ;  and  but 
55  of  them  still  remained  in  the  homes. 

It  is  proper  to  ask  attention  to  the  apparent,  and  apparently 
increasing,  disposition  of  town  officials  to  commit  children  to  these 
homca  through  the  courts,  thus  throwing  upon  the  state  expenses 
which  their  towns  ought  to  bear,  unless  it  be  the  policy  of  the  state 
to  assume  them,  and  relieve  the  towns. 
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The  time  seems  to  have  come  to  decide  whether  or  not  that 
shall  be  the  policy  of  the  state.  To  take  no  action  this  year  will  be 
to  confirm  and  increase  the  existing  practice;  a  practice  which  it 
will  be  very  difficult  to  change  or  check  a  few  years  hence,  and 
which  will  exact  from  the  state  an  annual  expenditure  by  no  means 
inconsiderable. 

The  eight  counties  of  the  state  have  expended  on  the  tempo- 
rary homes,  over  and  above  receipts  and  assets,  ^7,804.07.  Of 
course  the  sums  expended  by  the  counties  of  New  Haven,  Windham, 
New  London  and  Middlesex,  in  the  purchase  and  building  of  per- 
manent homes,  is  not  included  in  that  amount.  These  sums  will 
probably  amount  to  not  far  from  ^21,000.00. 

The  selectmen,  or  agents,  of  64  of  the  167  towns  of  the  state 
committed  children  to  the  homes  at  the  expense  of  their  towns.  In 
New  Haven  county  8  towns,  and  in  New  London  county  4  towns, 
so  committed  children.  Towns  of  other  counties,  52  in  number, 
committed  223  children  at  an  expense  of  $12,604.42,  an  average  of 
^56.52  per  child,  of  whom  a  fraction  more  than  36  per  cent,  were 
placed  in  family  homes  and  removed  from  their  poor  lists.  Since 
accounts  due  from  the  state  have  sometimes  apparently  been  col- 
lected from  towns  in  New  Haven  and  New  London  counties,  their 
accounts  do  not  furnish  the  data  by  which  to  include  their  towns 
who  have  supported  children  in  the  temporary  homes  in  the  fore- 
going calculation. 

Fifty-three  of  the  64  towns  which  have  sent  children  to  the  homes 
as  aforesaid  have  almshouses,  of  which  38  are  owned  by  towns  and 
15  are  kept  under  contracts.  Eleven  of  the  64  towns  have  not  alms- 
houses. Forty-eight  towns  which  have  almshouses,  of  which  23  are 
owned  by  towns  and  25  are  kept  under  contracts,  and  fifty-five  towns 
which  have  not  almshouses,  a  total  of  103  towns,  have  not,  as  yet, 
sent  children  to  the  homes.  Possibly,  however,  a  few  children  be- 
longing to  some  of  them  have  been  committed  by  courts. 

The  memoranda  of  almshouse  visits,  given  in  our  annual  report 
for  1884,  showed  that  one  hundred  and  eighty-three  children,  under 
sixteen  years  of  age,  were  found  in  the  almshouses  of  the  state ;  of 
whom  one  hundred  and  forty-one  were  between  the  ages  of  two  and 
sixteen  years.  The  memoranda  of  such  visits,  given  in  the  present 
report,  Appendix,  page  28,  show  a  total  of  eighty-eight  children, 
under  sixteen  years  of  age,  found  in  the  ahnshouses,  of  whom  fifty 
were  between  the  ages  of  two  and  sixteen  years  ;  though,  of  this  fifty 
children,  ten  were  not  elegible  to  the  temporary  homes,  by  reason 
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of  mental  or  physical  conditions.  Two  facts  seem  clear:  i.  That 
the  number  of  children  in  the  almshouses,  between  the  ages  of 
two  and  sixteen  years,  has  been  greatly  reduced  since  the  opening 
of  the  temporary  homes.  2.  That  the  selectmen  of  some  towns 
positively  and  habitually  disobey  the  law.  Some  have  thought  that 
p^jualties  should  be  provided  for  disobedient  officials.  But  the 
multiplication  of  penalties  is,  upon  general  principles,  not  desir- 
able. In  this  case,  penalties  which  would  not  be  inoperative  by 
their  severity,  would  be  likely  to  be  ineffective  by  their  leniency ; 
and  the  attempt  to  enforce  them  would  be  attended  with  peculiar 
difficulties,  and  would  entail  much  expense  and  delay  in  effecting 
the  purpose  of  the  law,  to  wit;  the /r^;;/// removal  of  children  from 
almshouses.  Indeed,  punishment  actually  administered  to  disobedient 
overseers  of  the  poor  would  not  necessarily,  or  even  probably,  place  in 
a  temporary  home,  or  remove  from  the  almshouse,  the  particular 
child  or  children  on  whose  account  it  should  be  inflicted ;  and, 
tardily  and  infrequently  administered,  as  it  would  be  very  sure  to  be, 
if  inflicted  at  all,  it  would  do  little  to  coerce  unwilling  officers  in 
general,  or  to  rescue  the  class  of  children  sought  to  be  protected. 
Certainly,  nothing  is  to  be  desired  for  the  mere  purpose  of  punish- 
ment;  and,  unless  it  be  found  unquestionable  that  to  provide  for 
penalties  is  the  best  way  of  effecting  the  object  of  the  statute  in  rela- 
tion to  children  in  almshouses,  we  do  not  favor  such  legislation. 

It  would  seem  a  quick,  sure  and  satisfactory  way  of  removing 
children  kept  in  almshouses  in  violation  of  the  law,  to  provide  that 
when,  upon  petition  of  some  certain  authority  to  a  judge  of  probate, 
a  judge  of  a  city  or  police  court  sitting  in  chambers,  or  a  justice  of 
the  peace,  it  shall  be  found  that,  at  the  time  of  bringing  the  petition, 
any  child  was  so  kept,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  court  forthwith  to 
commit  such  child  to  the  temporary  home  of  the  county  ;  all  ex- 
penses arising  upon  such  petition,  and  in  the  transfer  of  such  child 
to,  and  his  support  under  the  board  of  management  of  such  home,  to 
be  paid  by  the  town  whose  selectmen  shall  have  so  disobeyed  the 
law.  Thus,  the  object  of  the  law  in  respect  to  the  child  might 
be  promptly  reached  ;  all  expenses  would  be  paid  by  the  town  to 
which  they  should  be  justly  chargeable,  and  overseers  of  the  poor 
could  not  long  retard  the  operation  of  the  law  by  disobedience. 

And,  unless  it  shall  be  decided  to  be  the  policy  of  the  state  to 
authorize  overseers  of  the  poor  to  commit  the  dependent  children 
of  their  towns  to  these  homes  through  the  courts  at  the  expense  of 
the  state,  it   would   seem  desirable   to   provide   that  some   part,  at 
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least,  of  the  expense  of  supporting  all  children  so  committed  shall  be. 
paid  by  the  towns  in  which  they  shall  be  found  ;  such  towns  to  have 
a  right  of  action  against  the  towns  to  which  such  children  shall  be 
legally  chargeable  for  the  sums  so  paid. 


The  State  Reform  School. 


This  School  has  greatly  improved  within  a  few  years,  under  its 
present  management.  Its  most  prominent  and  decisive  improve- 
ment has  been  in  the  adoption  of  the  cottage  system,  as  distin- 
guished from  the  old  congregate  plan.  Its  greatest  present  promise 
of  usefulness  is  unquestionably  in  the  extension  of  that  system. 
The  school  is  recognized  throughout  the  state  as  a  better  place  than 
it  used  to  be  for  the  class  of  boys  it  is  intended  for.  With  its 
evident  improvement,  the  number  of  boys  committed  to  it  has 
largely  increased.  This  recognition  is  based  not  only  on  what  the 
state  has  done,  but  on  the  faith  and  expectation  of  what  it  is  going 
to  do.  So  far,  it  has  provided  three  cottages  which  accommodate 
50  boys  each.  That  leaves  350,  or  more,  boys  under  the  old  con- 
gregate roof.  The  universally  acknowledged  benefits  of  the 
cottage  system  can  now  be  given  to  but  one-third  of  the  boys  in  the 
school.  It  is  conceded  to  be  the  best,  and  therefore  the  only 
acceptable,  plan  for  the  great  majority  of  them  ;  but,  with  only 
three  cottages,  the  majority  of  them  are  shut  out  from  its  blessings. 
The  boys  in  the  cottages  are  necessarily  a  favored  class.  All  do  not 
have  an  even  chance  in  the  school,  and  therefore  they  cannot 
have  an  even  chance  out  of  it.  That  is  unjust  both  to  the  boys  and 
to  the  state,  since  the  school  necessarily  fails  to  do  its  best  for  either. 
And  it  would  be  unjust  to  the  managers  of  the  school  to  give  them 
only  a  part  of  what  is  essential  to  their  best  service ;  especially 
when  the  gift  of  a  part  is  a  promise  of  the  whole.  At  least  two 
more  cottages  are  needed.  If  not  provided  for  now,  it  must 
be  two  years  before  they  can  be  even  asked  for  again  ;  and  a  much 
longer  time  before  they  can  be  built  and  ready  for  occupancy. 
Meantime  the  school  must  wait  in  doul)t  and  lose  some  headway. 
Hundreds  must  go  out  of  it  for  whom  the  state  will  have  done  less 
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«than  it  ought,  and  from  whom  it  will  hereafter  get  less  benefit,  not 
to  say  more  damage,  than  it  ought.  And  all  that  it  has  done  will 
have  been  less  fruitful  of  good  results  than  it  might  have  been, 
because  of  what  it  has  left  undone. 

We  think  it  our  duty  to  ask  attention  to  certain  facts  disclosed  by 
the  record  of  the  school.  It  was  opened  in  March  1854;  and,  on 
July  I,  1886,  3,924  boys  had  been  committed  to  it  by  courts,  of 
whom  2,070  had  been  returned  to  "  parents  or  friends,"  and  457 
had  been  placed  with  farmers  or  at  tiades.  During  the  last  year, 
202  boys  committed  by  courts  were  released,  of  whom  185  went  to 
''parents  or  friends,"  10  to  farmers,  and  none  to  trades.  The 
"friends"  referred  to  are  doubtless  almost  all  relatives  of  the  boys 
returned  to  them.  Upon  a  record  of  32  years,  an  average  of  only 
15  boys  per  year  has  been  placed  out  with  other  than  parents  or 
friends.  And  the  record  of  the  last  year  in  that  respect  falls  below 
that  average  by  one-third,  notwithstanding  the  increase  of  number 
in  the  school.  Upon  the  entire  record,  considerably  more  than  half 
of  these  children  were  returned  substantially  into  the  hands  from 
which  the  state  took  them  ;  and  more  than  nine-tenths  of  those  dis- 
charged  during  the  last  year  were  so  returned. 

It  appears  to  us  that  neither  the  interests  of  the  children  nor  the 
interests  of  the  state  are  served  by  the  return  of  so  many  of  these 
children  to  their  parents  or  relatives ;  but  that,  on  the  contrary,  the 
interests  of  both  require  that  they  should  not  be  so  returned,  unless 
in  exceptional  cases.  Upon  their  commitment  to  the  school  by 
courts  it  becomes  their  guardian  during  their  minority.  It  seems  to 
us  that  to  so  generally  return  them  to  their  relatives  cannot  possibly  be 
a  proper  exercise  of  that  guardianship.  The  general  truth  is  that  the 
parents  and  relatives  are  more  guilty  of  the  delinquencies  of  the 
boys  than  the  boys  themselves.  It  is  bad  or  incompetent  parents, 
heedless  or  indifferent  relatives,  who  make  reform  schools  necessary. 
These  boys  are  children  not  more  of  their  loins  than  of  their 
example.  The  associations,  companionships,  neglects  and  abuses  to 
which  they  are  subjected  bring  them  to  the  reform  school.  The  state 
steps  in  to  rescue  them  from  the  measureless  miseries  of  their  inherit- 
ance, and  the  first  thing  it  does  to  that  end  is  to  strike  down  the 
natural  guardianship  of  parents  and  appoint  its  own  guardian — 
this  school.  Unless  imperatively  demanded  by  circumstances,  and 
justified  by  universal  experience,  to  do  so  would  be  an  outrage  for 
which  it  would  be  difficult  to  find  adequate  words  of  execration. 
This  act   of  the  state  proclaims   the  experience  of  its   people  that 
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such  a  course  is  necessary,  and  is  their  concurrent  judgment  of  con- 
demnation on  the  natural  guardians.  Their  children  are  committed 
to  the  school,  they  are  not.  Its  guardianship,  restraint,  and  in- 
struction are  expended  upon  the  children,  not  the  parents.  Its 
agencies  of  reformation  surround  the  boys,  not  their  natural  guard- 
ians. They  stay  outside,  and,  frequently,  during  the  year  or  two 
one  son  may  be  in  the  school,  fit  his  brothers  for  the  reform  school. 
What  reasonable  ground,  we  ask,  can  there  be  for  presuming  that 
they,  immeasureably  more  hardened  in  evil  ways  than  he,  have  been 
reforming  faster  out  of  the  school  than  he  has  in  it  ?  Why  should 
they  be  trusted  with  the  practical  exercise  of  a  guardianship  of 
which  the  state  has  so  recently  and  justly  deprived  them  ?  How 
can  the  boy's  best  interest  be  served  by  his  return  into  such  hands  ? 
And  how  can  the  interest  of  the  state  be  served  by  it  ?  To  so  deal 
with  one  of  these  boys  seems  much  like  placing  him  in  a  hospital  to 
cure  his  disease,  and  then,  when  he  is  feebly  convalescent,  furnish- 
ing him  with  every  facilty  for  a  relapse.  And  certainly  many  of  the 
boys  thus  released  do  suffer  that  very  thing.  After  a  little  while  they 
need  reform  as  much  as  ever,  frequently  more.  They  find  the  old 
home  influences  lying  in  wait  for  them.  They  fall  into  the  old 
ways  and  haunts,  are  subject  to  and  fall  before  the  old  temptations, 
and  grow  up  to  beget  more  boys  like  themselves,  and  to  make  more 
cottages  necessary  at  the  reform  school. 

It  is  said  that  the  school  exercises  its  guardianship  over  such  boys 
by  requiring  them  to  write  to  it  once  in  six  months.  Of  the 
hundreds  of  boys  released  from  it,  but  still  within  its  technical 
guardianship,  we  believe  that  investigation  will  show  that  com- 
paratively few  obey  this  rule.  And,  if  they  should,  it  would  seem  to 
be  rather  a  recognition  by  them  of  their  obligations  to  the  school, 
than  a  recognition  by  the  school  of  its  obligations  to  them.  They 
are  exposed  to  the  old  influences  all  the  time,  and  two  perfunctory 
letters  a  year  seem  slender  life-lines,  considering  the  strength  of  the 
undertow.  It  is  said  that  when  they  fail  to  communicate  once  in 
six  months  they  are  ''at  once  looked  after  by  the  authorities  of  the 
school."  In  exactly  what  this  looking  after  consists  is  not  quite  clear. 
That  it  does  not  consist  in  personal  visits  to  the  delinquent  boys 
seems  apparent  from  the  small  sum  charged  for  travelling  expenses 
last  year,  to  wit  :  $166.58  :  and  that  it  does  not  consist  in  recalling 
them  to  the  school  itself  seems  ))lain  from  the  number  of  boys  in  the 
school,  which,  we  are  confident,  would  be  much  greater  if  the  boNs 
who  have  not  observed  the  rule  had  been  recalled. 
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We  feel,  generally,  that  to  practically  return  boys  to  guardian- 
ships which  the  state  has  judicially  condemned  is  a  wrong  exercise 
of  the  school's  discretion  as  the  legal  guardian ;  that  this  wrong  is 
very  little  diminished  by  the  letter  writing  required  ;  that  every 
possible  effort  should  be  made  by  the  school  to  put  its  boys  out  in 
new  and  unobjectionable  surroundings  ;  and  that,  when  and  wherever 
placed  out,  the  guardianship  of  the  school  should  be  constantly  and 
vigilantly  exercised,  not  only  as  to  the  conduct  of  the  boys,  but  also  as 
to  the  character  of  the  homes  they  are  in,  through  the  personal 
visitations  and  investigations  of  an  agent  or  agents  of  the  school. 
We  think  that  less  than  that  is  a  dereliction  in  the  school's  duty  as 
guardian  ;  an  injustice  to  its  wards  ;  a  neglect  of  much  for  which  it  is 
responsible  to  the  state  ;  and  a  decided  failure  to  live  up  to  its 
opportunities  and  obligations. 

We  see  no  reason  why  an  energetic  attempt  to  place  these  boys 
in  proper  private  homes  should  not  be  as  successful  as  such  an 
attempt  to  so  place  girls  from  the  Industrial  School  has  proved.  It  is 
doubtless  generally  more  difficult  to  so  place  a  certain  number  of 
boys  than  an  equal  number  of  girls ;  but  there  appear  to  be  no 
obstacles  to  surmount  in  the  work  here  which  have  not  been  over- 
come in  other  states.  Economy,  both  present  and  future,  requires 
an  effort  in  this  direction  ;  and,  sooner  or  later,  it  is  sure  to  be  made, 
for  the  people  are  sure  to  demand  it,  in  the  interests  both  of  their 
purse  and  of  their  beneficiaries.  The  work  should  be  begun  now, 
and  required  of  the  present  able  and  experienced  managers  of 
the  school.  If  additional  powers  and  facilities  are  needed  they 
ought  to  be  given  without  further  delay.  If  no  such  action  is 
requisite,  we  respectfully  submit  that  the  General  Asseinbly  may 
well  see  to  it  that  existing  powers  are  exercised.

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The  Connecticut  Industrial  School  for  Girls. 


Mr.  and  Mrs.  C.  H.  Bond,  after  long  and  successful  service  in 
charge  of  this  school,  resigned,  on  the  demand  of  private  duty,  at 
the  end  of  the  last  fiscal  year ;  and  were  succeeded  by  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
W.  G.  Fairbank,  who  have  had  long  experience  in  charge  of  a 
similar  institution. 

On  July  I,  '86,  there  were  218  girls  in  the  school.  They  sleep 
in  separate  rooms,  except  some  of  the  younger  girls,  who  sleep  in 
dormitories ;  and  they  are  locked  in  at  night.  There  are  as  many 
locks  as  there  are  doors,  and  as  many  doors  as  there  are  girls.  No 
girl  can  get  out,  whatever  the  exigency,  until  someone  unlocks  her 
particular  door.  There  are  no  exterior  fire-escapes.  The  interior 
arrangements  for  that  purpose,  even  if  the  girls  should  be  so 
fortunate  as  to  reach  the  halls  in  case  of  fire,  are  of  questionable 
utility.  In  a  time  of  danger  and  excitement  they  might  prove  death 
traps.  There  are  but  two  hydrants  on  the  whole  place,  and  not 
enough  hose  to  make  even  those  generally  available,  supposing  them 
always  in  order,  and  the  water  supply  and  head  sufficient.  The 
buildings  are  lit  by  kerosene.  There  is  no  gas  on  the  premises. 
The  buildings  occupied  by  girls  are  in  charge  of  matrons  and  female 
assistants.  And  the  institution  is  so  situated  that,  at  least  in  the 
critical  early  period  of  a  fire,  it  must  depend  on  its  own  resources 
for  saving  property  and  life. 

Under  such  circumstances,  there  is,  of  course,  great  risk  of  loss  of 
buildings  and  their  contents  by  fire.  One  would  think  that  insur- 
ance rates  on  such  risks  must  be  high.  The  state  is  not  risking  her 
own  investment  alone  in  these  buildings,  but  also  the  large  gifts  of 
private  persons  which  went  into  them.  It  would  seem  that  reason- 
able and  usual  precautions  for  the  safety  of  property  have  been 
neglected. 

But  protection  of  property  is  of  minor  importance.  Protection 
to  life,  to  a  good  many  lives,  and  those  the  lives  of  children,  is  the 
first   and   greatest    responsibility    of  the    state.     It  is  not  easy  to 
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exaggerate  the  possible,  and  even  probable,  horrors  of  a  serious  fire, 
under  such  circumstances,  in  a  building  full  of  girls.  The  locking 
in  at  night  ought  to  be  stopped,  so  far  as  possible,  whatever  the  pro- 
visions against  fire.  And  whatever  doors  are  fastened  should  be 
governed  by  a  single  lock.  A  spring  bar,  however  associated  with 
prisons,  would  be  vastly  safer,  and  in  that  respect  preferable  to  the 
present  arrangements.  It  is  pitiable  to  think  of  a  matron,  perhaps 
pursued  or  headed  off  by  flames,  trying  to  unlock  a  great  number  of 
doors.  Hearts  lose  their  courage  and  hands  their  cunning  at  such 
times ;  and  locks  usually  tractable  require  an  expert  with  a  kit  of 
tools,  or  a  fireman  with  an  axe,  to  work  them.  On  the  coolness^ 
courage,  dexterity  and  strength  of  one  or  two  without  may  depend 
the  lives  of  all  the  girls  within.  But  coolness,  courage,  dexterity 
and  strength,  equally  and  together,  though  fused  into  heroism 
crowned  by  self-sacrifice,  avail  little  against  the  swift  fury  of  some 
fires.  It  is  hoped  that  the  inmates  of  this  school  will  not  be  longer 
exposed,  to  such  hazards.  It  is  believed  that  the  state  will  provide 
the  necessary  safe  guards.  One  element  of  danger  would  be  greatly 
decreased  by  the  substitution  of  gas  for  kerosene.  A  gas  machine 
on  the  premises,  sufficient  for  all  the  buildings,  can  doubtless  be  had 
at  a  reasonable  expense.  Such  a  provision  seems  worthy  of  favor- 
able consideration. 

It  has  long  been  thought  that  the  pupils  of  this  school  should 
have  instruction  in  a  greater  variety  of  housework,  and  that  they 
should  more  frequently  pass  from  one  kind  of  domestic  instruction 
to  another.  The  laundry  has  stood  for  much,  and  has  been  useful 
to  the  institution  and  to  the  girls  ;  but  it  is  a  steam-laundry,  as 
required  for  the  necessary  laundry  work  of  the  institution,  and  its 
methods  and  utensils  are  such  as  are  rarely  found  in  private  houses. 
Some  effort  has  been  made  to  teach  the  usual  domestic  methods  of 
laundry  work  in  it ;  but  the  real  and  requisite  work  in  this  laundry 
is  not  of  that  sort.  Moreover,  it  represents  but  one  of  the  many 
kinds  of  labor  required  in  domestic  service.  The  school  is  putting 
out  a  great  many  girls  to  such  service,  and  needs  to  fit  them  better 
for  it.  Their  usefulness  and  success  in  others'  houses,  and  in  their 
own  houses  when  the  time  comes,  demand  a  more  liberal,  practical, 
housewifely  education  to  start  with.  It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  this 
demand  may  hereafter  be  more  fully  met ;  and  that  all  needed 
facilities  may  be  furnished  the  school  for  that  purpose.

The  average  age  of  girls  committed  during  last  year  was  eleven 
and  five-sixths  years. 

Of  those  dismissed,  seventy  were  placed  in  families  :  twelve  with 
relatives ;  six  were  unfit  subjects  ;  two  were  placed  in  hospital  ;  and 
there  were  two  deaths.

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The  Connecticut  Hospital  for  the  Insane. 

Our  memoranda  of  almshouse  visitations,  reported  in  detail  in  the 
Appendix,  show  that  we  found  in  the  almshouses  of  the  state  141 
insane  persons,  and  116  who  were  feeble-minded  or  idiotic.  While 
our  memoranda  could  not  be  based,  as  to  these  classes,  on  the  inves- 
tigations and  findings  of  experts  in  insanity,  they  are  unquestionably 
sufficient  to  establish  the  fact  that  a  large  number  of  the  insane  are 
kept  in  almshouses.  It  is  more  probable  that  medical  examination 
would  find  some  of  those  set  down  among  the  feeble  minded  to  be 
insane,  than  that  it  would  reduce  the  number  set  down  as  insane. 
Nobody  familiar  with  the  almshouses  of  the  state,  could  defend  the 
keeping  of  insane  people  in  them;  nor  could  an  exception  be  made 
in  favor  of  some  almshouses  in  which  large  numbers  of  this  class  are 
found.  This  Hospital  has  not  fulfilled  its  mission,  and  the  state  has 
not  met  the  demands  of  its  civilization,  while  this  state  of  things 
lasts.  If  the  Hospital  is  intended,  and  is  big  enough,  for  all  the 
insane  poor,  then  some  legislation  is  necessary  to  get  all  the 
dependent  insane  into  it.  At  any  rate,  some  action  is  necessary  to  get 
them  out  of  the  almshouses,  whatever  the  purpose  or  capacity  of  the 
Hospital.  The  keeping  of  this  class  in  almshouses  can  not  be  hidden 
or  defended.  The  longer  they  are  so  kept  the  less  » can  the 
fact  be  concealed  or  excused.  This  is  not  the  age,  and  Connecticut 
is  not  the  state,  in  which  to  gloss  such  things  successfully.  The 
insane  in  almshouses  are  of  course  poor  as  well  as  crazy.  If  they 
have  relatives,  they  also  are  poor  either  in  pocket,  or  in  humanity 
and  sympathy.  Whatever  is  done'  for  these  unfortunates  the  public 
must  do  ;  and  the  public  has  undertaken  their  cause  in  this  Hos- 
pital, and  the  legislation  relating  to  it.  The  people  have  tried  to 
abolish  chains,  filth,  and  every  physical  misery  and  degradation, 
every  hopelessness  of  heart  and  soul,  not  inseperable  from  the  mental 
condition  of  the  insane  poor.  But  they  have  not  yet  entirely 
succeeded.  They  will  never  quite  succeed  while  almshouses  are 
what  they  are,  and  the  insane  are  permitted  to  stay  in  them.  Filth 
and  chains  yet  sometimes  accompany  insanity  in  town  poorhouses — 
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not  always,  not  very  frequently,  but  sometimes.  In  such  cases,  no 
physical  misery  or  degradation  is  wanting ;  but  care,  sympathy, 
hope,  even  the  recognition  of  a  common  humanity,  are  wanting. 
Almshouses,  under  the  kindest  and  most  considerate  management, 
can  not  care  properly  for  the  insane.  The  knowledge,  the  experi- 
ence, the  arrangements  and  attendance,  necessary  to  their  condition, 
can  not  be  found  in  them,  nor  can  they  be  generally  supplied.  The 
insane  are  set  apart  from  the  poor  in  general  by  their  affliction,  and 
the  demand  it  makes  upon  the  public  :  and  can  not  be  classified 
with  them  for  convenience  or  economy.  They  are  poor,  but  they 
are  more  and  worse  than  that.  The  distinction  made  between  them 
and  their  fellow  men  by  the  dispensation  of  the  Almighty  can  not 
be  obliterated  or  modified  by  the  vote  or  practice  of  a  town  ;  though 
untold  misery  may  be  inflicted,  and  just  criticism  incurred  in  the 
attempt.

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Almshouses. 


The  state  does  not  own  an  almshouse.  The  state  poor  are  cared 
for  under  a  contract  made  by  the  Comptroller  with  a  private  citizen, 
and  some  of  them  are  kept  in  premises  furnished  by  the  contrac- 
tor, at  Tariffville.  In  the  same  place  and  premises  are  also  kept 
such  of  the  poor  of  the  towns  of  Avon,  Barkhamsted,  Bloomfield, 
Burlington,  East  Granby  and  Windsor  Locks,  as  the  contractor,  who 
also  has  contracts  for  the  support  of  the  poor  of  those  towns,  may 
choose  to  place  there.  .  There  also  may  sometimes  be  found,  for  a 
considerable  time,  the  families  of  prisoners.  It  is  sometimes  said 
that  this  arrangement  is  good  enough  for  the  state  poor;  that  they 
are  mostly  tramps,  and  generally  of  a  very  bad  class.  If  this  be  so, 
there  seem  to  be  peculiar  objections  to  the  contracts  whereby  this 
becomes  the  only  almshouse  of  six  towns  ;  and  to  the  practice  which 
keeps  in  such  surroundings  and  associations  innocent  women  and 
children,  brought  there  by  the  crimes  of  husbands  and  fathers. 

Besides  the  six  towns  before  mentioned,  ninety-five  towns  have 
almshouses,  as  set  forth  in  our  memoranda  of  almshouse  visits, 
Appendix,  page  28,  of  which  61  are  owned  by  towns,  and  34  are 
kept  by  contracts. 

The  sixty-one  towns  which  own  their  almshouses  are  the  follow- 
ing, to  wit  :  Berlin,  Branford,  Bridgeport,  Canterbury,  Chatham, 
Cheshire,  Colchester,  Danbury,  Derby,  East  Haddam,  East  Hart- 
ford, Enfield,  Essex,  East  Windsor,  Farmington,  Greenwich,  Gris- 
wold,  Guilford,  Hamden,  Hartford,  Kent,  Killingly,  Litchfield, 
Manchester,  Meriden,  Middletown,  Montville,  Naugatuck,  New 
Britam,  New  Canaan,  New  Haven,  New  London,  New  Milford, 
Norfolk,  Norwalk,  Norwich,  Old  Lyme,  Old  Saybrook,  Oxford, 
Plainfield,  Portland,  Putnam,  Ridgefield,  Salisbury,  wSaybrook, 
Sharon,  Simsbury,  Southington,  South  Windsor,  Stafford,  Stamford, 
Stonington,  Thompson,  Torrington,  Vernon,  Waterbury,  Waterford, 
Wethersfield,  Winchester,  Windham  and  Woodstock.

The  towns  designated  by  the  mark  *,  twenty-four  in  number,  are 
understood  to  have  contracts  with  the  almshousekeeper,  whereby  he 
is,  for  a  certain  gross  sum  per  year,  to  take  care  of  all  the  poor  of 
the  town  (except,  in  some  instances,  tramps  or  the  insane),  be  their 
number  greater  or  less.  And  the  towns  designated  by  the  mark  f, 
seven  in  number,  have  contracts  by  which  the  almshousekeeper  is  to 
receive  and  board  the  paupers  sent  to  the  almshouse  by  the  select- 
men for  a  certain  sum  per  head,  per  week. 

Besides  the  forty  towns  above  mentioned,  at  least  eight  towns 
which  own  almshouses  have  contracts  with  the  keeper  by  which,  for 
a  certain  gross  sum  by  the  year,  or  for  a  certain  sum  per  week,  per 
head,  he  is  to  care  for  a  greater  or  less  number  of  paupers.  So  that, 
of  one  hundred  and  one  towns  which  maintain  almshouses  in  some 
way,  forty-eight  maintain  them  under  the  contract  system.  We 
repeat  what  we  said  in  our  last  report :  It  is  understood  that  these 
contracts  go,  presumptively  at  least,  to  the  lowest  bidders  ;  and  that, 
under  them,  the  labor  of  paupers  in  the  almshouses  goes  to  the  con- 
tractors, and  is  an  element  of  profit  in  the  contracts.  Selectmen 
are  expected  to  drive  sharp  bargains,  and  the  conditions  of  business 
success  to  the  contractor  are  to  give  the  paupers  as  little,  and  to  get 
as  much  out  of  them  as  possible.  Such  a  system  is  almost  certain 
to  entail  cruelty  and  privation  to  its  victims.  It  puts  a  premium  on 
greed  and  hard-heartedness.  It  ignores  the  welfare  of  the  individual 
pauper  and  the  interests  of  the  state.  No  intelligent,  systematic 
effort  for  the  reduction  of  the  burdens  of  pauperism  can  be  expected 
under  it.  As  to  the  poor,  it  is  an  abuse  occasionally  mitigated  by 
the  character  of  the  contractor ;  but,  as  to  the  town  and  the  state,  it 
would  seem  to  be  an  abuse  without  mitigation,  and  without  reason- 
able defence  or  admissable  excuse. 

The  last  General  Assembly  passed  an  Act,  Appendix,  page  27, 
making  such  contracts  unlawful  after  January  i,  1887.  ^^  the  Act 
stands,  and  effects  its  purpose,  it  will  leave  61  towns  with  alms- 
houses, and  106  towns  without  any  provisions  of  the  kind.  If  it 
does  not  stand,  and  existing  contracts  remain,  there  will  still  be  66 
towns  without  almshouses  of  any  sort.     And,  whether  it  stands  or 
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not,  of  the  167  towns  of  the  state  but  61  have  ahnshouses  which  its 
people  can  regard  with  any  degree  of  satisfaction.  And  the  condi- 
tion of  some  of  those  is  such  that  satisfaction  with  them  must 
be  based  upon  ignorance  in  regard  to  them.  There  are  some  alms- 
houses owned  by  towns  worthy  of  strong  commendation  ;  but  there 
are  others  which  are  unworthy  of  the  state  and  of  the  people  by 
whom  they  are  supported.  Some  almshouses  kept  by  private  per- 
sons under  contracts  are  better  than  others  kept  by  towns. 

We  believe  that  county  or  district  almshouses  would  be  preferable 
to,  and  ought  to  be  substituted  for  town  almshouses.  The  poor 
would  suffer  less  and  cost  less  than  they  now  do.  The  towns  would 
get  more  for  their  money,  the  poor  would  get  better  care  and  treat- 
ment, abuses  which  now  exist  would  disappear,  and  the  state  would 
then  have  a  very  much  more  satisfactory  almshouse  system,  and  one 
in  which  investigation  and  improvement  could  be  more  easily  made. 
It  is  not  clear  how  improvements  are  to  be  effected  under  the  pre- 
sent system,  though  it  is  quite  clear  that  every  consideration 
requires  improvements,  and  that  sooner  or  later  they  must  be  some- 
how made. 

Some  of  the  almshouses  now  owned  by  towns  could  be  utilized 
under  either  the  county  or  district  plan  ;  and  this  seems  a  favorable 
time  to  prepare  for  and  make  the  change,  while  the  contract  system 
is  passing  into  disrepute  and  is  about  to  fall,  while  so  many  towns 
have  no  investments  in  almshouse  property,  while  towns  which 
have  such  investments  may  utilize  some  of  them  under  a  new 
system,  and  dispose  of  others  to  their  gain,  and  before  the  town 
almshouse  system  has  spread  and  taken  deeper  root  in  the  policy  of  the 
state.  Certainly  the  time  has  come  to  seriously  consider  the  defects 
of  the  present  system,  and  the  advantages  of  the  county  or  district 
plan.  The  present  evils  are  great  and  beyond  question.  County 
or  district  almshouses  are  one  way  out  of  them.  They  seem  to  us 
the  best  way,  and  perhaps  the  only  way,  to  do  the  right  and 
necessary  thing,  which  can  not  be  long  and  creditably  postponed. 

The  following  table  shows  the  results  of  our  almshouse  visits,, 
reported  in  the  Appendix,  pages  28  to  55,  so  far  as  they  can  be 
tabulated  : 
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OUT-DOOR  RELIEF. 


An  Act  was  passed  in  1884,  (Appendix,  page  26,)  requiring 
overseers  of  the  poor  (selectmen),  to  keep  full  and  accurate  records 
of  the  paupers  fully  supported,  the  persons  relieved  and  partially- 
supported,  and  the  travelers  and  vagrants  lodged,  at  the  expense  of 
their  respective  towns,  together  with  the  amount  paid  by  them  for 
such  support  and  relief;  and  to  make  annual  return  of  the  number 
supported  and  relieved,  with  the  cost  of  such  support  and  relief,  to 
the  State  Board  of  Charities  in  the  month  of  October. 

In  our  last  report  we  stated  that  this  law  was  inoperative,  and 
that,  with  few  exceptions,  selectmen  had  ignored  it ;  notwithstand- 
ing the  fact  that  a  copy  of  the  act  was  mailed,  early  in  the  Autumn  of 
1885,  to  the  selectmen  of  every  town  in  general,  and  to  every  select- 
man in  the  state  by  name,  with  a  letter  calling  attention  thereto,  and 
asking  that  its  provisions  be  carried  out.  That  statement  is  still 
correct.  The  law  is  almost  universally  disobeyed.  It  is  believed 
that  in  some  towns  no  records  of  those  assisted  or  supported  at  the 
public  expense  are  kept.  In  other  towns  they  are  very  imperfectly 
kept.  But  doubtless  many  towns  have  records  from  which  the 
returns  required  by  the  law  might  be  made.  Still  they  are  not 
made,  nor  does  any  effort  on  our  part  seem  effective  in  securing  any 
general  or  considerable  observance  of  the  law.  Yet  it  would  seem 
very  desirable  that  such  records  be  kept,  and  such  returns  made  to 
some  authority.  Now  there  is  no  way  of  ascertaining  the  number 
of  persons  upon  the  poor  lists  of  the  state,  or  the  number  of  vagrants 
who  wander  from  town  to  town.  There  are  many  thousands  upon 
the  poor  lists,  and  vagrants  are  numerous.  We  reported  returns 
from  seventeen  towns  in  our  last  report,  including  one  city,  and 
called  attention  to  the  fact,  that,  if  the  same  proportion  might  be 
supposed  to  exist  between  the  ])oor  lists  and  the  population  through- 
out the  state  as  in  these  towns,  there  was  a  poor  list  of  not  far  from 
20,000,  including  about  one  in  every  thirty  of  the  population  of  the 
state.  And  a  single  town,  not  a  city,  reported  200  tramps.  We 
have   shown,  in  our   last  three  re})orts,  that  the  expenditures  of  the 
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towns  in  the  state,  through  selectmen,  for  poor  support,  amounted 
in  1882,  to  556,315;  in  1883,  to  578,489:  and,  in  1884,  to  607,- 
692 — an  increase  of  51,377  in  two  years.  These  figures  do  not  include 
investments  in  town  farms  or  personal  property  used  in  the  care  of 
the  poor,  which  amount  to  a  very  large  sum.  They  were  got,  not 
from  returns  made  to  the  board  pursuant  to  law,  but  by  the  per- 
sistent correspondence  of  our  secretary.  They  are  generally  founded 
upon  the  printed  reports  of  selectmen,  and  are  substantially  correct. 
Unless  so  large  a  probable  number  of  paupers  be  insignificant, 
and  so  great  and  increasing  an  expense  in  their  support  inconsider- 
able, the  knowledge  which  the  law  in  question  seeks  is  of  value. 
Unless  the  best  way  to  study  the  problems  of  pauperism,  and  to 
provide  against  its  evils,  is  to  be  ignorant  of  existing  facts,  such 
knowledge  is  indispensable.  But  this  law,  as  it  stands,  has  not 
furnished  it ;  and  it  will  not  hereafter  effect  its  purpose.  If  it  is 
worth  retaining  at  all,  it  is  certainly  best  so  to  amend  it,  by  pro- 
viding penalties  for  disobedience  or  otherwise,  as  to  make  it  effective.

Section  i.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Charities,  con-  Appoint

whether  their  inmates  are  properly  treated,  and  (except  in 
cases  of  detention  upon  legal  process)  to  ascertain  whether 
any  have  been  unjustly  placed,  or  are  improperly  held 
therein,  and  may  examine  witnesses,  and  send  for  persons 
and  papers,  and  correct  any  abuses  found  to  exist,  in  such 
manner  as  not  to  conflict  with  any  personal,  corporate,  or 
statutory  rights,  acting,  so  far  as  practicable,  through  the 
persons  in  charge  of  such  institutions,  and  with  a  view  to 
sustain  and  strengthen  their  rightful  authority;  and  no 
measures  shall  be  adopted  without  the  assent  of  the  per- 
sons so  in  charge,  except  at  a  meeting  of  the  board,  at 
which  at  least  four  members  shall  be  present,  or  by  a 
written  order,  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  board.  An  Appeals  to 
appeal  may  be  taken  to  the  governor  from  any  action  of  or. 
the  board,  by  the  persons  in  charge  of  such  institutions.

There  are  one  hundred  and  three  of  these  institutions  under 
our  supervision,  with  assets  amounting  to  $118,063,243.78,  and 
liabilities  amounting  to  $113,262,393.67. 

SAVINGS    BANKS. 

There  are  in  the  State  eighty-five  Savings  Banks,  an  increase 
of  one,  the  People's  Savings  Bank  of  Pawcatuck,  whicli  has  been 
incorporated  since  our  last  report. 

An  examination  of  the  following  tables  will  show  that  the  con- 
dition of  the  Savings  Banks  is  more  satisfactory  than  ever  before. 
The  proportion  of  surplus  and  interest  to  liabilities  is  large,  the 
investments  are  uniformly  good,  and  the  management  of  the 
banks  is  wholly  exempt  from  criticism.  In  every  case  where  we 
have  found  it  necessaiy  to  suggest  changes,  the  Bank  officials 
have  promptly  and  cheerfully  complied  with  our  wishes.

The  amount  due  depositors  by  the  savings  banks  is  $97,424,- 
820.85,  an  increase  of  $4,949,395.42  during  the  year,  of  $16,902,- 
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520  in  live  years,  of  $18,900,648,  in  ten  years,  of  $34,707,006  in 
fifteen  years,  and  of  $66,244,430  in  twenty  years. 

The  deposits  received  during  the  year,  including  interest  cred- 
ited, were  $23,285,784.45.  The  amount  withdrawn  during  the 
same  time  was  $18,342,389.03.  The  increase  in  deposits  is 
greater  than  in  any  year  since  1872.  The  number  of  new  ac- 
counts opened  is  42,664,  an  increase  of  5,110. 

DEPOSITORS. 

The  total  number  of  depositors  is  266,888,  an  increase  of 
10,791. 

The  number  having  $500  or  less  is  211,259,  an  increase  of 
8,892.  The  amount  due  this  class  of  depositors  is  $26,122,141.43, 
an  increase  of  $1,701,632.99,  and  the  average  due  each  depositor 
is  $124.64. 

The  number  having  more  than  $500  and  less  than  $1,000  is 
28,882,  an  increase  of  1,376.  The  amount  due  them  is  $19,928,- 
002.24,  an  increase  of  $634,690.44,  and  an  average  of  $691.41. 

The  number  having  more  than  $1,000  and  less  than  $2,000  is 
19,182,  an  increase  of  599.  The  amount  due  them  is  $26,025,- 
147.20. 

The  number  having  more  than  $2,000  is  7,625.  The  amount 
of  such  deposits  is  $25,349,529.98.  The  amount  due  each  is 
$3,285.43. 

The  average  due  depositors  in  the  State  is  $365.04.  These 
facts  are  highly  gratif^dng,  and  show  that  the  people,  in  whose 
interest  savings  banks  are  organized,  retain  confidence  in  them 
and  in  their  management.  More  than  one-third  of  the  entire 
population  of  the  State  are  depositors  with  amounts  less  than 
$500,  and  more  than  forty  per  cent,  are  depositors. 

SURPLUS    AND    INTEREST. 

The  surplus  and  interest  together  amount  to  $4,845,631.11, 
over  five  per  cent,  of  the  deposits,  and  an  increase  of  $242,755.87 
during  the  year. 

INCOME    AND    DIVIDENDS. 

The  income  of  the  banks  was  $5,294,158.30,  an  increase  of 
$91,984.22.  Upon  tlie  average  assets  tlie  income  is  nearly  five 
and  one-half  per  cent. 
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The  dividends  amount  to  $3,772,189.97,  an  increase  of  $74,- 
442.91.  It  will  be  seen  by  the  following  classified  table  of  rates 
that  fifty  of  the  eighty-five  savings  banks  have  paid  at  the  rate  of 
four  per  cent,  to  their  depositors.  As  long  as  savings  banks  con- 
tinue to  pay  dividends  greater  than  can  be  realized  upon  govern- 
ment and  other  bonds,  they  will  be  pressed  to  receive  deposits 
from  those  who  have  a  business  knowledge  and  the  ability  to 
invest  for  themselves.

EXPENSES. 

The  ofiice  expenses,  including  salaries,  amount  to  $274,156.81, 
a  fraction  more  than  one-quarter  of  one  per  cent,  of  the  average 
assets.  The  cost  and  care  of  each  account  is  about  one  dollar  and 
two  cents  per  year. 

INVESTMENTS. 

The  loans  on  real  estate  have  reached  $40,538,284.60,  an  in- 
crease of  $809,668.07,  being  the  largest  increase  in  this  class  of 
investments  for  a  number  of  years.  The  loans  on  endorsed 
paper  amount  to  $3,369,763.27,  an  increase  of  $271,946.99.  The 
loans  on  stocks  and  bonds,  $6,489,675.07,  a  decrease  of  $202,- 
162.47.  The  banks  hold  $3,116,542.99  of  United  States  bonds, 
a  falling  off  of  $132,838.00.  The  amount  invested  in  State, 
town,  city,  and  borough  bonds  is  $16,082,995.48,  an  increase  of 
$1,338,506.77.  Investments  in  railroad  bonds  liave  increased 
$3,200,666.25,  and  the  amount  now  held  is  $18,154,126.32.  The 
amount  of  bank  stocks  held  by  the  banks  is  $6,171,539.04.  an  in- 
crease of  $11,939.27.  The  cash  on  hand,  and  on  deposit  in 
national  banks  is  $3,355,874.28,  a  decrease  of  $141,803.48. 
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KEAL    ESTATE. 

The  real  estate  owned  by  the  savings  banks  is  valued  at  $4,- 
738,928.86,  a  decrease  of  $140,687.43.  The  income  from  real 
estate  during  the  year  was  $107,793.98.  The  amount  uninvested 
or  yielding  no  income  is  $819,281.32. 

REPORTS    OF    RECEIVERS. 

The  reports  of  the  receivers  of  the  Townsend  Savings  Bank 
and  of  the  Willimantic  Trust  Company  follow  the  detailed 
reports. 

The  courts  have  ordered  a  hnal  dividend  of  five  and  seven- 
tenths  per  cent,  to  be  paid  to  the  depositors  of  the  Townsend 
Savings  Bank.  Since  1874,  when  the  bank  was  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  receivers,  the  depositors  have  been  paid  forty  per 
cent.,  which,  with  this  final  dividend,  makes  the  total  amount 
received  by  them  forty-five  and  seven-tenths  per  cent. 

The  receivers  of  the  Willimantic  Trust  Company  report  the 
value  of  the  assets  now  in  their  hands,  $33,932.08  ;  amount  due 
depositors,  $95,965.32;  number  of  depositors,  222.  Since  the 
bank  was  placed  in  the  receivers'  hands,  they  have  paid  to  depos- 
itors ninety-two  and  one-half  per  cent,  of  their  claims. 

We  drop  the  Eastford  Savings  Bank  from  our  report,  it  hav- 
ing been  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  receiver  in  May,  1883,  and 
the  courts  having  ordered  him  to  pay  a  final  dividend  of  forty- 
one  and  one-quarter  per  cent,  to  depositors. 

THE    CITY    BAiq^K    OF    HARTFORD. 

At  an  examination  of  the  City  Bank  of  Hartford,  made  in 
June,  1886,  we  found  a  large  amount  of  over-due  and  suspended 
paper  of  uncertain  value,  upon  which  it  was  admitted  that  the 
loss  would  be  so  great  as  to  impair  the  capital  stock.  This  paper 
came  into  the  possession  of  the  bank,  while  it  was  doing  business 
under  tlie  National  Banking  Act.  A  reduction  of  the  capital 
stock  as  provided  by  the  State  laws,  revision  of  1875,  page  286, 
section  6,  would  put  the  bank  in  a  healthy  condition.  Your 
commissioners  therefore  advised  a  reduction  of  the  capital  from 
$500,000  to  $440,000,  and  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  shares 
from  5,000  to  4,400.  At  a  meeting  of  the  stockliolders  in  June, 
this  course  was  adopted,  and  your  commissioners,  as  required  In- 
law, respectfully  submit  their  action  in  the  matter  to  the  General 
Assem}>ly  for  appj-oval. 
c 
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IN"    CONCLUSION. 

It  would  not  be  proper  for  your  commissioners  to  enlarge 
upon  the  influence  wliicli  the  savings  banks  exert  upon  the  mate- 
rial prosperity  of  the  State.  That  is  a  subject  which  has  been 
treated  of  from  the  time  the  lirst  savings  bank  was  opened  until 
the  present ;  yet  the  banks  advance  so  rapidly,  and  the  number 
of  depositors  has  become  so  large,  that  we  feel  justified  in  refer- 
ring to  some  of  the  most  impressive  facts  : 

linearly  one-half  of  the  population  of  this  State, — men,  women, 
and  children  —  hold  the  little  books  which  show  that  they  are, 
to  a  greater  or  less  extent,  capitalists,  receivers  of  interest  from 
money  earned,  saved,  and  not  needed  to  supply  present  wants. 

This  shows  that  habits  of  industry,  frugality,  and  economy  are 
characteristic  of  our  people,  and  of  an  increasing  proportion  of 
them.  It  follows  that  these  depositors,  careful  and  thoughtful 
of  what  immediately  concerns  their  personal  interests,  are  natu- 
rally intelligent  and  capable  of  filling  higher  places,  and  of 
accepting  more  extended  responsibilities. 

Two  hundred  and  sixty-six  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty- 
eight  industrious,  economical,  prudent,  and  thoughtful  citizens 
in  our  State  is  something  to  be  proud  of,  and  the  fact  that  the 
$97,424,820.25  saved  by  them  is  so  honestly  and  ably  managed 
that  every  dollar  of  it  is  absolutely  safe,  that  every  depositor 
receives  from  his  investment  a  percentage  higher  than  is  paid  by 
government  bonds,  and  that  the  expenses  of  investment  and 
management  are  so  very  small  in  proportion  to  the  magnitude  of 
the  trust,  is  something  unparalleled  in  the  history  of  financial 
management,  and  an  unimpeachable  testimony  to  the  success  of 
these  institutions  and  to  the  wisdom  of  the  legislation  under 
which  such  results  have  been  achieved. 

Your  commissioners  respectfully  request  that,  should  an 3^  addi- 
tional legislation  be  proposed,  it  may  be  carefully  considered, 
and  not  adopted  unless  it  should  appear  to  be  for  the  interest  of 
the  savings  banks  of  the  State.

Any  person  interested  as  a  creditor  of  sncli  insol- 
vent corporation  may  apply,  in  writing,  to  said  court  at  any

or  any  part  of  the  interest  thereon  for  a  period  of  more  than 
twenty  years  next  preceding  ;  provided^  however^  that  this  act 
shall  not  apply  to  the  deposit  made  by  any  person  known  to 
the  bank  to  be  living. 

Sec.  2.  The  Comptroller  shall  communicate  the  state- 
ments which  have  been  delivered  to  him  as  provided  in  section

[An  Act  to  Amend  the  Laws  relating  to  Internal  Revenue.] 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.     ^     ^     ^     ^ 

Section  22.  That  whenever  and  after  any  bank  has  ceased  insolvent  bank 
to  do  business  by  reason  of  insolvency  or  bankruptcy,  no  tax 
shall  be  assessed  or  collected,  or  paid  into  the  Treasury  of  the 
United  States  on  account  of  such  bank,  which  shall  diminish 
the  assets  thereof  necessary  for  the  full  payment  of  all  its 
depositors ;  and  such  tax  shall  be  abated  from  such  national 
banks  as  are  found  by  the  Comptroller  of  the  Currency  to  be 
insolvent ;  and  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue,  when 
the  facts  shall  so  appear  to  him,  is  authorized  to  remit  so 
much  of  said  tax  aojainst  insolvent  State  and  savino-s  banks 
as  shall  be  found  to  affect  the  claims  of  their  depositors. 

That  in  making   further   collections  of   internal   revenue  Relating  to  tax 
taxes  on  bank  deposits,  no  savings  bank,  recognized  as  such  banks  having 
by  the  laws  of  its  State,  and  having  no  capital  stock,  shall  on  st^ock?^  '^ 
account  of  mercantile  or  business  deposits  herotofore  received, 
upon  which  no  interest  has  been  allowed  to  the  parties  mak- 
ino;  uch  deposits,  be  denied  the  exemptions  allowed  to  savings 
banks  having  no  capital  stock  and  doing  no  other  business 
than  receiving  deposits  to  be  loaned  or  invested  for  the  sole 
benefit  of  the  parties  making  such  deposits,  without  profit  or 
compensation  to  the  banks,  if  such  bank  has  paid  the  lawfu^ 
tax  upon  the  entire  average  amount  of  such  business  or  mer. 
cantile  deposits  ;  ])Ut  nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed 
to  extend  said  exemptions  to  deposits  hereafter  made,  or  in 
any  way  to  affect  the  liability  of  such  deposits  to  taxation. 

That  section  thirty-four  hundred  and  eight  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  be  amended  by  striking  out  all  after  the  thirtieth 
line  and  inserting  the  following: 
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"  Associations  or  companies  known  as  provident  institu- 
tions, savings  banks,  savings  funds,  or  savings  institutions

SYNOPSIS  OF  DECISIONS 


OF   THE 


SUPREME  COURT  OF  ERRORS  OF  CONNECTICUT, 

RELATING  TO  SAYINGS  BANKS. 


DEPOSITS    ES^    TETJST. 

A  widow  with  a  considerable  estate  and  no  children 
deposited  in  a  savings  bank  $250  in  her  own  name  as  trustee 
for  a  boy  thirteen  years  of  age,  whose  parents  were  near 
neighbors  and  friends,  and  who  was  accustomed  to  do 
errands  for  her.  Shortly  after  making  the  deposit  she 
told  the  boy's  parents  that  she  had  deposited  that  amount 
in  the  savings  bank  for  their  son,  and  again  alluding  to  it, 
remarked  that  it  would  be  needed  for  his  education.  She 
kept  the  bank-book  herself,  and  two  years  thereafter  drew 
out  a  part  of  the  money,  and  a  year  later  the  balance  with 
accrued  interest,  signing  receipts  in  her  own  name,  and 
appropriating  the  money  to  her  own  use.  She  died  four 
years  later,  leaving  a  will  in  which  no  allusion  was  made 
to  the  deposit,  and  nothing  was  given  to  the  boy.  It  was 
found  by  the  court  below  that  at  the  time  she  made  the 
deposit  she  intended  to  make  a  gift,  to  take  effect  either 
then  or  at  some  future  time.  Held,  that  she  made  a  complete 
gift  at  the  time  of  the  deposit,  and  could  not  afterwards 
revoke  it.  Held,  also,  that  the  trust  was  to  be  regarded  upon 
the  facts  as  only  for  the  boy's  minority,  and  that  upon  his 
becoming  of  age  the  legal  title  would  vest  in  him  without 
any  further  act  to  end  the  trust.  —  Minor  vs.  Rogers^  ttO  Conn. 
Keports,  p.  512. 
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DEPOSITS    TO    THE    CREDIT    OF    ANOTHER. 

A  woman  deposited  $160  in  a  savings  bank  for  E.  K.,  her 
neice,  the  deposit  being  placed  to  the  credit,  on  the  books  of 
the  bank,  of  "  E.  K.  —  M.  K.  guardian  ";  she  at  the  same  time 
informing  the  guardian  of  her  niece  that  she  had  made  such  a 
deposit.  A  bank  book  was  delivered  to  her  by  the  bank  with 
the  deposit  so  entered,  but  she  retained  possession  of  it,  and 
afterward  had  the  money  transferred  back  to  her  by  the 
guardian.  The  court  below  found  that  at  the  time  the 
deposit  was  made  she  intended  it  as  a  gift  to  her  neice.  Held 
to  be  a  complete  gift,  and  beyond  the  power  of  revocation.  — 
Kerrigan  vs.  Rantigan^  43  Conn.  Reports,  p.  17. 


PAYMENT    OF    DEPOSITS    ON    FORGED    ORDER. 

A  savings  bank  paid  money  on  an  order  to  a  person  who 
brought  with  it  the  depositor's  bank  book.  It  proved  that 
the  order  was  forged  and  that  the  bank  book  had  been  stolen. 
The  savings  bank  had  a  standing  rule,  on  account  of  the 
difficulty  of  identifying  its  depositors,  that  any  person  bring- 
ing the  bank  book  of  a  depositor  should,  in  the  absence  of 
suspicious  circumstances,  be  taken  to  be  the  depositor,  or  to 
have  an  order  from  him  ;  and  the  book  contained  in  conspic- 
uous letters  on  the  cover  the  following  notice :  "  Caution  to 
depositors.  This  book  should  be  preserved  with  great  care. 
If  it  should  be  lost,  give  immediate  inforjnation  at  this  office.' 
The  by-laws  of  the  bank  were  also  printed  on  the  cover  of 
the  book,  one  of  which  was  as  follows  :  "  Payment  on  deposits 
shall  be  made  only  to  the  depositor  or  his  order,  oi*  to  his  legal 
representatives,  on  the  presentation  of  the  depositor's  book." 
Tlie  depositor  had  no  actual  notice  of  the  rule  of  the  bank 
except  wliat  would  be  conveyed  by  this  by-law  and  caution. 
.Held,  in  an  action  brought  against  the  bank  by  the  depositor 
to  recover  the  amount  paid  out  on  the  forged  order,  that  the 
bank  could  not  avail  itself  of  that  payment  in  defense,  and 
that  the  plaintiff  is  entitled  to  recover.  Had  the  book  con- 
tained this  further  notice,  that  the  presentation  of  the  book 
shall  be  taken  to  be  full  authority  for  paying  the  mone}^,  and 
this  rule  been  brought  distinctly  to  the  knowledge  of  the 
depositor,  and  assented  to  by  him,  the  bank  would  have  been 
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justified   in  the  payment  on  the  forged  order.  —  Eaves    vs. 
People's  Savings  Banh^  27  Conn.  Reports,  p.  229. 

SCALING   DEPOSITS. 

A  savings  bank  in  the  course  of  its  business  met  with  a 
loss  equal  to  24  per  cent,  of  its  deposits,  which  sum  was  by 
vote  of  the  directors  apportioned  pro  rata  among  the  depos- 
itors, and  this  action  of  the  directors  was  afterwards  validated 
and  confirmed  by  resolve  of  the  General  Assembly.  In  an 
action  by  a  depositor  to  recover  his  pro  rata  share  of  such 
loss,  it  was  held  that  the  defendant  was  merely  the  agent  of 
the  plaintiff  to  receive  and  hold  his  money,  that  the  loss  was 
occasioned  by  the  plaintiff's  own  act  through  the  instrument- 
ality of  his  agent,  and  that  independently  of  the  resolve  of  the 
General  Assembly  he  was  not  entitled  to  recover.  —  Bunnell 
vs.  Gollinsville  Sav.  Sojc.,  39  Conn.  Reports,  p.  203. 

SET-OFF. 

A  depositor  in  a  savings  bank,  who  is  also  a  debtor  to  the 
bank  as  a  borrower  of  its  funds,  cannot  ....  set  off* 
the  amount  of  his  deposits  against  his  indebtedness.  When, 
however,  a  man  indebted  to  a  savings  bank  as  borrower 
deposited  an  amount  less  than  the  debt,  intending  to  use  the 
money  so  deposited  for  a  payment  upon  the  debt,  it  was  held 
that  the  amount  deposited  could  be  set  off  against  the  debt. 
A  savings  bank  is  an  agent  for  the  depositors,  receiving  and 
loaning  their  money,  and  its  losses  are  their  losses,  and  are  to 
be  borne  by  them  equally  to  their  interest. —  Osborn  vs.  Byrne, 
43  Conn.  Reports,  p.  155. 


The  treasurer  of  a  savings  association  appointed  in  1851 
was  annually  re-appointed  until  1858.  Upon  his  first  appoint- 
ment he  gave  bond  with  sureties  for  the  faithful  discharge  of 
the  duties  of  his  office,  and  no  new  bond  was  afterwards  given. 
He  committed  no  default  until  after  his  re-appointment  in 
1856.  By  the  constitution  of  the  corporation  the  directors 
were  to  be  appointed  annually,  and  they  were  to  appoint  the 
treasurer  and  other  officers  —  all  the  officers  of  the  corporation 
to  continue  in  office  until  the  next  annual  meetinir,  and  until 
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otliei's  should  be  elected  in  tlieir  stead.  Held,  that  the  office 
was  an  annual  one,  and  that  the  obligation  of  the  bond  did 
not  extend  beyond  the  year  for  which  the  treasurer  was  first 
appointed.  An  official  bond  may  be  so  drawn,  in  the  case  of 
an  officer  who  is  to  be  annually  appointed,  as  to  guarantee 
his  fidelity  while  he  remains  in  office  under  the  first  or  suc- 
cessive appointments,  but  the  language  must  be  clear  and 
definite,  or  the  common  law  rule  will  control,  aud  courts  will 
treat  it  as  an  annual  bond.  —  Welch  vs.  Seymour ,  28  Conn. 
Keports,  p.  387.

Governor  of  Connecticut : 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  the  report  of  the  Bureau  of 
Labor  Statistics  for  the  year  1886. 

By  a  resolution  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  at  the 
last  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  our  special  attention 
was  directed  to  the  subjects  of  weekly  payment  and  child 
labor.  We  have  received  returns  giving  information  on  these 
subjects  concerning  more  than  seventy  thousand  operatives; 
that  is,  two-thirds  of  the  factory  hands  in  the  State.  These 
returns  furnish  statistics  with  regard  to  time  and  manner  of 
payment,  sex,  age,  and  hours  of  labor. 

We  have  collected  information  with  regard  to  the  attach- 
ment of  wages,  and  the  influence  of  credit  on  prices  as  illus- 
trated by  the  experience  of  stores  in  different  parts  of  the 
State. 

We  have  also  investigated  the  work,  wages,  and  general 
condition  of  women  and  children  in  a  few  selected  districts; 
not  attempting  to  cover  a  great  deal  of  ground,  but  taking 
great  care  to  make  the  iufonnation  as  complete  and  accurate 
as  possible  in  the  districts  canvassed.

TIME    AND    MAKN-ER     OF     PAYMENT. 

Of  the  factory  operatives  in  Connecticut,  a  little  less  than 
two-fifths  are  paid  weekly,  a  little  more  than  two-fifths  monthly ; 
most  of  the  others  fortnightly  (pp.  4,  5). 

The  largest  percentage  of  weekly  payments  is  found  in  'New 
Haven  County,  where  more  than  two-thirds  of  the  operatives 
are  paid  in  this  way,  and  where  monthly  payment  is  quite  in- 
frequent. Weekly  payment  is  also  becoming  more  general  in 
Tolland  County  and  in  some  parts  of  Fairfield  County.  In 
the  latter,  however,  fortnightly  payment  is  the  rule.  In 
Hartford  County  nearly  two-thirds  of  the  employees  are  paid 
monthly;  in  the  four  other  counties  of  the  State,  monthly 
payment  is  all  but  universal,  from  three-quarters  to  five-sixths 
of  the  operativ^es  being  paid  in  this  way  (pp.  6-9). 

The  percentage  of  weekl}^  payments  is  greater  among  the 
larger  establishments  (pp.  10-13). 

433  establishments  reported  a  salary  list  of  a  trifle  over 
2,000  persons.  Aside  from  salary  receivers  a  little  more  than 
three-sevenths  of  the  hands  are  paid  by  the  piece,  not  quite 
four-sevenths  by  the  day  (pp.  14,  15).  The  proportion  of 
piece-work  is  greatest  among  women,  nearly  two-thirds  of 
whom  are  paid  in  this  manner  (pp.  18,  19). 

The  prevalence  of  piece-work  has  little  or  nothing  to  do 
witli  the  question  of  w^eekly  or  monthly  payment.  In  fact, 
weekly  payments  are  a  trifle  more  frequent  with  piece-hands, 
or  establishments  having  a  majority  of  piece-hands,  than  witli 
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daj-liands  or  establishments  where  day-hands  constitute  the 
majorit}^  (p.  16). 

Of  the  concerns  that  now  pay  monthly,  about  one-quarter 
say  that  they  do  so  because  there  is  no  demand  for  a  change. 
Nearly  one-third  consider  weekly  payment  quite  impracticable. 
The  remainder  base  their  opposition  to  the  change  to  an  al- 
most equal  extent  on  the  added  expense  of  paying  weekly  and 
the  belief  that  it  would  be  bad  for  the  hands  (pp.  44,  45). 

Of  eighty-live  concerns  that  have  recently  made  a  change 
in  the  time  of  payment,  thirty-nine  report  decidedly  good 
effect ;  eight  decidedly  bad  effect ;  and  thirty-eight  little  or 
no  effect. 

CREDIT    AND    PRICES. 

Of  the  concerns  reporting,  over  one-third  own  their  em- 
ployees' tenements  to  a  considerable  extent ;  about  half  own 
no  tenements  at  all  ;  the  remainder  own  simply  the  houses  of 
one  or  two  persons  in  special  positions  requiring  nearness  to 
the  mill  (p.  42).  Little  more  than  one-tenth  of  the  companies 
own  boarding-houses,  and  a  still  smaller  proportion  own  stores 
(pp.  42,  43).  ^ 

Returns  from  about  half  the  mills  in  the  State  show  a  total 
of  1,726  cases  of  flictorizing  of  wnges  in  the  year  1885.  This 
would  indicate,  roughly,  a  total  of  4,000  cases  among  factory 
hands,  and  peiliaps  5,000  cases  among  wage  workers  of  all 
kinds. 

Cases  of  assignment  of  wages  are  probably  more  than  twice 
as  frequent  as  cases  of  factorizing. 

Factorizing  is  not  avoided  by  weekly  payment  of  wages  ; 
the  proportion  of  cases  reported  is  as  high  among  weekly  pay- 
ment mills  as  elsewhere.  Weeklj-  payment  does  not,  in  itself, 
prevent  this.  It  simply  gives  a  chance  to  pay  cash  if  the 
operative  is  so  inclined,  and  makes  the  collection  of  debts  a 
trifle  more  dilticult.  The  weekly  payment  districts  contain 
the  most  cash  stores  with  no  bad  debts  at  all ;  they  also  con- 
tain the  credit  stores  reporting  the  largest  percentage  of  bad 
debts  (pp.  64,  65). 

This  percentage  is  nowhere  very  large.     It  increases  quite 
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steadily  with  the  increase  of  credit  business,  but  rarely  rises 
as  high  as  three  per  cent. 

The  difference  between  the  prices  of  cash  and  credit  stores 
is  very  much  greater  than  this.  It  is  hard  to  make  an  esti- 
mate of  the  exact  amount.  The  figures  on  page  GG  warrant  us 
in  sa^ang  that  the  difference  in  price  between  stores  similarly 
situated,  doing  three-quarters  cash  business  or  three-quarters 
credit  business,  respectively,  will  average  six  per  cent.  (pp. 
66-70). 

This  figure  may  fairly  be  taken  as  representing  the  cost  of 
the  credit  system  in  retail  trade. 

Such  results  are  of  course  based  upon  a  comparison  of  prices 
in  the  same  cities  or  villages  and  the  same  class  of  trade ;  be- 
tween different  places,  no  such  comparison  is  possible.  Prices 
of  groceries  and  provisions — which  constitute  the  main  item 
in  the  working-men's  expense  —  are  lowest  in  our  reports  from 
New  London ;  they  are  also  low  in  New  Haven  and  Bridge- 
port, while  in  other  large  towns  and  cities  they  average  much 
higher  than  in  the  villages.  We  thus  have  three  distinct 
groups :  Cities  with  a  considerable  shipping  trade,  where 
prices  are  low  ;  other  cities  and  towns,  where  prices  are  high; 
and  finally,  country  towns  and  villages,  where  the  prices  of 
provisions  are  lower  than  in  the  second  class,  though,  as  a 
rule,  not  quite  so  low  as  in  the  first  (pp.  68,  69).  The  difi'er- 
ence  in  rents,  however,  makes  these  towns  the  cheapest  of  any. 

EMPLOYMENT    OF    WOMEN    AND    CHILDKEN. 

Of  some  70,000  hands  whose  sex  and  age  are  specified  in 
our  returns,  there  are  20,000  women,  and  a  little  less  than 
3,000  children.  The  latter  figure  is  undoubtedly  too  small  in 
proportion  to  the  whole  number.  (3n  the  other  hand,  the 
United  States  Census  figures  on  this  same  subject  are  pretty 
certainly  too  large.  It  seems  likely  that  about  5,000  children 
under  fifteen  are  employed  in  Connecticut  establishments. 

Monthly  payment  is  most  frequent  with  children,  somewhat 
less  so  with  women,  and  least  frequent  with  men  (pp.  20,  21). 

The  average  proportion  of  women  employed  increases  with 
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the  size  of  the  factory.  In  the  smaller  establishments,  less 
than  a  quarter  of  the  hands  are  women  ;  in  the  larger  ones, 
nearly  one-tliird.  On  the  other  hand,  the  number  of  children 
reported  reaches  a  maximum  in  mills  employing  between  one 
and  two  hundred  hands,  and  then  diminishes  (pp.  26,  27). 
This  seems  to  make  it  probable  that  most  of  the  smaller  mills 
employing  children  made  either  no  returns,  or  inadequate 
ones. 

The  percentage  of  women  employed  does  not  vary  as  much 
as  would  be  expected  between  different  localities.  It  is  lowest 
in  Litchfield  County,  and  highest  in  Tolland  County  (pp. 
22-25). 

The  percentage  of  child  labor,  on  the  other  hand,  varies 
greatly,  rising  as  high  as  eleven  per  cent,  in  Windham  County, 
and  falling  to  less  than  three  per  cent,  in  ]N"ew  Haven  County 
(pp.  22-25). 

The  employment  of  women  reaches  by  far  the  largest  pro- 
portion in  the  manufacture  of  wearing  apparel,  where  they  are 
nearly  twice  as  numerous  as  the  men  ;  also  in  the  silk  mills, 
where  about  the  same  proportion  holds  good.  In  other  textile 
mills,  especially  in  the  wool  manufacture,  the  men  outnumber 
the  women. 

The  employment  of  children  reaches  the  largest  proportions 
in  textile  industry,  which  gives  employment  to  nearly  twice 
as  many  children  as  all  other  factory  industries  put  together. 
The  proportion  of  children,  and  in  particular  of  young  chil- 
dren, is  much  largest  in  the  cotton  mills,  where  it  reaches 
nearly  twelve  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number  employed.  The 
general  percentage  of  children  in  all  textile  industries  is  a 
little  less  than  nine. 

The  greater  part  of  the  children  employed  in  the  production 
or  textile  goods  and  wearing  apparel  are  engaged  in  tending 
machinery  ;  in  other  lines  of  industr}',  such  employment  is  the 
exception.  Most  establishments  either  in  metal  or  in  miscel- 
laneous manufacture,  represent  children  as  engaged  in  cleaning: 
and  packing,  in  helping  adult  laborers,  or  simply  in  occasional 
odd  jobs  about  the  shop  (p.  28).  The  result  of  this  difference 
is,  that  the  direct  competition  of  child  labor  is  hardly  felt  in 
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many  of  these  lines,  and  tlie  sj^stem  is  seen  at  its  best  instead 
of  at  its  worst. 

The  employment  of  women  in  metal  establishments  is,  for 
the  most  part,  on  lines  similar  to  that  of  children  —  cleaning, 
finishing,  assorting,  or  packing.  There  are,  however,  a  great 
many  establishments,  especially  in  the  brass  manufacture, 
where  the  work  of  tending  machinery  is  largely  done  by 
women.  The  number  employed  in  the  administrative  force 
of  all  lines  of  industry  is  also  considerable  (p.  29). 

Returns  giving  the  wages  of  about  three  thousand  women 
in  the  city  of  New  Haven,  w^here  they  are  perhaps  em])loyed 
in  a  greater  variety  of  lines  than  anywhere  else  in  the  State, 
show  an  average  weekly  wage  of  a  trifle  over  six  dollars  and 
a  half.  The  lowest  average  wages  are  found  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  wearing  apparel.  Wages  under  six  dollars  are  excep- 
tional (pp.  98-100). 

Returns  concerning  the  employment  of  children  in  four 
mill  towns  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  State,  show  a  scale  of 
wages  running  down  from  about  a  dollar  a  day  for  hands  over 
eighteen  years  of  age,  to  thirty-five  and  forty  cents  for  the 
youngest  hands — in  exceptional  cases  still  lower.  The  aver- 
age wages  were  higher,  and  the  work  a  little  steadier,  in 
woolen  mills  than  in  cotton  mills,  for  children  of  the  same  age. 

HOURS    OF    LABOR. 

Of  65,627  hands  in  the  larger  establishments  of  the  State, 
3,345,  or  about  five  per  cent.,  were  employed  fifty-four 
hours  or  less ;  14,647,  or  a  little  over  twenty-two  per  cent., 
from  fifty-five  to  fifty-nine  hours  ;  37,033,  or  considerably 
over  fifty-six  per  cent.,  were  employed  either  fifty-nine  and  a 
half  or  sixty  hours  —  that  is  to  say,  ten  hours  a  day  ;  while 
the  remainder,  10,602,  or  sixteen  per  cent,  had  an  average 
working  day  of  more  than  sixty  hours  (pp.  32,  33). 

Nearly  all  the  cases  of  steady  employment  for  more  than  ten 
hours  daily  in  t\\e  factories  of  the  State,  were  found  in  tlie  tex- 
tile industry,  although  there  were  many  other  establishments 
reporting  more  or  less  over-time.       The  longest  hours    re- 
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ported  in  work  of  any  kind  were  among  the  barbers  —  ninety- 
two  liours  weekly.  Several  outdoor  employments,  with  ex- 
ceptionall}^  long  hours  —  for  instance,  street  car  drivers  — 
made  no  report. 

Some  of  the  mineral  industries,  like  lime  burning,  report 
very  long,  though  usually  somewhat  irregular,  hours.  The 
paper  mills  run  for  exceedingly  long  hours,  though  with  such 
relays  that  comparatively  few  of  the  hands  work  over  ten 
hours  daily.  The  regular  working  time  of  the  bakers  some- 
times has  been  twelve  hours  a  day,  and  this  is  considerably 
less  than  it  was  a  few  j^ears  ago. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  cigarniakers  work  but  eight  hours  a 
day;  a  decided  reduction  in  recent  years,  the  last  stage  ot 
which  was  accomplished  in  May  of  this  year.  This  was  the 
only  trade  where  the  attempt  to  secure  an  eight-hour  day, 
which  was  to  have  been  widely  undertaken,  was  actually  carried 
into  effect.  A  number  of  other  trades  report  slight  reductions 
in  recent  years  (p.  76). 

The  difference  in  time  between  the  eastern  and  western 
counties  is  quite  noticeable.  In  the  three  eastern  counties, 
more  than  half  of  the  hands  reported  are  employed  over  ten 
hours  daily.  This  is;  of  course,  due  to  the  large  proportion 
of  textile  mills  in  this  district.  The  largest  percentages  of 
short  hours  are  reported  from  Middlesex,  New  Haven,  and 
Fairfield  counties  (pp.  38-41). 

The  proportion  of  very  short  hours  is  greatest  in  the  small 
establishments  ;  otherwise,  the  difference  is  not  particularly 
noticeable  between  establishments  of  different  sizes.  The 
largest  percentage  of  very  long  hours  is  found  in  establish- 
ments of  medium  size,  say  between  50  and  200  hands  (pp. 
40,  41). 

Of  establishments  paying  weekly,  only  one  per  cent,  run 
over  sixty  hours  a  week ;  of  those  paying  fortnightly, 
seven  per  cent.  ;  of  those  paying  monthly,  thirty-two  per 
cent.  Or,  to  put  the  same  result  in  another  form  :  of  20,812 
hands  employed  less  than  ten  hours  a  day,  6,279,  or  thirty 
percent.,  were  paid  monthly;  of  33,870  hands  employed  ten 
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hours  a  day,  12,349,  or  thirty-six  and  one-half  per  cent.,  were 
paid  monthly  ;  while  of  10,465  hands  employed  regularly 
more  than  ten  hours  a  day,  9,425,  or  fully  ninety  per  cent., 
were  paid  monthly  (pp.  36,  37). 

Twelve  per  cent,  of  the  men,  twenty-two  per  cent,  of  the 
women,  and  thirty-four  and  a  half  per  cent,  of  the  children  are 
employed  more  than  ten  hours  daily.  On  the  other  hand, 
thirty  per  cent,  of  the  men,  twenty-eight  per  cent,  of  the 
women,  and  only  eleven  per  cent,  of  the  children,  are  employed 
less  than  ten  hours  daily. 

We  thus  reach  the  conclusion  that  monthly  payments,  long 
hours,  and  child  labor  go  hand  in  hand.  This  fact  is  in  one 
sense  precisely  what  might  have  been  expected  ;  yet  the  results 
are  so  noticeable  that  they  will  bear  repeating.  First,  practi- 
cally none  of  the  weekly  payment  mills  have  a  normal  work- 
ing day  of  over  ten  hours.  Second,  —  leaving  out  cases  of 
fortnightly  or  mixed  payment,  —  a  minority  of  men,  a  ma- 
jority of  women,  and  a  two-thirds  majority  of  children  are 
paid  monthly.  Third,  less  than  one-eighth  of  the  men,  but 
more  than  one-fifth  of  the  women,  and  more  than  one-third 
of  the  children  are  emploj^ed  regularly  over  ten  hours  a  day. 
Fourth,  the  counties  and  industries  which  show  the  largest 
proportion  of  weekly  payment  show  the  smallest  proportions 
of  women  and  children  employed,  and  vice  versa. 
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EXISTING    CONDITIONS. 

When  child  labor,  long  hours,  and  monthly  payments  are 
found  together,  it  means  that  society  is  on  a  low  industrial 
level.  Any  one  of  these  things,  by  itself,  creates  a  presump- 
tion to  that  effect ;  where  they  are  all  found,  the  presumption 
becomes  overwhelming.  The  fact  that  they  habitually  go 
hand  in  hand  and  are  found  together,  indicates  that  they  are 
not  due  to  accidental  differences  in  business  methods,  but  are 
at  once  an  indication  and  a  result  of  the  character  of  the 
community  where  they  prevail. 

That  the  prevalence  of  child  labor  indicates  a  bad  state  of 
things,  hardly  needs  proof.  If  a  man  sends  his  children  to 
the  mills  at  an  early  age,  it  means  either  that  he  cannot  sup- 
port his  family  himself,  or  that  he  cares  more  for  a  slight 
increase  in  his  present  earnings  than  for  the  future  welfare  of 
his  family.  It  means  that  these  children  are  growing  up 
without  the  advantages  of  regular  education.  It  means  that 
there  is  great  danger  of  physical  deterioration,  and  little 
chance  of  intellectual  improvement.  It  means  an  addition  to 
the  ranks  of  unskilled  labor  at  present,  at  the  expense  of  the 
higher  development  of  those  laborers  in  the  future.  It  means 
that  the  community  is  more  anxious  to  increase  the  quantity 
of  its  products  than  the  quality  of  its  citizens. 

In  regard  to  long  hours,  the  case  is  similar,  though  perhaps 
not  equally  obvious.  The  good  workman,  as  a  rule,  desires 
and  needs  the  short  hours  far  more  than  the  bad  workman. 
He  is  better  able  to  make  a  good  use  of  the  leisure  time ;  he 
is  better  able  to  work  efficiently  in  shorter  hours,  to  work 
hard  for  a  moderate  time  instead  of  working  inefficiently  for 
a  longer  time.     Down   to  a  certain  point,  the  nations  who 
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work  shorter  hours  not  merely  do  better  work,  but  more 
work,  than  their  competitors.  In  Russia  the  hands  work 
twelve  hours  a  day;  in  Germany  and  France,  eleven;  in 
England,  nine.  Yet  nine  hours  a  day  of  English  work  mean 
more  than  twelve  hours  of  Russian  work.  The  laborer 
receives  better  wages,  and,  at  the  same  time,  the  manufac- 
turer gets  a  larger  product — so  much  larger  that  it  is  the 
Russian,  the  German,  or  the  Frenchman  who  requires  protec- 
tion against  his  English  competitor,  in  spite  of  the  longer  hours 
and  lower  day's  wages.  As  long  as  hours  can  be  reduced 
without  reducing  the  value  of  the  product  —  that  is  to  say,  as 
long  as  the  quantity  remains  the  same,  or  as  long  as  any  loss 
in  quantity  is  counterbalanced  by  an  improvement  in  quality 
—  so  long  will  the  laborer  continue  to  rise  in  the  industrial 
scale  with  the  shortening  of  his  hours  of  work."^  Where  we 
find  long  hours  prevailing,  it  means,  in  general,  (apart  from 
the  special  circumstances  of  particular  trades,)  that  the  system 
of  production  is  based  on  the  wants  of  the  less  efficient  mem- 
bers of  the  community  rather  than  the  more  efficient  ones. 

Monthly  payment  means,  for  the  majority  of  workmen,  a  sys- 
tem of  store  credits  which  makes  commercial  independence 
impossible.  It  means  either  that  the  hands  do  not  appreciate 
the  advantages  of  the  cash  system,  or  that  they  have  not  had 
the  chance  to  get  far  enough  ahead  to  avail  themselves  of 
those  advantages.  It  means  that  the  manufacturer  can  avoid 
the  expense  and  trouble  of  frequent  cash  payments  because 
the  hands  either  do  not  realize  the  loss  which  they  suffer,  or 
are  not  fit  to  avail  themselves  of  the  advantage  of  cash  pay- 
ment if  it  were  granted  them.  This  matter  is  discussed  at 
length  in  the  closing  sections  of  the  report. 

Now,  any  one  of  these  things,  by  itself,  may  do  little  harm. 
Monthly  payment  is  sometimes  necessitated  by  the  character 
of  the  work ;  sometimes  the  employees  are  in  such  good  posi- 

*  The  effect  of  reductions  in  the  hours  of  labor  which  diminish  the  quan- 
tity of  product  without  corresponding  increase  in  the  quality  —  in  other 
words,  which  diminish  the  value  of  the  work  performed  —  is  another 
matter.  We  do  not  enter  upon  it  here  because  it  is  better  to  base  the 
present  discussion  upon  undisputed  facts. 
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tion  financially  tliat  tliej  siifi^er  no  disadvantage  by  waiting  a 
few  weeks  for  their  pay.  Long  hours  in  some  trades  are  due 
to  the  special  exigences  of  the  business  and  not  to  any  want 
of  efficiency  on  the  part  of  the  laborer.  The  w^ork  may  be  of 
a  kind  which  requires  picked  men  for  its  performance,  who 
can  give  the  necessary  time  without  sacrifice  of  physical 
vigor. 

But  these  cases  are  exceptions.  In  the  majority  of  in- 
stances, long  hours  are  due  to  less  efficiency  instead  of  greater; 
monthly  payments  mean  less  independence  instead  of  more ; 
child  labor  means  a  sacrifice  of  the  future  to  the  present. 
And  where  the  three  things  prevail  together, —  where  women 
and  children  work  long  hours  and  are  paid  monthly,  the 
special  causes  which  may  justify  any  one  of  these  things  are 
conspicuous  by  their  absence.  We  are  therefore  warranted 
in  saying  that  while  one  of  these  things  by  itself  may  not  be 
an  evil,  the  three  things  together  are  unquestionably  bad. 

We  may  go  a  step  farther  than  this.  We  may  say  without 
hesitation  that  the  State  is  justified  in  attempting  to  meet 
these  evils  by  legislation,  provided  such  legislation  can  be  made 
effective.  For  the  monthly  paj^ment  system  and  the  eleven- 
hour  day  are  matters  wdiich  chiefly  affect  women  and  chil- 
dren, and  matters  which  touch  the  permanent  interests  of  the 
community  as  distinct  from  the  temporary  ones.  The  inter- 
ests which  are  sacrificed  are  those  which  most  need  protection 
and  are  least  able  to  protect  themselves.  We  may  say  not 
merely  that  there  is  an  evil,  but  that  there  is  theoretical 
justification  for  laws  to  do  away  with  it. 

PRACTICAL    DIFFICULTIES    OF    LEGISLATION. 

Why  do  we  hesitate  to  recommend  legislation  on  all  these 
subjects?  Why  have  we  not  virtually  admitted  the  whole 
claim  of  those  who  demand  radical  measures  of  remedy  ? 

Simply  because  the  very  facts  which  show  the  need  of 
such  laws  also  show  the  difficulty  —  we  may  fairly  add,  the 
impossibility  —  of  remedying  this  state  of  things  by  mere 
legislation.     If  any  one  of  these  things  were  a  mere  accident  of 
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business,  it  would  be  easier  to  do  away  with  it.  "When  each 
of  them  is  found  to  be  deepl}^  rooted  in  the  industrial  condi- 
tion of  society,  it  often  happens  that  no  change  is  possible 
without  altering  the  whole  character  of  the  community;  that 
mere  legislation  is  sometimes  useless,  and  sometimes  worse 
than  useless. 

Of  the  large  number  of  labor  laws  proposed  at  the  last  ses- 
sion of  the  legislature,  only  one  measure  of  importance  was 
passed.  This  was  the  law  prohibiting  the  employment  of 
children  under  thirteen  years  of  age,  and  providing  for  the 
appointment  of  inspectors  to  see  that  it  was  enforced.  If  any 
law  is  to  be  obeyed,  this  one  certainly  ought  to  be.  The 
object  to  be  attained  is  universallj^  approved.  The  law  itself 
is  moderate.  The  children  whose  employment  it  prohibits 
can  in  general  earn  but  little,  so  that  their  labor  is  not  of 
much  object  in  the  support  of  a  family.  They  can  pro- 
duce but  little;  so  that  the  advantage  which  the  manufac- 
turer can  obtain  from  employing  them  is  but  slight.  There 
is  scarcely  an  employer  of  labor  who  would  maintain  that 
the  prosperity  of  his  mill  was  dependent  upon  the  work  of 
children  as  young  as  this,  or  who  would  defend  publicly  a 
systematic  violation  of  such  a  law. 

Yet  it  is  perfectly  certain  that  without  a  system  o-f  inspec- 
tion to  enforce  its  provisions,  even  this  law  would  remain  a 
dead  letter.  The  effective  opposition  comes  in  places  where 
it  would  be  least  expected.  It  comes  partly  from  parents 
who  have  no  anxiety  for  their  children's  education,  and  little 
thought  for  their  physical  welfare ;  to  whom  the  twenty-five 
cents  a  day  that  a  child  can  earn  by  working  in  the  mills  is  a 
present  consideration  which  will  outweigh  anything  else; 
who  will  not  merely  connive  at  evasions  of  the  law,  but  make 
every  effort  to  obstruct  its  enforcement.  The  opposition 
comes  partly  from  local  authorities,  who  fear  that  some 
family  will  become  pauperized  and  come  upon  the  town  if  its 
children  are  not  employed  in  the  mill  ;  with  whom  the  imme- 
diate interests  of  the  tax-payers  are  much  more  powerful  than 
the  remote  interests  of  the  community.     In  tlie  face  of  such 
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local  opposition  no  State  authority  can  be  thoroughly  effect- 
ive; and  beyond  a  certain  limit,  the  more  it  attempts,  the  less 
it  can  actually  accomplish.  But  besides  these  cases,  there  are 
more  difficult  ones;  cases  where  the  law  involves  real  hard- 
ship in  its  execution,  and  where  the  man  who  enforces  it 
must,  in  a  certain  sense,  work  against  his  own  sympathies. 
Many  a  widowed  mother  finds  the  work  of  a  twelve-year-old 
son  an  all-important  means  of  supporting  the  family.  What 
shall  be  said  of  a  case  like  one  reported  from  Fairfield  County, 
where  a  bo}^  who  constituted  a  main  support  of  such  a  family 
was,  by  tlie  operation  of  the  child-labor  law,  driven  out  of 
employment  in  which  he  was  earning  five  dollars  a  week 
without  detriment  to  his  health  and  vigor  ? 

In  the  case  of  the  present  law,  the  answer  to  such  a  ques- 
tion is  perfectly  clear.  The  general  object  to  be  attained  is 
so  good  that  we  must  be  prepared  to  enforce  the  law  even 
though  it  may  create  great  hardship  in  individual  cases. 
The  individuals  of  that  family  and  others  like  it,  must  be  sac- 
rificed for  the  sake  of  the  general  object  of  keeping  children 
out  of  the  mills.  If  we  make  the  exception,  we  break  down 
the  whole  law.  We  have  not  the  chance  to  enforce  a  law  in 
those  cases  where  it  meets  with  our  approval  and  to  let  it  go 
in  those  cases  where  it  works  hardship.  A  single  acknowl- 
edged exception  weakens  its  force  ;  it  takes  but  a  short  series 
of  such  exceptions  to  make  it  a  dead  letter. 

Where  the  law  places  the  limit  at  thirteen,  such  exceptions 
are  few  in  number.  If  the  limit  were  placed  at  fourteen,  they 
would  be  more  numerous ;  if  it  were  placed  at  sixteen,  much 
more  numerous  —  so  numerous  as  to  create  a  grave  doubt 
whether  it  could  be  enforced  at  all. 

The  experiences  connected  with  the  working  of  the  present 
law  are  discussed  in  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Education. 
It  is  too  early  to  pass  judgment  on  its  results ;  but  the  sooner 
we  see  it  really  carried  into  complete  effect,  the  more  we 
shall  understand  just  what  we  can  accomplish  by  similar 
laws.  If  the  workingmen  want  legislation  on  these  subjects, 
the  thing  for  them  to  consider  is  not  how  much  they  can  per- 
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suade  the  legislature  to  do,  but  how  much  they  themselves, 
individually,  or  through  their  organizations,  are  willing  to 
take  the  trouble  of  enforcing.  The  enforcement  of  a  law  is 
not  a  thing  which  takes  care  of  itself;  it  must  be  vigorously 
supported  by  hard  work  on  the  part  of  all  who  are  interested. 
The  work  of  enforcing  such  a  law  may  be  easier  or  harder 
according  as  public  opinion  approves  it  more  or  less  unani- 
mously. But  to  make  a  law  worth  anything  at  all,  somebody 
must  be  willing  to  incur  the  hardship  and  odium,  and,  if 
need  be,  actual  danger,  in  order  that  its  provisions  may  be 
carried  out.  If  a  body  of  workmen  demand  legislation,  and 
then,  either  through  apathy  or  timidity,  are  not  prepared  t^ 
support  the  officer  of  the  law  in  its  execution,  they  are  simply 
encouraging  sham  legislation.  It  is  perfectly  easy  for  a  legis- 
lator to  vote  for  a  law  which  will  satisfy  the  demands  of  ex- 
tremists and  not  accomplish  its  objects.  The  more  extreme 
the  character  of  the  measure,  the  surer  it  is  of  non-enforce- 
ment. 

LABOR    ORGANIZATIONS    AND   THE    LAW. 

There  are  in  the  United  States  to-day  a  great  many  in- 
stances of  laws  unenforced  because  those  who  are  most 
immediately  interested  are  afraid  to  bring  the  matter  to  a 
test.  In  more  than  one  case,  violations  of  the  foreign  con- 
tract labor  law  are  allowed  to  go  on  from  month  to  month, 
simply  because  the  people  who  know  the  facts  are  afraid  to 
swear  to  them  before  the  regular  prosecuting  officers.  [Mow 
it  is  easy  to  see  why  this  is  so.  The  danger  they  would 
incur  is  a  real  one.  The  terrors  of  the  blacklist,  though 
sometimes  exaggerated,  have  quite  enough  foundation  in 
fact  to  make  a  workman  hesitate  before  braving  them.  Yet 
as  long  as  he  is  afraid  to  swear  to  the  facts,  there  is  no  power 
that  can  help  him.  Where  there  is  timidity,  no  matter  how 
well  grounded,  there  will  be  intimidation.  The  man  who 
expects  the  State  to  provide  for  his  riglits,  when  he  is  liimself 
afraid  to  stand  up  and  swear  to  the  truth  in  behalf  of  them, 
is  expecting  something  which  he   will   never  get.     The   best 
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tlie  State  can  do  is  to  give  him  a  chance  to  fight  for  himself. 
If  he  is  afraid  to  fight  for  himself,  nobody  else  is  going  to 
incur  the  risks  of  fiprhtino-  for  him. 

When  workmen  talk  about  telling  their  story  to  a  public 
officer  who  is  in  sympathy  with  them,  and  not  to  any  other, 
they  ruin  their  own  case  at  the  outset.  Whatever  be  the 
rights  or  wrongs  of  the  matter,  whatever  be  the  actual  state 
of  the  case,  a  man  who  will  only  tell  his  story  to  a  sympathiz- 
ing officer,  is  not  generally  regarded  as  a  very  trustworthy 
witness  or  as  a  very  respectable  object.  If  he  has  facts  and 
is  willing  to  stand  up  to  them,  he  has  a  chance  of  getting 
jlistice;  but  if  he  is  not  ready  to  bring  out  in  public  the  facts 
which  he  knows  better  than  any  one  else,  no  amount  of 
sympathy  will  help  him  in  securing  his  rights. 

It  is  precisely  here  that  labor  organizations  may  serve  a 
most  useful  purpose.  It  will  often  happen  that  an  organiza- 
tion will  dare  to  stand  up  for  rights  which  the  individual 
w^orkman  would  fear  to  defend.  When  this  happens,  it  does 
good  in  every  way.  It  insures  that  the  law  shall  have  its 
effect,  if  it  is  a  good  one,  or  be  shown  to  be  bad,  if  it  is  a  bad 
one.  It  puts  employer  and  employee  on  an  equality  before 
the  law;  it  shows  the  workmen  as  a  body  the  ditficulties  of 
enforcing  the  law,  and  at  the  same  time  teaches  them  the  les- 
son of  self-help  in  a  most  practical  way. 

The  individual  workman,  seeking  his  rights,  is  often  at  a 
great  disadvantage.  There  are,  unfortunately,  a  great  many 
manufacturers  who  object  to  any  statement  of  grievances; 
and  they  have  such  an  unreasoning  horror  of  everything  that 
looks  like  agitation,  that  they  are  not  ready  to  consider  legiti- 
mate complaints  ;  or  even  if  they  do  consider  them,  neverthe- 
less bear  a  grudge  against  the  complainant.  He  is  thence- 
forth a  marked  man.  A  pretext  is  found  for  discharging  him. 
Once  discharged,  he  finds  it  impossible  to  obtain  employment 
elsewhere.  The  use  of  the  blacklist  is  not  as  extensive  as 
workmen  commonly  suppose.  Many  a  man  who  claims  to 
have  been  blacklisted  for  doing  his  duty  b}^  the  law  and  by 
his    fellow    workmen,  turns   out,  upon  investigation,  to  have 
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been  discharged  for  incompetency,  or  drunkenness.  Yet 
there  are  enough  cases  where  the  blackhst  is  used  as  a  means 
of  suppressing  agitation,  to  make  it  a  powerful  instrument  ot 
terror  against  those  workmen  who  are  only  anxious  to  secure 
their  legitimate  rights.  And  there  is  no  doubt  that  a  great 
many  manufacturers  who  would  not  themselves  use  it  in 
this  way,  are  glad  to  turn  the  prevailing  dread  to  their  own 
account ;  exactly  as  a  great  many  leaders  of  labor  organiza- 
tions, who  would  not  themselves  sanction  intimidation,  are 
glad  to  make  use  of  the  results  of  measures  of  intimidation  to 
further  their  own  purposes. 

There  is  no  use  in  saying  that  the  workmen  ought  not  to 
be  afraid  of  the  blacklist.  The  danger,  whether  exaggerated 
or  not,  is,  to  some  extent,  real ;  and  so  serious  as  to  make  any 
man  hesitate  before  incurring  it.  Let  any  capitalist  ask  him- 
self candidly  what  he  w^ould  do  if  he  were  in  the  workmen's 
place.  Would  he  run  a  chance  of  ruining  himself  by  a  pro- 
test? or  would  he  quietly  submit  to  the  wrong  as  inevitable  ? 
How  many  capitalists,  at  non-competitive  points,  have  the 
courage  to  protest  against  the  management  of  a  railroad 
wlien  it  indulges  in  actions  of  questionable  legality  ?  Every  * 
railroad  investigation  in  the  United  States  and  England 
shows  that  the  shippers  at  local  points  are  afraid  to  stand  up 
for  their  legal  rights.  They  fear,  and  with  good  reason,  that 
any  advantage  which  they  may  secure  in  the  courts  will  be 
rendered  worse  than  useless  by  the  tactics  wliicli  the  railroad 
manager  can  if  lie  pleases  adopt  against  them.  The  shipper 
is  as  mucli  afraid  of  the  railroad  company's  arbitrary  power 
of  retaliation  as  the  workman  is  afraid  of  the  blacklist.  One 
man  is  not  any  more  willing  to  be  a  marked  man  than 
another.  In  the  railroad  legislation  now  pending  in  England, 
one  of  the  most  important  reforms  sought  by  the  shippers  is 
the  right,  on  the  part  of  boards  ot  trade,  or  other  commercial 
associations,  to  prosecute  the  complaints  of  their  individual 
members. 

Now,  the   relation    of    the   emploj'ees  to  the  employer  is, 
in  some  respects,  very  much  like  that  of  the  shippers  to  the 
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railroad.  The  individual  employee,  or  individual  shipper,  is 
at  til e  mercy  of  the  employer  or  the  railroad.  The  latter  can, 
for  the  time  being,  dictate  the  terms  of  every  contract,  and 
make  arbitrary  differences  between  the  individuals.  It  is 
only  when  the  shippers  or  the  employees  take  action  as  a 
body  that  they  obtain  a  power  which  is  not  merely  equal  to 
that  of  the  railroad  or  the  employer,  but  far  greater.  In  fact, 
the  greatness  of  this  power,  under  extraordinary  circum- 
stances, constitutes  a  most  serious  danger.  It  is  important 
that  it  should  be  given  every  means  of  legitimate  action 
under  ordinary  circumstances.  If  such  action  is  restricted,  it 
w^ill  sooner  or  later  find  expression  in  means  of  doubtful  legal- 
ity, and  destructive  to  all  parties  concerned. 

In  other  words,  if  organized  labor  takes  a  fair  legal  chance 
for  prosecuting  the  grievances  of  individuals,  it  simply  gives 
those  individuals  a  fair  chance  before  the  law  ;  if  organized 
labor  does  not  prosecute  such  grievances,  it  gives  the  em- 
ployers an  immunity  from  interference  at  present,  but  at  the 
risk  of  almost  revolutionary  consequences  in  the  future. 

There  is  nothing  to  prevent  the  Knights  of  Labor,  or  a 
trades  union,  from  being  incorporated  under  the  law  of  the 
State  of  Connecticut  at  present.  Though  not  generally 
understood,  this  is  a  fact. 

If  a  law  has  been  violated,  there  is  nothing  to  prevent  an 
assembly  of  the  Knights  of  Labor  from  instructing  its  officials 
to  force  the  prosecuting  officers  of  the  State  to  take  action  in 
the  matter;  and  such  prosecuting  officers  are  bound  to  obey 
the  demand  from  this  source  just  as  much  as  from  any  other. 
But  we  are  willing  to  go  further  than  this.  If  an  explicit 
declaration  of  the  rights  of  labor  unions  to  institute  suits 
against  employers  in  any  of  the  recognized  legal  channels  will 
help  towards  securing  this  result,  by  all  means  let  such 
declaration  be  made  as  explicitly  as  possible.  Anything  that 
will  help  to  make  workmen  understand  that  they  have  at 
once  the  right  to  demand  the  enforcement  of  the  law  and  the 
responsibility  for  a  failure  to  enforce  it  will  be  a  great  benefit 
to  the  community. 
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The  good  effect  of  sucli  a  course  would  be  felt  in  several 
directions  : 

1.  A  union  with  a  recognized  legal  position  is  less  likely 
to  commit  irresponsible  acts,  or  even  to  make  unfounded 
claims.  The  mere  fact  of  legal  recognition  tends  to  give  a 
cautious  and  conservative  character  to  the  management.  The 
power  to  enforce  the  responsibility  of  others  involves  an 
increase  in  its  own  responsibility.  The  power  to  obtain  legal 
remedies  for  a  grievance  checks  the  temptation  to  resort  to 
illegal  remedies. 

2.  It  teaches  the  lessons  of  self-help  and  self-government, 
A  man  or  an  association  that  is  given  a  fair  and  equal  fighting 
chance  soon  learns  not  to  depend  upon  appeals  for  sympatliy  ; 
he  learns  tliat  exaggerations  and  figures  of  rhetoric,  which 
sound  well  in  the  speech,  are  worse  than  useless  when  sub- 
jected to  cross-examination  ;  he  learns  that  it  does  harm  in- 
stead of  good  to  tell  a  story  which  he  is  not  ready  to  maintain 
in  the  face  of  all  the  world  ;  he  learns  the  lesson  of  talking  less 
and  getting  more. 

3.  Finally,  any  such  cliance  for  the  workingmen  to  prose- 
cute their  own  grievances  will  bring  the  laws  on  the  statute 
book  to  the  test  of  enforcement ;  it  will  help  the  execution  of 
the  good  ones ;  it  will  help  the  repeal  of  the  bad  ones ;  it  will 
do  away  with  the  attempt  to  please  everybody  by  insisting 
on  extreme  laws  which  cannot  l)e  enforced.  If  the  workmen 
have  the  execution  of  the  laws  largely  in  their  own  hands, 
the}^  will  hesitate  before  demanding  legislatioi  which  they 
are  not  willing  to  incur  the  odium  of  supporting  in  its  actual 
details. 

More  than  this.  When  workmen  are  ready  to  make  per- 
sonal effort  to  enforce  the  law  in  their  behalf,  it  is  surprising 
how  little,  legislation  is  needed.  On  the  other  hand,  where 
tlie  most  laws  seem  to  be  needed,  the  means  of  enforcing  them 
are  fewest.  When  many  abuses  exist  side  by  side,  the  attempt 
to  meet  any  one  of  them  by  legislation  iinds  fewer  peo})le  to 
enforce  it,  meets  more  enemies  and  involves  greater  hardship 
in  its  execution. 
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THE   BUEDEN    OF    A    CHANGE    FALLS    ON    THE    WEAKEST. 

This  is  wh}^  the  coincidence  of  monthly  payments,  long 
honrs,  and  child  labor  does  not  furnish  a  more  decisive  argu- 
ment in  favor  of  radical  legislation. 

It  does  indicate  a  relatively  low  condition  on  the  part  of 
the  laboring  people  —  less  independence  ;  less  time  to  them- 
selves ;  more  exhaustion  ;  more  danger  of  deterioration  of  the 
race.  Any  man  who  attempts  to  defend  one  part  of  the  system 
finds  the  presence  of  the  other  parts  a  terrible  argument 
against  him. 

But  when  people  draw  the  very  natural  conclusion  that 
these  things  ought  to  be  prohibited  by  law  the}^  make  a  mis- 
take ;  or  at  least  they  go  faster  than  the  facts  warrant.  The 
fact  that  all  these  three  things  go  together  so  uniformly  may 
show  the  need  of  legislation ;  but  it  shows  still  more  clearly 
its  impotence.  The  different  things  are  not  independent.  It 
is  of  little  or  no  use  to  attack  them  separately.  They 
indicate  a  relatively  low  condition  of  the  laborers.  Until 
that  condition  can  be  raised,  legislation  is  of  comparatively 
little  effect.  People  who  are  not  fit  for  industrial  indepen- 
dence will  persistently  continue  to  live  on  credit.  People 
who  cannot  concentrate  their  work  will  have  to  work  longer 
hours  in  order  to  compete  with  those  who  can.  Where  labor 
is  uneducated  or  undisciplined,  it  will  have  to  make  up  in 
cheapness  what  it  lacks  in  efiiciency.  Where  workmen  are 
not  tar-seeing  enough  to  look  at  the  indirect  eft'ects  of  child 
labor,  thej^  will  try  to  make  a  profit  out  of  the  work  of  their 
own  children,  and  will  be  themselves  the  most  dangerous  op- 
ponents of  the  child  labor  law.  Until  you  have  educated  them 
above  this  point,  the  attempt  to  remed}^  this  state  of  things  by 
legislation  will  involve  great  hardship,  and  will  be  of  doubtful 
success. 

It  is  on  account  of  their  educational  eftects  that  labor  or- 
o^anizations  have  the  most  incontestible  reason  for  their  exist- 
ence.  A  strike  may  turn  out  well  or  ill ;  but  if  it  is  made  by 
the  direction  of  an  organization  with  a  history,  the  lesson  is 
preserved  and  laid  up  for  the  future  ;  if  it  is  made   without 
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such  organization,  it  has  to  be  learned  all  over  again  as  many 
times  as  similar  circumstances  may  arise.  The  development 
of  English  trades  unions,  from  irresponsible  bodies  acting  by 
secret  or  violent  methods,  to  their  present  responsible  and 
sometimes  commanding  position,  has  not  been  a  mere  matter 
of  legislation  ;  they  have  risen  by  their  own  efforts  because 
they  showed  themselves  lit  to  rise.  If  the  workmen  are  re- 
sponsible and  persistent  enough  to  enforce  a  law,  they  w^ill 
generally  be  fit  to  get  the  benefit  of  the  law ;  and  only  on 
those  terms  can  they  reach  that  result.  A  good  law  is  a  great 
help  to  a  community  strong  enough  to  enforce  it  and  to  live 
under  it ;  it  usually  involves  more  liardship  than  good  to 
anyone  else. 

Take  the  case  of  the  attempt  to  enforce  the  casli  system  by 
legislation.  Whether  this  were  done  by  a  weekly  payment 
law,  or  by  the  repeal  of  the  factorizing  law,  who  would  be  the 
first  to  sufier?  Probably  the  small  manufacturers  living  in 
the  country  towns  distant  from  a  bank,  unable  to  maintain 
either  a  sufiicient  cash  reserve  or  a  sufficiently  elastic  credit. 
To  them  it  would  involve  hardship  far  greater  than  to  the 
large  manufacturer  who  is  in  a  position  either  to  obtain  cash 
from  his , customers  or  credit  at  his  bank.  It  w^ould  simply  be 
another  step  in  the  development  of  modern  industry  which 
gives  the  large  establishment  a  constantly  increasing  advantage 
over  the  smaller  one. 

And  how  would  it  affect  the  workmen  ?  It  must,  of  course, 
be  understood  that  the  natural  tendency  of  such  a  change 
would  be  slightly  to  lower  wages.  Not  very  much  ;  not  by 
any  means,  in  proportion  to  the  good  which  could  be  obtained 
Yjy  cash  purchases — but  the  slight  additional  expense  to  the 
manufacturer  must  in  some  way  come  out  of  tlie  gross 
amount  of  wages,  if  he  is  to  compete  with  other  producers  on 
the  same  terins  as  before.  Now,  what  will  be  the  result  of 
this  slight  reduction  ?  Those  who  are  able  to  appreciate  the 
advantage  of  a  cash  system  will  be  better  off*  than  before. 
The}^  will  save  a  great  deal  more  money  at  one  end  than  they 
lose  at  the  other.     But  it  is  not  every  one  that  can  thus  ap- 
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predate  or  use  the  advantage  of  the  independence  which  cash 
payment  gives.  A  few  will  be  actuallv  the  worse  for  it ; 
spending  more  in  drink,  from  the  increased  frequency  of  pay 
days.  A  great  many,  without  actually  making  a  bad  nse  of 
their  money,  will  go  on  as  before,  seeking  credit  and  getting 
it,  and  probably  paying  a  higher  price  for  it  as  the  security 
for  the  collection  of  debts  is  diminished. 

Or  if  the  laws  be  so  modified  that  they  cannot  get  credit  at 
all  —  if  the  exemption  of  wages  from  factorizing  makes  it  im- 
possible for  them  to  secure  advances  of  cash  or  goods  at  usuri- 
ous rates, —  the  present  hardship  will  often  be  felt  by  such 
persons  ten  times  more  than  the  indirect  gain.  Such  a  law 
would  make  Connecticut  a  better  place  for  those  who  know 
how  to  use  cash  ;  it  would  make  it  a  worse  place  for  those 
who  have  not  learned  the  folly  of  seeking  credit. 

The  same  reasoning  applies  to  almost  any  other  line  of 
labor  legislation.  A  few  years  ago  Massachusetts  passed  a 
law  practically  limiting  the  hours  of  labor  in  textile  mills  to 
ten  daily.  Outside  of  Massachusetts  the  same  thing  has  been 
done  bv  a  few  concerns  of  their  own  free  will.  What  has  been 
the  result  ?  Let  us  quote  from  Colonel  Wright's  own  report 
on  the  subject :  ''  It  is  apparent  that  Massachusetts  with  ten 
hours  produces  as  much  per  man  or  per  loom  or  per  spindle, 
equal  grades  being  considered,  as  other  States  with  longer 
hours.  .  .  .  The  higher  the  intelligence  of  the  operatives,  the 
more  earnestly  do  they  desire  ten  hours."  !Now,  what  do 
these  two  things  mean  taken  together?  First,  the  apparent 
disadvantage  of  Massachusetts  mills,  from  running  one  hour 
less,  has  been  overcome  by  a  more  thorough  discipline,  more 
effective  work,  and  in  many  cases,  by  greater  speeding  of  the 
machinery;  and,  second,  that  the  best  class  of  operatives 
are  the  ones  that  most  distinctly  like  the  change  where  it  is 
tried  and  want  it  where  it  is  not  tried.  But  what  of  the 
worst  class?  —  those  to  whom  higher  forms  of  discipline 
and  organization  are  impossible  ;  to  whom  it  is  the  speed,  and 
and  not  the  hours,  which  now  make  the  trouble ;  to  whom 
greater  speed  would  be  an  impossibility,  without  a  loss  in- 
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Stead  of  gain  in  working  efficienc3\  If  the  Massachusetts 
results  mean  anything,  they  mean  that  these  would  be  crowded 
out  of  competition. 

For  strong  mills,  producing  high  grades  of  goods,  and  em- 
ploying a  high  class  of  labor,  the  higher  organization  is  possi- 
ble. The  lower  grade  of  mills  and  the  lower  grade  of 
operatives  must  in  course  of  time  be  driven  out  of  the  State ; 
not  raised  up  to  the  higher  level,  but  crushed  out  by  new  con- 
ditions of  competition  which  put  a  greater  premium  on 
intelligence  and  organization.  Where  labor  laws  are  really 
enforced,  this  is  their  usual  effect.  It  does  not  result  in  a 
gratuitous  distribution  of  manufacturers' profits,  for  the  simple 
reason  that  the  majority  of  manufacturers  have  no  large  fund 
of  surplus  jDi'ofits  from  wliich  to  make  such  distribution,  and 
the  minority  who  have  the  profits  are  usually  so  situated  as 
to  feel  the  law  least.  IN^or  does  it  work  by  lifting  up  good 
and  bad  alike  to  a  higher  level  It  works  by  fixing  a  set  of 
conditions  to  which  people  who  would  continue  to  work  under 
the  new  law  must  conform.  If  they  are  able  so  to  continue, 
it  is  probably  the  better  for  them  ;  if  not,  they  must  go  some- 
where else. 

This  is  not  an  argument  against  labor  legislation.  It  is 
much  more  important  for  a  State  tha  her  population  should 
be  able  to  rise  to  a  high  standard  of  physical  and  industrial 
vigor,  than  that  she  should  have  a  few  more  mills,  employing 
a  somewhat  larger  population.  Those  are  right  who  see  that 
child  labor,  long  hours,  or  monthly  payments  mean  a  rela- 
tively lower  standard  in  the  community  ;  they  are  right  in 
saying  that  these  things  are  undesirable  ;  they  are  right  in 
saying  that  it  indicates  a  state  of  things  which  we  ought  to 
avoid. 

But  they  are  wrong  in  thinking  that  legislation  which 
shall  meet  these  evils  will  be  mainly  at  the  expense  of  the 
strong;  that  the  process  will  be  an  easy  one  and  not  a  hard 
one.  They  are  wrong  in  thinking  that  it  will  be  paid  solely 
or  chiefly  by  the  capitalist.  Any  man  who  wishes  reductions 
in  the  hours  of  labor,  or  a  higher  limit  of  age  for  the  employ 
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ment  of  cliildren,  as  a  result  of  legal  enactment,  must  be  pre- 
pared to  see  such  laws  enforced  against  the  weakest  in  the 
community  as  well  as  the  strongest,  and  must  be  prepared 
himself  to  incur  the  pain  and  the  odium  of  enforcing  them 
sometimes  against  the  efforts  and  the  wishes  of  the  very  per- 
sons they  were  designed  to  benefit.  Such  legislation  may 
help  in  raising  the  standard  of  the  community.  But  let  it  be 
clearly  understood  that  it  is  a  rough  process  and  not  a  smooth 
one  ;  that  it  frequently  bears  hardest  where  we  should  wish 
to  see  it  bear  least ;  and  that  it  is  hopeless  to  attempt  to  en- 
force it,  until  those  ^yhom  it  is  designed  to  benefit — or  at 
least,  a  large  part  of  them  —  have  risen  high  enough  to  reap 
the  benefit,  and  are  sufficiently  convinced  of  those  benefits  to 
use  their  own  personal  efforts  for  its  enforcement. 


,THE   CEEDIT   SYSTEM. 


WEEKLY    PAYMENTS. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  General  Assembly  a  strong  effort 
was  made  -to  compel  corporations  to  pay  their  employees 
weekly.  There  were  two  bills  on  the  subject,  each  of  which 
had  its  advocates  :  one,  a  law  closely  modeled  on  that  of 
Massachusetts ;  another,  less  sweeping,  which  was  intended 
to  meet  the  practical  difficulties  of  the  first,  and  provided  that 
eight}^  per  cent,  should  be  paid  weekly,  the  balances  being 
settled  at  less  frequent  intervals. 

There  was  enough  opposition  and  enough  disagreement 
among  those  who  were  ready  to  do  something,  to  prevent  all 
action,  and  the  matter  was  finally  referred  to  the  Bureau  of 
Lfibor  Statistics  for  special  investigation.  In  this  investiga- 
tion, it  has  been  our  object  to  give  the  fullest  opportunity  for 
the  statement  of  objections  of  every  kind.  If  they  are  brought 
clearly  before  the  public  in  advance  and  thoroughly  weighed, 
they  will  do  good  rather  than  harm.  They  will  help  us  to  de- 
cide what  sort  of  a  measure  is  practicable  —  likely  to  pass  and 
to  be  enforced — and  enable  us  to  avoid  legislation  which 
should  either  be  defeated  in  the  General  Assembly  or  rendered 
a  dead  letter  by  a  failure  to  enforce  it. 

We  have  to  consider  three  distinct  questions : 

1.  How  far  are  frequent  cash  payments  practicable  ?  —  in 
other  words  can  sucli  a  system  be  made  general  ? 

2.  How  far  are  such  payments  desirable?  —  in  other  words 
will  the  advantage  to  the  community  not  merely  be  sufficient 
to  make  a  law  on  the  subject  worth  enforcing,  but  be  so  obvious 
as  to  cause  the  ])eople  to  insist  on  its  enforcement? 

3.  If  the  system  proves  desirable,  by  what  means  can  it 
best  be  secured  ? 
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AYe  use  the  terra  cash  payments  in  preference  to  weekly 
payments ;  for  it  is  obyious  that  the  question  of  weekly 
payments  is  part  of  the  tar  wider  question  whether  we  are 
to  have  a  casli  system  or  a  credit  system  in  tlie  retail  trade 
of  the  community. 

]Monthly  payments  of  necessity  inyolye  store  credit.  For 
the  store  to  give  credit  with  anything  like  security,  we  must 
haye  stringent  laws  for  the  collection  of  debts.  The  system 
of  monthly  payments  thus  carries  with  it  credit  stores,  factor- 
izing, and  assignment  of  wages.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
weekly  payment  system  makes  it  possible  for  the  workman  to 
pay  cash,  and  for  the  stores  with  which  he  deals  to  require 
cash  payment.  Laws  for  the  collection  of  debts  then  become 
unnecessary  ;  and  we  have  a  system  of  weekly  payment  at  the 
factories,  cash  payment  at  the  stores,  and  little  or  no  use  of 
the  factorizing  process. 

This  statement  shows  what  are  the  leading  arguments  in 
fayor  of  weekly  payments.  They  make  the  workman  his  own 
master.  Paying  cash,  he  is  able  buy  where  he  can  get  the 
best  goods  fur  his  money.  Receiving  cash,  he  is  independent 
alike  of  his  employer  and  his  creditors. 

The  advantage  of  such  independence  is  best  seen  when  we 
look  at  what  occurs  under  the  opposite  state  of  things.  Under 
a  monthly  payment  system,  the  workman  is  always  from  four 
to  six  weeks  behind.  This  makes  him  dependent  upon  his 
employer  who  owes  him  money,  and  upon  his  storekeeper  to 
whom  he  owes  money.  Xot  receiving  or  paying  cash,  he  is 
less  careful  of  his  expenditures  ;  he  runs  up  bills  thought- 
lessly where  he  would  have  hesitated  to  pay  out  the  actual 
dollars  and  cents.  More  than  that :  he  is  in  a  manner  forced 
to  buy  of  the  store  which  has  given  him  credit,  and  to  pay 
such  prices  as  they  are  pleased  to  charge  him.  How  great 
this  difference  is  the  statistics  of  prices  are  sufficient  to  show. 
Finally,  if  he  once  becomes  hopelessly  behindhand  he  ceases 
to  care  for  independence;  content  to  buy  as  long  as  he  can 
get  credit,  and  giving  up  all  hope  of  saving  for  himself. 

We  do  not  say  that  these  results  are  universal ;  but  we  do 
say  that  the  credit  syetem  tends  to  foster  them.     This  fact  — 
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if  it  be  a  fact —  is  sufficient  to  explain  the  demand  for  a  sys- 
tem of  weekly  payments. 

In  spite  of  the  evils  of  the  credit  system  the  arguments 
against  enforcing  weekly  payment  by  statute  demand  most 
careful  attention.  They  may  be  grouped  under  three  heads. 
It  is  urged  in  the  first  place  that  such  action  is  an  unjustifiable 
interference  with  freedom  of  contract.  Second,  that  industry 
is  so  organized  as  to  render  it  in  many  cases  impracticable ;  and 
that  even  in  those  cases  where  it  is  practicable  it  involves  such 
additional  inconvenience  or  expense  as  to  render  it  undesirable. 
Third,  that  it  is  not  demanded,  at  least  by  the  better  class 
of  workmen ;  and  that  it  would  be  an  injury  rather  than  an 
assistance  to  those  whom  it  is  designed  to  benefit. 

Let  us  consider  these  arguments  in  order. 

I.       THE    CONSTITUTIONAL  OBJECTION. 

If  this  were  sound,  there  would  be  no  need  of  discussina: 
the  matter  further.  If  a  weekly  payment  law  were  uncon- 
stitutional, it  would  be  useless  to  try  to  pass  it,  however  great 
the  advantages  to  be  obtained. 

This  is  undoubtedly  the  belief  of  a  great  manj^  employers, 
but  it  is  one  which  cannot  be  maintained.  They  think  that 
such  a  law  constitutes  an  interference  with  the  freedom  of 
contract  wliich  is  at  once  unprecedented  and  unjustifiable. 
ISTow  the  first  part  of  this  view  is  obviously  true.  It  is  an 
interference  with  the  freedom  of  contract.  But  it  is  not  on 
that  account  unprecedented.  There  is  no  subject  with  which 
the  law  habitually  interferes  more  than  with  the  manner  of 
enforcement  of  contracts.  In  deciding  how  a  contract  is  to 
be  executed,  the  law  often  assumes  that  a  man  meant  a  o  reat 
many  things  which  he  did  not  mean  ;  and  it  sometimes  refuses 
to  allow  him  to  be  bound  by  a  great  many  things  which  he 
not  only  meant  but  actually  said.  If  contracts  of  a  certain 
class  are  against  public  policy  the  law  refuses  to  enforce  them, 
even  thougli  the  parties  entered  into  all  the  obligations  of  their 
own  free  will. 

For  instance,  there  are  a  great  many  cases  in  whicli  the  law 
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refuses  to  allow  common  carriers  to  exempt  themselves  from 
responsibility.  Situated  as  a  common  carrier  is,  it  is  a  matter 
of  public  concern  that  he  should  be  held  to  the  responsibility 
of  doing  his  work  with  care  and  promptness.  This  is  the 
only  protection  which  the  pnblic  has  in  entrusting  its  goods 
to  him.  If  he  chooses  to  say  that  he  will  not  take  this  respon- 
sibility in  any  individual  case,  the  shipper  would  have  no 
remedy,  apart  from  this  general  principle  of  law.  He  might 
conceivably  refuse  to  commit  his  goods  to  the  care  of  a  carrier, 
but  practically,  he  wonld,  as  a  rule,  have  no  choice.  The  par- 
ticular form  of  the  contract  would  be  almost  entirely  at  the 
discretion  of  the  carrier.  For  this  reason  the  law  refuses  to 
let  the  carrier  relieve  himself  of  responsibility^  even  where 
there  is  an  explicit  contract  that  he  should  be  thus  relieved. 
The  law  interferes  with  nominal  freedom  of  contract,  because 
such  freedom  is  practically  one-sided.  Nom inal  freedomi  leaves 
the  carrier  free  to  make  his  ow^n  terms. 

Now  there  is  a  real  analogy  between  the  relation  of  a  car- 
rier to  the  shippers  and  the  relation  of  an  employer  to  the 
workmen.  The  employer  has  to  a  large  extent  the  means 
of  dictating  the  details  of  the  contract ;  he  also  has  the 
responsibility  for  its  fulfillment.  The  only  justification  for  his 
existence  in  the  social  order  is  that  he  takes  that  responsibility. 
If  he  tries  to  relieve  himself  of  the  responsibility,  he  gives 
the  socialists  a  strong  argument  in  support  of  their  view 
that  we  have  no  use  for  sucii  men  as  he  is.  If  it  should  prove 
that  the  system  of  monthly  payment  is  attended  with  such 
consequences  as  to  relieve  the  employer  of  any  share  of  Jiis  re- 
sponsibility, or  to  prevent  the  workmen  from  getting  the  full 
benefit  of  his  wages,  there  would  be  complete  justification  for 
the  passage  of  laws  upon  the  subject. 

Nor  is  such  action  by  any  means  without  precedent.  Laws 
with  regard  to  truck  or  store  orders,  while  avowedly  based  on 
other  grounds,  touch  this  matter  very  closely.  And,  finally, 
at  the  last  session  of  the  legislature,  Massachusetts  has  gone 
to  the  extent  of  passing  a  law  compelling  corporations  to  pay 
their  employees  weekly. 
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One  point,  however,  must  not  be  overlooked.  It  may  be  a 
mistake  when  employers  believe  that  such  a  law  is  unjust  and 
unconstitutional.  But  the  existence  of  the  belief  is  itself  a  fact 
of  which  we  must  take  account.  It  makes  any  law  on  the 
subject  infinitely  harder  to  enforce.  It  is  comparatively  easy 
to  prevent  a  rogue  from  disobeying  a  law.  It  is  almost  im- 
possible to  enforce  it  against  an  honest  man  who  honestly  be- 
lieves that  it  is  null  and  void.  As  long  as  this  feeling  exists,  the 
difficulties  of  compelling  obedience  to  the  law  would  be  over- 
whelming, and  a  half  enforced  weekly  payment  law  would  be 
worse  than  nothing.  It  would  be  necessary  either  to  educate 
public  opinion  on  the  subject  to  a  point  w^hich  it  has  not  yet 
reached,  or  to  take  no  little  trouble  and  expense  to  secure  its 
enforcement.  It  becomes  a  fair  question  for  argument  whether 
the  end  to  be  obtained  is  worth  this  trouble  and  expense; 
which  brings  us  to  the  second  point,  a  much  more  difficult 
and  complicated  one. 

II.       PBACTICAL    DIFFICULTIES    OF  THE  WEEKLY  PAYMENT    SYSTEM. 

Three  leading  objections  are  urged  by  employers  as  show- 
ing how  they  would  be  hampered  by  a  compulsory  weekly 
payment  system. 

1.  In  many  lines  of  business  it  is  impossible  to  ascertain 
as  often  as  once  a  week  the  amount  which  a  man  has  earned  ; 
still  less  possible  is  it  to  pay  him  for  work  which  is  in  an 
unfinished  state. 

2.  In  a  still  larger  number  of  cases  payment  at  frequent 
intervals,  wdiile  not  absolutely  impracticable,  seems  to  involve 
additional  expense  and  inconvenience  on  account  of  the 
additional  clerical  force  and  work  wliich  it  demands. 

3.  Other  concerns,  again,  especial)}'  in  the  smaller  towns, 
find  it  difficult  to  maintain  the  necessary  cash  reserve  which 
weekly  payment  involves. 

1.       HOW    FAR    ARE    WEEKLY    PAYMENTS     IMPRACTICABLE? 

There  are  unquestionably  a  considerable  number  of  con- 
cerns with  which  weekly  settlements  in  full  would  be  an 
impossibility.     There  are  some  cases  where  ench  individual 
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piece  of  work  on  which  the  payment  is  based  takes  longer 
than  a  week  to  finish ;  where  the  attempt  to  estimate  the 
value  of  the  work  done  at  short  intervals  would  be  mere 
guess  work ;  where  the  natural  efibrt  of  the  workman  to 
avoid  this  difficulty,  by  finishing  each  piece  of  work  in  time 
for  a  weekly  pay  daj^  would  be  a  positive  loss,  botli  to  himself 
and  to  the  concern. 

''  It  takes  more  than  one  week  to  weave  a  cut,  and  it  takes  another 
week  to  measure,  inspect,  and  make  up  the  accounts.  With  so 
many  hands,  it  must  be  done  systematically  and  regularly,  and  the 
whole  month's  work  gone  through  and  examined.'' 

"  The  workmen  aim  to  finish  up  alJ  work  by  the  last  day  of  the 
month,  in  order  to  receive  pay  for  same  on  next  fifteenth.  They 
would  be  greatly  incommoded  if  required  to  finish  all  on  hand 
each  week,  and  in  a  large  number  of  cases  it  would  be  impossible 
for  them  to  do  so." 

''  Intelligent  inspection  previous  to  completion  of  the  work  is 
impossible;  therefore  much  risk  is  mcuried  by  making  any 
advances  for  work  in  process." 

And  one  man  goes  so  far  as  to  say: 

''If  it  was  compulsory,  we  should  have  to  shut  up  shop." 

This  difficulty,  as  far  as  it  goes,  is  a  real  one.  There  are 
some  concerns  wdiere  weekly  settlements  could  only  be  partial, 
and  would  be  in  the  nature  of  advances  rather  than  full 
payments.  To  any  weekly  payment  system  there  must  be 
some  exceptions.  If  no  such  exceptions  were  allowed  by  the 
Legislature  —  in  other  words,  if  full  payment  each  week 
were  made  obligatory  —  there  would  be  many  instances 
where  workmen  simply  could  not  insist  on  their  rights  with- 
out great  loss  to  themselves,  as  well  as  to  their  employers. 

But  these  cases  are  by  no  means  so  frequent  as  is  com- 
monly supposed.  Some  people  talk  as  though  the  existence 
of  piece-work  in  itself  rendered  weekly  payments  nearly 
impossible;  and  as  though  a  sub-contract  system  rendered 
weekly  payment  quite  impossible.  Now,  as  a  matter  of 
fact,  several  of  those  concerns  in  which  the  contract  system  is 
most   fully   developed   have   been   among    the   earliest   and 
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strongest  advocates  of  weekly  payments.  There  may  be  cases 
where  the  contract  system  makes  additional  difficulty  in  fre- 
quent settlement,  but  it  does  not  do  so  universally.  Still  less 
does  the  prevalence  of  piece-work  render  weekly  payment  im- 
possible. On  pages  14,  15,  will  be  found  tables  showing  the 
relative  proportion  of  weekly,  fortnightly,  and  monthly  pay- 
ments among  piece-hands  and  day-hands,  and  they  by  no 
means  warrant  such  an  assertion.  Even  more  instructive  in 
this  connection  is  the  table  on  page  16,  which  was  prepared 
with  this  special  question  in  view.  It  will  here  be  found 
that  weekly  pajmient  is  relatively  much  more  frequent  in  those 
establishments  which  have  a  majority  of  piece-hands  than  in 
those  which  have  a  majority  of  day -hands. "^ 

There  is  another  reason  why  employers  dread  weekly  pay- 
ments, which  belongs  under  this  head  ;  a  reason  which  they 
do  not  like  to  avow,  and  yet  which  has  in  some  cases  a  real 
justification.  There  are  lines  of  work  in  which  it  is  physi- 
cally possible  to  determine  the  amount  of  pay  which  has  been 
earned,  but  where  the  rate  of  wages  which  the  employer  can 
afford  to  offer  depends  largely  upon  the  question  whether  he 
can  employ  the  same  workmen  uninterruptedly ;  in  other 
words,  where  irregular  work  is  worth  so  much  less  than  regu- 
lar work  that  the  employer  cannot  afford  to  make  frequent 
settlements.  The  value  of  the  work  is  not  measured  by  a 
single  day's  product,  or  a  single  week's  product,  but  b}^  the 
assurance  that  such  production  can  be  steadily  kept  up. 

There  are  industries  which  have  adapted  themselves  fully 
to  tliis  state  of  things.  Many  brick-makers,  for  instance, 
hire  their  help  by  the  season,  paying  them  a  certain  amount 
each  week  or  month,  but  not  making  final  settlement  until 

*  There  are  also  a  few  cases  where  the  men  are  so  situated  as  to  render 
weekly  payments  physically  impossible.  "  Men  employed  directly  at  our 
furnace  .  .  .  could  be  paid  by  us  weekly  if  desired.  We  have,  how- 
ever, say,  seventy-five  men  employed  constantly  on  wood  jobs,  cutting 
wood  and  manufacturing  charcoal,  which  jobs  are  remote  from  our  works, 
and  could  not,  for  this  reason  and  the  nature  of  their  labor,  be  paid  thus 
often." 

But  these  cases  would  probably  give  no  trouble,  whatever  might  be  the 
law  on  the  subject. 
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the  close  of  the  working  year.  What  is  done  openly  here  is 
done  less  openly  in  a  great  many  other  cases  by  systems  of 
payment  which  render  it  difficult  for  a  workman  to  quit  work 
suddenly  without  leaving  a  considerable  balance  in  the  hands 
of  his  employer. 

The  attempt  to  secure  a  hold  upon  the  workman  in  this 
fashion  produces  a  great  deal  of  bad  feeling,  and  thus  does  an 
amount  of  indirect  harm  w^hich  probably  outw^eighs  any 
direct  good  which  the  employer  obtains.  A.  man  who  thinks 
he  is  under  compulsion  is  not  a  desirable  workman  to  have. 
Still,  the  difference  in  value  between  regular  and  irregular 
work  is  such  that  many  concerns  could  not  pay  the  same 
rates  of  w^ages  at  short  intervals  which  they  are  able  to  offer  at 
long  intervals;  and  an  attempt  to  compel  them  to  do  it  might 
have  the  effect  either  of  lowering:  w^asres  or  drivino;  business 
elsewhere.  It  is  a  practice  which  it  has  been  found  exceed- 
ingly difficult  to  stop  by  law,  because  it  rests  upon  the  practi- 
cal business  fact  that  a  man's  work  is  sometimes  worth  a  good 
deal  more  by  the  season  than  it  is  by  the  week. 

But  this  difficulty,  though  real,  is  an  exceptional  one.  As 
a  general  rule,  those  concerns  which  pay  by  the  week  have 
no  more  trouble  from  their  hands  leaving  without  notice  than 
those  which  pay  by  the  month. 

2.       EXPENSE    OR    INCONVENIENCE    INVOLVED    IN    WEEKLY 
PAYMENT. 

Tliere  are  many  concerns  which  admit  that  weekly  pay- 
ments are  practicable,  but  consider  them  undesirable  because 
they  involve  considerable  additional  expense  with  little  or  no 
corresponding  good. 

The  heaviest  item  of  added  expense  is  involved  in  making- 
out  the  more  frequent  pay-roll. 

"It  would  increase  our  expenses  about  $1,200  per  year,  and  we 
believe  would  be  of  no  possible  advantage  to  our  employees,  and 
would  certainly  be  a  damage  to  some  of  them." 

"  All  extra  expenses  that  we  are  obliged  to  make  for  any  par- 
pose  are  added  to  the  cost  of  the  goods,  and  when  the  cost  of  our 
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goods  comes  so  near  tlie  selling  price  that  we  cannot  see  a  small 
margin  for  profit,  the  mill  must  either  stop,  or  the  price  paid  for 
labor  must  be  reduced." 

This  extra  expense  is  sometimes  over-estimated ;  it  varies, 
of  course,  with  the  circumstances  of  difierent  establishments. 
Sometimes  it  costs  nearly  four  times  as  much  to  make  a 
weekly  pay-roll  instead  of  a  monthly  one ;  often,  perhaps,  it 
hardly  costs  twice  as  much.  There  is  an  increase  of  labor, 
but  by  no  means  a  proportionate  one.  In  the  first  place,  the 
extra  labor  is  distributed  much  more  evenly  through  the 
month,  and  this  is  an  element  of  economy.  Secondly,  it 
avoids  the  opportunity  for  disputes  about  pay.  If  a  thing 
has  happened  within  a  week,  it  is  fresh  in  a  man's  memory ; 
the  easier  to  settle  its  consequences  to  the  satisfaction  of  all 
parties.  Some  concerns  go  so  far  as  to  say  that  the  freedom 
from  disputes  makes  saving  enough  to  offset  the  extra  clerical 
expense. 

To  some  concerns  there  are  other  sources  of  inconvenience 
entirely  apart  from  the  additional  clerical  labor  of  making 
out  the  pay-roll.  To  those  factories  which  are  not  within 
easy  reach  of  a  banking  town,  the  expense  and  risk  of  making 
a  journey  with  the  cash  four  times  a  month,  instead  of  once, 
is  an  appreciable  item."^  The  inconvenience  of  weekly  pay- 
ment in  country  mills  is  enhanced  by  the  present  state  of  our 
currency.  As  long  as  so  large  a  part  of  the  payments  under 
five  dollars  have  to  be  made  in  silver,  the  weight  of  money 
required  for  each  weekly  payment  is  so  great  as  to  make  the 
cash-box  an  inconvenient  thing  to  carry  or  to  liandle.f  This 
mav  seem  like  a  sliji:ht  thin^  in  itself,  but  as  lono;  as  a  mill  is 

*  "  We  are  twelve  miles  from  bank  at  Hartford,  and  unless  we  kept  the 
money  over  night,  which  we  do  not  like  to  do,  the  frequent  early  trips 
would  be  inconvenient.  The  extra  labor  in  making  up  roll  and  paying  off 
so  often  would  largely  increase  office  work,  and  might  interfere  often  with 
necessary  absence," 

f  "  So  long  as  the  standard  dollar  is  the  only  small  currency  available 
weekly  payments  would  necessitate  the  transportation  to  our  scattered 
factories  of  some  400  avoirdupois  pounds  of  dollars  per  month,  instead  of 
100  as  now,  with  the  expense  and  risk  attending  it." 
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working  on  a  very  narrow  margin  of  profit,  it  takes  but  a 
slight  element  of  inconvenience  to  decide  against  continuing 
production.  There  are  unquestionably  a  great  many  cases 
where,  as  one  of  our  correspondents  says,  every  such  increased 
expense  comes  out  of  the  pockets  of  the  men. 

The  loss  may  be  slight,  but  it  is  a  real  one.  The  question 
is,  whether  the  men  do  not  gain  something  which  more  tlian 
offsets  the  slight  loss.  We  shall  come  back  to  this  point 
presently. 

3.       THE    DIFFICULTY    OF   MAINTArNi:NG   A   CASH   RESERVE. 

Many  a  small  manufacturer,  especially  in  out-of-the-way 
places,  feels  this  to  be  the  most  serious  objection  to  weekly 
payment. 

''We  are  willing  to  pay  our  hands  this  way  whenever  we  can 
get  the  money;  but  our  customers  do  not  settle  weekly  with  us, 
nor  monthly.,  even.  We  deem  ourselves  fortunate  if  we  can  get 
our  pay  within  sixty  days.  To  advance  the  cash  from  the  begin- 
ning of  this  time  to  the  end  would  be  an  unreasonable  hardship, 
and  would  put  upon  us  an  expense  and  inconvenience  of  which  our 
larger  competitors,  living  in  commercial  centers,  are  relieved  by 
banking  accommodations,  an  expense  which  would  render  it  im- 
possible for  us  to  continue  the  business." 

''  If  we  had  to  pay  weekly  and  thf-re  was  a  penalty,  we  should 
many  times  through  the  year  be  compelled  to  let  at  k^ast  two-thirds 
of  our  help  lie  off  until  there  was  a  sale  of  our  goods;  and  particu- 
larly so  at  the  present  time,  when  w^e  are  running  full  time  and 
selling  no  goods.  With  old  and  established  firms,  we  presume 
their  credit  with  the  banks  would  tide  them  over,  if  it  was  neces- 
sary for  them  to  ask  for  credit;  with  young  firms  we  think  it  bet- 
ter not  to  ask  such  credit." 

Now,  it  is  useless  to  deny  that  these  are  cases  where  weekly 
payment  would  involve  serious  hardship ;  where  compulsory' 
weekly  payment  would  put  the  small  competitor  at  a  disad- 
vanta2:e  au^ainst  his  larii-er  rival,  and  would  tend  still  further 
to  hasten  that  concentration  of  industry  in  a  few  hands  which 
is  characteristic  of  to-day,  and  which  involves  so  many  dangers. 
Yet  our  sympathy  for  a  small  concern  must  not  blind   us  to 
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llie  facts  of  the  case.  This  is  reallj  an  argument  for  weekly 
payments,  instead  of  against  it. 

In  the  first  place,  if  the  employer  confesses  that  he  does 
not  advance  the  cash  because  he  cannot,  what  shall  be  said  of 
the  condition  of  the  workingman  who  advances  the  labor? 
The  employer  sees  what  he  loses  by  advancing  the  cash.  The 
workman  perhaps  does  not  see  what  he  loses  by  being  obliged 
to  deliver  his  labor  to-day  but  to  buy  on  credit  at  the  store 
while  he  is  waiting  for  his  pay.  There  is  reason  to  believe 
that  the  loss  to  the  workman  from  inability  to  pay  cash  at  the 
store  is  far  heavier  than  any  accommodation  which  his  em- 
ployer would  have  to  pay  for  the  use  of  the  cash.  . 

Secondly,  it  is  doubtful  public  policy  to  encourage  the  ex- 
istence of  concerns  which  cannot  maintain  a  cash  reserve,  or 
which  cannot  habitually  raise  cash  sufficient  to  meet  the 
exigencies  of  weekly  payment. 

The  law  of  corporations  has  encouraged  irresponsibility. 
It  has  relieved  the  investor  from  a  large  part  of  the  liability 
on  his  property.  It  has  allowed  a  man  to  invest  his  money 
in  manufacturing  business  with  no  security  for  his  meeting 
his  debts,  except  such  as  is  furnished  by  the  investment  itself. 
Is  it  not  an  unwarranted  extension  of  tliis  idea  to  allow  him 
to  throw  the  risk  of  his  current  indebtedness  upon  the  work- 
man ?  If  a  concern  cannot  obtain  accommodation  from  a 
bank  for  sixty  days,  is  it  public  policy  to  encourage  the  work- 
man to  trust  it  for  thirty  days?  Does  not  any  system  which 
enables  a  man  to  carrv  on  his  business  without  cash  encourao^e 
the  growth  of  irresponsible  concerns  which  live  from  hand  to 
mouth,  and  are  a  real  menace  to  our  industrial  order? 

Any  man  who  looks  calmly  back  over  the  liistory  of  the 
last  five  years  will  see  how  much  of  the  evil  in  1885  or  1886 
was  due  to  rash  over-investment  a  few  years  earlier.  It  was 
the  reckless  investors  that  cut  down  profits  most  sharply,  and 
then  were  themselves  the  first  to  fail  and  throw  workmen 
out  of  employment;  thus  producing  first  a  surplus  of  pro- 
duct which  lowered  prices,  and  then  a  surplus  of  unemployed 
labor,  which  still  further  lowered  wages. 
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Any  system  which  enables  a  man  to  do  business  without 
the  necessary  cash  reserve,  trusting  to  the  f  utnre  for  the  money 
with  which  to  pay  his  wages,  is  a  sure  means  of  inviting  a 
commercial  crisis.  It  makes  the  wave  of  apparent  prosperity 
rise  a  little  higher,  to  be  followed  by  a  depression  which  car- 
ries us  a  good  deal  lower. 

We  do  not  say  that  the  men  whose  letters  we  have  quoted 
are  the  ones  who  are  thus  responsible  for  depression.  Far 
from  it.  But  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  a  system  which 
should  be  framed  to  meet  their  necessities  would  invite  such 
over-speculation  and  reckless  investment  of  capital,  and  thus 
be  responsible  for  a  commercial  crisis.  In  the  long  run,  it  is 
important  for  workman  and  employer  alike  that  men  should 
not  be  encouraged  to  invest  capital  in  manufacturing  industry 
unless  they  have  the  financial  responsibility  behind  it.  We 
are  doing  business  on  so  small  a  cash  reserve  to-day  that  it  is 
our  duty  to  keep  this  reserve  up  rather  than  to  let  it  be  drained 
still  lower.  It  is  a  well  known  fact  that  if  you  encouraoe 
people  to  live  without  work,  3'ou  make  paupers.  It  is  just  as 
true  a  fact  that  if  you  encourage  people  to  do  business  with- 
out money,  you  make  bankrupts. 

III.       THE    DEMAND    FOR    WEEKLY    PAYMENTS. 

We  have  thus  far  looked  at  the  question  from  the  employ- 
er's standpoint,  considering  the  difficulties  to  be  met ;  and 
have  found  that  these  are  in  some  cases  real,  but  by  no  means 
as  general  as  is  often  supposed.  It  remains  for  us  to  consider 
the  question  from  the  employee's  standpoint,  and  see  whether 
there  is  an  advantage  to  be  obtained  wliich  shall  more  than 
offset  any  disadvantages  which  it  would  involve. 

Many  persons  believe  there  is  no  such  advantage  to  be  ob- 
tained. Some  go  so  far  as  to  say  that  there  is  no  demand  at 
all.  Others  say  that  the  demand  comes  from  those  who  would 
make  a  bad  use  of  any  such  privilege  —  chiefl}^  from  drinking 
men.     This  brings  us  face  to  face  with  two  distinct  questions. 

First,  the  effect  of  weekly  payments  upon  the  worse  class 
of  workmen ;  second,  the  effect  upon  the  better  class  of 
workmen. 
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With  regard  to  eifect  upon  tlie  worst  class  of  workmen  the 
evidence  is  conflicting.  There  are,  unfortunately,  a  great 
many  men  in  all  ranks  of  life  to  whom  cash  in  hand  means 
an  irresistible  temptation  to  drink.  It  is  hard  to  say  whether 
credit  at  the  liquor  sellers  is  a  greater  or  less  temptation  than 
cash  in  hand. 

On  the  one  hand,  we  have  statements  like  these: 

For  the  imprudent  and  dissipated,  payment  once  a  week  fur- 
nishes four  opportunities  for  dissipation  where  one  exists  now,  and 
when  the  pay  is  in  the  office,  the  wife  can  manage  to  get  a  Httle 
credit  or  help  in  an  emergency.  For  the  man  without  family,  it 
ought  to  be  as  well  to  pay  monthly  as  weekly. 

Frequent  pay  days  make  frequent  "lost  days." 

It  is  a  matter  of  fact  that  the  "  day  after  pay-day  "  is  always  a 
demoralized  one.  It  is  not,  in  our  opinion,  desirable  to  increase 
the  number  of  these  days. 

On  the  other  hand,  w^e  are  told  with  equal  confidence  that 

Weekly  payments  are  much  better  for  merchants  and  for  the 
entire  community.     Men  will  spend  less  in  drink  when  paid  often. 

We  pay  weekly  because  we  think  it  better  for  the  employees, 
and  only  a  little  more  trouble  for  us. 

On  the  whole,  the  difference  is  probably  not  very  great. 
It  is  perhaps  true  that  increased  frequency  of  pay  days  is  bad 
for  the  worst  class  of  workmen,  and  is  demanded  by  them  for 
bad  reasons.  But  it  is  not  true  that  such  men  form  a  very 
large  part  of  the  community,  nor  is  it  true  that  this  is  the 
main  source  of  the  demand  for  weekly  payment. 

With  regard  to  the  effect  upon  the  best  workmen,  it  is 
urged  by  many  employers,  first,  that  such  men  generally  do 
not  draw  their  pay  oftener  than  once  a  month,  even  when 
they  have  tlie  chance.  Second,  that  they  can  always  get  far 
enough  ahead  to  pay  cash  even  under  a  system  of  monthly 
payments ;  and,  third,  that  a  good  store  will  sell  as  cheap  for 
cash  montlily,  with  the  assurance  which  the  present  system 
gives  against  bad  debts,  as  it  would  sell  for  spot  cash. 

The  first  point  is  unquestionably  true.  We  may  even  go 
one  step  farther  and  say  in  general  that  those  men  who  draw 
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their  pay  least  frequently  are  the  ones  who  save  most.*  But 
it  is  not  the  infrequent  pay  which  is  the  cause  of  the  saving. 
The  relation  of  these  things  is  just  the  reverse.  It  is  the  fact 
that  they  have  saved  something  which  enables  them  to  do 
without  their  pay  for  a  longer  interval. 

When  a  man  has  once  got  far  enough  ahead  to  be  inde- 
pendent the  case  is  simple.  It  is  quite  different  with  the  man 
who  is  just  beginning  to  save,  or  with  him  whose  savings 
have  been  temporarily  reduced  by  sickness.  It  frequently 
happens  that  such  men,  through  no  fault  of  their  own,  have 
not  the  cash  reserve  to  carry  them  over  a  month's  time.  If 
payments  are  monthly  such  men  must,  for  the  time  being 
at  least,  depend  upon  credit,  and  under  the  monthly  payment 
system,  a  man  is  at  a  disadvantage  in  the  attempt  to  save 
monej. 

CREDIT    STORES. 

For,  in  the  first  place  —  human  nature  being  what  it  is  — 
he  will  not  be  so  careful  of  his  expenses  when  their  amount 
is  less  directly  felt.     And  in  the  second  place,  the  store  will 

*  "Many  of  our  men  allow  their  wages  to  remain  until  the  end  of  the 
season.  These  men  are  the  most  valuable  help  we  have,  and  remain  with 
us  year  after  year,  and  are  accumulating  property." 

"We  find  the  better  class  of  workmen  —  by  these  we  mean  those  who 
are  industrious  and  economical  —  prefer  to  be  paid  monthly,  for  the  sim- 
ple reason  that  they  find  they  are  enabled  to  save  more  than  if  paid 
weekly." 

"  Weekly  payments  would  be  a  source  of  trouble  and  expense,  which 
difficulties  are  of  course  not  insurmountable.  But  as  a  matter  of  beneft  to 
the  workmen  we  believe  that  monthlj^  payments  are  the  best.  The  impro- 
vident man  will  alvvays  be  'in  hot  water  '  whether  paid  monthly,  weekly, 
or  daily;  but  the  provident  man  is  encouraged  and  assisted  in  saving 
money  by  the  accumulation  for  a  month,  on  the  same  principle  that  with 
the  average  man  small  sums  of  money  are  frittered  away,  while  a  ten  dol- 
lar bill  will  be  kept  intact  until  used  by  necessity." 

"While  we  are  aware  that  many  arguments  for  weekly  payments  can 
be  urged,  we  believe  the  demand  for  them  comes  from  the  chronically 
improvident  man,  rather  than  from  the  temperate,  industrious  workmen.'' 

"  Every  man  who  has  not  called  for  his  pay  until  the  amount  was  over 
one  hundred  dollars  has  invariably  saved  some  part  of  the  sum.  But 
when  they  only  get  a  small  amount  they  don't  think  it  worth  while  to 
make  a  beginning,  but  spend  what  they  get  on  drink." 
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not,  in  general,  give  as  good  terms  to  the  man  who  buys  on 
credit,  and  is  dependent  on  credit,  as  it  gives  to  the  man  wlio 
pays  cash,  and  is  independent.  The  statement  that  a  store 
will  sell  as  cheaply  on  monthly  credits  as  it  sells  for  cash, 
though  frequently  made,  is  rarely  justified  by  the  facts.  It  is 
very  possible  that  a  store  which  does  most  of  its  business  on 
a  credit  basis  will  not  make  any  particular  discount  for  cash 
payment  in  individual  instances.  But  the  fact  remains  that 
cash  stores  sell  distinctly  cheaper  than  credit  stores  ;  and  that 
this  is  due  not  so  much  to  the  loss  of  the  credit  store  by  bad 
debts  as  to  the  advantage  of  the  cash  system  in  business 
transactions.  A  mere  examination  of  the  tables  of  prices 
furnished  by  storekeepers,  and  collected  under  circumstances 
as  nearly  alike  as  possible,  wall  be  sufficient  to  show  that,  in 
point  of  fact,  cash  stores  are  cheaper  than  even  the  soundest 
and  best  credit  stores. 

The  best  indication  of  the  difference  in  practice  is  found  by 
an  examination  of  the  price  lists  of  ten  stores  selling  mainly 
or  wholly  for  cash,  with  ten  other  stores  in  the  same 
places,  and  as  nearly  similar  as  possible  in  all  respects,  doing 
business  largely  on  credit.  (See  pages  66,  67.)  The  differ- 
ence in  practice,  in  this  case,  varies  greatly  with  different 
articles,  being  generally  about  six  per  cent. 

How  is  this  difference  to  be  accounted  for?  Not  simply  or 
mainly  by  the  proportion  of  bad  debts.  There  is,  as  our  re- 
turns on  page  65  show,  a  gradually  increasing  percentage  of 
bad  debts  the  greater  the  proportion  of  credit  business  ;  but 
the  total  amount,  in  tlie  worst  cases,  rarely  rises  much  above 
two  per  cent.  Evidently  tlie  amount  paid  in  extra  prices  more 
than  offsets  any  loss  due  to  bad  debts. 

Does  this  difference  go  into  the  pocket  of  the  tradesman  'i 
Obviously  not ;  for  our  credit  stores  are  not,  as  a  rule,  more 
successful  than  our  cash  stores.  The  great  difference  in 
prices  makes  no  corresponding  difference  in  profits.  It  is 
paid  by  the  workman,  without  being  received  as  net  earnings 
by  the  storekeeper.  The  six  per  cent,  difference  in  practice 
is  a  loss  of  the  very  worst  kind  ;  it  is  one  of  those  losses  which 
is    nobody's    gain,  —  swallowed   up   by   the    relatively  slack 
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methods  of  business  which  the  credit  system  induces.  ■  Any 
one  familiar  with  the  effect  of  quick  payments  (and  quick 
returns)  upon  the  margin  of  profit  which  a  dealer  can  afford 
to  make,  will  see  how  the  system  of  long  credits  necessitates 
a  higher  margin  of  profit  and  correspondingly^  higher  prices 
without  corresponding  benefit  to  anyone  whatever. 

The  manufacturer,  thinking  to  save  a  little  inconvenience, 
a  little  extra  expense,  or  a  little  irregularity  on  the  part  of 
his  hands,  fails  to  adopt  a  system  of  cash  payment.  The  fac- 
torizing law  enables  the  store  to  give  credit  with  safetj^  The 
credit,  on  the  one  hand,  gives  it  a  hold  upon  the  workman  by 
which  it  is  enabled  to  charge  slightly  higher  prices ;  on  the 
other  hand,  not  receiving  cash,  it  cannot  pay  cash.  It  is  con- 
fined to  a  slower  system  of  doing  business,  under  which  it 
cannot  itself  gain  additional  profit  from  the  prices  which  it  is 
compelled  to  charge.  There  may  be  individual  workmen 
provident  enough  to  escape  from  this  dependence ;  there  may 
be  others  so  improvident  that  independence  would  be  worse 
than  useless  to  them.  But  the  great  bulk  of  the  hands  find 
themselves  the  losers  from  this  hopeless  dependence  upon 
credit.  ^^ 

*  There  has  been,  and  is  still,  a  great  deal  of  complaint  with  regard  to 
mill  stores.  As  a  rule,  they  are  probablj^  no  worse  than  other  credit 
stores.  In  one  respect  they  are  better,  because  they  are  in  so  many 
instances  owned  by  large  companies  with  adequate  financial  responsibility. 
In  another  respect  they  are  worse,  because  more  pressure  is  exercised 
upon  the  operatives  to  make  them  trade  at  the  company's  store  — a  pres- 
sure which,  while  nominally  very  slight,  may  at  times  practically  amount 
to  compulsion.  It  is  this  reason,  more  than  any  other,  which  causes  the 
feeling  against  companies'  stores;  a  feeling  due  to  a  general  sense  of  help- 
lessness rather  than  to  specific  abuses. 

The  system  of  companies'  stores  is  not  as  widespread  in  Connecticut  as 
in  many  other  States.  It  prevails  far  less  extensively  than  companies' 
tenements.  Of  the  concerns  which  have  made  returns  to  the  blanks  of 
the  Bureau,  more  than  one-half  own  at  least  some  tenements,  while  but  a 
very  small  fraction  own  stores.  An  examination  of  the  price  lists  confirms 
the  general  correctness  of  this  return.  There  are  a  number  of  such  stores 
connected  with  the  cotton  and  woolen  mills  in  the  Quinebaug  and  She- 
tucket  valleys,  and  a  very  few  scattered  through  other  parts  of  the  State; 
sewiral  of  them  in  connection  with  twine  mills.  Some  of  them  have 
organized  systems  of  coupon  payment,  coming  very  close  to  the  limit  of 
the  '*  Truck  Acts"  of  the  United  States.  But  the  system  is  probably,  on 
the  whole,  diminishing. 
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We  thus  reach  the  concUision  that  weekly  payments  are  of 
no  use  to  the  best  workmen  and  may  be  worse  than  useless 
to  the  worst  workmen,  but  that  to  a  large  body  who  are  nei- 
ther exceptionally  good  nor  exceptionally  bad  weekly  pay- 
ments are  a  positive  advantage.  A  man  may  rise  so  high  as 
to  be  independent  of  cash  payments,  or  he  may  fall  so  low  as 
to  be  unfit  to  trust  with  cash,  but  for  those  who  stand  between 
the  two  extremes  cash  payment  is  a  means  for  rising,  the 
credit  system  a  means  for  dragging  them  down.  Grant  that 
the  best  men  do  not  want  cash  payment  and  that  tlie  worst 
men  want  it  for  bad  reasons,  there  still  remains  a  large  class 
who  want  it  and  want  it  for  good  reasons ;  and  if  this  class, 
as  seems  probable,  constitutes  a  majority  of  the  whole  body  of 
workmen,  there  is  every  reason  for  trying  to  meet  their  wants. 

What  makes  this  position  stronger  is  that  those  who  under 
the  present  system  are  paid  monthly  are  to  a  large  extent  the 
women  and  children.  If  anybody  suffers  from  the  credit 
system  it  is  they.  Now,  as  a  rule,  the  women  who  work  in 
our  mills  belong  to  neither  of  the  two  extremes.  Their  earn- 
ings are  not  high  enough  for  them  to  become  independent  or 
to  get  far  enough  ahead  to  make  cash  payment  a  matter  of 
indifference.  Still  less  is  it  true,  on  the  other  hand,  that  from 
their  ranks  the  hard  drinkers  are  recruited.  As  matters  stand 
now,  the  men  (who  may  get  ahead  or  may  drink,  and  then  do 
not  need  it),  are  paid  weekly  ;  the  women,  who  are  not  likely 
to  belong  to  either  of  these  extremes,  are  as  a  rule  paid 
monthly.  Arguments  which  apply  only  to  a  few  of  the  best 
or  a  few  of  the  worst  workmen  distinctly  do  not  apply  to  the 
women  as  a  body. 

The  fact  that  the  percentage  of  monthly  payment  is  so 
much  larger  in  those  industries  where  the  bulk  of  the  hands 
are  w^omen  or  children  makes  it  probable  that,  where  the 
change  has  been  delayed  by  absence  of  demand,  this  does  not 
mean  absence  of  the  necessity,  but  absence  of  the  power  to 
make  the  demands  felt. 
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ACTUAL    KESULTS    OF    WEEKLY    PAYMENT. 

The  iinal  test  of  the  weekly  payment  system  must  be 
sought  in  actual  practice.  What  people  wish  to  know  is 
how  far  the  different  methods  have  prevailed  and  what  has 
been  their  practical  working.  Has  the  system  of  weekly 
payment  been  extensively  tried  ?  Has  it  caused  the  difficul- 
ties which  the  employers  have  feared,  or  has  it  realized  the 
hopes  which  the  employees  have  based  upon  it? 

On  the  whole,  we  may  say  that  it  has  been  sufficiently 
tried  to  prove  it  practicable  and  sufficiently  successful  to 
prove  it  desirable.  It  is  no  new  or  exceptional  thing.  In 
Connecticut,  weekly  payments  are  almost  as  frequent  as 
monthly;  and,  if  we  leave  textile  mills  out  of  account,  far 
more  frequent.  The  details  are  given  in  our  tables,  pages 
4-16.  In  other  States  the  system  has  prevailed  still  more 
extensively.  Except  in  railroads  and  mines,  weekly  pay- 
ments are  the  rule  throughout  the  country,  or  at  least 
throughout  the  North. 

Of  twelve  States  from  which  we  have  trustworthy  informa- 
tion, only  two  (Missouri  and  Pennsylvania)  show  a  smaller 
proportion  of  weekly  payment  than  Connecticut;  and  in  both 
of  these  States  there  is  a  special  reason  for  this  fact  on  account 
of  the  predominance  of  mining  industry.  One  (Michigan) 
shows  a  practice  substantially  like  that  of  Connecticut ;  while 
the  other  nine  (Massachusetts,  New  York,  New  Jersey,  Ohio, 
Indiana,  Illinois,  Iowa,  Kansas,  and  AVisconsin)  show  a  decid- 
edly larger  proportion  of  weekly  payments  than  prevails  in 
Connecticut.* 

*From  enquiries  sent  to  the  Labor  Commissioners  of  other  States,  we 
received  replies  as  follows: 

In  Illinois,  monthly  payment  prevails  in  railroads  and  mines;  of  other 
laborers,  about  one  half  receive  their  pay  weekly,  a  little  less  than  three- 
tenths  fortnightly,  and  a  little  more  than  two-tenths  monthly. 

In  Indiana,  at  least  four-tifths  of  the  employees  are  paid  weekly.  The 
legislature  of  1885  passed  a  bill  providing  that  wages  should  be  paid 
weekly  in  the  absence  of  special  contract  with  the  company. 

In  Iowa,  weekly  payments  prevail  except  on  the  part  of  railroads  and 
mines. 

In  Kansas,  weekly  payments  are  the  rule.     Packing-houses  often  pay 
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These  things  show  the  extent  to  which  cash  payment  pre- 
vails. Bat  there  is  other  evidence  to  show  its  success.  In 
nearly  every  State,  the  proportion  of  weekly  payment  is 
re2:)orted  to  be  increasing;  and  it  is  increasing  fastest  in  those 
States  where  the  general  improvement  in  the  condition  of 
labor  is  most  marked. 

In  Connecticut  itself,  we  have  reports  from  eighty-live  con- 
cerns that  have  within  recent  years  increased  their  frequency 
of  payment.  This  represents  about  twenty  per  cent,  of  the 
whole  number  of  establishments  from  which  we  obtained 
returns  on  the  subject  of  time  of  payment.  Of  these  con- 
cerns, thirty-nine  reported  a  distinctly  good  effect  from  the 
change ;  thirty-eight  (many  of  which  had  but  recently  made 
such  change)  reported  either  no  perceptible  effect,  or  a  close 
balance  of  good  and  bad  effects ;  while  only  eight  reported 
bad  effects  from  the  change.  Many  of  those  who  have 
adopted  the  system  say  frankly  that  they  did  it  with  unwill- 
ingness and  only  in  deference  to  public  opinion,  but  that  once 
having  adopted  it,  they  are  pleased  with  the  change  and 
would  not  be  willing  to  go  back. 

"  We  are  saved  annoyance  of  factorizing  suits,  are  not  compelled, 
or  requested,  to  advance  money  to  hands  during  the  week,  unless 

fortnightly,  railroads  and  nnines  monthly,  A  weekly  payment  law  has 
been  recommended  to  the  legislature. 

In  Massachusetts,  a  large  proportion  of  concerns  paid  weekly  before  the 
passage  of  the  recent  act. 

In  Michigan,  practice  is  pretty  evenly  divided  in  factories  between 
weekly,  fortnightly,  and  monthly  payments;  in  non-manufacturing  busi- 
ness, weekly  payment  is  the  rule. 

In  Missouri,  monthly  payments  prevail. 

In  New  Jersey,  the  practice  is  divided  between  fortnightly  and  weekly 
payments,  monthly  payment  being  the  exception. 

In  New  York,  weekly  payments  are  the  rule,  fortnightly  or  monthly 
payments  the  exception. 

In  Ohio,  weekfy  payments  are  the  rule;  the  chief  exceptions  being  in 
rolling  mills  and  certain  other  branches  of  metal  manufacture.  A  fort- 
nightly bill  just  failed  of  passage  at  the  last  session  of  the  legislature. 

In  Pennsylvania,  monthly  payments  prevail  in  the  coal  regions;  else- 
where, fortnightly  payments  are  the  rule. 

In  Wisconsin,  weekly  payments  are  on  the  whole  the  rule. 

D 
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for  family  sickness.  .  .  .  We  think  $1,000  per  year  is  added 
to  our  expenses  by  weekly  over  monthly  payments.  Yet  for  this 
saving  we  should  not  care  to  go  back." 

"  To  us  the  advantage  has  been  very  great.  Our  employees  work 
more  steadily,  earn  more  at  same  rates,  are  much  more  contented 
and  attentive  to  their  work.  As  the  number  of  hours  worked 
by  piece-hands  is  largely  optional,  the  advantage  is  apparent." 

"Making  employment  here  more  desirable  —  much  satisfaction 
being  expressed  by  those  employed,  and  by  the  tradesmen  in 
town." 

"Don't  think  our  employees  cared  for  weekly  payments,  but  we 
prefer  weekly  payments  since  we  have  adopted  it.  Thought  it  was 
a  *  big  bear '  until  we  tried  it,  but  are  now  pleased  with  it." 

"  We  find  we  can  do  so  with  but  little  extra  expense  or  trouble, 
and  this  we  care  nothing  about,  as  we  find  our  hands  are  pleased 
with  the  change." 

HOW   ARE   THESE    RESULTS    TO   BE    SECUEED  ? 

There  are  three  ways  in  which  we  may  attempt  to  secm'e 
these  results :  1.  By  the  gradual  enlightenment  of  public 
opinion  on  the  subject.  2.  By  legislation  compelling  corpo- 
rations to  pay  weekly,  thus  forcing  the  employers  to  pay  cash. 
3.  By  exempting  wages  from  attachment,  and  thus  mak- 
ing it  unsafe  for  the  merchants  to  give  credit. 

If  public  opinion  could  be  trusted  to  move  fast  enough,  or 
be  brought  to  bear  as  it  is  needed,  this  would  be  by  far  the 
best  method  of  bringing  the  retail  trade  of  the  community  on 
to  a  cash  basis.  But  public  o  nion  in  these  matters  moves 
slowly,  and  the  last  persons  whom  it  affects  are  the  women 
and  children,  with  whom,  as  we  have  seen,  the  proportion  of 
monthly  payment  is  largest.  Moreover,  the  demand  for  leg- 
islation on  the  subject  is  so  widespread,  that  it  is  not  likely 
that  these  things  will  be  left  to  the  slow  action  of  public  senti- 
ment, whatever  be  the  chances  of  reform  by  this  agency. 

We  are  left  to  choose  between  two  distinct  methods  of 
legal  regulation  :  one  seeking  to  prescribe  the  manner  of  pay- 
ment on  the  part  of  the  employer  ;  the  other  seeking  to  take 
away  the  power  of  collecting  debts  on  the  part  of  the  store- 
keeper. 
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The  general  effect  would  be  the  same  from  whichever  end 
we  begin.  If  we  compel  the  employer  to  pay  cash,  we  enable 
tlie  storekeeper  to  charge  cash.  If  the  competition  of  cash 
stores  is  thus  rendered  possible  the  fall  of  prices  and  the  econ- 
omy of  workmen's  expenditures  results  as  a  matter  of  course. 
If,  on  the  other  hand,  we  render  it  impossible  for  the  store  to 
collect  bad  debts  we  necessarily  make  it  unsafe  to  give  credit 
in  a  great  many  instances  where  it  is  now  granted.  We  thus 
force  the  stores  to  charge  cash  for  so  large  a  part  of  their 
business  as  to  make  it  indispensable  for  the  employer  to  pay 
cash.  In  the  long  run,  the  abolition  of  laws  for  the  collection 
of  debts  would  have  the  same  effect  as  the  enactment  of  laws 
compelling  employers  to  pay  cash. 

Neither  method  is  without  precedent.  In  fact,  as  we  shall 
presently  see,  those  States  where  the  laws  for  the  collection  of 
debt  are  as  strict  as  in  Connecticut,  are  few  in  number.  A 
change  in  this  respect  would  be  no  untried  matter,  but  rather 
a  conformity  to  the  general  course  of  legislation  throughout 
the  country. 

The  precedents  for  direct  legislation  in  favor  of  weekly 
payments  are  less  numerous ;  but  there  are  at  least  two  cases 
of  such  action  ;  one  in  Indiana  in  1885,  and  a  stricter  law  in 
Massachusetts  in  1886.  The  Massachusetts  law  on  the  sub- 
ject is  as  follows : 

An  Act  to  Provide  for  the  Weekly  Payment  of  Wages  by  Corporations. 

Section  1.  Every  manufacturing,  mining  or  quarrying,  mer- 
cantile, railroad,  street  railway,  telegraph,  telephone  and  municipal 
corporation  and  every  incorporated  express  company  and  water 
company  shall  pay  weekly  each  and  every  employee  engaged  in 
its  business  the  wages  earned  by  such  employee  to  within  six  days 
of  the  date  of  said  payment  :  provided,  however,  that  if  at  any 
time  of  payment  any  employee  shall  be  absent  from  his  regular 
place  of  labor  he  shall  be  entitled  to  said  payment  at  any  time 
thereafter  upon  demand. 

Sec.  2.  Any  corporation  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  fifty  and  not  less 
than   ten  dollars   on   each  complaint  under  which  it  is  convicted  : 
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provided,  complaint  for  sucli  violation  is  made  within  thirty  days 
from  the  date  thereof. 

Sec.  3.  When  a  corporation  against  which  a  complaint  is  made 
under  this  act  fails  to  appear  after  being  duly  served  with  process, 
its  default  shall  be  recorded,  the  allegations  in  the  complaint  taken 
to  be  true,  and  judgment  shall  be  rendered  accordingly. 

Sec.  4.  When  judgment  is  rendered  upon  any  such  complaint 
against  a  corporation,  the  court  may  issue  a  warrant  of  distress  to 
compel  the  payment  of  the  penalty  prescribed  by  law,  together 
with  costs  and  interest. 

Sec.  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  the  first  day  of  July  in 
the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-six. 

Approved  March  22,  1886. 

In  several  other  States  bills  prescribing  the  time  of  pay- 
ment have  barely  failed  of  passage,  and  are  likely  to  be  vig- 
orously pressed  in  the  immediate  future.  In  Connecticut  it- 
self, there  was  no  lack  of  support  for  such  a  measure,  and  it 
failed  only  through  a  disagreement  as  to  details. 

In  deciding  between  the  two  methods  of  promoting  cash 
payment  by  legislation,  we  are  bound  to  consider  which  will 
secure  the  desired  result  with  less  hardship  and  more  cer- 
tainty;  for  we  must  makeup  our  minds  that  the  adjustment 
of  any  change  in  the  law  will  involve  a  good  deal  of  hardship, 
and  a  good  deal  of  uncertainty.  From  which  end  shall  we 
begin  in  order  to  secure  the  best  practical  results  ? 

This  is  a  hard  question,  and  one  where  there  is  a  good  deal 
to  be  said  on  both  sides.  On  the  whole,  we  believe  that  the 
result  would  be  better  reached  by  doing  away  with  laws  for 
tlie  collection  of  debt  than  by  prescribing  particular  times  and 
manner  of  payment. 

In  the  first  place,  the  statistics  show  that  weekly  payment 
does  not  of  necessity  mean  cash  payment  at  stores.  It  ena- 
bles the  workman  to  get  the  benefit  of  the  cash  system,  but 
he  does  not  always  make  use  of  the  privilege.  W^eekly  pay- 
ment districts  show  the  largest  pro})ortion  of  cash  stores  ;  but 
they  also  show  side  by  side  with  them  credit  stores  with  bad 
debts  and  high  prices  (see  Table  XX).  If  you  compel  tlie  man- 
ufacturer to  pay  weekly  where  the  workman  does  not  avail  him- 
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self  of  the  advantage,  joii  produce  the  evil  effects  of  the  change, 
without  the  good  ones.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  you  force  the 
employer  indirecth^  into  the  change,  by  teaching  the  workmen 
to  demand  it,  you  make  sure  that  the  change  shall  be  really 
effective.  In  the  second  place,  a  weekly  payment  law  must, 
for  reasons  already  given,  be  subject  to  numerous  exceptions. 
Cases  have  already  been  pointed  out  where  it  was  imjDossible 
to  do  more  than  advance  a  certain  amount  of  wages.  Now, 
if  the  employer  paid  the  workman  cash  because  he  needed  it 
to  pay  his  debts,  this  matter  would  largely  adjust  itself;  but 
if  we  attempted  to  legislate  exactly  how  or  when  the  pay- 
ment should  be  made  the  serious  exceptions  which  would 
arise  would  so  strain  the  law  as  to  be  a  serious  bar  to  its 
enforcement. 

In  the  third  place  a  law  with  regard  to  manner  of  payment 
could  only  reach  corporations ;  at  least  such  is  the  opinion  ot 
constitutional  lawyers,  and  it  has  never,  we  believe,  been  seri- 
ously questioned.  Now,  in  spite  of  the  predominant  impor- 
tance of  corporations  in  manufacturing  industry,  it  is  the 
small  concerns  that  pay  monthly  rather  than  the  large  ones 
—  that  is  to  say,  individuals  rather  than  corporations.  Such 
a  law  would,  therefore,  act  with  an  inequality  which  would 
endanger  its  general  effectiveness.  An  attempt  to  produce 
the  same  result  indirectly,  by  doing  away  with  factorizing  and 
assignment  of  wages,  would  sti'ike  everybody  alike ;  and  it 
would  have  the  additional  advantage  that  it  would  undoubtedly 
be  within  the  competence  of  the  State  and  not  be  subject  to 
the  resistance  which  any  law  has  to  meet  whose  constitution- 
ality is  seriously  doubted. 

OBJECTIONS    TO    THE    REPEAL    OF    THE    FACTORIZING    LAW 
EXAMINED. 

1.  Some  persons  object  that  this  is  a  piece  of  special  legisla- 
tion for  the  benefit  of  workingmen  as  distinct  from  others. 
They  regard  it  as  class  legislation,  and  condemn  it  as  such. 
This  objection  is  not  a  sound  one.  It  is  simply  extending  for 
the  benefit  of  workingmen,  a  principle  which  we  have  already 
embodied  in  the   bankruptcy   laws;  a  thing   which   we  liave 
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allowed  in  the  case  of  insolvent  capitalists,  where  it  is  less 
needed  and  does  more  harm.  "When  we  give  the  bankrupt 
the  benefit  of  such  exemptions  as  are  now  allowed,  it  is  no 
special  legislation,  but  rather  an  act  of  simple  justice,  to  grant 
corresponding  exemption  to  the  workingman. 

2.  A  great  many  people  feel  amoral  objection  to  the  aboli- 
tion of  laws  for  the  collection  of  debt.  There  is  a  general 
and  wholesome  sentiment  that  a  man  is  bound  to  pay  his 
honest  debts,  and  that  if  he  attempts  to  evade  them  he  ought 
to  be  made  to  pay  them.  This  is  made  a  reason  for  uphold- 
ing the  factorizing  law,  and  it  is  to  some  extent  sound.  But 
it  may  be  urged  against  it,  first,  that  the  cases  of  hardship 
where  the  factorizing  law  is  made  to  assist  in  the  collection  of 
dishonestly  increased  debts  really  form  a  very  considerable 
proportion  of  the  whole.  Secondly,  that  where  a  factorizing 
law  collects  one  debt  it  breeds  a  whole  crop  of  new  ones.  On 
the  face  of  it,  it  compels  people  to  pay  their  debts,  but  its 
practical  effect  is  to  encourage  them  to  incur  more  debts  than 
they  pay. 

3.  It  is  urged  that,  whatever  might  be  the  final  results,  the 
attempt  to  secure  a  cash  system  by  abolishing  factorizing 
would,  for  the  time  being,  put  the  hardship  upon  those  who 
could  bear  it  least,  wdiile  a  weekly  payment  law^  would  bring 
the  first  stress  of  the  change  upon  the  manufacturers,  who 
could  endure  it  better. 

This  point  is  worthy  of  most  serious  consideration.  There 
can  be  no  doubt  that  any  change  W'ill  involve  some  hardship. 
Even  the  law  prohibiting  manufacturers  from  discounting  pay 
—  simple  and  just  as  it  w^as  —  has  had  an  effect  of  this  kind  ; 
making  it  harder  in  some  places  for  workmen  to  get  cash  than 
it  w^as  before  the  law  w^as  passed.  If  a  law  against  factorizing 
were  put  into  effect  at  once  and  without  notice,  the  immediate 
evil  effects  would  be  dangerous  in  the  highest  degree;  but  if 
reasonable  time  were  given  for  adjustment — for  instance,  if 
the  exemption  of  wages  from  attachment  should  not  take 
effect  until  the  year  1888  —  the  process  w^ould  be  a  gradual  one, 
and  it  is  probable  that  the  chano-e  would  be  attended  with  no 
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more  hardship  than  would  follow  a  compulsory  weekly  pay- 
ment law. 

For  the  weekly  payment  law  would  also  involve  liardship 
in  its  way.  It  would  bear  heaviest,  not  on  the  large  manufac- 
turers, but  on  the  small  ones ;  not  on  the  strong,  but  on  the 
weak;  on  those  who,  under  the  old  system,  can  barely  keep 
their  heads  above  water.  It  woul(?  compel  them  either  to 
reduce  wages  or,  more  probably,  to  reduce  production,  and 
would  have  an  eifect  in  throwing  hands  out  of  work  for  the 
tim^e  being ;  which  would  be  much  worse  than  any  temporary 
difficulty  in  obtaining  work. 

PRESENT    CONDITIONS. 

The  system  of  factorizing  does  not  prevail  in  Connecticut 
to  the  extent  which  it  did  some  years  ago.  Our  returns  from 
manufacturers  on  this  point  are  not  so  complete  as  on  some 
others,  but  it  is  fair  to  assume  that  the  1,726  cases  reported 
to  us  in  the  year  1885  represent  the  experience  of  about  half 
the  mill  hands  in  the  State.  Making  the  necessary  additions 
for  the  wages  of  those  engaged  in  personal  service,  it  is  prob- 
able that  the  number  of  cases  of  factorizing  annually  amounts 
to  about  5,000,  while  the  cases  of  assignment  of  wages,  as  in- 
dicated by  our  storekeepers'  returns,  are  very  much  more 
numerous,  —  not  improbably  from  ten  to  fifteen  thousand 
in  all. 

The  diminished  use  of  factorizing  is  due  to  the  exemptions 
under  the  present  statute  (ten  dollars  for  single  men  and 
twenty-five  for  married  men),  and  still  more  to  the  statute  by 
which  the  assessment  of  costs  is  limited  and  the  inducement 
to  attorneys  to  hunt  up  the  chance  of  factorizing  suits  greatly 
diminished.  It  is  probable,  as  we  have  already  said,  tliat  the 
direct  effect  of  a  change  in  the  law  would  produce  as  much 
hardship  as  it  would  avoid,  even  to  the  workmen  iui medi- 
ately concerned. 

But  it  is  not  the  direct  effects  which  we  are  now  consider- 
ing. The  benefit  for  the  community  to  derive  from  the  aboli- 
tion of  factorizing  is  to  be  found  in  the  indirect  efiects.  Tlie 
arguments  in.  favor  of  the  exemption  of  wages  from   attach- 
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ment  are  not  based  upon  the  particular  cases  of  hardship,  but 
"Upon  the  general  results  of  the  system  as  a  whole.  They 
apply  with  almost  equal  force  whether  the  system  be  abused 
or  not.  It  is  the  uses,  rather  than  the  abuses  of  the  system 
which  make  it  dangerous."^  For  one  case  where  it  is  abused 
in  the  collection  of  a  debt  there  are  a  hundred  cases  where  it 
is  used  as  an  indirect  means  of  encouraging  the  workmen  to 
run  into  debt,  by  making  it  possible  for  them  to  get  credit 
where  they  have  no  business  to  receive  it. 

A  few,  among  the  merchants  themselves,  are  clear-headed 
enough  to  see  this.  One  man,  at  least,  says  explicitly  that  he 
favors  the  abolition  of  all  law  for  the  collection  of  debt ;  but 
most  of  them  desire  that  the  law  should  be  made  more  strin- 
gent rather  than  otherwise.  Nor  is  this  to  be  wondered  at. 
They  see  the  direct  hardship  which  would  be  involved  by  the 
loss  of  power  to  collect  debts  ;  they  do  not  see  the  indirect  ad- 
vantage which  would  result  from  the  loss  of  power  to  create 
them.  They  do  not  see  tliat  a  change  which  should  make  it 
unsafe  for  them  to  give  credit  would  at  the  same  time,  by  its 
indirect  effects,  make  it  possible  for  them  to  demand  cash  and 
receive  it. 

The  manufacturers  naturally  look  at  the  matter  from  the 
other  side ;  and,  while  there  is  much  difference  of  opinion  on 
details,  there  is  a  general  desire  for  more  sweeping  exemp- 
tions than  at  present.  Of  245  concerns  making  a  definite 
reply  to  this  question,  only  48  believe  that  the  exemption 
should  be  less  than  it  is  at  present ;  62  are  satisfied  with  the 
law  as  it  stands,  and  10  avoid  the  effect  of  the  existing  law 
by  their  manner  of  payment;  the  remainder,  or  more  than 

*  The  effort  to  check  the  abuses  alone,  and  at  the  same  time  render  the 
law  less  severe  in  its  workings,  defeats  the  object  in  view.  In  Pennsyl- 
vania, there  is  a  law  exempting  entirely  from  attachment  all  wages  and 
salaries  ;  yet  this  does  almost  no  good,  because,  by  a  special  statute,  at- 
tachment is  allowed  when  debts  were  incurred  for  obtaining  the  necessa- 
ries of  life.  The  result  is  that  the  credit  system  prevails  in  Pennsylvania 
to  an  extent  as  great,  and  in  some  respects  perhaps  greater,  than  anywhere 
else  in  the  country. 

If  we  wish  to  secure  the  indirect  good  from  a  law,  we  must  be  prepared 
to  face  the  direct  hardship. 
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half  of  tlie  wliole  number,  believe  in  more  sweeping  exemp- 
tions than  at  present,  and  as  many  as  45  concerns  believe  in  an 
entire  exemption  of  wages.  Extracts  from  some  of  their  letters 
collected  on  pages  57-60  will  be  found  of  the  utmost  inter- 
est in  this  connection.  The  opinion  is  generally  expressed 
that  the  present  law,  by  enabling  workmen  to  run  into  debt, 
directly  encourages  shiftlessness ;  that  it  is  bad  for  the  store- 
keeper, by  making  credit  instead  of  cash  payments  universal; 
and  that  it  does  comparatively  little  good  even  in  those  cases 
where  it  seems  most  needed,  because  so  large  a  part  of  the 
money  obtained  is  absorbed  by  the  mere  expense  of  collection. 
We  cannot  do  better  than  to  quote  in  this  connection  a  part 
of  the  letter  of  a  thoroughly  representative  manufacturer. 
To  those  who  know  the  difficulties  in  a  question  like  this,  the 
cautious  tone  of  the  letter  will  add  to  the  weight  of  the  con- 
clusions. 

"In  regard  to  questions  3  and  4,  bearing  on  Factorizing  and 
Exemption  of  Wages  from  Attachment  :  The  subject  is  rather  a 
difficult  one.  There  are  two  sides  to  it,  and  many  phases. 
There  is  equity  to  the  creditor  to  be  considered  as  well  as  the  good 
of  the  poor  debtor.  Not  all  poor  debtors  are  honest  any  more 
than  all  creditors  are  considerate,  and  it  is  not  strange  that  the 
merchant  class  object  to  giving  up  a  process  that  in  some  cases  is 
their  best  method  of  collecting  from  creditors  who  could  pay  if 
they  would.  This  is,  we  admit,  a  strong  argument  in  favor  of 
continuing  a  factorizing  law.  It  has  been  our  experience,  how- 
ever, that  such  a  use  of  the  process  is  not  the  most  common  one. 
Formerly  we  used  to  have  considerable  factorizing  here,  and  we 
found  that  the  process  was  more  often  used  against  those,  who 
from  one  cause  or  another,  had  old  debts  hanging  over  them,  than 
as  a  means  of  collecting  current  bills.  Of  late  we  have  had  very 
little  in  the  way  of  atcachment  of  wages. 

"  While  we  discountenance  any  dishonesty  or  shirking  of  obliga- 
tions on  the  part  of  our  help,  there  are  several  in  our  employ,  of 
the  thriftless  sort  who  will  always  be  poor,  and  who  came  to  us  in 
that  condition,  with  old  debts  upon  them,  and  there  are  others 
who  have  become  poor  through  sickness,  who  must  have  their 
wages  to  live  upon.     It  would  manifestly  work  hardship  in  such 
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cases  to  have  wages  taken  by  factorizing  on  any  old  debt  whatever. 
We  protect  several  persons  of  the  class  described  by  weekly  pay- 
ments. The  persons  are,  we  think,  all  of  poor  credit,  and  have 
to  pay  cash,  and  are  not  likely  to  obtain  credit  on  the  strength  of 
being  employed  by  us.  AVages  earned  but  not  paid,  are  a  poor 
basis  for  credit,  and  as  a  rule,  the  less  they  are  relied  upon  as  such 
the  better  for  both  debtor  and  creditor. 

"  On  the  whole,  we  favor  an  entire,  or  a  very  liberal,  exemption 
of  wages  from  attachment.  The  merchant  may  have  to  look  a  little 
sharper  after  some  customers.  It  will  bring  the  trade  of  this  class 
of  buyers  nearer  to  a  cash  basis.  The  merchant  will  not  count 
upon  the  chance  of  getting  his  pay  from  wages  earned  but  not  paid, 
the  amount  of  which  he  has  no  means  of  knowing,  and  which  may 
be  small.  In  the  long  run,  we  think  his  losses  upon  the  trade  of 
mill  employees  will  be  smaller  than  under  the  existing  conditions." 

As  between  a  very  high  exemption  and  a  total  one  there  is 
perhaps  little  to  choose ;  but  the  practical  difference  would  be 
small,  and  the  system  of  total  exemption  gives  an  advantage 
on  the  side  of  simplicity. 

Such  a  law  by  no  means  involves  an  untried  experiment. 
In  more  than  half  of  the  States  attachment  for  debt,  except 
on  execution,  is  entirely  prohibited,  thus  rendering  the  factor- 
izing process  for  the  most  part  inapplicable.  Of  the  remain- 
ing States,  several  entirely  exempt  wages  from  attachment, 
while  nearly  all  of  them  are  more  liberal  in  their  provisions 
than  the  Connecticut  law  to-day.  A  summary  of  the  legisla- 
tion of  different  States  will  be  found  on  the  last  pages  of  the 
appendix. 

ASSIGNMENT    OF   WAGES. 

To  make  such  a  law  against  factorizing  effective,  one  piece 
of  additional  legislation  is  needed  —  a  law  prohibiting  the 
systematic  assignment  of  wages. 

The  mere  exemption  of  wages  from  attachment  would  not, 
of  course,  do  away  with  the  right  to  assign  future  earnings. 
Workmen  who  wanted  cash  when  the  manufacturers  were 
unwilling  to  advance  it  would  seek  advances  from  others,  at 
rates  far  more  usurious  than  the  live  per  cent,  discount  which 
was  prohibited  by  statute  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the 
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General  Assembly.  The  effect  of  this  would  be  bad  in  every 
way.  It  would  defeat  many  of  the  indirect  results  which 
would  form  so  important  an  end  to  be  obtained  by  the 
exemption  of  wages  from  attachment ;  while  it  would  encour- 
age the  growth  of  a  class  of  money-lenders  of  the  most 
contemptible  description.  The  evil  already  exists  to  a  con- 
siderable extent  in  many  places,  and,  wherever  it  is  found,  its 
effect  is  thoroughly  bad  in  every  respect. 

'New  Jersey  has  met  this  evil  by  the  following  statute, 
enacted  in  1884 : 

CHAPTER   CLXYI. 
An  Act  for  the  better  securing  and  enjoyment  of  wages  to  work- 
men and  laborers  in  the  State  of  New  Jersey. 

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  New  Jersey,  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or 
persons  to  purchase  or  have  assigned  to  him  or  them  any  pay  or 
wages  due  or  to  become  due  to  any  laborer  or  employee  of  any  cor- 
poration or  individual  or  individuals  doing  business  in  this  State 
for  any  work  or  labor  to  be  rendered  by  such  laborer  or  employee 
of  any  such  corporation  or  individual  or  individuals  upon  which 
such  person  or  persons  so  purchasing  or  having  assigned  to  him  or 
them  shall  directly  or  indirectly  have  received,  or  contracted  to 
receive,  from  such  laborer  or  employee,  more  than  the  legal  rate  of 
interest  established  by  the  laws  of  this  State  upon  the  amount  of 
such  pay  or  wages  due  or  to  become  due,  so  purchased  or  assigned. 

2.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  any  person  or  persons  violating  the 
first  section  of  this  act  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and,  on  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceed- 
ing five  hundred  dollars,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court ;  provided, 
however,  that  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  any  assignment  of  such 
pay  or  wages  made  for  the  payment  of  any  goods,  wares  or  mer- 
chandise sold  to  such  employee  for  the  full  value  or  for  any  pro- 
fessional service  rendered  to  such  laborer  or  employee  mentioned 
in  such  assignment. 

Approved  April  22,  1884. 

Such  a  law  would  have  considerable  justification  at  present, 
and,  should  there  be  an  increase  in  tlie  amount  of  wages 
exempted  from  attachment,  a  statute  of  this  kind  ought 
unquestionably  to  be  enacted. 
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GENERAL    CONCLUSION. 

The  tendency  of  recent  times  has  been  clearly  enoiigli 
toward  an  increased  use  of  casli  in  mercantile  transactions. 
It  is  in  barbarous  countries  like  Turkey  that  we  must  look 
for  the  credit  system  in  all  its  fullness.  It  has  been  pointed 
out  by  an  able  writer  how  the  increased  use  of  cash  in  the 
wholesale  trade  has  saved  time,  saved  w^aste,  and  saved  mid- 
dlemen; how  its  growth  in  the  retail  trade  has  begun  with 
the  abolition  of  imprisonment  for  debt,  and  has  been  coinci- 
dent with  the  advance  of  the  wage-earners.  If  the  complete 
success  of  this  system  could  only  be  secured  by  a  law  pre- 
scribing the  manner  of  payment  of  wages,  it  might  well  be 
worth  w^hile  to  sacrifice  freedom  of  contract  for  the  sake  of 
the  results  to  be  attained.  But  if  the  same  end  can  be  reached 
by  a  change  in  the  law  concerning  collection  of  debts,  we 
shall  not  only  gain  our  object,  but  we  shall,  at  the  same  time, 
increase  the  personal  independence  of  the  parties,  instead  of 
diminishing  it ;  w^e  shall  have  a  law  at  once  smoother  in  its 
operation  and  surer  in  its  enforcement. 

We  may  sumaip  our  argument  as  follows: 

1.  The  system  of  cash  payment  is  a  real  advantage  to  the 
workman. 

2.  The  difficulties  of  weekly  payment  are  not  so  great  as 
is  commonly  supposed. 

3.  But  there  nevertheless  remain  a  sufficient  number  of 
cases  to  wdiich  a  weekly  payment  law  could  not  well  be 
applied,  to  constitute  a  serious  reason  against  making  the 
system  compulsory. 

4.  The  same  general  result  could  be  reached  more  surely 
from  another  direction,  by  abolishing  the  factorizing  process. 
This  would  necessitate  a  system  of  cash  payments  as  a  rule, 
and  the  exceptions  to  it  would  regulate  themselves  in  such 
a  manner  as  to  involve  less  difficulty. 

5.  We  therefore  recommend  that  the  legislature  pass  a  law 
exempting  the  w^ages  of  all  mechanics,  journeymen,  or  laborers, 
from  attachment  for  debt;  with  such  additional  legislation  as 
may  be  necessary  to  prevent  its  effects  from  being  evaded  by 
the  systematic  assignment  of  w^ages  on  usurious  terms.

EXPLANATION   OF  THE  TABLES. 


LINES    OF    INDTISTET. 

The  first  important  group  of  industries,  comprising  nearly 
half  of  our  returns,  consists  of  those  engaged  in  the  manu- 
facture of  metal  goods.  The  metal  shops  may  be  further 
subdivided  according  as  the  chief  component  of  their  pro- 
duct is  iron  or  some  other  metal. 

Of  iron  manufactories,  the  first  class  in  our  arrangement 
includes  foundries  and  machine  shops  ;  the  second,  hardware 
establishments.  It  is  often  hard  to  draw  the  line  between 
these  two  classes.  In  doubtful  cases  we  have  included  those 
concerns  which  chiefly  produce  manufacturers'  hardware  or 
supplies  under  the  head  of  "  foundries  and  machine  shops," 
while  those  which  delivered  finished  goods  for  general  use 
were  classed,  as  far  as  possible,  among  "  hardware  factories." 

The  carriage  industry  was  important  enough  to  be  made  a 
separate  class  by  itself ;  and  there  were  a  number  of  concerns 
which  could  not  be  classed  strictly  as  foundries  or  hardware 
establishments  which  have  been  grouped  under  the  fourth 
head  of  "  miscellaneous  iron  manufactures."  The  manufac- 
ture of  fire-arms  was  with  some  hesitation  included  under 
this  head. 

For  the  difierent  metals  other  than  iron  it  was  not  possible 
to  make  distinct  classes,  because  the  same  concern  often 
handled  several  kinds  of  metal  or  alloy,  in  almost  equal 
proportion.  It  was  thus  necessary  to  include  brass,  bronze, 
nickel,  and  all  forms  of  silver  or  plated  ware  under  the  same 
general  heading.  The  clock  shops  form  a  distinct  class  by 
themselves,  but  owing  to  the  general  character  of  their  work 
were  placed  next  in  order  of  arrangement. 
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After  the  metal  factories,  the  textile  mills  constitute  the 
largest  and  most  important  group.  We  have  arranged  them 
simply  by  materials  ;  cotton,  woolen,  silk,  and  other  textiles, 
putting  manufactures  of  thread  in  the  group  with  manufac- 
tures of  cloth  from  the  same  material.  Those  textile  factories 
which  put  any  large  quantity  of  their  product  on  the  market 
in  the  form  of  wearing  apparel  have  been  included  under  the 
latter  head,  which  forms  the  third  main  group  of  industries. 

There  is  a  fourth  class  of  miscellaneous  manufactures 
grouped  together  for  convenience  of  arrangement,  rather 
than  on  any  other  ground,  the  most  important  individual 
items  being  rubber,  paper,  wood,  and  brick.  Rubber  boots 
and  shoes  have  been  included  under  rubber,  and  not  under 
wearing  apparel,  owing  to  the  impossibility  of  distinguishiiig 
those  concerns  whose  chief  business  is  in  rubber  boots  from 
those  which  produce  mainly  miscellaneous  rubber  goods. 

The  fifth  class  includes  those  lines  of  business  where  the 
work  of  the  majority  of  the  employees  is  distributive  or 
mercantile,  rather  than  productive  in  the  narrower  sense.  It 
is  needless  to  add  that  this  table  does  not  include  concerns 
whose  business  is  purely  mercantile, —  a  subject  which  would 
require  an  investigation  by  itself. 

Certain  important  lines  of  productive  industry  have  not 
been  set  apart  by  themselves  because  we  have  received  too 
few  returns  available  for  classification.  Among  these  may  be 
mentioned  boots  and  shoes,  bakery  products,  carpets,  and, 
above  all,  slaughtering  and  meat  packing.  Boots  and  shoes 
are  of  course  included  under  wearing  apparel ;  carpets,  under 
miscellaneous  textile  goods  ;  bread  and  meat  products,  under 
distributive  industry. 

In  general,  the  first  column  of  figures  under  each  head 
shows  the  number  of  establishments,  and  the  following 
column  (or  columns)  the  number  of  persons  employed. 

LOCALITIES    AND    GKOUPS    OF    ESTABLISHMENTS. 

In  some  of  the  tables  the  concerns  are  grouped  by  counties, 
■in  order  to  show  the  local  variations  of  method.     Tlie  coun- 
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ties  have  been  arranged  in  alphabetical  order;  but  it  so 
happens  that  this  arrangement  enables  us  to  separate  at  a 
glance  the  first  five  counties  (Fairfield,  Hartford,  Litchfield, 
Middlesex,  and  'New  Haven),  which  lie  mainly  west  of  the 
Connecticut  River,  from  the  last  three  counties  (^NTew  London, 
Tolland,  and  Windham),  which  lie  east  of  it,  and  constitute 
in  many  respects  a  district  by  themselves. 

In  order  to  show  the  difierence  in  practice,  where  any 
exists,  between  large  and  small  establishments,  we  have 
adopted  a  classification  according  to  size :  class  1,  including 
those  establishments  employing  on  an  average  less  than  25 
hands ;  class  2,  from  25  to  49  ;  class  3,  from  50  to  99  ;  class 
4,  from  100  to  199 ;  class  5,  from  200  to  499;  class  6,  those 
employing  500  or  more.  We  thus  have  at  a  glance  the  pro- 
portion of  establishments  of  difierent  sizes  and  the  variations 
in  their  practice  with  regard  to  manner  of  payment,  employ- 
ment of  women  and  children,  or  hours  of  labor. 

The  returns  from  the  large  establishments  are  much  more 
complete  than  those  from  the  small  ones.  There  are  several 
reasons  for  this.  In  the  first  place,  it  was  easier  to  reach 
them  in  such  a  way  as  to  secure  careful  answers.  In  the 
second  place,  they  felt  themselves  strong  enough  to  make 
matters  public,  which  the  smaller  establishments  sometimes 
feared  to  do.  For  instance,  in  the  employment  of  children, 
very  few  concerns  with  less  than  100  hands  made  any  return 
at  all. 

It  so  happens  that  in  those  lines  of  industry  where  the 
establishments  are  relatively  small,  the  organization  of  labor 
has  often  been  most  complete.  In  these  cases  the  information 
furnished  by  the  employees  comes  in,  precisely  where  it  is 
most  needed.

l^OTES  ON  THE  KETURNS  OF  MEN,  WOMEN, 
AND  CHILDREN. 

Some  of  the  returns  which  have  been  included  in  the  fore- 
going table  were  made  out  in  such  a  manner  that  it  is  not  al- 
ways possible  to  distinguish  between  men,  women,  and 
children.  The  total  number  of  employees,  included  in  the 
tables  which  follow,  is  therefore  less  by  several  hundred 
than  those  which  have  been  already  given. 

In  manv  of  the  returns,  the  number  of  children  below 
sixteen,  or  even  eighteen,  was  given,  instead  of  the  number 
below  fifteen.  In  some  cases,  such  returns  have  been  thrown 
out  altogether.  In  other  cases,  the  error  involved  in  such  a 
procedure  would  have  been  greater  than  the  error  involved 
in  a  somewhat  arbitrary  division.  There  are,  therefore,  a  few 
instances  in  which  the  latter  course  has  been  adoj^ted.  In 
explanation  of  the  apparent  discrepancy  between  these  returns 
and  those  of  the  State  Board  of  Education,  it  may  be  stated 
that  there  are  some  lines  of  industry,  like  woolen  mills, 
where  the  number  of  children  below  fourteen  is  very  small, 
but  the  number  just  above  that  age  very  large.  The  returns 
of  the  Board  of  Education,  though  nominally  including  some 
children  fourteen  years  of  age,  practically  do  not  go  above 
thirteen.  Hence  the  proportion  of  children  employed  in 
woolen  mills,  as  compared  with  those  in  cotton  mills,  is  very 
much  larger  in  these  returns  than  in  those  of  the  Board 
of  Education. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  returns  of  the  United  States  Census 
draw  the  line,  for  boys  at  least,  at  sixteen  years,  and  practi- 
cally, in  a  great  many  instances,  the  blanks  on  which  the  cen- 
sus compilations  were  based  counted  all  hands  under  eighteen 
as  children.  Of  the  eight  thousand  children  reported  in  the 
U.  S.  Census  of  1880,  probably  only  about  five  thousand  were 
under  fifteen.  Perhaps  two  thousand  more  were  between 
fifteen  and  sixteen,  while  the  remainder  crept  in  through  care- 
lessness. Those  who  filled  out  the  returns  read  the  general 
heading  of  the  column  "  Children  and  Youth,"  and  did  not 
notice  at  what  age  the  line  was  drawn.

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^^OTES  0]S"  THE  EETURNS  OF  HOURS  OF  LABOR. 


It  was  hard  to  arrange  these  returns  in  such  a  way  as  to 
show  the  facts  clearly  and  correctly. 

In  the  first  place,  it  was  often  difiicult  to  distinguish 
between  over-time  or  short-time  which  was  exceptional  and 
long  or  short  hours  which  were  habitual. 

In  the  second  j^lace,  it  was  sometimes  impossible  to  tell 
how  many  hands  were  affected  by  the  longer  hours  for  which 
the  factory  was  run.  This  was  especially  the  case  in  a  paper 
manufacturing  industry,  and  forced  us  with  great  reluctance 
to  throw  out  tliese  returns  altogether.  The  industries  least 
subject  to  these  disturbing  elements  are  the  textile  factories. 
It  is  for  the  most  part  easy  to  distinguish  the  return  of  a 
sixty-hour  mill  from  that  of  a  sixty-six  hour  mill ;  and  it  is 
precisely  in  these  lines  of  business  that  the  results  prove  most 
striking,  showing  an  unmistakable  connection  between  long 
hours  and  monthly  payments. 

Table  XI  has  been  arranged  as  far  as  possible  on  the  basis 
of  hours  actually  run ;  Table  XII  takes  more  regard  of  the 
habitual  length  of  the  working  day. 

The  four  main  groups  of  Table  XI  are  made  up  somewhat 
as  follows ; 

Fifty-four  hours  or  less.  This  includes  quite  a  number  of 
persons  engaged  in  trades  on  the  one  hand,  and  factories  run- 
ning short  time  on  account  of  slack  business,  on  the  other 
hand;  also  a  few  large  concerns  which  run  but  nine  hours 
regularly. 

Fifty-five  to  fifty-nine  hours.  This  includes,  first,  —  and 
most  important  —  those  occupations  which  run  short  time  for 
a  part  of  the  year,  on  account  of  want  of  light.  Second, 
those  which  shorten  the  hours  of  labor  on  Saturday  —  most 
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of  these  running  fifty-nine  hours  a  week  in  all.  Fiftj-nine 
and  a  half  hour  mills  have  not  been  separated  from  sixty- 
hour  mills  in  the  tabulation.  Third,  those  concerns  which 
have  suffered  from  slack  work  during  a  part  of  the  year. 

Sixty  hours.  This  includes  the  great  body  of  regular  ten- 
hour  mills  with  steady  work ;  also  those  whose  over-time  and 
short-time  either  balance  one  another  closely  or  seem  rela- 
tively unimportant. 

Over  sixty  hours.  This  includes  the  eleven-hour  textile 
mills,  together  with  a  variety  of  employments  which  cannot 
be  closely  grouped,  but  which,  on  account  of  the  nature  of 
the  business,  demand  continuous  employment  of  exceptional 
length. 

The  groups  in  Table  XII  are  made  up  as  follows : 

1.  Establishments  having  a  working  day  of  over  ten 
hours,  or  working  over-time  so  constantly  as  to  produce  the 
same  effect. 

2.  Ten-hour  mills. 

3.  Ten-hour  mills  with  half  an  hour  or  an  hour  off  Satur- 
day. , 

4.  Ten-hour  mills  running  short  on  account  of  slack 
business. 

5.  Ten-hour  establishments  running  short-time  in  the 
winter. 

6.  Establishments  with  a  maximum  working  week  of  from 
fifty-five  to  fifty-eight  and  one-half  hours. 

7.  Establishments  running  nine  hours  per  day  or  less.

The  figures  in  the  last  three  tables  (xv,  xvi,  xvii)  probably  rep- 
resent pretty  closely  the  proportion  prevailing  throughout  the 
larger  mills  of  the  State.  Two  or  three  points  should  be  specially 
noticed. 

1.  Many  companies  are  returned  as  owning  tenements  to  a  very 
slight  extent,  when  they  merely  own  the  house  of  a  superintendent, 
engineer,  or  other  person  whose  occupation  requires  him  to  be  in 
constant  communication  with  the  mill.  Therefore,  in  order  to 
judge  of  the  prevalence  of  tenement  ownership  as  a  system,  this 
column  should  be  deducted  from  the  totals. 

2.  The  completeness  of  the  return  of  companies'  stores  is 
different  in  different  parts  of  the  State.  In  Windham  and  Tolland 
counties  such  establishments  are  more  frequent,  in  proportion,  than 
these  figures  would  indicate. 

3.  Companies'  boarding-houses  are  more  prevalent  in  those 
lines  of  industry  where  men  are  engaged  by  the  season,  as  in  the 
case  of  shore  help,  or  (to  take  a  totally  different  set  of  cases)  of 
brick-making.  It  was  quite  impossible  to  classify  the  returns  in 
such  a  way  as  to  show  the  influence  of  this  cause.

It  must  not  be  supposed  that  this  table  represents  accurately  the 
proportion  of  concerns  that  object  to  weekly  payments.  The  form 
of  the  question  was  such  that  it  brought  out  the  objections  rather 
than  the  advantages  felt.  Many  of  those  whose  practice  shows  a 
belief  in  the  weekly  payment  system  made  no  detailed  return.  On 
the  other  hand,  quite  a  large  number  of  those  who  objected  did  so 
on  more  than  one  ground,  and  their  statements  thus  appear  under 
more  than  one  head.  The  favorable  answers  quoted  come  from 
those  who  offered  the  information  voluntarily  without  any  direct 
question.  Some  of  the  views  of  workmen  are  given  later,  among 
employees'  returns. 

The  following  pages  are  occupied  with  extracts  from  letters  in 
answer  to  the  question,  what  reasons  made  weekly  payments 
impracticable  or  undesirable.  These  answers  are  presented  in  as 
much  detail  as  our  space  will  allow: 
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IMPRACTICABLE. 

As  nearly  all  my  work  is  done  by  the  "piece"  or  contract,  it  would  be 
inconvenient  for  the  men,  in  many  cases,  to  "finish  up"  work  completely 
every  week,  in  order  to  determine  the  amount  due  them.  I  would  not 
object  to  paying  them  their  weekly  earnings,  as  nearly  as  they  could  be 
estimated. 

The  greatest  objection  is,  that  it  would  be  diflScult  to  estimate  the  earn- 
ings of  contractors  on  such  work  as  tinners'  machines,  as  they  need  to 
carry  along  through  each  process  a  month's  production  at  once,  in  order  to 
avoid  frequent  changes  of  machinery.  The  same  difficulty  would  occur 
in  the  count  of  some  small  work,  such  as  carriage  bolts,  which  are  always 
done  by  the  thousand.  They  go  through  many  hands,  and  we  now  credit 
to  each  one  handling  them  the  number  of  finished  bolts  which  the  packer's 
count  shows.  As  these  different  processes  occupy  more  than  a  week, 
weekly  payments  would  necessitate  a  separate  count  for  each  operation  — 
that  is,  some  50,000  bolts  per  day  might  need  to  be  handled  where  now 
they  are  not  necessarily  touched. 

.  .  .  It  takes  more  than  one  week  to  weave  a  cut,  and  it  takes  another 
week  to  measure,  inspect,  and  make  up  the  accounts.  With  so  many 
hands,  it  must  be  done  systematically  and  regularly,  and  the  whole  month's 
work  gone  through  and  examined.     .     .     . 

It  is  impossible  to  make  out  accounts  for  weaving,  accurately,  for 
weekly  payments,  because  a  piece  of  goods  must  be  finished  and  inspected 
before  the  amount  due  for  weaving  it  can  be  ascertained;  and  it  often 
takes  several  weeks  to  weave  a  whole  piece. 

It  would  be  almost  an  impossibility  for  us  to  pay  off  weekly,  unless  a 
very  radical  change  was  made  in  the  whole  system,  which  would  not  be 
as  well  for  owners  or  men. 

With  shore  help,  we  find  that  to  pay  out  as  they  want  it,  having  a 
settlement  at  the  end  of  fishing  season,  is  as  good  as  any  arrangement, 
having  tried  all  others. 

It  takes  us  full  ten  days  to  get  up  our  pay  roll. 

If  weekly  payment  was  compulsory,  we  should  have  to  shut  wp  shop. 

.  .  .  Our  opinion  is  that  such  a  law  would  be  a  death  stroke  to  many 
a  Connecticut  enterprise  inside  of  one  year. 

In  our  business  it  is  utterly  impracticable  to  make  full  payments 
weekly.  Much  of  our  work  is  contract  work  which  cannot  be  finished 
and  accounted  for  oftener  than  once  a  month.     .     .     . 

A  large  past  working  by  the  piece  makes  it  hardly  possible  to  make  up 
the  accounts  once  a  week  and  make  a  complete  settlement. 

To  make  weekly  payments,  we  should  have  to  change  our  methods  of 
doir)g  business,  as  day  and  piece-workers  handle  the  same  stock  in  its 
different  stages  of  construction,  and  the  nature  of  our  business  leaves  us 
at  all  times  with  stock  uutiuished. 
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The  workmen  aim  to  finish  up  all  work  on  hand  by  the  last  day  of  the 
month,  in  order  to  receive  pay  for  same  on  next  15th.  They  would  be 
greatly  incommoded  if  required  to  finish  all  on  hand  each  week,  and  in  a 
large  number  of  cases  it  would  be  impossible  for  them  to  do  so. 

Intelligent  inspection  previous  to  completion  of  the  work  is  impossible, 
therefore  much  risk  is  incurred  by  making  any  advances  for  work  in 
process. 

.  .  .  If  we  had  to  do  it,  all  would  have  to  work  by  the  day  and 
would  not  do  as  well,  as  they  always  do  better  for  themselves  and  us  and 
are  better  satisfied  if  they  can  work  by  the  piece.     .     .     . 

The  greater  part  of  our  work  is  done  by  the  piece,  and  it  is  impossible 
to  get  the  work  fully  inspected  and  pay  roll  made  up  so  as  to  pay  closer 
than  fifteen  days,  without  changing  our  system,  and  we  are  satisfied  that 
our  workmen  would  not  be  willing  to  change  from  piece-work  to  day- 
work;  there  are  several  of  our  best  workmen  earning  from  $1.75  to  $2.50 
per  day,  who  have  requested  us  to  pay  them  once  a  month,  on  the  15th, 
claiming  that  they  can  save  more  money  than  they  would  if  paid  weekly 
or  once  in  two  weeks.  We  believe  that  the  best  class  of  mechanics  are  as 
well  satisfied  with  monthly  as  weekly  payments,  aad  that  it  is  better  for 
the  cheaper  class. 

.  .  .  Men  employed  directly  at  our  furnace  .  .  .  could  be  paid 
by  us  weekly  if  desired.  We  have,  however,  say  seventy-five  men 
employed  constantly  on  wood  jobs,  cutting  wood,  and  manufacturing 
charcoal,  which  jobs  are  remote  from  our  works,  and  could  not,  from  this 
reason  and  the  nature  of  their  labor,  be  paid  thus  often. 

UNDESIRABLE   ON  ACCOUNT   OP   ADDED  EXPENSE. 

It  would  increase  our  expenses  about  $1,200  per  year,  and  we  believe 
would  be  of  no  possible  advantage  to  our  employees,  and  would  certainly 
be  a  damage  to  some  of  them,     .     .     . 

We  have  no  objections,  except  the  extra  expense  of  about  $600  per  year 
which  it  would  cost. 

.  .  .  With  the  present  condition  of  the  markets  for  manufactured 
cottons,  it  would  be  a  serious  drawback  ^unless  a  reduction  in  wages 
was  made  in  order  to  cover  it,  which  you  will  readily  see  would  react  on 
the  welfare  of  the  operative. 

Weekly  payments  would  cost  us  about  twice  as  much  as  fortnightly 
payments.     .     .     . 

.  .  .  Our  output  of  manufactured  goods  would  be  ten  per  cent,  xcss, 
which  would  consequently  be  a  loss  to  us. 

.  .  .  All  extra  expenses  that  we  are  obliged  to  make  for  any  purpose 
are  added  to  the  cost  of  the  goods,  and  when  the  cost  of  our  goods  comes 
so  near  the  selling  price  that  we  cannot  see  a  small  margin  for  profit,  the 
mill  must  either  stop  or  the  price  paid  for  labor  must  be  reduced. 
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As  a  rule,  our  hands  being  mainly  employed  by  the  piece,  only  about 
one  half  day's  work  is  done  on  pay  day.  "Weekly,  instead  of  bi-weekly 
payments  as  now,  would  decrease  product  about  eight  per  cent.,  without 
reducing  running  expenses,  which  are  largely  fixed, 

.     .     .     Extra  work  at  office  with  no  benefit  to  any  one. 

"Would  prefer  to  pay  weekly,  if  all  our  business  was  near  the  mill.  As 
all  of  it  is  done  in  New  York  City,  except  manufacturing,  the  extra  cost 
of  sending  paymaster  four  times  per  month  .  .  .  would  make  an 
extra  expense,  which  we  would  not  like  to  incur  in  these  depressed  times. 

"We  are  twelve  miles  from  bank  at  Hartford,  and  unless  we  kept  the 
money  over  night,  which  we  do  not  like  to  do,  the  frequent  early  trips 
would  be  inconvenient. 

The  extra  labor  in  making  up  roll  and  paying  off  so  often  would  largely 
increase  office  work,  and  might  interfere  often  with  necessary  absence. 

"We  are  twenty  miles  by  railroad  from  our  bank,  and  a  special  trip 
would  have  to  be  nade,  every  time  we  pay  off,  of  some  reliable  party  to 
get  funds  for  paying. 

So  long  as  the  standard  dollar  is  the  only  small  currency  available, 
weekly  payments  would  necessitate  the  transportation  to  our  scattered 
factories  of  some  400  avoirdupois  pounds  of  dollars  per  month,  instead  of 
100  as  now,  with  the  expense  and  risk  attending  it. 

If  we  had  to  pay  weekly  and  there  was  a  penalty,  we  should  many 
times  through  the  year  be  compelled  to  let  at  least  two-thirds  of  our  help 
lie  off  until  there  was  a  sale  of  our  goods;  and  particularly  so  at  the 
present  time,  when  we  are  running  full  time  and  selling  no  goods.  "With 
old  and  established  firms,  we  presume  their  credit  with  the  banks  would 
tide  them  over,  if  it  was  necessary  for  them  to  ask  for  credit;  with  young 
firms  we  think  it  better  not  to  ask  such  credit. 

Requires  more  cash  capital. 

Settlements  with  customers  are  made  from  1st  to  10th  of  each  month, 
and  so  it  is  much  more  convenient  to  pay  off  on  the  10th  than  every  week. 

Paying  weekly  in  full  would  compel  us  to  finish  some  parts  of  our  goods 
out  of  their  regular  order,  which  of  course  would  add  to  their  cost. 

Our  business  is  one  of  great  detail.  Piece-work,  and  great  difficulty  of 
pricing  same  in  an  unfinished  condition.  Extra  expense,  etc.,  —  foremen, 
timekeepers,  counters,  office  work,  etc.  Extra  trouble  at  bank,  etc. 
Delay  of  regular  business  on  pay  days.  Loss  of  time — men  settling  up. 
"Waste  of  money  in  aaloons,  and  bad  after  effects  of  same. 

"We  require  from  one  week  to  ten  days  to  get  our  pay  rolls  ready,  after 
the  expiration  of  the  time  for  which  we  pay.  To  do  it  in  less  time 
would  require  more  clerks,  which  we  could  only  afford  by  taking  their 
salaries  from  the  wages  now  paid. 

Makes  considerable  extra  work,  but  a  greater  objection  is  that  it  confinei 
some  member  of  the  firm,  or  other  person  connected  with  the  office,  to  be 
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there  on  given  day  and  hour  every  week,  without  regard  to  the  importance 
of  his  being  elsewhere. 

Paying  eighty  percent,  would  be  as  bad  as  paying  all,  as  it  would  require 
extra  accountants. 

UNDESIRABLE  EFFECT    ON   EMPLOYEES. 

Weekly  payments  are  undesirable,  we  think,  for  the  men  as  they  average. 
For  the  prudent  will  accumulate  a  little  and  not  be  dependent  or  out  of 
money  from  one  pay-day  to  the  other,  and  can  plan  and  do  better  Avith  a 
lump  sum  once  a  month. 

For  the  imprudent  and  dissipated,  payments  once  a  week  furnishes  four 
opportunities  for  dissipation  where  one  exists  now,  and  when  the  pay  is  in 
the  office,  the  wife  can  manage  to  get  a  little  credit  or  help  in  an  emergency. 
For  the  man  without  family,  it  ought  to  be  as  well  to  pay  monthly  as 
weekly. 

.     .     .     Frequent  pay-days  make  frequent  "lost  days."     .     .     . 

We  have  never  passed  a  pay  day  when  we  could  not  justly  have  dis- 
charged from  one  to  five  men  for  intoxication.     .     .     . 

The  amount  of  borrowing  done  by  our  operatives  does  not  decrease  in 
proportion  to  the  time  of  payment.  The  oftener  they  have  it  the  quicker 
it  goes,  and  they  become  involved  disproportionately  to  their  prospective 
pay.  This  is  our  experience  from  monthly  to  semi-monthly  payments, 
and  we  think  will  prove  true  with  weekly.  This  is  only  with  a  por- 
tion of  our  hands.     With  the  more  thrifty,  we  consider  it  an  advautage. 

Many  of  our  men  allow  their  wages  to  remain  until  the  end  of  the  sea- 
son. These  men  are  the  most  valuable  help  we  have  and  remain  with  us 
year  after  year,  and  are  accumulating  property. 

We  find  the  better  class  of  workmen  —  by  these  we  mean  those  who  are 
industrious  and  economical  —  prefer  to  be  paid  monthly,  for  the  simple 
reason  that  they  find  they  are  enabled  to  save  more  than  if  paid  weekly. 

Every  man  who  has  not  called  for  his  pay  until  the  amount  was  over 
one  hundred  dollars  has  invariably  saved  some  part  of  the  sum.  Men 
when  they  only  get  a  small  amount  they  don't  think  it  worth  while  to  make 
a  beginning,  but  spend  what  they  get  on  drink. 

Weekly  payments  would  be  a  source  of  trouble  and  expense,  which  dif- 
ficulties are  of  course  not  insurmountable.  But  as  a  matter  of  benefit  to 
the  workmen  we  believe  that  monthly  payments  are  the  best.  The  impro- 
vident man  will  always  be  "  in  hot  water"  whether  paid  monthl}',  weeklj^ 
or  daily;  but  the  provident  man  is  encouraged  and  assisted  in  saving  money 
by  the  accumulation  for  a  month,  on  the  same  principle  that  with  the  aver- 
age man  small  sums  of  money  are  frittered  away,  while  a  ten  dollar  bill  will 
be  kept  intact  until  used  by  necessity.  .  .  .  While  we  are  aware  that 
many  arguments  for  weekly  payments  can  be  urged,  we  believe  the  de- 
mand for  them  comes  from  the  chronically  improvident  man,  rather  than 
from  the  temperate,  industrious  workmen. 
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It  is  also  a  matter  of  fact  that  the  "  day  after  pay-day  "  is  always  a 
demoralized  one.  It  is  not,  in  our  opinion,  desirable  to  increase  the  num- 
ber of  these  days. 

We  cannot  bring  to  mind  a  case  of  factorizing  of  our  monthly  men,  and 
are  of  the  opinion  that  the  payment  weekly  gives  us  no  better  results  in 
work  performed,  and  gives  the  opportunity  to  avoid  the  payment  of  just 
debts  if  so  inclined. 

Our  men  are  all  satisfied  with  our  present  arrangement,  except  a  very 
few  who  are  continually  in  debt.  These  few  men  are  shiftless  and  impro- 
vident, and  the  oftener  the  pay-day  the  deeper  they  would  be  in  debt. 

We  regard  semi-monthly  payments  as  decidedly  the  most  desirable.  It  is 
a  fair  compromise  between  the  two  extremes,  and  avoids  the  objectionable 
feature  of  the  pay-day  always  occurring  on  the  same  day  of  the  week, 
which,  with  some,  means  a  weekly  temptation  to  irregularity. 

Eight  hours  a  day  and  weekly  payments  will  make  any  man  poor.  .  .  . 

.  .  .  the  help  are  likely  to  shift  more  where  they  get  their  pay 
weekly.     .     .     . 

.  .  .  It  .  .  .  would  interfere  with  the  amount  of  work  per- 
formed.    A  pay-day  interferes  largely  with  an  afternoon's  work. 

Our  help  want  two  weeks  notice,  and  we  require  the  same,  and  in  case 
of  weekly  payments  we  should  have  to  require  a  deposit  from  our  help 
that  would  be  unsatisfactory  both  to  us  and  them. 

.  .  .  Advancing  money  between  regular  pay-days  to  those  that  may 
need  it  is  better  for  the  family  whose  father  may  be  addicted  to  drink,  etc., 
than  weekly  payments,     .     .     . 

Our  firm  buy  a  few  of  the  staple  articles  of  food  like  flour,  lard,  hams 
(pork  and  beef),  and  let  our  employees  have  them  at  cost  in  buying  at 
wholesale.  If  we  were  compelled  to  pay  weekly  we  would  not  want  to  be 
bothered  with  rendering  a  grocery  account  every  time  we  paid,  and  should 
close  the  business,  which  is  quite  a  help  now  to  our  employees. 

To  those  who  are  inclined  to  tipple  the  weekly  payment  may  be  looked 
upon  very  unfavorably,  as  it  puts  them  in  position  to  oftener  gratify  their 
appetite  for  liquor, 

.     .     We  believe  it  would  be  very  bad  for  a  portion  of  our  men.     .     . 

It  would  not  be  so  well  for  the  help,  for  some  of  them,  after  two  months, 
would  never  get  able  to  buy  a  whole  barrel  of  flour  at  a  time,  and  in  case 
of  sickness  would  have  to  receive  help  from  the  public. 

There  are  two  serious  objections  to  the  weekly  payments.  To  the  em- 
ployer, especially  where  a  large  portion  of  the  employees  ''work  by  the 
piece,''  causing  much  extra  trouble  and  expense  in  making  up  the  accounts, 
and  to  the  employees  by  the  necessity  of  having  the  work  in  smaller  lots, 
materially  lessening  the  production,  in  the  same  time,  tliereby  making  it  a 
loss  to  both  employer  and  employee.  In  most  manufacturing  establish- 
ments, there  will  be  a  percentage  of  the  employees,  sometimes  small,  and 
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often  large,  who  have  confirmed  habits  of  uselessly  spending  a  part  of  their 
money  on  every  pay-day,  be  the  intervals  of  payment  long  or  short,  the 
amount  they  receive  large  or  small,  disregarding  any  debts  they  may  have 
contracted,  or  the  real  necessities  of  home,  however  pressing,  and  in  addi- 
tion often  losing  a  day  or  two  of  work.  I  have  heard  complaints  from  em- 
ployees of  the  monthly  payments,  but  very  seldom  where  the  payments 
are  promptly  made.  I  have  never  heard  complaints  made  of  the  semi- 
monthly payments,  though  I  have  asked  many  employees  the  question. 
What  I  have  written  about  the  weekly  payments  has  frequent  confirmation, 
and  is,  I  think,  fully  borne  out  by  facts. 

We  employ  a  class  of  men  that  want  their  pay  only  once  a  month. 

Prudent,  economical  people,  as  the  Canadian  French  generally  are,  take 
care  of  their  money,  as  our  savings  banks  testify.  They  also  pay  their 
bills.     Our  losses  by  these  people  are  very  small. 

The  liquor  dealers  and  drinkers  in  our  section  are  the  chief  advocates  of 
weekly  payments,  and  their  advocacy  makes  such  payments  most  unde- 
sirable. Weekly  payments  in  most  departments  are  practicable,  though  in 
some  the  full  week's  work  cannot  be  approved.     .     .     . 

ABSENCE    OF   DEMAND. 

We  should,  notwithstanding  all  .  .  .  objections,  pay  weekly  if  our 
hands  desired  it.  We  do  not  believe  they  do.  Quite  a  number  of  them 
rent  houses  and  get  supplies  of  some  kinds  of  us  and  would  not  care  to 
settle  so  often  as  weeJdy. 

Most  of  our  men  draw  cash  as  they  want  it,  and  it  is  charged  to  their 
account,  but  no  settlement  made  except  1st  of  the  month,  unless,  of 
course,  in  case  of  discharge.  Some  of  our  men  do  not  care  for  settlement 
but  once  a  year. 

Would  make  no  difference  to  us  when  we  pay,  although  we  never  have 
had  any  trouble  from  our  long  custom  of  5th  and  20th. 

We  do  not  see  why  our  practice  of  allowing  men  to  draw  what  they 
need,  up  to  the  amount  due  (as  nearly  as  we  can  figure  it  roughly)  does 
not  practically  cover  the  ground.  We  of  course  make  no  discounts  and 
advance  money. 

We  are  four  miles  from  a  bank  of  discount,  where  we  have  to  get  cur- 
rency to  pay  our  help.  Some  pay  with  checks.  We  never  do;  think  our 
people  prefer  bills.  .  .  .  Still,  we  could  do  it,  and  if  it  could  be  made 
to  appear  for  the  good  of  our  work  people,  we  would  cheerfully  arrange 
to  do  it. 

The  provident  and  thrifty  need  no  law  in  regard  to  payments.  The 
rest  —  by  far  the  larger  class —  would  not  be  gainers  by  weekly  paj'ments. 

No  request  ever  made.     Would  gladly,  if  it  was  desired. 

.  .  .  it  is  important  l;hat  prompt  and  certain  payments  should  be 
made,  and  it  would  add  to  the  ditficulties  of  meeting  this  requirement.     It 
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would  also  add  to  the  burdens  of  business,  and  increase  the  cost  of  pro- 
duction, which  is  a  step  in  the  wrong  direction     .     .     . 

Would  not  object  to  paying  weekly  if  requested. 

Our  offices  are  located  in  New  York  City,  and  pay  rolls  are  made  up 
there;  hence  it  is  more  convenient  to  pay  monthly.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
we  followed  a  custom  without  giving  much  thought  to  the  matter.  In 
New  York  we  pay  our  hands  weekly. 

We  look  upon  regularity  and  certainty  of  payment  as  of  more  import- 
ance than  time,  providing  it  is  not  unreasonable. 

Our  merchants  will  sell  as  low  for  cash  every  four  weeks  as  for  spot 
cash. 

.  .  .  It  was  tried  by  one  mill  .  .  .  and  no  one  liked  it,  except  the 
intemperate  class. 

If  men  or  women  are  prudent  and  husband  their  wages,  monthly  for 
men  and  fortnightly  for  women  is  sufficiently  frequent. 

A  man  who  cannot  carry  some  money  constantly  in  his  pocket,  because 
of  a  tendency  to  spend  it  simply  because  he  has  it  needs  daily  payments. 
But  until  he  can  learn  to  carry  it,  spending  only  when  he  needs,  he  will 
ask  that  pay-days  come  often,  and  will  yet  lemain  poor,  no  matter  how 
high  his  wages.  The  eagerness  with  which  tiadesmen  seek  his  trade, 
trusting  him  to  the  extent  of  his  earnings  or  beyond,  and  looking  to  the 
factorizing  law  for  security,  adds  to  the  difficulty. 

The  only  advantage  to  be  gained  by  weekly  payments,  ...  is  that 
purchases  may  be  made  cheaper  for  cash.  .  .  .  However  true  this  may 
be  of  other  towns  it  is  not  so  of  this.  We  are  informed  by  our  mer 
chants  that  they  sell  as  low  for  30  days'  time  as  for  cash. 

Most  of  our  men  are  settled  here,  and  several  own  places  and  are  fore- 
handed, and  don't  think  such  would  be  benefited  by  weekly  payments. 
We  have  very  few  transient  or  short  time  men. 

It  is  more  convenient  to  pay  monthly.  But  we  are  willing  to  meet  the 
wishes  of  employees. 

Paying  every  two  weeks  .  .  .  enables  our  men  to  pay  cash  for  their 
supplies  at  the  stores  in  the  villages.     .     .     . 

It  would  be  a  little  extra  trouble  to  pay  every  week,  not  very  much.  A 
law  compelling  weekly  payments  would  be  distasteful,  and  in  our  opinion 
ill-advised. 

DESIRABLE, 

Weekly  payments  are  an  advantage  to  both  employed  and  employer. 
Any  man  with  money  to  buy  with  can  do  better  in  making  purchases 
than  one  running  an  account.  Every  man  feels  better  toward  employers 
who  pay  frequently  —  say  four  times  a  month  —  than  he  does  to  those  who 
pay  only  once.  Weekly  payments  do  away  with  factorizing.  The  stores 
knowing  their  customers,  know  whether  they  are  paid. once  or  four  times 
a  month,  and  a  man  receiving  pay  every  week  has  no  occasion  to  ask 
credit. 
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We  experience  no  difficulty  in  making  weekly  payments,  because  we 
have  credit  and  capital. 

We  know  no  reason,  only  the  extra  labor,  and  the  interest  on  the  money 
required  for  pay  roll.  As  a  matter  of  opinion  we  think  if  merchants 
would  insist  on  cash  for  all  goods  bought,  it  would  be  better  for  a  com 
munity  to  have  mills  pay  weekly. 

In  our  opinion  there  are  no  reasons  why  weekly  payments  are  unde- 
sirable. On  the  contrary,  while  it  costs  us  more  for  clerical  help,  and  the 
system  adopted  requires  more  supervision  by  office  superintendent,  yet 
the  benefits  derived  by  the  employed  and  the  satisfaction  they  express 
compensate  us. 

There  is  none  in  our  business  nor  in  anj'one  else's,  except  a  want  of 
sympathy  with  the  workman  and  a  desire  to  save  the  additional  expense 
it  involves. 

We  ask  the  hands  how  much  time  they  have  worked  each  week  and  pay 
them  accordingly  —  so,  practically  allowing  them  to  be  their  own  time 
keepers;  and  we  have  found  from  experience  that  the  people  are  honest 
and  can  be  trusted  in  giving  their  time,  with  perhaps  very  rare  exceptions. 

We  see  no  reason  why  weekly  payments  should  not  be  made  by  us.  We 
think  it  better  for  the  men  and  just  as  well  for  us  except  perhaps  where 
competitors  don't  pay  till  after  60  days  and  use  their  men's  labor  as  their 
capital  and  pay  the  men  when  they  get  pay  for  their  goods.  We  are  not 
doing  that  kind  of  business,  but  know  where  it  is  done  in  this  county. 
We  think  weekly  payments  ought  to  be  enforced  and  all  put  on  an  equal 
footing. 

There  are  no  reasons  to  make  weekly  payments  undesirable,  providing 
there  is  cash  on  hand  to  do  it  with. 

Weekly  payments  are  desirable,  but  we  cannot  get  funds  enough 
sometimes  to  make  them.  We  sell  goods  on  30  days'  time,  and  it  is 
usually  90  days  before  we  can  get  any  returns  whatever.  We  have  as  good 
a  set  of  customers  as  there  is,  but  they  are  somewhat  slow  pay.  If  our 
customers  were  prompt  with  us  we  could  easily  pay  every  week. 

We  pay  weekly  because  we  think  it  better  for  the  employees,  and  only  a 
little  more  trouble  for  us. 

The  .  .  .  objection  to  weekly  payments  is  the  trouble  of  making 
out  the  pay  roll  each  week,  but  we  believe  the  company  is  well  paid  for 
the  trouble.     .     .     . 

We  would  rather  pay  weekly,  as  then  our  help  are  not  borrowing  money 
all  the  time,  as  they  do  in  some  factories. 

No  reasons  against  weekly  payments  except  to  keep  the  workman's 
money  in  use  in  the  business  free  of  interest,  or  to  gain  time  by  making 
workman  furnish  part  of  the  capital  without  sharing  in  the  profit  although 
his  risk  is  increased,  or  to  compel  the  workman  to  take  store  pay  at  a  good 
profit  to  the  company's  store,  or  to  compel  him  to  accept  orders  on  stores, 
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on  which  the  employer  gets  time  and  a  commission,  or  to  compel  the  work- 
man to  get  money  between  pay  days  at  a  wicked  interest. 

We  think  men  can  buy  necessities  cheaper  if  they  pay  cash.    .    .    . 

They  are  much  better  for  merchants  and  for  the  entire  community. 
Men  will  spend  less  in  drink  when  paid  often. 

.  .  .  And  if  so  paid  for  in  cash,  the  supplies  are  not  likely  to  be 
either  needed,  bought  or  used  in  such  lavish  quantities  as  is  often  the  case 
when  these  things  are  purchased  on  credit.  Overbuying  is  apt,  in  our 
judgment,  to  be  the  case  more  certainly  when  it  takes  no  money  to  buy 
with ;  hence  we  are  in  favor  of  the  wage  earner  having  his  cash  to  buy  his 
supplies  with. 

GOOD   EFFECT   FROM  CHANGE. 

We  find  we  can  do  so  with  but  little  extra  expense  or  trouble,  and  this 
we  care  nothing  about,  as  we  find  our  hands  are  pleased  with  the  change. 

Additional  expense  to  us,  but  with  satisfactory  results,  taken  all  ia  all. 

Much  additional  work  figuring  up  payrolls;  but  satisfaction  to  men, 
who  claim  they  can  purchase  cheaper  for  immediate  cash. 

We  like  it  now  we  have  adopted  it. 

.  .  .  Don't  think  our  employees  cared  for  weekly  payments,  .  .  . 
but  we  prefer  weekly  payments  since  we  have  adopted  it.  Thought  it  was 
a  "  big  bear  "  until  we  tried  it,  but  are  now  pleased  with  it. 

We  are  saved  annoyance  of  factorizing  suits,  are  not  compelled,  or  re- 
quested, to  advance  money  to  hands  during  the  week,  unless  for  family 
sickness.  .  .  .  We  think*$l,000  per  year  is  added  to  our  expenses  by 
weekly  over  monthly  payments.  Yet  for  this  saving  we  should  not  care 
to  go  back. 

We  have  no  trouble  now  with  suits  brought,  attaching  wages  of  our 
employees,  which  required  our  attendance  at  court  in  years  past. 

We  like  it  better  weekly,  because  it  saves  bother  of  advancing  funds  and 
suits  help  better. 

Employees  are  better  satisfied  and  so  are  we. 

To  us  the  advantage  has  been  very  great.  Our  employees  work  more 
steadily,  earn  more  at  same  rales,  are  much  more  contented  and  attentive 
to  their  work.  As  the  number  of  hours  worked  by  piece  hands  is  largely 
optional,  the  advantage  is  apparent. 

Making  employment  here  more  desirable  —  much  satisfaction  being 
expressed  by  those  employed,  and  by  the  tradesmen  in  town. 

Less  factorizing  of  wages. 

The  effect  of  weekly  payments  is  that  we  are  freed  from  the  nuisance 
attending  garnishee  process.  .  .  .  Think  the  men  pay  their  bills  and 
get  trusted  very  little. 

No  benefit  to  this  company,  but  a  safeguard  to  the  storekeepers. 
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We  think  where  the  men  are  paid  once  a  week  they  are  more  apt  to  keep 
their  bills  paid,  as  they  look  over  their  store  accounts  weekly,  and  so  keep 
within  their  means.  And  by  paying  weekly  we  avoid  giving  orders  on 
stores  and  the  men  look  out  for  themselves. 

In  February,  1884,  at  the  request  of  a  majority  of  our  employees,  we 
changed  from  monthly  to  weekly  payments,  and  the  effect  has  been  to  com- 
pel the  merchants  of  the  town  to  change  from  a  credit  to  a  cash  system, 
and  to  materially  reduce  prices,  thus  enabling  operatives  to  live  at  much 
less  cost. 

BAD   EFFECT. 

Impracticable.  "We  tried  weekly  payments.  Piece-work  to  some  extent 
is  so  interlocked  it  is  impossible  to  make  up  pay  rolls  weekly. 

A  great  increase  in  drunkenness  and  dissipation  among  our  employees. 
Much  less  work  being  done  by  the  men.  A  consequent  decrease  of  our 
output  of  goods. 

May  1,  1886,  commenced  weekly  payments.  We  did  it  because  the  sen- 
timent of  the  community  demanded  it.  Frugal  hands  don't  care  anything 
for  it,  as  a  rule.  Spendthrifts  all  want  it.  .  .  .  We  can  just  as  well 
pay  once  a  week.     Don't  think  the  hands  are  as  well  for  it. 

We  find  that  the  more  pay-days  we  have,  the  greater  our  trouble  from 
hands  being  out  the  following  day. 

There  is  more  lost  time  since  we  began  weekly  payments  among  the 
young  men  than  when  we  paid  monthly,  and  we  think  more  dissipation 
than  formerly.  More  complainis  from  boarding-house  keepers  than 
formerly.     Men  having  families  we  don't  know  so  much  about. 

NO   DECIDED   EFFECT. 

Adopted  system  of  weekly  payments  some  five  or  six  years  ago.  No 
marked  results  as  far  as  we  could  see.  Factory  operatives  may  be  divided 
into  two  classes,  the  thrifty  and  the  improvident.  The  thrifty  find  no  in- 
convenience from  monthly  payments.  The  other  class  would  always  be 
"hard  up"  even  with  daily  payments.  I  think  you  will  find  by  enquiry 
of  grocers,  butchers,  etc.,  that  a  ver}^  large  proportion  of  those  who  bought 
their  goods  on  credit  under  the  system  of  monthly  payments  still  ask  for 
credit  with  weekly  payments,  and  the  most  of  them  get  it,  for  if  one 
grocer  will  not  give  it,  another  will. 

The  help  as  a  general  thing  prefer  their  money  weekly,  if  they  live  in 
villages  where  they  can  do  regular  trading  or  purchase  what  they  need  for 
cash  from  day  to  day.  At  factories  farther  away  from  markets,  we  think 
the  regular  help  (not  tramps)  want  their  money  once  a  month  only. 

We  think  the  effect  will  be  to  stop  borrowing  money  at  exorbitant  rates 
of  interest,  at  least. 

Not  as  many  desire  their  pay  weekly  as  we  expected.     .     .     . 

Less  call  for  advance  wages  is  about  all. 
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The  uncertainty  of  collecting  promptly,  deters  a  man  from  obligating 
himself  to  pay  faster  than  he  can  collect,  or  thinks  he  can  collect.  But  if 
you  have  good  credit  at  bank,  and  can  borrow  money  readily,  then  you 
may  make  obligations  to  pay  weekly  or  daily,  and  have  your  bank  account 
ready  to  meet  them.  Prudent  men  will  endeavor  to  have  their  business 
conducted  in  a  manner  that  they  can  pay  when  they  agree;  and  many 
times  the  success  of  an  enterprise  in  a  little  town  or  village  is  looked  upon 
with  so  much  interest  by  the  inhabitants,  that  they  are  disposed  to  accom- 
modate all  they  can  both  workingmen,  employer,  and  merchants  who 
supply  labor's  daily  wants,  when  they  know  capital  is  lacking  yet  have 
faith  in  the  proprietors  and  management. 

It  is  not  practicable  to  pay  contractors  by  the  week.  There  is  not  time 
to  finish  the  work;  it  is  next  to  impossible  to  do  it.  In  the  next  place,  it 
is  an  extra  tax  on  the  book-keeper  of  the  establishment.  It  consumes  con- 
siderable time  of  the  foreman  and  employees  in  counting  up  and  making 
out  bills.  It  is  an  actual  damage  to  the  hands,  and  the  moral  effect  is  bad, 
especially  on  the  younger  portion.  As  it  is  now,  it  is  generally  under- 
stood that  workmen  get  their  pay  weekly;  so,  as  a  matter  of  course,  they 
have  no  credit  whatever.  The  young  men  and  girls  must  pay  their  board 
each  week,  after  which  perhaps  they  may  have  a  small  amount  left,  which 
will  very  naturally  go  for  tickets  to  the  theater  or  something  of  the  kind, 
and  when  the  year  comes  around  they  are  no  better  off,  and  at  the  same 
time  feel  abused,  and  are  ready  to  strike  for  more  pay  whether  the  busi- 
ness will  justify  it  or  not.  Yet  this  whole  thing  may  work  for  the  advan- 
tage of  the  employer,  as  a  man  paid  by  the  week  can  never  have  money 
enough  to  get  out  of  town.  .  .  .  Apparently  the  balance  is  about 
even.  There  is  less  indebtedness  contracted,  on  account  of  lack  of  credit; 
and  a  little  advantage  is  paying  cash  on  prices.  But  it  undoubtedly  tends 
to  prevent  accumulation  of  property  hy  the  hands.  Some  of  the  more  prov- 
ident help  have  asked  to  be  paid  monthly.

CLASS  1. 

Exemptions  destroy  workmen's  credit. 

No  man's  wages  will  be  attached,  if  he  is  honest.     (3.) 

We  do  not  think  there  should  be  any  law  to  assist  dishonest  workmen 
in  avoiding  payment  of  honest  bills, 

A  man  who  has  to  be  factorized  to  make  him  pay  his  honest  debts  is  of 
no  use  to  any  man  or  any  community. 

A  worthy  man  could  always  be  protected  by  a  manufacturer.  Think 
the  matter  should  be  left  to  manufacturers'  discretion. 

Except  for  liquor  bills.     (3.) 

Except  in  case  of  sickness  or  unforeseen  calamity. 

In  our  experience,  we  find  that  men  who  get  factorized  are  those  that 
are  able,  but  never  willing,  to  pay  their  honest  debts.  However,  in  case  of 
factorizing  the  law  takes  almost  the  whole,  so  that  the  creditor  does  not 
derive  the  benefit. 

Exemptions  by  legislation  will  probably  depend  upon  political  advan- 
tages to  be  obtained.

CLASS  2. 
Married  man  $20,  single  man  $5.

Nothing  for  board,  but  for  other  indebtedness,  fifteen  dollars  for  man 
of  family. 
Single  men  should  not  have  anything  exempted.     (2.)

Except  for  liquor  bills.     (2.)

CLASS  4. 

Eighteen  dollars. 

Nearly  or  wholly  all  in  case  of  married  men;  unmarried,  say  three-fifths. 
It  would  probably  be  better  in  the  end  for  storekeepers  and  creditors, 
if  factorizing  were  abolished  entirely. 

CLASS  5. 

All  costs  should  in  general  be  paid  by  parties  factorizing,  unless  there  is 
a  twenty-five  dollar  exemption. 

Factorizing  is  so  seldom  resorted  to  in  this  place,  that  it  is  hard  to  judge; 
but  twenty-five  dollars  seems  fair.

CLASS  9. 

Would  abolish  credit  system.     (3.) 

Then  there  would  be  no  trust,  which  would  be  better  for  dealers  and 
customers. 

With  monthly  payments,  all. 

]\Jerchants  would  not  make  such  foolish  accounts. 

Employees  should  be  freed  from  the  annoyance  of  factorizing  suits. 

Have  never  seen  any  benefit  from  factorizing. 

An  honest  man's  wages  should  be  exempt. 

The  present  law  is  the  cause  of  great  annoyance  to  oflQcers  of  the 
company. 

All,  if  any. 

For  the  good  of  merchants,  as  well  as  for  the  benefit  of  the  workmen. 

Exempt  sober  men. 

At  any  rate  under  weekly  payment  system. 

If  one  man  trusts  another  let  him  take  the  risk.  When  they  trust  our 
men  it  is  apt  to  be  for  rum. 

Easy  credit,  expensive  habits. 

We  believe  this  chance  for  collection  of  debts  is  an  inducement  to  com- 
peting dealers  to  bid  for  the  labor  trade  by  credit,  and  that  the  tendency 
of  such  credit  is  harmful  to  the  wage  earner,  tempting  him  to  spend  his 
money  in  other  ways  than  paying  his  legitimate  debts. 

Especially  in  cases  of  frequent  payment. 

No  credit  should  be  given  to  doubtful  men. 

Expense  of  collection  furnishes  reason  for  exemption.    (3.) 

Or  at  least  very  much  higher  than  at  present.     (3.) 
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CLASS   10. 

Payments  are  drawn  suflSciently  to  leave  amount  due  inside  of  present 
limit.     (3.) 

Weekly  payments  relieve  our  employees  from  liability.     (5.) 
But  perhaps  entire  exemption  would  lessen  employee's  ability  to  obtain 
goods  on  credit,  and  tend  to  cash  payments,  which  would  be  an  un- 
doubted gain. 

CLASS  11. 

According  to  what  debts  were  contracted  for.     (7.) 

Enough  to  protect  good  men  from  pettifoggers  and  sharks. 

Depends  on  size  of  family.     (2. ) 

No  faith  in  legislation.  Only  used  for  politicians  to  buy  the  laborers' 
votes. 

To  amount  of  fifty  dollars,  unless  for  board,  when  the  whole  should 
be  paid. 

All,  except  in  cases  where  parents  drink. 

Exemption  proportioned  to  age  of  debt. 

All,  in  cases  where  payments  are  overdue,  or  factory  embarrassed. 

For  rUm  bills,  the  whole.     (4.) 

From  twenty-five  to  one  hundred,  according  to  circumstances. 

Exempt  nothing  for  necessaries. 

Our  help  are  required  to  pay  their  bills,  or  look  for  employment 
elsewhere. 

Storekeepers  are  the  ones  to  be  primarily  considered. 

Do  not  like  system  of  attachments. 

We  cannot  say.  Will  not  hire  a  man  that  will  not  pay  his  honest  debts. 
Yet  we  would  put  the  limit  at  one  hundred  dollars  if  it  would  break  up 
the  factorizing  business. 

Either  none  at  all  or  else  put  it  high  enough  to  spoil  the  credit  system. 

Different  amounts  earned  should  govern  differences  in  exemption. 
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INTRODUCTION  TO  THE  TABLES  OF  STORE- 
KEEPERS'  RETURNS. 

The  following  returns  were  gathered  in  the  latter  part  of 
the  summer  of  1886,  by  a  single  agent,  as  nearly  as  possible 
at  the  same  time.  It  was  important  that  the  work  should  be 
done  by  one  man,  and  be  done  as  critically  as  possible ;  for 
there  is  no  respect  in  which  individual  differences  of  quality 
and  of  custom  make  themselves  more  strongly  felt  than  in  a 
table  of  prices.  Where  it  was  impossible  to  make  an  accu- 
rate comparison  of  quantities  for  a  single  grade  of  goods,  the 
prices  have  been  based  on  the  mean  of  several  grades  han- 
dled; but  every  effort  was  made  to  limit  this  as  much  as 
possible. 

In  addition  to  the  list  of  prices,  returns  were  given  with 
regard  to  the  proportion  between  cash  and  credit  business, 
proportion  of  uncollected  debts,  cases  of  factorizing,  etc.  The 
object  of  these  tables  was  not  so  much  to  ascertain  the  expense 
of  living  as  to  show  the  effect  of  cash  or  credit  upon  the 
prices  paid  by  the  workingmen.  This  should  be  borne  in 
mind  in  examining  the  tables. 

In  order,  however,  to  compare  the  prices  charged  by  differ- 
ent stores,  something  must  be  known  with  regard  to  the 
quantity  of  goods  handled  ;  and  a  difference  of  price  of  a  cent 
a  pound  in  an  article  like  sugar  would  count  for  a  great  deal 
more  than  a  difference  in  price  in  a  relatively  unimportant 
article  like  cheese.  In  comparing  the  figures  with  one 
another,  we  must  have  some  standard  of  comparison  for  the 
quantities  of  each  article  purchased  by  the  average  family. 

There  are  two  ways  of  getting  at  this  result.  First :  to 
obtain  returns  from  a  number  of  individual  workingmen,  as  to 
quantities  of  goods  consumed.  This  would  have  required  an 
investigation  by  itself — a  valuable  one,  but  one  which  we 
had  no  means  of  pursuing   during  tlie   present  year.     The 
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other  course,  and  the  only  one  open  to  us,  was  to  find  out  by 
enquiry  the  quantities  of  various  articles  handled  by  different 
stores.  If  we  had  returns  from  a  sufficient  number  of  gro- 
cers, it  is  obvious  that  the  quantity  of  flour  and  sugar  respect- 
ively sold  would  be  almost  exactly  equal  to  the  quantity  of 
flour  and  sugar  respectively  consumed  in  the  towns  which  the 
stores  supplied.  If  we  have  returns  from  comparatively 
few  stores,  they  give  no  indication  as  to  the  total  consump- 
tion, but  they  indicate  a  great  deal  as  to  the  proportionate 
consumption  of  different  articles,  in  comparison  with  one 
another. 

Some  thirteen  years  ago  the  Massachusetts  Bureau  of 
Labor  Statistics  estimated  the  amount  of  different  articles 
consumed  by  the  average  workman's  family  to  be  as  follows 

Average  number  pounds  flour  per  family,  972;  gallons 
molasses,  10.8;  pounds  corn  meal,  148;  tea,  9;  coffee,  13 
sugar,  194;  soap,  49.1;  starch,  6.3;  butter,  100.8;  cheese 
31.8;  lard,  64.5;  rice,  9.2;  fresh  fish,  66.6;  salt  fish,  73.4 
quarts  beans,  37.3 ;  milk,  266.3 ;  dozen  eggs,  26.2 ;  bushels 
potatoes,  20.9;  pounds  beef,  roasting,  53.7;  soup  beef,  41.6 
beef  steak,  90.1;  corned  beef,  124.4;  veal,  35.9;  mutton 
53.7;  poultry,  34;  fresh  pork,  51.1;  salt  pork,  106.8;  ham 
44.3 ;  tons  of  coal,  3. 

Several  things  have  occurred  to  modify  these  ratios,  and 
our  returns  of  quantities  from  grocers  show  this  fact. 

First,  and  most  important,  a  decided  iiicrease  in  the 
amount  of  sugar;  the  weight  of  sugar  used,  instead  of  being 
one-fifth  that  of  flour,  is  now  about  one-half.  Some  autliori- 
ties  on  food  consumption  are  disposed  to  place  it  even  higher. 
But  our  figures,  while  not  absolutely  conclusive  against  such 
a  view,  do  not  warrant  it.  The  reason  for  this  change  is  of 
course  to  be  found  in  the  greatly  reduced  price  of  sugar,  due  to 
improvements  in  the  supply.  Second :  an  increase  in  the 
amount  of  fresh  beef  as  compared  with  other  meats,  and  par- 
ticularly as  compared  with  salt  meat.  This  is  due  chiefly 
to  improvements  in  transportation.  These  improvements 
have   also   greatly   lessened    the  price   of    flour,  which   has 
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done  much  to  crowd  out  corn  meal  as  an  article  of  diet. 
Taking  the  proportions  between  various  articles  of  food 
handled  by  the  grocers,  w^e  are  justified  in  estimating  the 
consumption  of  an  average  family  to-day  somewhat  as 
follows : 

Five  barrels  of  flour;  500  pounds  of  sugar;  10  gallons  ot 
molasses ;  50  pounds  of  soap ;  80  pounds  of  lard  ;  80  pounds 
of  butter;  80  pounds  of  cheese;  20  bushels  of  potatoes;  30 
dozen  eggs;  200  pounds  of  fresh  beef  in  various  forms;  100 
pounds  of  corned  beef;  100  pounds  of  fresh  pork  ;  50  pounds  of 
salt  pork,  and  50  pounds  of  ham  or  smoked  pork  m  its  vari- 
ous forms.  This  is  the  list  which  we  have  used  in  making 
comparisons,  omitting,  in  the  first  place,  articles  like  rice,  of 
which  the  quantity  consumed  is  relatively  small;  second, 
articles  like  mutton  or  veal,  where  the  quantity  and  price 
both  vary  enormously  at  different  seasons  ;  third,  articles  like 
tea  or  coffee,  where  a  definite  comparison  of  quality  is 
impossible. 

Using  the  proportions  given  above,  and  applying  them  to 
those  grades  of  goods  where  the  standard  of  quality  was  most 
nearly  the  same  in  different  localities,  we  have  constructed 
two  series  of  index  numbers,  one  for  groceries,  another  for 
meats,  and  these  numbers,  it  is  hoped,  will  constitute  as  fair 
a  measure  as  can  be  obtained  of  the  general  level  of  prices  at 
each  store.  Each  index  number  represents  the  cost  of  five 
barrels  of  flour,  five  hundred  pounds  sugar,  etc.,  being  the 
estimated  amount  consumed  by  each  family  of  those  staples 
whose  prices  are  available  for  direct  comparison.

NOTES  TO  TABLES  XX-XXL 

The  preceding  tables  show  that  in  weekly  payment  districts 
stores  are  pretty  equally  divided  between  the  cash  and  credit  sys- 
tern,  while  in  monthly  payment  districts  hardly  any  are  able  to  do 
more  than  one-quarter  cash  business. 

They  also  show  that  the  frequency  of  payment  of  wages  has 
little  to  do  either  with  the  use  of  the  factorizing  process,  or  with 
the  opinion  as  to  the  present  law.  In  monthly  payment  districts 
the  number  of  cases  of  assignment  of  wages  becomes  very  large, 
especially  in  connection  with  mill  stores.  In  order  not  to  vitiate 
the  comparison  we  had  to  leave  out  of  account  stores  closely  con- 
nected with  individual  mills,  on  account  of  pecuharities  in  the  use 
of  this  system. 

The  average  of  bad  debts  shows  an  almost  uninterrupted  increase 
with  increased  credit,  but  it  is  in  no  case  very  large.

The  last  column  of  Table  XXII,  as  well  as  both  columns 
of  Table  XXIII,  and  the  first  column  of  figures  in  Table 
XXY,  show  the  price  of  five  barrels  best  quality  of  flour,  500 
pounds  granulated  sugar,  ten  gallons  molasses,  fifty  pounds 
soap,  eighty  pounds  lard,  eighty  pounds  butter,  thirty  pounds 
cheese,  twenty  bushels  potatoes,  and  thirty  dozen  eggs ; 
representing,  on  the  whole,  the  fairest  basis  of  comparison 
available  for  the  general  prices  of  different  stores.  In  the  last 
column  of  Table  XXY  a  similar  comparison  is  attempted  for 
meat  prices,  on  the  basis  of  200  pounds  fresh  beef,  100 
pounds  corned  beef,  100  pounds  fresh  pork,  50  pounds  salt 
pork,  and  50  pounds  ham. 

In  Table  XXII  the  comparison  is  made  for  all  stores,  with- 
out reference  to  location,  arranged  solely  according  to  their 
method  of  business.  In  Tables  XXIII  and  XXIY,  on  the 
contrary,  only  those  stores  are  compared  which  are  alike  in 
location  and  class  of  custom,  diff"ering  only  in  the  proportion 
of  cash  and  credit  business.  It  is  hoped  that  these  differences 
in  Tables  XXIII  and  XXIY  indicate  with  some  approach  to 
accuracy  the  average  difference  in  price.  It  will  often  hap- 
pen that  such  a  difference  is  more  accurate  than  any  of  the 
absolute  amounts  connected  with  it.  Y^e  do  not  know  what 
local  causes  may  combine  either  to  lessen  or  to  swell  the  local 
price  list  given.  But  if  we  take  two  stores  as  nearly  alike  as 
possible,  differing  only  in  the  proportion  of  credit  business, 
the  same  causes  which  make  one  man  understate  or  overstate 
his  prices  are  likely  to  affect  the  other  return  in  about  ecpial 
degree;  so  that  the  relation  between  the  two  is  more  trust- 
worthy than  the  average  absolute  amount  of  either. 
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The  result  of  Tables  XXIII  and  XXIY  indicates  a  differ- 
ence of  about  six  per  cent,  in  the  average  prices  of  cash  and 
credit  stores  in  the  twenty  instances  most  directly  available 
for  comparison. 

I^OTES   OK   TABLE  XXY. 

The  groups  in  Table  XXY  are  based  on  a  difference  in  the 
character  of  the  returns,  which  naturally  divided  themselves 
into  three  classes:  1.  A  group  of  cities  on  the  Sound,  with 
regular  steamship  communications,  and  considerable  through- 
freighting  interests.  Here  the  prices  were  as  a  rule  decidedly 
low.  2.  Other  cities  and  towns  of  more  than  10,000  inhabi- 
tants, wdiich  did  not  enjoy  equally  active  or  direct  water  com- 
munications. Here  the  prices  of  many  articles  were  much 
higher,  without  any  corresponding  diminution  in  the  price  of 
country  produce.  The  average  cost  of  groceries  in  this 
group  was  therefore  greater  than  in  any  other.  3.  The 
smaller  towns  as  a  rule  show  lower  prices  for  country  produce  ; 
the  general  scale  of  charges  is,  therefore,  a  little  lower  than 
for  the  second  group,  though  somewhat  higher  than  in  the 
first  group.  It  is  pretty  certainly  true  that  towns  of  group 
three  are  less  expensive  to  live  in,  but  the  difference  is  due  to 
some  things  which' could  not  be  shown  in  a  table  like  this  — 
partly  the  lower  rent  charges,  and  partly  the  smaller  number 
of  channels  of  expenditure. 
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mTEODUCTION  TO    EMPLOYEES'  EETUENS. 

Tables  XX YI  to  XXIX  give  the  information  offered  by 
labor  organizations  concerning  time  and  manner  of  payment, 
sex,  age,  and  hours  of  labor,  in  certain  lines  of  industry 
where  the  establishments  were  generally  so  small  that  it  was 
not  possible  to  obtain  full  returns  from  employers ;  or  where, 
for  other  reasons,  such  information  was  not  readily  obtained 
from  the  employers.  They  serve  to  supplement  the  tables 
already  given,  pages  4  to  41. 

Tables  XXX  and  XXXI  give  the  results  of  an  investiga- 
tion conducted  with  great  care,  in  four  mill  towns  in  the 
eastern  part  of  the  State,  where  there  was  a  specially  large 
proportion  of  child  labor.  The  object  was  to  show  the  condi- 
tion of  those  families  where  child  labor  was  employed  ;  how 
much  the  children  of  different  ages  contributed  to  the  support 
of  the  family ;  how  far  their  work  was  needed  for  the  support 
of  the  family,  and  what  was  the  social  and  industrial  condi- 
tion of  such  families.  For  any  such  investigation,  the  family 
was  the  proper  unit  to  start  from,  rather  than  the  individual 
child  or  the  whole  mill.  For  this  reason,  no  mere  tabulation 
of  the  returns  does  justice  to  the  result,  and  in  Table  XXXI 
we  have  published  them  nearly  in  fall,  omitting,  of  course,  all 
names  or  particulars  by  which  the  individual  case  could  be 
identified.

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INTKODUCTION    TO    TABLE    XXXIL 


In  order  to  obtain  an  accurate  idea  of  the  earnings  of 
women  in  various  lines  of  industry,  it  seemed  better  to  make 
a  full  canvass  in  one  place  rather  than  an  imperfect  one  in  a 
great  many  places.  The  following  tables  have  accordingly 
been  prepared,  giving  an  account  of  the  work  and  wages  of 
about  3,000  women  in  the  city  of  JSTew  Haven,  a  summary 
which,  while  not  complete,  yet  includes  representative  con- 
cerns from  nearly  every  line  in  which  women  are  employed. 
In  the  great  majority  of  cases  the  wages  have  been  ascer- 
tained by  enquiry  among  employees  as  well  as  among  employ- 
ers, and  the  discrepancies  remaining  unexplained  are  very 
slight ;  much  smaller  than  in  almost  any  other  investigation 
of  the  same  kind  which  has  been  undertaken.  The  results 
may  therefore  be  accepted  as  at  once  representative  and  trust- 
worthy. 

The  metal  group  includes  employees  in  manufactories  of 
hardware,  carriages,  Hrearms,  clocks,  and  brass  goods.  In 
wearing  apparel,  by  far  the  largest  number  were  emploj^ed  in 
the  manufacture  of  corsets.  It  was  impossible  to  tabulate 
one  or  two  returns  of  large  millinery  establishments,  on 
account  of  the  indefiniteness  of  the  rates  of  wages.  Of 
miscellaneous  manufactures,  by  far  the  largest  individual  item 
was  rubber ;  most  of  the  rest,  paper.  We  have  also  reports 
from  chair  and  match  factories.  The  stores  represented  are 
dry  goods  establishments. 

The  employees  of  nearly  all  the  concerns  are  entirely  or 
mainly  dependent  upon  their  own  exertions  for  support ;  the 
chief  exceptions  are  in  certain  corset  factories  and  dry  goods 
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stores.     The  majority  of  employees  have  a  common  school 
education. 

Metal  concerns  report  a  majority  American  born,  with 
some  Irish  and  German.  The  employees  of  the  corset  shops 
are  predominantly  Irish.  In  most  of  the  other  shops,  we  find 
Irish,  German,  and  Americans,  in  about  equal  proportion, 
with  perhaps  a  slight  predominance  of  the  former  nationality. 
The  different  nationalities  often  group  themselves  in  distinct 
shops  in  the  same  line  of  business.  This  is  noticeably  the  case 
in  the  paper  mills.

The  foregoing  table  is  intended  to  sliow  the  practice  of 
diflPerent  states  with  regard  to  exemption  of  wages  from 
foreign  attachment. 

The  States  may  be  divided  into  two  groups,  according  as 
they  do  or  do  not  allow  attachment  for  debt  before  judgment. 
If  sucli  attachment  is  not  allowed,  it  of  course  does  away  with 
a  multiplicity  of  cases  of  factorizing  such  as  are  possible  under 
the  Connecticut  law.  The  states  in  the  second  class,  there- 
fore, practically  allow  a  good  deal  of  exemption  independent 
of  the  special  provisions  of  the  law. 

The  classification  of  states  in  the  table  itself  was  only  a 
rougli  one.  Where  the  provisions  of  a  statute  did  not  hold 
good  universally,  the  name  of  the  State  as  entered  in  the 
table  lias  been  placed  in  parenthesis. 

A  detailed  summary  of  the  statutory  provisions  in  different 
States  is  here  appended. 


LAWS  ON  ATTACHMENT  OF  WAGES  :  IN  DETAIL. 


L  States  which  (like  Connecticut)  permit  an  attachment 
in  ordinary  cases  at  the  outset  of  a  suit : 

California.  Exemption  of  earniDgs  for  personal  services  rendered 
within  thirty  days,  when  it  appears  by  the  debtor's  affidavit  or  otherwise 
that  such  earnings  are  necessary  for  the  use  of  his  family  residing  in  the 
State,  supported  wholly  or  in  part  by  his  labor;  but  where  debts  are  incur- 
red for  necessaries  only  one-half  exempt. 

Connecticut.  Exempts  twenty-five  dollars  for  heads  of  families;  ten 
dollars  for  other  persons.  But  for  necessaries  of  life  ten  dollars  only  are 
exempt  in  an}'  case;  and  for  board  three  dollars  only. 

Wages  of  minor  are  exempt  except  for  necessaries  furnished  by  parent. 

Georgia.  All  journeymen,  mechanics,  and  day  laborers  shall  be  exempt 
from  garnishment  on  their  dai]}^  weekly,  or  monthly  wages. 

Maine.  No  person  shall  be  adjudged  trustee  ...  by  reason  of 
any  amount  due  from  him  to  the  principal  defendant,  as  wages  for  his 
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personal  labor  or  that  of  his  wife  or  minor  children  for  a  time  not  exceed- 
ing one  month  next  preceding  the  service  of  the  process,  and  not  exceed- 
ing twenty  dollars  of  the  amount  due  to  him  as  wages  for  his  personal 
labor;  and  this  is  not  exempt  in  any  suit  for  necessaries  furnished  him  or 
his  family;  moreover,  wages  of  minor  children  and  of  women  are  not  in 
any  case  subject  to  trustee  process  on  account  of  any  debt  of  parent  or 
husband. 

Massachusetts.  When  wages  are  attached  for  a  debt  or  demand  other 
than  for  necessaries  furnished  defendant  or  hi's  famil}^  a  sum  not  exceeding 
twenty  dollars  is  exempt,  and  if  the  demand  is  for  such  necessaries  then  a 
sura  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  is  exempt. 

Wages  of  wife  and  minor  children  are  entirely  exempt. 

The  wages  of  seamen  are  entirely  exempt. 

Nevada,  Exempt  from  execution  are  earnings  of  debtor  not  exceed- 
ing fifty  dollars  for  his  personal  services  within  thirty  days,  when  it  shall  be 
made  to  appear  by  debtor's  affidavit  or  otherwise  that  such  earnings  are 
necessary  for  his  own  support  or  for  the  use  of  a  family  supported  wholly 
or  partly  by  his  labor. 

New  Hampshire.  Exempt  from  attachment  are  wages  of  wife  and 
minor  children,  also  for  a  claim  other  than  for  necessaries  for  defendant 
or  any  of  his  family,  twenty  dollars. 

Pennsylvania.  In  general,  wages  and  salaries  are  exempt  from  attach- 
ment and  execution,  but  by  law  passed  in  1876  an  attachment  without 
exemption  is  allowed  for  indebtedness  for  boarding  not  more  than  four 
weeks. 

Rhode  Island.  Exempt  are  wages  due  or  accruing  to  any  seaman; 
the  salary  or  wages  due  or  payable  to  any  debtor  not  exceeding  the  sum 
of  ten  dollars,  except  when  the  cause  of  action  is  for  necessaries  furnished 
the  defendant;  the  salary  and  wages  of  the  wife  and  of  the  minor  children 
of  any  debtor. 

Texas.  No  current  wages  for  personal  services  shall  be  subject  to 
garnishment. 

Vermont.  Earnings  of  children  and  wife  exempt  from  attachment, 
but  there  is  no  exemption  of  defendant's  own  wages. 

II.  States  ill  which  an  attachment  before  a  claim  is  estab- 
lished and  judgment  obtained  is  only  permitted  where  the 
debtor  is  guilty  of  fraud  or  concealment,  or  has  absconded,  or 
for  some  other  specified  cause  of  similar  nature  : 

Alabama.  Wages,  salaries,  or  compensation  of  laborers  and  employees 
for  personal  service  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars  per  month  shall  be 
free  from  garnishment  for  del)t. 

Arkansas.  Tlie  wages  of  all  laborers  and  mechanics  not  exceeding 
their  wages  for  sixty  days  exempt  from  seizure  by  legal  process.  Proviiled 
defendant  file  sworn  statement  that  all  his  personal  properly  does  not 
exceed  $200,  if  single,  and  $300  if  married  or  head  of  family. 
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Colorado,     No  exemption  of  wages. 

Delaware.  Fifty  per  cent,  of  wages  exempt,  and  all  wages  of  married 
women  and  minors. 

Florida.     All  wages  of  beads  of  families  exempt  from  attachment. 

Illinois.  The  wages  and  services  of  a  defendant,  being  the  head  of  a 
family  and  residing  with  the  same,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  fifty 
dollars  shall  be  exempt  from  garnishment. 

Indiana.  Wages  exempt  where  both  principal  and  defendant  are  non- 
residents. "  The  wages  of  all  persons  in  the  employ  of '^ny  person  or 
corporation  shall  be  exempt  from  garnishment  and  proceedings  supple- 
mental to  execution  in  the  hands  of  such  person  or  corporation,  so  long  as 
such  employee  remains  in  such  employment,  not  exceeding  one  month's 
wages  at  one  time." 

Iowa.  The  earnings  of  debtor  for  his  personal  services  or  those  of  his 
family  at  any  time  within  ninety  days  next  preceding  the  levy  are  exempt 
from  execution  and  attachment. 

Kansas.  The  earnings  of  the  debtor  for  his  personal  services  at  any 
time  within  three  months  next  preceding  the  issuing  of  an  execution  cannot 
be  applied  to  the  payment  of  his  debts  when  it  is  made  to  appear  by 
debtor's  affidavit  or  otherwise  that  such  earnings  are  necessary  for  the 
maintenance  of  a  family  supported  wholly  or  partly  by  his  labor. 

Kentucky.  The  wages  not  to  exceed  fifty  dollars  of  all  persons  who 
work  for  wages  shall,  if  such  person  be  a  hona-fide  house-keeper  with 
a  family,  be  exempt  from  attachment  or  garnishment.  Provided  that  the 
exemption  of  fifty  dollars  shall  not  apply  to  debts  contracted  for  food* 
raiment,  or  house-rent  for  the  familJy. 

Maryland.     One  hundred  dollars  wages  exempt. 

Michigan.  Wages  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars  of  householder 
having  family  exempt. 

Minnesota.  Wages  of  laborer  and  minor  children  not  exceeding  fifty 
dollars  for  services  within  ninety  days  exempt.  Earnings  of  minor  child 
only  liable  for  debt  for  benefit  of  minor. 

Mississippi.  Wages  of  every  laborer  or  mechanic  to  amount  of  one 
hundred  dollars  exempt. 

MissouRL  Property  worth  three  hundred  dollars  (among  which  may 
be  debts  or  wages)  is  exempt. 

Nebraska.  Sixty  days'  wages  of  heads  of  families  exempt,  unless  they 
have  absconded,  or  are  about  to  abscond. 

New  Jersey.  Attachments  are  only  allowed  against  absconding  and 
non-resident  debtors.  No  attachment  of  wages  of  a  non-resident  employee 
by  a  non-resident  creditor  is  permitted,  if  such  wages  are  exempt  from 
attachment  in  the  State  where  the  employee  resides. 

New  York.  Exempt  are  "earnings  of  judgment  debtor  for  personal 
services  rendered  within  sixty  days  —  where  it  is  made  to  appear  by  his 
oath  or  otherwise  that  those  earnings  are  necessary  for  the  use  of  a  family 
wholly  or  partly  supported  by  his  labor." 
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North  Carolina.  Constitution  exempts  personal  property  to  the 
value  of  five  hundred  dollars,  to  be  selected  by  debtor. 

Ohio.  Earnings  of  debtor  within  three  months  preceding  are  exempt 
from  execution  when  it  is  made  to  appear  by  affidavit  of  a  debtor  or  other- 
wise that  such  earnings  are  necessary  for  the  use  of  a  family  supported 
wholly  or  in  part  by  his  labor, 

Oregon.  Earnings  for  personal  services  within  thirty  days  preceding 
exempt  when  it  appears  by  affidavit  of  debtor  or  otherwise  that  such 
earnings  are  necessary  for  the  use  of  a  family  supported  wholly  or  partly 
by  his  labor. 

South  Carolina.  In  supplemental  proceedings  on  an  execution,  debt 
must  exceed  ten  dollars.     Nothing  said  about  wages. 

Tennessee.  Thirty  dollars  wages  of  every  mechanic  or  other  laboring 
man  exempt. 

Virginia.  Constitution  exempts  two  thousand  dollars  worth  of  prop- 
erty from  garnishment  or  sale  under  any  process. 

West  Virginia.  Two  hundred  dollars  exempt  for  husbands  and 
parents.     Wages  not  mentioned. 

Wisconsin.  The  earnings  of  all  married  persons,  and  of  all  other  per- 
sons who  have  to  provide  for  the  entire  support  of  a  family,  for  sixty  days 
next  preceding  are  exempt  from  execution.
